STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

Owing to the vast niimlK»r of deaths caused every year hy small-pox in India, it has been found 
necessary to enact special measures for chocking the growth and spread of the disease and preventing 
the ravages caused by it. 

2. This Bill has hcim drafted with the obj(‘et of providing the required law. Its provisions arc 
intended to extend to the municipalities and military caiitoninonts of all those ]>rovinccs which do 
not possess local legislatures. But it lias been left to the power of the Lo(*al Governments to extend 
tho provisions of the projxised law to any municipality ami, with the previous sanction of the Governor 
General of India in Council, to any military cantonment of British forces situate in British India, 
and to the power of the Governor General in Council to extend them to any cantonment situate 
wjthin the tcrritf)ric8 of Native States. 

3. Most of the provisions of this Bill have been taken from the Bengal Inoculation Act of 1865 
and tho Bombay Vaccination Act of 1S77, with such moditicatious as are deemed necessary in (*onsidcr- 
atioii of the eircuin&tanecs of the pr<jvinces in which the proposed law is intended to be ])romulgated, 

4. In preparing the draft, it has been es]>eeially kept in view that the proposed law should find 
popularity among the people, and not interfere with their customs and ways ol lilc. 

. 5. Provision is made to enable muiiicipalitic^s to establish vaccination quarters and stations 

which would faeihiat<;«the vaccination of children and render the operation of the proposed law free 
from practical diffieultios. In order to secure the success of the proposed leg isLit ion, it has been 

f rovided that children may be va<*cmatc(l at their own residences, whilst the co-operation of Municipal 
commissioners (most of whom usually are Native gentlemen of res pe‘ct ability and local infiuence) 
required by the Bill is calculated to secure its popularity. For siniilur reasons, the provisions of 
sections 16 and 17 have been framed to restrict as far as ]i,)Bsible the iiiterfenmee of tHi* police; and, 
Dy entrusting Municipal Commissioners ami the yupcriiiteudont of Vac'cinators \yith the duty of kwiping 
registers of the names of unprotected children and making investigations, k is oxjneted that all un- 
necessary ineonvenience will bo avoided wliieli would arise from enforcing the attendanoc of children 
and their guardians l>efore Magistrates. 

6. Considering the j^hysicul constitution and the notions of tho natives of India, the minimum 
age for vaccination has been fixed at one year and the maximum at fourteen years. 

7. In consideration of the xirejud ices (wheth<*r well-fouiuhMl or not) of the Native gentry against 
the extraction of virus from tin* arms of tlu*ir children, the Bill expressly prohibits such a practice; 
and provision Is matle for securing the virus under special circumstances, with the consent of the 
parents or guardians of children, by payment of compensation. 

8. S]>t‘cial care has been taken in j)roviding punishments for the contravention of the proposed 
law, and they have b(‘en restricted for the most part to pecuniary tines. , 

9* As the circumstances of differejit parts of the country are not alike, it has been leftto tfia 
discretion of tho Local (jovernmcuitr, and in ca^e of military cantonments of British forces in Native 
States to the Governor General of India in Council, to frame rules, not inconsistent with the proposed 
law, for facilitating its practical working. At the same time, the essential principles which should be 
kept in mind in framing such rules have been expressly specified in section 21 of the Bill.

Okneral Remarks -^Rain fell throupfliout the Madra? Presidency, hut was everywhere slifjhfc, 
except a^aujam, where there u as a fall of over 3 inches ; the want of rain is felt in a few ]»l.ices ; 
bnrvefft operations proceed uith salisfaetory results. Jiomhay also there was little rain during the 
week, and more is ie(ium-d iutheS(juth Deccan and the Southern Mahralta Country ; prhspects are excel- 
lent in Guzerat, the ttonkan and the Northern Deccan. In Bengal general ram has fallen ; prospects 
in the Burdwan Division and Balasoro, though improved, are not good owing to previous drought; eomS 
distress coutmues in the Da.ea Difetriel ; the yield of the autumn harvest has hem short in some places 
aird average in othei-s, hut a good winter crop is expected. Ham fell in all the districts of the North- 
Western Provinres and Oudh, except Alecrut; it has damaged the ripening crops in Partabgaih; 
prospects arc^good. In tin' Puiij.ih there w.is a little rain m three districts and none in the others; 
prospects are favourable. In the (Central Provinces the desired ram has fallen, and has proved henefi- 
cial; prosiieets are very satisfaetory. In Burma abundant rain fell; prospects, which have improved 
eomewliat in inundated trai-ts, arc generally good. In tlie other Provinces and Stah's prospects con- 
' tinuc satisfactory, hut the want of ram is ^'It in parts of Hyderabad, Mysore and Coorg. 

General pro&peits are, on the whole, good throughout the Empire.

TRANSPORT OF SALT BY SEA BILL. 

The Ilou’ble Ma. Hope moved that the Reports of the Select Committee 
on the Bill to rest.rict tlu? lrans])ort of Salt by Sea be takem into consideration. 
He said t hat tiic Hill, although it was an old friend, and although it could 
scarcely he said to come before us .again with a new taoo, still as iwo-.and-a-half 
years had ohi|)so’d sinc«> last w(5 had the pleasure of seeing it, he thought it 
would he as av('U to call to mind the oircurustanecs under Avhieh we had parted, 
and the fortunes Avhich had occurred to it in the interval. 

The Bill Avas hast before the Council on the 28th of February, 1877, when 
ho had the honour to present the report of the Select Committee. The Bill as 
it then stood prohil.'ited the carriage of salt by sea by vessels of less tbau 300 
tons burileu unless covered by a permit, raAvtlna or pass. It gave poAVors of 
stoppage, search and arrest, and ])r<;scribed penalties for the infraction of the 
rules laid doAvn. It was intended to take effect on the Avestern coast of 
British India at once, and on the coast of the Btiy of Bengal and elseAvhero 
wbeneA'^er applied by the Governor General in Council. The llon’blo Mr. 
Dalyell objected to the Bill at the time of the presentation of the report, on 
the ground that it avouUI cause serious annoyance to the small craft by 
which salt-traffic on the coast and over-sea was carried on, and, moreover, 
that there Avas no satisfactory evidence of any largo amount of smuggling. 
As regarded Madras, ho thought that the large class who carried salt in 
small vessels Avould be unnecessarily interfered Avith ; and as regarded Bombay, 
ha considered that the oontoinplated levy of duty before shipment and negotia- 
tions with Portng.'il would do aAvay with smuggling connected with foreign salt, 
the extent of jvluch, moreover, seemed to him very much exaggerated. "As 
there AA'^as then no motion before the Council, no vote took place on Mr. 
DalyeH’s'rernarks, and the Bill Avas republished, as recommended by the Select 
Committee. But, as in tlie meantime the negotiations with the Portuguese 
Government commenced, and as also the general question of the salt-duties 
came under consideration by the Executive Government, it was thought best 
that the Bill, having been carried thus far, should not bo proceeded with for 
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time, until it was scon ^Ahat oftVet. would be produced on it by tho 'settlement^ 
of these pending issues. The (ii-st solution of the dillicully ciuue with regard 
to tho east const. Ju Uocember 1H77 tlie salt-duty in Rladrns atid Iiotid)ay 
was raised, and tlie Jiill wbieU he b;id had llie honour to iul reduce into 
this Council (aud whicli teas passt'd as Act XVI Hot lb77) niside obligatory , 
the prcjiayineut of duty on all s lit j>icvious to removal Irom tho works, and, 
consequently, on all salt rcnio\<'d by sea from any port in ISladras t-o 
any other port, uhether in Madras or elsewhere. It flius cut off all 
smuggling at the source ; and, as the IMadras Governtuent now *assured ua^ 
that the Art aa.vs full} c.anied out, .all picsent necessity for legislation regarding 
the east coast had licen removi d. 'I'Ik' lu'Xt solution of the diniculty eaiuo 
niuc^i moi’O taiUily, in the sh.ipi' of the treaty aaIiIi J’ortngal, Avhich will 
*t«ake eft'eet on the dlh [iroxiiito. This tre.aty conferred on the Ihitish Govern- 
ment tho exelusi\ e ])i i\ liege of regnl.iting and undortaking the uianufacturc 
and sale of salt in ]\ii tngueso Imlia, so that sneh sniugelinir asAAouldother- 
uiso he likelv to aiis(* lioni mannlaeturing the salt in Goa Avonhl cease. On 
the other hand, oAVing to tlie nature of our arratigeinents Atilli T'ravaiicore and 
Cochin, the pn'p.aynient of duty on s.alt shipped fiom Bmibiy lor these yiatcs 
cotdd not be CMi 1 icd ont at ])iasent.as had bi cn expiated. IMorcoycr, it Avould 
be .seen, irom I’a per Xo. 0 before the Council, tiuit other pi ua s, nliicli for 
obAiuus laasons he ahstaiind fiom meutioiiing, pt'sse-sed eonsidera'di' f.acilitie's 
for tlu' manni.aetui o of salt and tlie smuggling ol it ashoie m Brit'sh India. 
Under tliesi* circaiinst.anees, tlu* Itomh.iA GoAtriiment (auisidet i d that it Avas 
indis 2 >ensahl(' tluit tlu' Bill should be ai»plud to the A\esfern coast. 

As to the Bill itself, t he ex''eutiA e siadions, Xos. and 7. retained the 
form ill \A llie) 1 1 lu'v AA ere eaiafully sittbd hy the (’ommittfe m ('.leutta, of 
uhieli the llon’blo -Mr. Bulli'u yiuith, one oi the mcreantile eomiuuiutj, Aias a 
member. 

The application of the Bill wrnild, boAVever, as be bad ex) lamed, be eonfincd 
to the ue-torn coast (jf BiHisli liidiii north of (Joehin, .and a section bad lua^n 
added enipuAieiing llie GoAiinor Geneial in (bmiieil to <*xniipt ihe laiiiage of 
Balt AAilhin aip\ local limits, or in any class ol \essels, fiom tlie op<'rili >n of the 
Act. I'liis hid Ixaai in.si'i ted idinfly aaiiIi a \ ie\v to the possibilitA ol t'xeiiipling 
tlie Madi.as di'tiiets of ^lalaliar and South Ivanara in llieoAcnt ot sa1i^- 
faetorv an angcii. cuts being eoiieluihal h( i<‘, 'liter Aiilli TniAaneori' .ami (’oeliin. 
The oiiIa oll.er altiration be mad imaition had luaai m;id" in aei'oidanee AAith 
the Opinion ol llie LaAA IMeinlx'r. “A iiiai me h’ague ’’ from the eoad Aias 
fixed in section 1 ol the Bill as the distance seuAiurd to aaIucIi the Bill would 
extend. 

The llon'bb* Mr Stok'Ls s.aid thatbe Avoiibl malce n fcAV remarks in support 
oC lli(' opinion to Ashii-h the ILon'hh' jMoAcrhad leh'rrid, ntniu'lv,. i hat t ho 
Bill migiil ])r<> 2 )ei'ly b(> made to cxtimd to ;v marine bvagiie from the coast 
of Britisu India. It aa as clear thal, fori'crlain pnrjiosi's, the jnrisdiclion of Colo- 
nial b'gisl limes extended to some disintice seaAA'tird from the shore. In tin opi- 
nion giA'en in hy Sir .f. Harding, Sir A. E, Coekhurn and Sir B. Bet hell, the 
then I.-iAA ollieers of th(‘ CroAvn, and jiriuted at page 21 of Mr. Forsyth's CVisca 
and OiHiiiiuis on CunhiUnliowtl they said, AAith relercnei' to British 

Guiana: “ M'e eoneeiAa* that the Colonial h'gislat are eeiinot legally <‘xereiso 
its jurisdii'tion be'^ond its toriitorial limits — three mih's from the short'.” This 
was e(|niAalent to saving that within these limits — within what AAas called 
territorial Aiater — it might exercise its jurisdi<*(ion. Again, in an opinion 
given hy the (Queen’s Advocate in 1854) on the qiu'stion within what distance 
of tho coasts of till' Falkland Islands foreigners might bo legally preA'eiitcd. 
from whale and seal fishing, he .said : “Her Majc'.sty’s Government will ho 
legally .pisl id d in pr'o entiiig foreigners from whale and seal fishing Avitlun 
three iinrine n !' ■, (or a marine li'ague) from the coasls, sueh being tho 
distance K* A\be'i, ...cording to the modi'rn interpretation ami nsfigo of 
nations, a ci mi hot is Mipjio'-i'd to I'caeh.” 11 mud Ix' fidmitled that 
the ant'i('i',\ ol 1I' loruK'i' of these opinions, if taken in ils Cull generality, 
bad bei'.i g'.all, (lo.iiui' lu'd by tiio decisions of some of llie Jiidgi's in 
the cclcbiviti (.1 J Hdec^nia case Quccu v. Keijn, 2 Excli. l)iv. (53), 
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•and tftat the old doehnno of the three-mile zone forrnin" part of tha territory 
of a littoral state as though it were so mnch landeould liarclly now l)o follbwed. 
^ It must, he tlioui'ht, he now held by Euiflish lawyers that, by (ho j)rfiici|5Te3 
of international law, .a inaritinie State iiad l(<'>:islative power over the sea beyond 
low-water mark and Avithiu a r(^asouabl(^ distance from its coasts, but that 
such poAA'er was only for certain limited purposes, and ditl not oxteud to a 
general sovereignty over all passing vesseds. Hut Jinlges H\ich as Sir 
R. Phillirnore and Clii(d‘ Justice Cockbarn, and. jurists sncli as Merlin and 
Mannfag, agreed in r(*garding the prevention of smuggling — in other Avords, 
the protection of customs-nn'cnue — as’one of those ])urpos('s. 'Phe others Avero 
.probably— in th(^ ab.s(me(? of judicial d<'cision it was impossible to speak posi- 
tively — the regulation of flslierics, the <ixaetion of harbour and ligbtlitmso dues 
and the protection of the territory from violation in time of AAar betAvecn other 
States. 

n'lie qu(;stion tlion M’^as Avhat might be deemed to he a reasonalde distance 
from the coast of British India, Avitliiu Avlueb we could e\'(‘reise this special 
rigid, of jurisdiction or dominion. Noav, France, In; believ('d, snbj<‘(!led all 
veKS('ls ^to Ikw cusioins laws to a distance of live leagues iVom sliove. But 
Parliament in a n-ei'iit Act, :19 & JO Vie., e. 30, for the consolidation of Acts 
relating to Ibe Customs, bad ('nact(‘d (section 17'.)) that, if a foreign sliip were 
found Avilbin oiu' leagtKi of the coast of the Cuited Kingdom conveying spirits 
or tobacco (dherwise tliyai in ])ackages of a certain siz(^ and kind, tlu', articles in 
question as avcM .as the? ship licnself should b(' liable to forfeiture; and any 
foreigner found on board any ship so liable to forfeiture within one league 
of the coast and having on board any spirits or tuba<‘co in such packag('s AAaas 
to forfeit a sum notexeci'dijig .CIOO. It Avould seem, therefore, that Paidiament 
ihonglit, OIK' league a naisonahh* distanee fi’om the slioi'cs of Great Britain and 
Iiadand within which to lake, mea.snres for the proteedion of its custo)ns-r('.Aa.muo 
agaijist fon'igji v(>s.sels and foreigner.s ; and in the cas(5 of this Bill, t he object 
of Avhieh Acas to ]»rotect the British Indian salt-rcvemu‘, w'- could not do 
bcttc'rthan folloAvthc I'b'.glbh jirccedeut. That this Council coidd legally do 
60 was, ?di;. StoIvKs thought, rc'asonably clear. For, evmi though it should 
be confemled that under the AVords of the Indian Councils Act of ISOI our 
legislative authority t'.vtendcd only to the Indian territories then under Her 
Majesty's dominion, and that the bed of the sea to the extent of three miles 
from tlu' bea,eli ('onld not nuAV }>e lield to be part of those territo.rics, a sta- 
tute Avas alv. a vs const rued as implietlly giving poAvers absolnt<-ly es.scutial to 
the privilege granted ; and jurisdiction to legislate, as the Bill pi-oposed to do, 
for the pruteelion of the revenue of tlio.se territorii's aaos a ne<*ess.ary incident 
to the general poAvor of legislation expressly conferred upon us for the benclit 
of British linlia. 

The ]Mot ion was piit and agreed to. 

The 11 un’ble jMti. Horn also moved that the Pill as amended be passed. 

Tlie Motion Avas put and agreed to. 

VACCINATION RILL. 

The llon’lde' Saya'AI) Ahmad Kuan luoAod for leaA^c to introduce a Bill 
for the prohibition of the praeliee of inoculation and to make tlu; Axiecination 
of children in certain ]HunieipaIitie.s and Cantonnunts cornimKory. Ar, tlio 
request of the ilon’ble JMembor, IMr. I’itzpatriek road to the Council his 
remarks on the Bill, which Averc as follows ; — 

“ My Lord,, — In asking leave to introduce a Bill into tho Council making 
vaccination eompolsory, I am supported hy a sincere eonvietum that 1 am sug- 
gesting a laAV eo sir.!, (mt Avith tin' policy of humanity and toleration which has 
been the guiding ]iiineipie of the British Empire in India. Tlie British rule in 
India has exerted itsidf in the direction of securing human life from the di.soidcrs 
of rapine anil the calamities of famine: sanitary measures have been adopted on a 
large scale to securi’ the cleanliness of towns and to cheek tho growth ot epi- 
demics : A’^acciua'. ion ii:.,) heun undertaken hy tho State, and mneh success has, 
no doubt, been aeiiicved. Rut the sad events whieh come to light ever^ year 
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■ shovr that Ihf'J’o is Jimcli room for improvemont, and that vaccination nsfc not 
yot been sufficiently crnjdoyed as a pi’otection against the ravages of small-pox. 
Tlic' statistics for tbo year 1877 show that during tho previous five years the 
number ol dcvitlis caused by smal}-pox in the Panjdb, the North-Western 
Provinces, Oudb, the Central Provinces and British Burma has been no less 
than 4.05.), 480, thus giving an enonnons average of 91,8t»6 deaths every year. 
And this calculation docs not include the deaths caused by the malady in the 
Native States of the Panjab. 

“ My Lord, there was a time when tlve people of this country had prejudices, 
to which superstition and ignorance had given birtli, against the practice of 
vaccinal ion. But the time has now arrived when sueli notions no longer find 
place in the minds of the gentry of India. Bduciition and cxpeidenco have 
opened the eyes of the people ; and I have no hesitation in saying that it is 
extremely rare to find men among Ilje gentry of tlio land who look upon 
vaccination in any other liglit tlian as a safe and salutary practice. This is 
proved by tho fact that A’accination has already become common, and has met 
with no rt'sislanee in those provinces in India (like Kumaon) where the power 
of the ('xecutive authorities lias boon duly extirted in favour of vaeciuatifen, and 
where the ]iroporlion of deaths caused by sniall-pox is much less than in other 
parts of India. I tlierefore think that, considering tlic ciroumstanees of the 
country and the acknowledgi'd efficacy of vacciiifvtion, there exist sufficient 
reasons to justify tho State iu making that sanitary measure compulsory 
by law. 

“My Lord, T am one of those who look upon all compulsory legislative 
measures -'s jusiilialdo only in eases of extreme necessity. Personal Jihorty of 
tlu' subject is one of tho groatosi and dearest privileges wliich have been con- 
ferred upon tliis country hy tlie British rule; and, in common willi millions of iny 
countrymen. 1 hold them sacred. But the exigencies of the case wliicli I have llio 
honour to bring to the Couneil’s notice demand the iutrodmfiion of eonipulsory 
measures of l('gi>lation for the security of human life. Small-pox is a dis(‘ase not 
confined to individuals or localities. It attacks ])crsons of allelass(!s, usually at a 
period of life wlicn its victim is still in his cradhi and his intellect still in fis iti- 
laiicy. Its ravages extend ehielly to innocent children too young to take care of 
their lives, too young to have adopted any preventive remedies wdiich sehuna* has 
pi 'ovided. Nor arc the effects of the disease confined to those whom it first 
attacks. The infiadion carries it from neiglibour to neighbour, and those W'lio 
suffer from the calamity may be said to be instrumental in inflicting it ujiou 
others. !My Lord, if this view is supported by the undeniable results of science, 
tbo question no longd’ remains one of only personal lilierty. liven if it bo 
, granted that a man lias a right, if he chooses, to die of sinall-])ox, no respi et 
for personal liberty would justify tho harm which lie does to his neiglihours' by 
■ couvc'yiiig infection. Compulsory vaoeinatiou is thus a measure fur the pro- 
tection of the lives of innocent children from tlie results of the folly of their 
parents and for the security of grown-up persons from tho sanitary evils wliieh 
arise from tlie ignorance or apathy of their neighbours. This argument, apparent 
to every intelligent mind, justifies the introduction of a lawmaking vaccination 
conirmlsory iu India. My Lord, I have carefully cousidered- tlie difficulties 
w'hieh exist in putting suidi a law into practice; and I am aw^are that tliereare 
BOine parts of India which have not yet reached the stage w him the enforcement 
of sneii measures wniuld be advisable. Tlie proposed Bill will, therefore, not be 
generally eoln[)nl^ory. It is not meant to be applicabh' to those parts of India 
which possess lot'al b'gislaturi*s, and its operation will he confined to such muni- 
cipalities and military cantonments in British India as the Loeul Governments 
in their disor 'tion dona fit to place under the proposed law. The extension of 
the ])rop()scd law' to British military eantonmenls situate in Native Slates will 
be left to t iio power of the Covernor General in Council. The object tliereforo 
of the proposed Hill is to lu’oviile a law to enable tho Local Governments of 
those [irevincv's whieli du n 4 possess their own legislatures to make vaccina- 
tion compulsory in sucli places as they consider lit for tbo promulgation of such 
a law. 
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“J^yLord, so far as my cxporionce extends, I have no hesitation in 

saying that coin 2 )ulsoi’y vaoeiiiation would meet with the approvifl of.tlie 
gentry of India. Indeed, one of my Hiiidii friends — a gentleman o*f good 
hirth and good intluc'nee at Benares, (he .source of ITindd Jaw and religion-’^ 
impressed npon roe tlie ad%isabilily of sueh 'a measure*, and ask(*d mo to do 
what lay in my humble jrower to induee your Exeellenej’s Government to 
adojjt measures malviii'g \aeeinaliou compvrlsory by law. I have also received, 
of late, another comrminiealion fiom a respeetabh* Muluunmadan gentleman of 
one of the districts of the Banjiil); the substance of its paragraph rcLitingto the 
subject oT ^vaccination I beg ka\e to brii\g to the Council’s notice. 


“ lie says tliat be lias come to know from certain newspapers that I intend 
tomovoin'lbe Legislative Council for the enaetinent of a law making the 
vaccination of ebildren coin]iu]sory in tin* KoiOi-lVi stern rro\inees;*aud he 
asks mo whetlier I do not iceognize the necessil} lor such a h*gislafion for the 
Panjiil) also, ami Avbetlier'tbousands of innocent children do not sueeumb to the 
fatal ellccts of* small-pox e\ery year, lie suggests tlie ad\ isability of extending 
the proposed legislation to the i’anj.'ib also, and asserts that, lliongli tlie muiiiei- 
jial and nistiiel committi'is in tlie B.injal) lia\e exerted tliems('l\ I's to the 
utmost f«r gi\ iTig deseni'd jiopularity to the jiraetiee of vacemation and ha\() 
even succeeded to a great d<'gree, yet the jiubru* are not likely to care 
mneli for its bom fits unless eonnielled by law. To expect that jn'oplo mil 
gradually come to the knowhdge of bem'lils deiivable from Aaieinaliou 
and will of their own accord resort to it without iiei essibiting the apjilica- 
lion of any legil [inssiire is, he s.ijs, a hrod-iiearled ciucIia ; and that it 
reminds one of the old provi rh, ‘By the time the aulidoto is letehed from 
Irak (Me lopolami i), the snake-lnttcn is no more.’ 


“ I f('('l suie til it the causes which ln\e hilherfo prevent'd vaccination 
from hceoniing a nnncrs'il juaetiee in this country eonsi^t eluMly in the apathy 
and w'Mut ot loiedglit of tlie pi'ople, and the ahsonet* ol a s\ stem jiroviding 
facilities for ]>iocutiiig Aaeeination. I eau eonfnh'ut ly say that no rt asons of 
a moic seiKiu-. natine exist in this country against eompuls'-i\ vaccination, 
and those to which 1 Irne lefened arc iiisigmlieant, and can without dilUeully 
beremoied h} legisbitiou. 

“ My Lord, I w'ould not have A'cntured to suggfxst an Act such as (he one I 
ask the Council’s leaie to iuiroduco il I dul not let*) suic that, whilst its 
objects are humane, they will also be })ropcrly understood In the peojdc of 
India. In the ligurauie language of the East, small-pox is ealh'd the 
inevitahlc hiidge wliioli every cliild has to cross hi tore cuteiiiig into life ; and 
recovery from (lie disease is co]isid(‘ri d secoml birth. The most anxious 
moments of the Natnc parent’s care are bestOAAcd on the child suffering 
from the mal.idy, and the most earnest piayers are otfered lor the safety 
of the* child. Other disease's arc looked upon as aeeidciitil ; hut small-pox 
is regal ded, as imh'id it is, almost unui'rsal. ]r tom'hos the kieucst of 
human suseept ibiht ies ; for there are thousands in this country who, though 
spared bj il Irom d* at h, still have trtiees of its \iolence in the deeji marks on 
the face or tin* los, of ati e_A e. A law having for its object tin* si'cuiity of the 
future genenitiuiis of India from a calamity so universal and seven' would, if 
properly put into operation, far from being unpopular, be welcomed by the 
people of this country.” 


Ills Honour Tun LniTJTENANT-GovJBitNon said thai the Bill wdiicli il was 
proposed to introdnei' and wliich vvtis referred to in the list of business was 
not before the Council. lie was therefore unable to oll'er any opinion as to 
how far the 2 >ro\ isioris of it would be suitable, or otbeiwisc, for the Panifib. 
But, iuasmueb as the Jloii’blo JVlcmber had referred to the P.mj.ib as a 
whore vaccinal i m ought, in his opinion, to he mtulc eomjnilsfiry, and had 
adduced the omnions of influential inliahitants of the province in support of 
applying the ]>ro\ I'ions of tin* Bill to the Punjab, ho viished to say that tho 
Government ol tl * Ibuij.il) had always kept in view the desirability of introduc- 
ing vaeeinatum as largi 1\ as jiossiblo in the province, and luid lully reeojni/ed 
its benefits ; and il was entirely on that account, and from his (hsire tliat tho 
benefits of vuceiuutivm should be extended and should not ho checked, that ha 
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demurred to moking such a provision as he understood- the Act to con- 
template, namely, tliat vaccination should he made compulsoi’y. He Believed 
tliat U' measure of tiii.s kind, however carefully guarded, would have 
au efleet dii’octly the reverse of what it was intended to produce. ■ Gradu- 
ally, year by year, tlio prejudices of the people regarding vaccination 
had been lessened. Every care * was taken in carrying out vaccination 
to enlist their sympathies and their intelligence in carrying on the 
operation, and for this reason, no doubt, the practice was meeting with less 
opposition than it m(;t with at first. He felt certain, however, that to make it 
compulsory would at onee. raise a largo amount of oppositioji, and it was solely 
on account of this opiuiun thiii ho was averse to compulsory vaecinartion being 
introduced into tlio Panjub. The province was one which had been comparatively 
recently, annexed to Jhitish India ; and, altliough we had made cdusidorable 
progress in civilizing the jieoplo and advancing their condition, yet he thought 
it would he a mistake', Avhile vaccination was making the progress which it 
now did, to render it compulsory in any part of the jlrovince. 

The Hon’hle Mr. (Jolvfk said that, witli reference to the speech of Ilia 
Honour the JJentenaul-Govei-nor, 1h(' Ilon’hle Sayvad Aumau iK'gged th.'it tho 
motion standing in his name, which had just been put to the Council, might 
he altered as follows : — “ ^Tlu^ i Lon’hle Sa-vyau Aiimai> Kmax to move for h^ave 
to introduce a Hill for cnahling Ivoeal Govcriimoits to prohibit tlio ]>ractiee of 
inoculation and to make the 'vaccination of children in certain MunieipnlLties 
and Cnnioniiienf s compulsory. ” 

Tlic Jlon’hle Sir. A nnx \nui:r AaerTUXOT said that lie intoiuh'd fo make one 
remark with rcfcn'uco to tlio 15111, hnl he had jiroposed to deter making it. until 
t he Bill was a{ I tially introduced, having ohserv'od from the notice jiajier that 
the Ilon’hle Muinlu'.r was about to introduce the Bill at tlu' ]>rc.sent mcel.- 
ing. He had :.;'eji a cojiy of tin* J{ill which was sent to tin' Event ivo Dcjiart- 
mont of the Govv'i ninent the business (d‘ which was under his iiuniediate eliarge, 
and while it was pas''lng through that Dv'partment a sugge.stion had In cu made 
by the ISaiiittiry Commissioner with the tiuverinm'ut of India, which sug.gcs- 
tion, like every sugu'cstiou oi\ sanitary matters emanating from Hr. Cnningiiam, 
ap])ear<‘d to liiin to lie deserving of the careful consideration of the Coiuieil. 
Before he procet'deil to notice that suggestion, ho would .say a h'w word-s with 
reference to the ohsc.’rvations made by tho llon’hlo Member who liad moved for 
leave to introduce tlic Bill and by his lion’hlo colleague the Lieuicnant- 
Ciovcrnor (d* the BiUijjih. He gathered from tho remarks of tho Jlon’hlo 
M'emher in ehai’-rc v)f tlu' Bill that he considered that, tliroughmit the greater 
part of India, vaccination might at once he made gciu'rally compulsory; hut 
he observed that in tlio Bill which tho llon’blc .Menilicr had franu'd, lie had 
for the present conliuod its application to municipalities and cantonments, in fact, 
to the large t<.wns iii the several provinces to wliieli it was projiosed to apjdy it. 
Ho thouglit that in making this limitation tho ircm’hle Member had acted 
wisely. B e had just heard from His Honour llic Lieutenant-Governor that, iii 
his opinion, .any sort of eoin]mlsion would ho out of place in tho proviueo 
of wliieli he 'vas tho Govorno’’. Speaking of the Presidouey with wiiieli ho 
had been connected during the greater ])ait of his Indian life, he thought ho 
might say iliat ihe o.oinioiis of tlio iritelligcnt momhers of t,he Native community 
throughout the Madras J’rosidetiey were entirely in accordance with tho 
opinions which had been e.xpressed by tlieir hon’hle eoJleagiK' S.ayyad Ahmad. 
Not very Jong h tore ho loft Aladias — some s(>ven years ago — tho question of 
making v.-u-eination e(unj)uIsoiy in inunicipalilies was strongly pressed upon his 
attention by one of the ablest N.at ive onicials in the Mtidras Presidency, indeed, 
bo might say one of tho ablest olhcials in India. That geullemnu assured him 
that the import au'-o of tho measure vvas wddely and increasingly recognized, 
and ihak while he was mf., prepared to advoe.ate tho extensiou of such a 
laeasun^ at 1 hat moment in tin; villages throughout the country, he thought 
that in largo towns it w-on!d bo perfectly safe and wise to introduce it. 

The sviegi'^tion which Hr. Cuningham had made was in tho direction of 
further limiting iho :i])p1icai ion of tho Bill, in fact, of making its application 
still more teuiuiivo. Ho advised that, before the Bill was put iu force in any 
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municipality, an applieatlon requiring it tube pi>t in force should emanate f^om 
the Munictpal Body, in which, as the Council were aware, there was invafiably 
”a considerable proportion of Native members. 

. It appeared to him that this was a wise and safe suggestion for dealing, 
as the proposed Bill did, with prejudices which, certainly up to a recent date, 
/ were very deeply rooted, which were of long standing and which had only of 
late begun to give way to the force of enliglitened opinion; and he thought it 
was very desirable tliat, as far as possible, wo should carry the people with us, 
and that, qt all events, wo should carry with us the opinions of their more 
•’enlightened* representatives. 

• . He hoped, therefore, that, if the Bill was introduced and refeiTed to 
a Select Committee, this question of limiting the oper’ation of the Bill, 
for a time at all events, in the manner suggested by the Sanitary Commis- 
sioner, would receive the careful consideration of the Committee.

The Hon’ blc* Mil. ConviN said that ho wished to malce a few remarks 
with reference to the observations which had fallen from bis hou’ble friend 
the Lieutenant-Governor of the Panjah. Like His Honour be had not yet 
seen the BiU whieh it was noiv pro])oscd to introduce ; but he understood 
from the notice relating to it in the list of business which was upon the table 
t|jat the measure was only intended to apply to certain municipalities and 
(lantoninenls. JIo bad gathered also from the remarks which had been made 
by his bon’hlc friend Gio promoter of the Bill that it was only mcaut to be 
ap])lieable to those parts of i^dia which posst'ss no local legislatures, and tliat its 
opera! ion would only l)e extended to anj' town or cautonment where; the Local 
Government, or in the case of cantonmciils situated in Native Slates, where 
the Goverument of India, was satisfied that it could properly be so extended. 

Mil. ConviK understood, tl)crofore, that the Bill was only a permissive Bill. 
It would not apply at all to those provinces which had legislatures of their 
own. In the rest of India it would only take effect where the Local Goverument 
in its diser(;t ion thought fit. to introduce it. And in no ease could it have any 
operation beyond certain limited areas. If it had been pvoyKjsed to make vacci- 
nation generally compulsory throughout any province of British India, ho for 
one would have reirarded the measure as one of the nujst doubtful cxpi'dicuoy, 
and he had no doubt that this opinion would have heeu tmti rtaiued by many 
others. Looking at tlu; Bill, however, as a })urely permissive; raeasurt;, of which 
no Local Govenmient need make any use unless it {deased, he saw no objection 
to it, and he thought that })Ossihly this consideration might also remove the 
objections of his kou’hlo friend the Lieutenant-Governor. 

The Ilon’hlo Sayvad Aioiad Khan stated that, if leave was given to 
introduce the BiU, the suggestion made by Hr. Guniiigham would he one which 
would properly l)c considered in the Select Committee to which ho would 
propose to refer the Bill. 

The Motion as ameudod by the Hon’bleMovcr was then put and agreed to. 

The Hon’blo Sayyad Atimad Kuan then introduced the Bill. 

The Council adjoui’ned to Tuesday, the 14th Octobei’, 187U.

. pATEMENT OP OBJECTS ATJD EEASONS. # 

■ Owma to the vast number of deaths caused every yeailby smalbpox in India^ it has been found 
necessary to enact special measures for checking* the growth and s])rcad of the disease and preventing 
the ravages caused by it, ^ 

2, This Bill has been drafted with the ol>ject of providing the rotpiired law. Its provisions are 
intended to oxtimd to the municipalities and mild ary eautomncnls (>r all those provinces wliich do 
not possess local legislatures. But it has been left to the power of the Local Governments to extend 
• the provisions of the proposed law to any municipality and, with the pieviouH sanction of the (hivernor 
General of India in Council, to any military cantonment of Bnlish forces situate in British India, 
and* to the jiowef of the Governor General in Council to extend tliem to any (‘anlonment situate 
within the territories of Native States. 

•3: ‘Most of the provisions of this Bill have been taken from the Bengal Tnoenlaiion Act of 1805 
and the Bombay Vaccination Act of 1877, w'itli sueli modifications as are (h'euied necessary in euiisulcr- 
ation of the circ.umstanceB of the provinces in which the proposed law is intended to be proftiulgtilod. 

4. In prcjiaring tlio draft, itjias lieen especially kept in view that the proposed law should find 
popularity among the people, and not interfere with their customs and ways of life. 

6. Provision is made ^ oiialdo municipalities to establish vaccination qii art er« and stations 
whicli would facilitate the vaccination of children and render the operation of the pir)pf)S( (l law free 
from practical di flic iil ties. In order to secure the success of ihc proposed h'gislution, it has b(»cn 
providi'd that children may bo vaccinated at thiur own residences, whilst the co-operation of Municipal 
Commishioncrs (most of whom usually are Native gentlemen of respectability and local inlliuuiee) 
required by the Bill is calculat(»d t/(j secure its popularity. For similar reasouh, tho provisions of 
sections ](> and 17 have been fiumed to restrict as far as possible the interference of tlie ]vj]ici»; and, 
by- entriihting Municipal Commissioners and the Superintendent of Vae<uixators witli the dut y of keeping 
registers of the names of unprotected eluldrcn and making investigations, it is c\jK‘ctc(l that all un- 
necessary iiK'onvenieiiee will be av#<h»d which would arise from enforcing the attendance of children 
and their guardians before Magistrates. 

6. Considering the physical constitution and the notions of the natives of India, the minimum 
ago for vaccination has been fixed at one year and the maximum at fourteen years. 

7. In eonsidoration of the {>rejudi(‘es (whether well-fonud(*d or not) of the Native gentry against 
the extraction of virus from the arms of tlnur children, the Bill expressly prohibitn such a practice ; 

nd jirovision is mad(' for soouring the virus under special circumstances, with the consent of the 
parents or guardians of children, by payment of compensation. 

8. Sjiccial cari‘ has been taken in providing jiunishmcntfi for the contravenlion of the proposed 
law, and they have Ix'cu rebtricted for the most part to pecuniary fines. 

9. As the (‘iivnimstances of different parts of the country arc not alike, it has been leftto tho 
discretion of the Local Governments, and in case of military cantonments of British forces in Native 
State's to the Governor General of India in Council, to frame rules, not inconsistent with the proposed 
law, for facilitating its practical working. At tho same time, the essential princijiles which should bo 
kejit in mind in framing such rules have been expressly specified in section 21 of the Bill.

RULES FOR THE ISSUE AND PAYMENT OF INLAND MONEY ORDERS. . 

1. Imperial post ofliers generiilly (as per list in the Indian Postal Guide), with sneh exceptions 
as may be <n*der(‘d by the llireetor (ientM*al of the Post Olliee from time to time, shall be authorized *to 
issue and pay money orders, and sluill be open for that i)iirjjose between tlu^ l?onrs of 12 noon 
and 5 r.M., on every day except Sundays, Christmas day, Now Year’s day, the Uucen^s birthday, and’ 
Good Friday, 

2. A separate a])])lieation mnst he made for each money order. The a])])lication should 

be ''Written on one of the 
printed forms Knj)plied (gratis) 
by th(^ post ofiiec for tlnit 
]nrrj)oso. A diagram of the 
form is given on the margin. 

3. Tlu' name of only one 
person may l)e entered in the 
apj)licalion as payee, and the 
najue i»f only' one person as 
remitter, ox(je]>t in the ease of 
Finns or (\)rporations, when 
the usual designiitiou must bo 
given. 

4. 7^11 the entries to be 
made in tlie application (as 
imiiraird \u tli<' fornij must 
In? legibly >vri!len : and the 
name and addi*i‘ss of the pay<‘e 
must also be entered willi such 
eonipl(‘teness as shall s(‘enre 
idt'nUlieation and avoid risk of 
wrong deliv(M'y. The oeenpa-* 
tion, rank, Inulooi j)rofessiun 

of tlic pavoe, and any other particular calculated to help in identirying hini, should be added. The post 
offij'c shall not bo respousible for an V wrong delivery or paymmit ^‘suiting frrun, or fin'ilitat(Hl by, 
indisiiT!ctn<‘ss, inaeeuraey or incompleteness of name or address, or any other defend, in the apiilieation. 
The entrk‘s in an apjdieatiou may be made by the renutler or any one employed on his behalf. 

5. The a]»plication may be presented ready written at the )K)st olliee or it may be written at the 
post otHco. AVhere other [aciliti(‘s for getting ap])lications written do not exist, the post <)nie(‘ oirieials 
will ordinarily be able to vvrii(i an a]it>lieation on behalf of a remit tcT who apj^ears in [X'rson at 
the post olliee, or sends an intelligent messenger to the post olliee to give the uecessary partieulars, 

0. Applications for money onh'rs must 1)0 ])resent(*d at the ]>ost olFiec window. The nunitter or 
his messenger, on ])resenting* the appliealion duly j>re]>ared tngeilu*r with the re([uired Umount (Ixnng 
the value of llu^ money order and tlie commission chargeable lli(*reon), sliall receive a rei'edpt bearing 
the dati'd stam]» of tlu‘ ])Ost otTiee and the signature of the postal oflicial who receiv(‘s I In; money. 
The rc'ceipt sliall ( ontain ]mrti(.*ulars of the money order to Ixj delivered to the payc^e and of his 
address ; ai/fl the remUkr shutilfl cjraeibie the rereipt with the view of seeitff/ that the partieulars 
hare beea correcftjf entered. Any error or omission should be iK)inted out at once by the re mil ter to 
the post oHiee : and if he omits to (lo so, the rcspuiisibilily of any mistake will rest with liim. 

7. Tin; remitter shall have nothing to do with the transmission of the money order, 

this work laung done entirely by the j)ost olliee, but in due (jourse ho should expect to reeeivo 
through the ])ost (dllee an acknowledgment signed by the payee. And if any unreasonablt* delay 
should occur in tli(‘ receipt of this acknowledgment, he should repr(‘scnt the matter to the post 
otiieo. On r(*ceiving tin* acknowledgment, the remitter should examine it to see that tbe partieulars 
entered therein are eomict, and that the signatiu'C is that of the payee, any observed defect or discre- 
pancy being at once re]jort('d to the post olliee. ^ ^ 

8. A money order shall be delivered by tbe post ofTice of the post town named in the address 
given by the ri'initler, and if nec'cssary, it shall be re-din;cted lo a revised uddims within tbo 
limits of British India ; but no sucli r<‘-dir(‘^aiou sliall affect the oflice of payment as originally named 
by the remltUu*. A numey order delivered by the post olliee to the payee shall be aecorni)aniod by 
a reoeijit and an acknow ledgment, both of which must be signed by him on taking delivery of the 
money order. Tlie aekno\v'leflgment bo signed shall be forwarded by the post office to the remitter. 

9. On every money order, there sliall be entered the post office of payment mentioned by the 
rcmitix.'r in his application, as well as the head office thereof (if the olliee mentioned by the remitter 
be a sub or bramdi otiice) : and an order bearing the names of two post offices ^sub or branch and 
bead; as above may bo presented for payment at either of them.

10. A money order is vmt transferable by eudorsomcnl : it must be sig^ned by Ibe pjy^ee named 
therein ; .and having been so signed, it may be prosented payment by the payee or any other 
legitimate holder. It slfould be prcscnited at llie post office of payment on as early a day as 
possible after receipt, delay in presentution being liable (in the case of small oiliecs of payment) to 
necessitate the return of the funds originally provided for ))ay 4 nent and to involve delay in the ohtain- 
ment of a Tresh supply of funds. After ilie close of the month follewing the month of ihc data 
of the money order, it shall lapse : a lapsed order shall, how(‘Vcr, bo payable within two months from 
the date of its la]>sing, if postage stamps equal in value to a second commisvsion be affixed tf> the hack 
of it. . After tlic expiration of two months from the date of lapsing, the amount ol* the money 
•■•order shall be forfeited. Thus an unprcseiitcd money order bearing any date in June shall la2>se at 
the slose of July aiyl shall be forfeited at the close of SeptA inber. 

*11. As an exiCioption to the preceding rule, the signature of the payee shall he dispensed with 
\yhen the payee cannot write and attends personally at the post office to make his mark in presence of 
a witness’ wlio knov^s him and is known to the post office, 

12. A money order ean be paid only at the office or offices of payment mentioned tbereoft, and 
if a t)ayec desircA to receive 4 ^)ay men t elsewhere, he should sign tl)e order and send it to the J/md 
Office of payment namwl tht^reon, wifti an application for the issue to him of a ?u:iv on/tr payable to 
himself or any one else named by him at such office as he may specify, A new order will thereupon 
be issueil in accArdance witli liis instructions, the amount of a second commisvsion on the original 
order being deducted from the amount of tlie new order.

? 06 t ofllce as ttfidelircraUe may make^’applicatiou for a new order in the manner (lcsrril)ed in paragraph 
2 above, uiid no (led iu*l ion for second commission will be made in this case; luit in attestation of 
his being the remitter, he must attach to his hdter of application the receipt granted to him on hia 
original application, or (if he has lost it) a duplicate obtained from the post office to wliicli the 
original application was made. 


15. If a money order is lost, application for a duplicate may bo made hy the payee to the office of 
payment or its head olli(‘e, acv^onqianied by a fee in cash equal to a second commission. It must 
be made in writing, and the post oflicc shall require the applicant to furuisji such particulars 
or evidence as may lie docmcHl necessary to establish the claim. Such •an applicatiim, if the office of 
payment lie a suli or branch office, shall be submitted for orders to its head office. Second duplicatea 
shall in no case be granted, Th(‘ remitter of an nndeliverable money order may also make the 
application herein referred to, hut he must attach loins applif^ation tlie original ivccijit or a duplicate 
thereof as providt'd in the preceding paragraph. A duplicate order shall bear the x^awe date as ifit 
criginal, the dates of lapse and forfeiture being consequently the same. Discretionary aufliorily shall he 
vested in offices of j>aymcnt to stop payment of an order represented to have been lost 2 >t^‘nding the 
presentation of a formal application by the payee for a duplicate. 

16. The post office reserves the right of paying a money order to the bearer thereof, and 
ihall not be responsible for tlie genuineness oE the signature professing to be that of the payee, or for 
the legitimacy of the possession of the person presenting the order. The payee of a money order 
•hould, therefore, attend to its custody prior to pre^sontation. After once making jiaymcnt of a money 
order, by whomsoever presented, the post office shall not be liable to any further claim. 

17. The following conditions shall bo applicable to money orders granted by the jiost office,

(1) The value of a money order shall not exceed Rs. 150 and shall not include the fraction of 

an anna. 

(2) The same remitter shall not ho allowed to obtain in one day more than four moiuy orders

(3) The grant of money orders may bo refused by any post office acling inuh'r special orders, 

owing to an unusual condition of the exchange market, an excejitional state of treasury 
balances, or any otlier special cause.

The general results, therefore, are that the number of persons killed, whether 
by. wild animals or by snakes, has increased, wliile the number of cattle so 
killed, the number of wild animals and snakes destroyed, and the an^ount of 
rewards given, show a decrease. ^ 

2. The ij^rease in Uie number of persons killed by wild animals is to a 

great extent dtsaths from wolves in the North- Westt^rn Provinces 

and Oudh, whichnave increased from 380 in 1877 to 024 in 1878. The tiov- 
emor General in Council observes tliat His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor and 
Chief Commissioner has noticed this matter in the resolution recorded by him, 
and has invited the attention of district officers to the subject with a view of 
more effective measures being taken for the destruction of these animals. The 
decrease in the number of cattle killed by w'ild auimals and snakes is satis- 
factory. 

3. With reference to deaths from snake-bites, it is observed that the num- 
ber of persons thus killed has increased from 15,946 in 1870 to 16,812 in 1878, 
while the number of cattle has decreased from 2,945 in 1877 to 1,825 in the 
year under review. The returns showing the number of cattle killcMi are doubt- 
less, as observed by the Cliief Commissioner of the Central Provinces, less trust- 
worthy than those of “ persons.’* But the figures seem to confirm the view 
expressed in paragraph 4 of the Home Department Resolution on the returns 
for the year 1877, and His Excellency in Council trusts that'the rciiorts of 
the current year will show the extent to which the suggestion that municipal 
bodies should offer rewards for the destruction of snakes in tornis and largo 
villages has Iwen acted upon and with what results. Tliis matter is one of 
importance, and should not be lost sight of. 


4. The suggestion made by the Government of Bombay that tlie words 
** and panthers ” should he inserted under the heading ” leopards ” is approved, 
and should he adopted in futxure rctxums.

HEKKHAN AGRICULTURISTS RELIEF BILL. 

The Hon’ble Mb. Hope presented the Report of the Select Committee on 
the Bill for the relief of Indebted Agriculturists in certain parts of the 
Dckkhan. 


FACTORIES BILL. 

The Hon’ble Mb. Colvin moved for leave to introduce a Bill to regulate 
lal)our in factories. He said that he thought it would not l>o necessary, at the 
present stage of the Bill, to detain the Council long. He merely wished 
to-day to state very briefly the circumstances which had shown that legislation 
on the subject was desirable, and to explain the scope of the measme which 
was in contemplation. 

Attention had first been drawn to the question of factory labour in India 
by cej-tain remarks which were made a few years .ago in a report on the 
administr.ation of the Cotton Department in Bombay. It was said in that report 
that tlio poorer classes derived great benefit from the mills, but that the advan- 
tage canaed with it a corresponding and serious disadvantage. The hours of 
labour, it was observed, were not limited by any Government rcgiilation ; the 
working day was undoubtedly long ; the natxire of the work -was fatiguing ; 
whilst women and children were lai’gely employed — and generally, without any 
periodically recurring day for rest like Sunday. It was poinled out tl:at the 
jdiysical wear and tear of the employed must therefore be considerable ; and 
that it was useless to oxpfHjt that greater consideration would be shown to the 
female and juvenile hands by the mill-owner, husband or parent in this country 
than had been exhibited by and towards the same classes at homo. Those 
remarks had attracted attention, and had led to a correspondence the, result of 
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,nich had been the appointment of a Commission by the Bombay Govemirent 
mth 'instructions to investigate and report upon the subject. It appeared froru 
the report made to the Government of Bombay by that Committee that the 
witnesses wliom it examined were divided as to the necessity of legislation f but, 
on the whole, they might be considered to have given their evidence in' favour 
of, a simple and plain enactment dealing fairly with the 8u])ject and not enter- 
ing into too much detail. The members of the Conunission themselves were 
not unanimous in their recommendations ; but the official members and medical . 
officers advised the enactment of a simple law regulating the hours’, of employ- • 
ment of children and requiring that machinery should be properly fenced. 
They were further of opinion that the Act should be passed by the Govern-- 
ment of India, and shoiild bo applied to the whole of British India. 

Upon receipt of the report of this CommisSi-»;i- further inquiry had been 
made from all Local Governments in order to ascertain whetlioj? the precautions 
whicli liad been recommended for Bombay were necessrf} ’’elsewhere. The 
result of the inquiry so made was generally creditable to the humanity and 
public spirit of the mill-owners and managers. The evidence wont to show 
that the factory people were, as a body, in many respects quitb as well, if 
not better, off tlian most persons of the same position in life who were not 
employed in factories. It was clear, however, that as regarded the employment 
of children and the protection of machinery there was room for abuses ; that 
those in some places already existed, and that there was good reason to 
apprehend their increase with increased competition. It was shown also that 
Bombay was not the only province in which legislation was required, and that 
the evils described were making their appearance under other Governments. 
A good case, therefore, was sliomi to exist for the enactment of a regulating 
measure. The most convenient form for such a measure seemed to bo that of 
at single unifomi law, not extending to the whole of India, but applicable to 
any part of it, when needed. No good object would be gained by extending 
it at once to "the whole of the country. Many provinces had no factories at 
all within th(5 meaning of the Act, and nothing but trouble would be caused 
by encumbering their Statute-books w’ith an unnecessary Act. The ends in 
vicAV could bo sufficiently attained if the Bill were framed as a permissive 
measure, which could be put in force by Local Governments when occasion 
arose ; and this, accordingly, was the form that would be given to the Bill 
which ho desired to introduce. 

As regarded the scope of the Bill, its provisions would be limited strictly 
to those points for which legislation had been shown to be necessary. It 
was most important that nothing should be done which could check the 
development of manufacturing industries in India. From every point of 
view it was desirable that this field for capital and labour should be. developed 
and extended to the utmost, and especially because it helped to relieve 
tlie pressure of the agricultural poptilation upon the land. The great body 
of the people in India had now no employment but that of agriculture ; ana 
the result was that in many parts it was becoming daily more difficult for 
all of them to obtain a livelihood from the soil. Tlie obvious dangers of this 
overcrowding had been brought into special notice during the famines that 
had lately afflicted such large parts of India. The Bill, therefore, which ho 
wislied to introduce would be carefully framed, so as to offer no obstacle to the 
free growth of manufacturing industries. It contemplated no interference with 
the due freedom of employers and employed. They would be left at liberty to 
make any arrangements which they might think most conducive to their own 
interests. It would provide only for the two objects of affording security to life 
and limb from accident, and of protecting children and young [Hirsoiis who had 
not attained to an age at which they would be considered free agents from being 
overtasked. It was not proposed to introduce into the Bill any of the other 
points for which legislation had l>een found necessary at home. The differences 
Wweon England and India of climate, character, and habits of life of the people 
were so great that much which was needed there would not only be inappli- 
cable but perhaps actually injurious here. The two points, however, which 
he had specified plainly formed part of the duty of protection which was 
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imposed upon every Government, and ho did not think that any reasonable 
objection could bo offered to legislation for such a purpose. 


• The ]3ill would contain nothing fui’thev except certain provisions enabling 
Local. Govermnents to arrange for tlie iu'ipeetion of factories and to compel 
tlie ownoi*.s or managers of fact.ories to report accidents when tliey occurred. 
Without these powers, the two principal objects of the Bill which ho was 
advocating could not ho attained. 

lie hi'd now explained the necessity of legislation and the scope of the 
proposed Bill, lie would not detain the Coun<;il longer by refen-ing to 
hiatters of* detail. Thc^se could be ladter dealt with at a later stage, if permis- 
sion to introduce the Bill should be given on the prcsont occasion. • .

The Hon^Jd Mu. that the subject on which it was proposed to 

legislate was extremely important one. It was one in whi(;h he took a great 
interest, and owing to the presence of faciorl('s not merely in B(jmbay 
but in districts of which ho bad had charge fora considerable luuuber of years, 
he had had no small opportunities of studying. Tlie policy of iaterfering with 
the inamiTacturing industries in India was one which appeared open to consider- 
able question. At the same time he could not hut reserve any actual formation 
of opinion upon the contemplated measure until he had had :iu ojiportuuily of 
seeing it. He would only now say that ho tiaisted that full information would 
he placed at the disposal^ of Members of Council as to the grounds upon which 
it. had been considered desirable to legislate. 

The Motion was put and agreed to.

Whereas the raising or keeping a standing 
army within the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland in time of peace, unless it be 
with the consent of Parliament, is against law ; 

And whereas it is adjudged ncoofisary by Her 
Majesty and this present Parliament tl)at a body 
of forces should bo eon tinned f<>r the safely of 
the United Kingdom, and ibo defence i>t the 
possessions of Her Majcsty^s Crown, and that 
the whole mmibor of such forces should consist of 
one hundred and thirty-fivo tliousand six hundred 
and twenty-five men, including those to Ixi ern- 
, ploye<l at the depots in the United Kingdom of 
Gre^t Britain and Ireland for the training of 
recruits for service at home and abroad, but ex- 
clusive of the numbers actually serving within 
Her Majjeel^s Indian psscssions : 

.And whereas it is also judged necessaiy for the 
safety of the United Kingdom^ and the* defence 


of tho possessions of this realm, (liat a body of 
Royal Marino forces should be cmidoyod in Her 
Majesiy’s licet and naval service, und<u’ the direc- 
tion of the Lord High Admiral of tho United 
Kingdom, or tho Commissioners for executing the 
office of Lord High Admiral as aforesaid : 

And whe)*cas tho said marine forces may fre- 
quently be quartered or bo on shore, or sent to do 
I duty or be on board transport ships or merchant 
ships or vessels, or ships or vessels of Her Majesty, 
or other ships or vessels, or they may be under 
other circumstances in wliich tlu'y will not be 
subject to the laws relating to the government of 
Her Majesty^s forces by sea : 

And whereas no man c:in be forejudged of life 
or limb, or subjected in time of pt'.'icc to any 
kind of punishinent within this realm by martial 
law, or in any other luauner than hy tlie judg-

person offering to enlist a notice in the fonn for 


the time being authorised by a Secretary of Sta^ 
stating the general requirements of attestatiem 
and the general conditions of the contract to be 
entered into by the recruit, and directing such 
person to apjHiar before a justice of the peace at 
the time and place therein mentioned. 

Upon the appearance before a justice of the

— The following rules for Foreign 
Messages, based on the London International Tele- 
graph Convention of 1870, and approved by the 
Gov(‘nior Gciuu’al in (Council, will come into force 
on the Ist April 1880, and are hereby published 
for general information 

General. 

EuJe 1. — Messages to Euro[)e, Asia, or Africa 
arc accepted subject lo the regulations of the 
Inimiatioiial Tcdcgniph Convention for the time 
being in force. Messages to America arc a.ec(‘})t,cd 
subject to the same coiuliiions as far as rcgiirds 
their transit to the European termini t.f the cables. 

Foreign niesstig(*s are accepted for transmission 
under these rules at all such Telegraph stations of 
the following Railway Companies at which no 
Government Telegraph OJjicc e.ri(ile 

Great Indian Poniiisula, East Indian, South 
Indian, Eastern Bengal ; and the following 
stations of tlic Madras Railway : — 

Arconum, Ciiddapa, Gooty, Raichur, Jolara- 
pet, Palghat, Bcyporc, Coimbatore, Salem. 

Rule 2.— The Government of I ndia accepts no 
responsibility whatsoever in resjiect of Eoreigii 
telegrams. 

Acceptance op messaoes. 

Rule 3. — Foreign telegrams ai’c classified as 
follows : — 

(D^). — State messages; those which emanate 
from the Chief of the State, Ministers, Com.* 
manders-in-Chi<»f qf Land or Sea forces, and 
Diplomatic or Consular Agents of the Con- 
tracting Govcriiuieuts ; also the replies to 
these ipessages. 

Messages from Consular J gents who ate engaged 
in commerce are not considered as State messages, 
except when they are addressed to a Government 
official and relate to the Government service. 

Rl.B . — The now rules affecting Codes are not to be en- 
forced tUl July, 


(2»di) . — Service inesflapfeB ; those which emanate 
•from the Telep^ra])h Departments of the 
Contractinfj States, and which relate either 
to the service of the International Telejfraphs, 
or to olyects of public int(‘rebt determined 
upon by common accord by the said Depart- 
ments. 

, (3r^/) . — Private messages. 

Rule 4. — Messa<jes may be written in ordinary 
language, in Code mngiiage, or in figure oi})her. 

Rule 5. — Messages in ordinary language must 
offer* an Intelligible sense throughout in one of 
the languages admitted for int;ernationul tele- 
graphic correspondence by th(' States whichwe 
parties to the Convention, or in Latiif. 

Rule fi. — Messages in C(»cle language (/.^., those 
not offering an intelligible sense throughoid) niuM 
consist of recognized words of the (Tcrtnan, Eng- 
lish, Spanish, French, Italian, l>ut<‘h, Poi t iigiic’sc, 
and Latin langi»ag<*s. Proper names of every 
description are inadmissilile in a Code sense. 

Rule 7. — Cipher messages may be (dther en- 
tirely in cijdier, or jiarlly in ci]»her and jiartly in 
ordinaiy language ; in the latt<*r ease, the cipher 
jioHious (which must be composed exclusively of 
Aral)i(‘ figuri‘s*) must be ])la(‘e<l t)ot ween j)arcn- 
thoses. 

Rule 8 — State and service messages may be 
sent in ordinary language or in Code or oipber 
without an> reservation. 

Rule 9. — Messages must be legibly written in 
ehar.Ktcrs ^\llieh have th<‘ir ecpiivalcnt in the 
otficiiil Code of telegrajdi signals, and which are in 
use in the <‘oiintrv wdiore the message is pri'sented. 

Th(‘ Ixidy of the message must lx* pre<‘eded by 
the AiUhi^e^ which be written ui Code or 
abbreviated foim ; but m such ease the delivery of 
the t(‘l<‘gram is contingent on a previous arrange- 
ment between the adclressec and the local Tele- 
gra]>h Ollii'c. 

The signature can similarly be in Code or nbbre- 
viatcxl form, or may be oiiulted. If inserted, it 
should be placed aftin* the b<»dv of the message. 
If noi inserted, the last word of the message 
replaces it. 

The Sender of a private message can always bo 
called upon to prove that tin* signature attached 
to it is genuine. 

Every iuterlineation, reforouoo, erasure, or addi- 
tion of Avoixls must be authenlu ated by the Sender 
of the message, or his representative. 

Rule 10. — The Address must contain all the 
information necessary to insure the delivery of 
the message at its destination. Such information 
should be writt<m either in French or in the 
language of the country to which the message is 
addressed. 

The address of private messages should always 
be Imdi that delivery can be effected without 
difficulty or the necessity of making enquiries. 

For large towns it should comprise the name of 
the street and the number of the house, or, in 
default of these particulars, the profession of the 
Addressee, or some such information. 

For small towns the nannv of the Addressee 
ought, if possible, to be aocoraimnied by infoi^m- 
ation sufficient to guide the Office of delivery in 
oase of any alteration in the Addressee's name. 


It is essential that the name of the country of 
destination be mentioned whenever any doubt on 
the hubjoct is possible. 

Messages, the addresses of which do not' con- 
lain these particulars, are nevertheless transmitted, 
but m all easee (he Sender must hear the 
quenees of insuffieiene^ of address. 

The Address of a mt^ssage to bo conveyed 
bevond the telegraph lines is written us in the 
following example : —

the name of the terminal Telegraph Station being 

alwavs written last. #

The Address of a message for a ship at sea 
should contain, in addition to the ordinary direc- 
tions, the name or official number of the vessel 
and its nationality. 

Rule 11. — ^i'he Stmder must write immediately 
hefnre tlu^ address of his message any inslrufiiona 
he wishes to give relative to its delivery, ackiiow- 
hdgment, collation, prepaid reply, being caused 
“ to follow^, kc. Such instructions, if written 
in al)breviat(‘d form, as under, will be counted

Rute 1^. — 'rho vSender can pn^seribo tlie route 
he wishes lus message to follow' by the 

same on the message torm in the place provided 
for the purpose. The AdmimstratioiiH are not 
bouinl to eoiiform to piuitcd instructions regard- 
ing the route. 

When tlie Sender prescribes the route to he 
followed, his wisluH are complied with, unless the 
route iiulieated be interrupted, in w hieh ease no 
object ion ean be raised to the selection of an al- 
ternative route. 

When no route is specified, the message is sent 
by the least exjieiisivo one. 

Rule Id. — Any Sender can, on proving his 
bientity, stop, if in time, the transmission oE his 
message. 

When the Sender withdraws or stops his mes- 
sage before tmnsmission has been commenced, the 
charges are returned to him after deducting a 
fixed sum of 4 annas, the fee of the original 
sending Station. 

If the message has been already transmitted, 
the Sender’s only means of cancel ling it is by a 
paid (private) telegram U/ildrehsed to the terminal 
Station. 

The Sender must pay also for a rejdy, if ho 
desires to be informed by telegraph in what manner 
his request has been acted upon. 

A Station which receives a message, requesting 
the suppression of another message, previously 
received, informs the original sending Station by 
post in what manner the request has been acted 
upon, unless the Sender has ]>repaiJ a rei>Iy by 
telegraph.

the Addressee only. This last demand, if made, 
ahonld bo meiii.ioiied in the address of the nu‘ssage, 
and is »vTiltou on the envelope by the Station of 
delivery. 

When a message is addiTssed hureau restant, it 
is delivered only to the addn^sscc himself or to a 
person duly a])poiuted by him. 

Rule 10. — When the message cannot be deli- 
vered, tin? terminal Station intimates tlie fact by 
a Service telegram to the Station of origin, which 
verities the con\i(;tness of the Address, and imme- 
diately reef i lies any error. If the address has 
been correctly (ransmitf.cd, the Sender is informed 
of the non-delivery, but he ean only supplement 
the address by a fi'esh private message. (See 
Rule i53.) 

Rule 17. — If, in consequence of inaccuracy or 
insulfieieney of address, or the absence or refusal 
of the Addressee, llic ex])ei)scs of a specnal mes- 
senger are not paid on arrival, the costs iucurvod 
are specified in the advice of non-delivery or re- 
fusal, and jjri(\)Vfc:uABLE riioM the Senoeb. 

CoNTUOL. 

Rule IS. — The Government of India reserves 
to itself the right of stnptping any private message 
which may a])j)ear duiigerons to the security of 
the State, or which may be contrary to the huvs 
of tlie country, to public order ordt^ecncy; and any 
intermediate Administration may sto]^ the trans- 
mission of siudi a message on condition of im- 
mediately advising the Administration to which 
the original sending Stat’ ui belongs. 

This control is exercisi*d by the terminal or in- 
termediate offices 6u})jcct to KHL'ourse to the 
central Administration, which decides without 
appeal. 

Recohijs. 

Rule 19. — Tlie originals and copies of messages, 
and the slips containing the signals or similar 
papers, are ])reserved for a jieriod of 18 montlis 
after date, witliall necessary precautions to ensure 
their sccrccy. 

Rule 20. — The originals or copies of messages 
can only be commnnicated to the Sender or to 
the Addressee after proving his identity, or to the 
authorised attorney of either. 

The SeTider and Addressee, or the authorised 
attorney of either, have a right to be furnished 
with certified true copies of the messages sent or 
received by them.' This right ceases after the 
expiration of 18 months from the date of the 
message, and is contingent on the exac<t date and 
description of the message to which the request 
refers being mentioned. 


For every such copy, a fee of 4 annas per 100 
words, or fraction of 100 words, is payable. • 
Special Messages. 

Rule 21. — The Sender of a message can prepay 
the reply which he requests his corjespondent to 
send. Tlie amount dejiosited for the reply must 
not exceed the cost of an ordinary telegram of 80 
words by the same route. 

In this case he must write before the Address of 
the message and pay for the instruction “ Reponae 
pai/ee, or ll. Should the nuiTiber of words for 
which a reply is prepaid be greater or.l^ss ,than 
ten, the sender must add to the instruction the 
nuipiKjr of words, thus ; — 

R.P. 15'’^ (two words) ,^r R^jiome paySe 15'^ 
(Uir<»o words) . 

When a vcjdy is prepaid the Station of delivery 
either pays to tlie ^Vddressec the amount deposited 
for the reply, in money, or in stamps, or furnishes 
him with an order, current for, six weeks only, 
authorizing the free despatch of a message to 
any destination up to the amount prepaid. 

In India the amount is always paid to the 
addressee in cash or ttlegrnph stamps, and the 
reply, when temdered, is considered and treated 
as any other message. 

If the original message cannot he delivered 
within 8 days, <)r if the llcceiver formally refuses 
the money, stumps, or order for the reply, the 
Station of delivery iuform.s the Sender of it by 
a telegram, which indicates the cause of non* 
delivery and Inhes the place of the reply. 

Rule 22. — The Sender of any message can, by 
writing the word CoUaiiontie^^ (or ^^T.C.^^) 
immediately before llu^ address, ensure its being 
rej)eated. In this case the dilTerout OlfiecTs con- 
cerned in its transniissioTi collate it integrally 
(?. e,y it is repeated back from Office to Office to 
ensure its correctness) . 

The cliarge for collation is equal to half the 
charge for tlu; message. 

Rule 2-‘b — The Sender of a message can, by 
adding the words accuser receptiou/^ or 
iminediabdy before the Atidress, ensure that a 
notice sludi be telegrai>hed to him of the hour of 
its delivery. 

If the message cannot l>o delivered, the terminal 
Station inliinate.s the fact and the reason by a 
Service tedegram. (See Rule 16.) The return 
me.ssage paid for by the Sender is afterwards 
transmitted, either on delivery of tbe telegram, 
should that be found possible, or at the expiration 
of 24 hours in the contrary event. 

The cluirge for an aeknowledgmcnP^ is that 
for a simple message of 10 words by the samo 
route as that i’ollo wed by the original me.s6age. 

Rule 24. — The Sender of a message can, by 
writing the w orJs Faire suivre, or F.S.,^^ im- 
mediately before tlie Address, ensure its following 
the Addressee to different Addressee, if necessary, 
within the Umlis of Europe* 

When a message bears the notice Faire suivref 
the terminal Steition, after presenting it at the 
Address given, transmits it immediately, if re- 
quisite, to any new Address supplied at the resi- 
dence of the Addressee. If no new Address is 
supplied, the message is kept in the Olfice and its 
non-delivery reported. (See Rule 16). If the 
message is re-transmitted, and the second Station* 
cannot find the Addressee, the message is retained 
by that Station. 





If the notice Faire is accompanied 

by Successive Addressee, the message is successive- 
ly transmitted to each, if necessary, and the last 
Office treats it in accordance with the regulations 
of the preceding 2 >aragraph, 

The charge for a message Faire 9 uwre*^ to be 
levied from the Sender is simply the cliarge to 
,the first terminal Station, all the Addresses enter- 
ing* into the number of words charged for. The 
supplementaiy charge is recovered from the 
Addressee. • 

Rule -2^6. — Any person, by exidaining the neces- 
sity, can request that messages whicli may arrive 
at a Telegrajdi Office to }>e deliv(‘rcd t(j him, with- 
in the radius of delivtiy of (hat office, be re- 
transmitted, in eoiiloiiTUty with the conditions 
of the precediiig jjaragraplis, to the Address 
which he furnishes; this request must be made 
in writing. 

Rule 2C, — Telegrajdiic messages may be ad- 
dressed — 

I — to several persons in the same place ; 

II — to the same person at several residences 
. . in the same ^dace. 

In the first case, each copy of life message bears 
only its own Address, unless the Sender requests 
the contrary, in which case the r<*quest must be 
entered aflxT the Address, and will bo charged for. 

A message address('(l to several persons in the 
same locality, or to omj ]>crsou at sevt ral places of 
residen<te in tlic same locality (whether with or 
without trausniissiou by post), is cliiirged for as a 
single message ; but a eopyiug lee of 4 annas per 
.100 words, plfi^ 4 annas for tlie excess, is charged 
for each destination after the first. 

Rule 27. — In applying the i)receding Rules, 
the facilities given to the public for iirepaynieixt 
of lle])li(\s or Acknow’lcdgincnts, collation of 
messages, messages to folhnv, multiple messages, 
or niessiiges f(a* ia'ansmission beyond the limits of 
the Telegraph lanes, can be conibiued, subject to 
the conditions of Rule Jl. 

APPiaCATlDN OP CriAKOES. 

Rule 28. — The minimum charge is for a single 
word not ex(*eediug ten letters, or for a groiqi of 
figures not exceeding three. 

Rule 29. — -All tluit ih*' Simder writes in his 
message to be transmit I -'d is included in reckoning 
the cost, cxe(‘pt as stated in paragraph 7 of Rule 
80 and jiaragraph 2 of Rule 84. 

Words, nuinb(*rs, or signs added by the Office in 
the interest of the servici* arc not charged for. 


Numbers expressed in figures are counted at the 
rate of three figures to a 'worU, plus one word for 
any excess. 

Every isolated character, whether letter or figure^ 
IS counted as a word. The same applies to an 
underline. 

Signs of punctuation, hyphens, apostrophes, 
inverted commas, parentheses, fresh paragraphs, 
are not counted or signalled, but decimal pomts, 
commas, and bars of division '«avv/ are 
each counted as a figure and signalled. 

Letters added to figures to form ordinal numberi 
are each counted as a figure.

Rule 32. — The nrane of the original sending 
Station, and the date, hour, and minute (MVulras 
time) of deposit of the messages, arc adih^d free, 
and entered in the coj)y of the message delivered 
to the addressee. 

Rxide 33. — Every rectifying or com])h4mg mes- 
sage, and gencTally every communication made to 
a Telegraj)h Office relative to a message already 
transmitted, or in eonrseof transmii?.sion, isrlassed 
as a privaliC telegram and charged for, but if euch 
communication shall have been nceessitated ))y an 
error of the Service, the cost of a demand for 
repetition and of the repetition itself will bo 
rciuqded on application to the Cil(^ek Ollicc, Gov- 
ernment Telegraph Department, Cakuitta.

are trausmitted free. 

Refunds. 

Rule 39. — Th(? whole cost of any message which 
has suffered a serious dolay iji transmission, or 
which has not been deliveix^d through the fault

of the Telegraph Service, is refunded fo the 
Sender by the Administration whieli received it. 

In case of delay, the claim for ro-imburiieinemt 
is absolute if the message did not re|M3h its destiB^ 
ation sooner than it would have done by post, or 
if the delay exceeds six days. 

No refund is given for errors in uncoUate^ 
messages, but the whole cost of a collated mesi^age 
is retunuKl to the Sender, if, in consequence of 
errors in transmission, it has inanifestly failed to 
fulfil iU ohject. • • * • 

In the case of inten’uption on a suborn arine line, 
the Sender of any message has a right to a refund 
of Ihc portif)!! of the cliarge belonging to the dis- 
tance not traversed, deduction being made, if 
necessary, of the expense incurred in sending the 
message by any other mode of transport. 

Tlu*se rules do not apply to messages which 
pass over the lines of a non-adhering Adxninistra- 
lion whicli would not on its side make similar 
refunds. 

'Ride 40. — Every claim for re-imbursement of 
charges ought to be made to the (b«E(’K Office, 
Government Tei.egrapii Defabtment, Calcutta, 
and be siip])orte(l as follows : In ease of mn^ 
ddivergy by a written statement from the terminal 
Station or Afldrcssee ; in ease of mutilation or 
delittfy by the copy actually delivered to the 
Addressee, and by a certificate stating that, in 
consequence of the eiTors comi>lained of, the 
message failed to fulfU its object. The particular 
errors which led to this result should also be 
s|H}ciuIly mentioned. A eomplaiiit rogaixliug a 
receinut message may, if the Addressee (?hooses/l>e 
addressed to the Check Office, which, if ]>ossible, 
disposes of it, otlierwise it is returned to b© 
presented at the Office of Origin. 

If the Sender does not reside in the country 
where he dej>osited his message for transmission, he 
can have his claim forwarded to the original Ad- 
ministration through the medium of another 
Administration. In this ease, if it bceomcB 
evident on investigation that the ehiim is well 
founded, the latter is deputed to make the refund. 

When a claim to refund is admitted to he well 
fouii(lf*d hy the Administration in fault, the refund 
is made to tluj Sender by the Check Office. 

CoTn[>laiutB are not forwarde<l when the fault 
complained of does not give the Sender a claim to 
refund, or has resulted from an omission or irregu- 
larity on his part. 

Rule 41 . — The charges on messages 8topj)ed in 
transit under operation of Rule 18 aixi returned to 
the Sender. 

Rule 42. — The refund rules apply only to the 
cost of the actual messages lost, delayed, or muti- 
lated, and not to the cost of any furthei^ corres- 
pondence caused or rendered useless by such loss, 
delay, or mutilation, except in the case of the 
exception mentioned in Rule 38. 

Rule 43. — Every claim should be made, under 
penalty of rejection, within six months of the 
date of the message.

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require very little, as far as the mere health of the plant is ooncemed, and not 
the excellence of the leaves. The native belief, that they are liable to injury 
from the attacks of certain boring insects, is probably erroneous. Insects rarely 
attack any species of tree unless it is already diseased. 

Mr. T. T. Cooper’s experience of the Tung-ching tea-plants is much the 
same as my own. “ Unlike that which produces the tea exported to Europe,” 
he writes, “ it is a tall tree, often fifteen feet high, with a large and coarse leaf, 
little care is bestowed on the cultivation. It is often planted along the borders 
of fields and homesteads, each farmer gathering his small crop of tea, dnd find- 
ing a ready sale for it in Yachou to merchants who pay the Government enor- 
mous sums for the monopoly.” This account contrasts strongly with the same 
traveller’s description of the tea plantations below Vb,chou, where, he says, the 
best brick-tea for Tibet is grown. ” The whole country formed a series of larae 
gardens, without a single fence to divide the different plantations, and kept in 
the most scrupulous order, the trees, which stood about four feet high, being 
neatly trimmed, and planted in rows four feet apart. The numerous homesteads 
which were visible were surrounded with belts of large tea trees, growing to 
a height of twelve to fifteen feet.” I passed through the same country, but 
was not so strongly impressed with the extent of the cultivation ; but in any 
case, the Tibetan tea-trade draws a very small contribution from trim planta- 
tions, but is supplied from shrubs which are left pretty much to themselves, 
and for all the traveller can see might be wild plante. 

They yield tea available for the market in the fourth year of growth, and 
for many subsequent years. The harvest is ready in the end of June, and 
there are three pickings ; the best is the young upper l^ves from trees of all 
ages, the second consists of the leaves of young plants, and the third includes 
everything else that can be spared, being mostly twigs and sticks, with a scant 
proportion of coarse foliage. The Chinese are epicures enough to retain all the 
first quality for themselves, and most of the second, asserting that the Tibet- 
ans, — whom, by the way, they regard as savages,— -would not appreciate them. 
The tea of Tibetan consumption consists, therefore, almost entirely of the 
merest refuse. I saw grojit quantities of this being brought in from the 
country on the backs of coolies in bundles eight feet long by nearly a yard 
broad, and supposed it to be fuel ; it looks like brushwo^, and is in fact 
merely bramthes broken off the trees and dried in the sun, without any pre- 
tence at picking. It sells in Yung-ching for 2,000 cash a picul at the outside, 
and its quality may be judged from a comparison of tliis price with that of the 
common tea drunk by the poorer classes in the neighbourhood, which is about 
20,000 cash a picul. It is therefore no exaggeration to say that the tea of the 
Tibetan market is ten times worse than the worst tea in Cliina. 

Having purchased this tea brush wootl, the manufacturers proceed to make 
it up for the ignorant Tibetan, as they themselves call him. The leaves and 
twigs, already sun-dried, are steamed in a cloth suspended over a boiler. Tin; 
mould stands close by, four stout boards set up on end and secured with bitts, 
the interior liaving a section of about 9 inches by .3|. Inside it is placed a 
neatly woven mat basket, somewhat smaller in section than the mould; the 
steamed and softened leaves with the finer twigs are dropped into the cavity by 
small quantities at a time, and a little rice-water being added to agglutinate 
the mass, it is consolidated, layer after layer, by forcible blows from a wooden 
rammer shod with a heavy iron shoe. The coarser sticks are dried and ground 
to powder, and interspersed ad libitum, among the conglomerate of leaves and 
twigs. The basket being flexible, and a little smaller than the mould, keeps 
the cake from taking the angular shape which it woudd otherwise assume ; the 
comers being rounded off, it is less liable to injury from the hard knocks it will 
have to encounter on the road to Tibet. The mould is taken to pieces, 
the cake, with its mat envelope, is brought back to the fire over wmch its 
composition was originally steamed, and when it is thoroughly dried, the 
ends of the envelope are closed up, and the long narrow package, called 
a “pao,” is ready for transport to Ta-chien-lu. This was the process of 
manufacture as I saw it conducted in Yung-ching. The cake thus formed 
is fairly dense vrhm it issues from the mould ; but the drying aud the 
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caaualties of the road coxusiderably loosen its consistency ; and as the tea is 
weighed in its steamed condition, the theoretical weight is much reduced when 
it is dried. The quantity of wet tea in the Yung-ching packages is fourteen 
catties, which diminish to about eleven. The Yachou cakes are longer, and 
wemh, or purport to weigh, eighteen catties in the saturated state. On arrival 
at T^chien-lu the cakes are cut into portions which then receive the name of 
“ bricks ” (qhuan) and are repacked. Brick,’* however, is hardly an appro- 
’priato term. They are rather clods of not very closely-matted foliage some 
nine or ten inches by seven, and three inches thick, containing a good deal 
' 'more stick than loaf. 

The best kind of tea, Mr. Cooper was informed, “ is spread in the sun till 

» wither!pd, and theh rolled with the hand imtil moist with the exuda- 
the sap. In this state it is rolled into balls about the size of a large 
tea-cup, and laid up until it ferments. It is then ready for the wooden brick 
moulds.” I heard nothing of this, but there is no reason for doubting the 
credibility of Mr. Cooper’s informant. Such a preparation must, however, be 
rare and ecceptional. 

The packages are conveyed to Ta-chien-lu by tea-porters or on mule-bac 
A porter carries twice as much as a mule, but a mule travels a good deal more 
than twice as fast as a porter. The man’s burden is arranged on a light 
. wooden framework disposed along the whole of his back, and rising in a curve 
over his shoulders and high^above his head, the structure being supported by a 
couple of slings, generally made of coir, tlurough which his arms are passed. 
The f^eat weights that can be carried in this manner are certainly astonishing. 
V. Richthofen writes, “ there is probably no road in the world where such 
heavy loads are carried by man across high mountains. Six or seven ‘pao’ 
is considered a small load ; ten or eleven is the average ; and, incredible as it 
may appear, I have seen frequently as much as thirteen carried by one man. 
I was assured that some men carry 18 ‘ pao,’ or 324 catties.” I have several 
times seen 18 “ pao” carried by a single porter, and on one occasion I overtook 
a rather slenderly built carrier freighted with 22 of the large Yachou packages. 
Although a pao weighs, in reality, considerably less than 18 catties, this man 
must have had, at the lowest computation, more than four hundred English 
pounds on his back. I noticed that the greatest burdens were carried, not by 
the most muscular men, but by those of the straightest conformation ; and that 
these porters, in spite of their excessive loads, suffer loss from varicose swellings 
than ordinary chair -coolies. leaden thus, they take a rest after every few hundred 
yards’ progress, and as it would be impossible for the carrier to raise his burden 
if it were deposited on the ground, he carries a kind of short crutch with 
which he supports it, without releasing himself from the slings. Travelling 
six or seven miles a day, and resting in the inns at night, these porters toil 
with their prodigious loads over two mountain passes, 7,000 feet above their 
starting place, along a rudely paved road, where every step of the way must be 
picked, making the 120 nules from Yachou to Ta-chien-lu in 20 days or less, 
and receiving from 260 to 300 cash a day according to the number of packages 
they carry. The manner in which the loads are disposed is well depicted in 
an illustration to Mr. Cooper’s work, but the packages are larger, and the burden 
much more top-heavy than he has represented them. 

Inquiries into the quantity of tlie export are involved in much difficulty 
on account of the variation in the weights of the different packages. The best 
approximation to the total production is made by taking as a basis the number 
of permits (yin) issued annually in Yachou and Yung-ching. Three hundred 
oash is the duty paid for each permit ; in Yachou a permit has to be token out. 
for every five p^kages ; in Yung-cliing for every six. The annual Yachou issue 
of these passes is about 80,000, and tlmt of Yung-cliing 60,000, giving 400,000 
and 360,000, respectively, as the total number of packages. The Yung-ching 
j^kages contain nominally between 14 and 15 catties of tea, and those of 
Yachou between 17 and 18 catties ; but they have been gradually scamped until 
a brick of 60 nominal ounces now only weighs 44 ounces or less. Applying tliis 
correction, we obtain a total export of nine million catties, or twelve millioo 
English pounds. But this is merely a rough estimate, rinee the number of 
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permits could only be ascertained within 16,000 or 20,000 of the truths and 
they possibly do not represent the Tibetan trade alone ; a good deal of th« 
Yachou tea, in all probability, finds its way northwards to the districts round 
Mu-p’ing by other routes. 

I ol)tained more precise figures in^Ta-chien-lu. By a series of inquiries 
among the tradem I learned that the annual duty -paying export lies between 

500.000 and 600,000 packages of four bricks each; the mean of* these gives 

2.200.000 bricks. 

The duty-paying unit in Ta-chien-lu is the “load,” of six packages, nomin- 
ally weigliing 9G catties. I ascertained indirectly from the customs tliat 
duties were collected in 1877 upon 108,000' loads, otherwise 2,502,000 bricks, 
agreeing perfectly well with the traders’ estimate, ^his result miay be accept- 
ed with full confidence. 

Precision must not bo expected in the reduction of bricks to pounds. 
Leaving out of (jucstion the superior and exceptional teas, which form an 
infinitesimal fraction of the whole export, there remain only two qualities, or 
rather pri<;es, although there arc several kinds. A brick of either of these 
weighs, theoretically, 60 Chinese ounces ; but, actually, the better quality only 
balances from 55 to 60 ounces, and the other from 42 to 46. The obstacle 
to exactness lies in the impossibility of knowing what proportion the export 
of large bricks boars to that of the smaller. I was assured that it is “as 2 
to 8,” but have.no means of (diccking the statement. Accepting it, however, 
for want of a better, this will give as the total Tibetan export from Ta-chien- 
lu to Batang almost exactly ten million English pounds, which, at the 
prices given below, are worth in Ta-cliicn-lu Rs. 18,14,400, or say £160,000. 

An addition, of no great importance, should perhaps bo made for the tea 
which escapes the payment of duty. The smuggled total cannot be groat, since 
there is but one route to Ta-chien-lu closed in as it approaches the town by 
steep mountains covered willi perpetual snow. But there is an item, too 
cousuhjrable to be altogether neglected, which enters Tibet as part of the baggage 
of officials, and which cscaj)es all duties except those on the permit. Other 
goods, such as silk, also cross the frontier in this way ; but it is mostly by 
means of tea that the Cliinese resident oftioials feather their nests. Of these 
administrators and their gains, the Tibetans say, “ they come to our country 
isrithout trowsers, and go away with a thousand baggage-yaks.” 

At Ta-chicn-lu the tea passes into Tibetan hands, and being wrapped, 
like all Tibetan goods, in skins, is conveyed on pack-saddles to Batang. The 
saddle is a much lighter contrivance than the cumbrous framework employed 
by the Chinese, and is probably equal in efficiency to any that has been 
invented. IVo light boards, not more than 14 inches long, thickly padded 
with cloth and felt, are connected by two wooden bovrs. The girth is drawn 
close to tlie fore-legs, and a breasting which lies very low down on the 
animal’s breast, is made fast, not to the sad<lle, but to the girth. A breetjhiug, 
lying still lower than the breasting, is also connected with the girth ; but in 
addition to this the saddle-boards are secured to a crupper consisting, in the 
cases I saw, of a straight stick a foot long, although the Tibetans employ for 
riding ordinary cruppers covered with soft leather. lYom the l)OWS, which 
stand high on the animal’s hack, loops of hide depend, and the packages are 
inserted into these, or unshiijpod, almost in an instant. The saddle and all 
its appurtenances, weighed by myself, balanced sixteen English pounds, which 
do not of course inchide tiie numerous layers of sheep-skin sadme-cloth. The 
boards are nearer together, and consequently lie much higher on the dors&l 
ridge than in the European aiTangement. They will fit any animal, being 
equally adaptable by a judicious disposition of saddle-cloths to the prominent 
chine of a donkey or the rotund hump of a yak. One advantage claimed 
for the system of suspending the packages in loops is that, if the burden 
strikes a projecting rock or other obstacle in a dangerous pass, it becomes 
detached, and falls down the precipice without overhalauoing the 
animal. A horse, mule, or yak cn-rrios by this moans a load not ex- 
c>eeding 160 ^s. ; a “dzo” is capable of supporting 240 lbs. The dzo is a 
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hybrid between a cow and a yak, and is a much lar^r beast than his 
sire. The yak’s forehead is round; that of the dzo is flat; his horns are 
larger and his tail longer and loss hairy. He costs three times as much as a 
yak. The male dzo is the ploughing animal of Tibet. The female yields a 
greater quantity of milk than any other bovine, and the butter, which keeps 
good for a whole year, is the best for making tea — a fact which will palliate this 
’digrossioiL 

.The manufacturer is of course not necessarily, nor 1 believe often, the 
exporter. The comparison of expenditure and profit runs thus, taking four 
bricks of -common tea as thp unit

A brick of the common tea, which forms about four-fifths of the whole 
trade, W'oighs from 42 to 45 Chinese ounces, or say 60 English, and sells in 
Ta-chien-lu for tls. 0 2, and in Batang for tis. 0 32 or one rupee. The better 
quality weighs 76 English ounces, costing one ru])ec in Ta-chien-lu and 
tls. 0 45 in Batang. In other words, the price in annas per English pound is —

1 was told that Lhassa prices are about double those of Batang. From Ta- 
chien-lu to Batang there are 18 stages, and from B itang to Lhassa 43. Any 
deviation from tliis main route inert^ases the price enormously ; at Yerkalo, 
for instance, which is only seven stages or so from Batang, but not on the high 
road, tea is as dear as in Lhassa. 

Mr. Cooper was widely misled on those points. He evidently deduced his 
prices per pound from the cost of a “ pao,” having understood by that term 
one of the ordinary packages of 18 theoretical catties. But the “ pao,” by 
which permits are issued, and tea is sold and quoted, is five largo packages. 
Mr. Cooper’s results* are consequently five times too great. Prices were much 
the same in his time as at present. 

It is probable that most of the tea w'hicli leaves Ta-chien-lu is paid for 
in rupees, as the export of Tibetan woollens cannot do much more than 
balance the supply of cotton cloth and silk. The rapid influx of these coins 
during the last fifteen years is remarkable ; before that period they were rare, 
but have now become the currency of Tibet, and are counted, instead of being 
valued by weight. Great quantities are molted down by the Chinese in Ta- 
chien-lu, the Tibetans being unable to reduce them. Mr. Cooper alludes to the 
practice of melting them in Lhassa, but wc know from Abbd Hue that the 
smiths of that city are Nipalcse or other foreigners. On my asking a Tibetan 
why it was necessary to melt them down at all, he replied that if they did not 
do so, they would have no use for such an immense quantity. It is clear that 
there must be a trade of no small proportions between Tibet and India. For 
exchange with Chinese silver in Ta-chien-lu, the rupees are weighed against the 
silver and two rupees are added tor every ten Chinese ounces. Bussian roubles 
are beginning to put in an appearance, but only three of them were found in 
a payment of 1,800 rupees. 

A coin is called m Tibetan “Tchran-ka.” Rupees are called “Pci-ling 
Tchran-ka,” i. e., English coins ; the derivation of “ Pei-ling” is unknown. 
Another name is “ Pei-Hng ngo-mu,” i. English woman-face. Georgian and

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Victorian rupees are distinguished as “ P’o-tu” and “ Mo-tu,” meoiiiing male> 
head and female-head. Those which bear a crowned presentment hf Her 
Majesty are named “ Lama toh-du” or vagabond Lama, the crown having been 
mistaken for the head-gear of a religious mendicant. The same coin is known 
to the Chinese as “ Lama-t’ou,*’ liama’s head, doubtless a corruption of the 
Tibetan. 

Before the introduction of rupees, tea-bricks were used as currency, and ‘ 
even now in Batang a brick of ordinary tea is not merely worth a r'npee, but, 
in a certain sense is a rupee, being accepted, without minute regard to weight, 
just like the silver coin, as legal tender. Since tluj influx of rupees this tea- 
coinage has been very seriously deh'ised, having now lost 26 per cent, of its original 
weight. The system of a double monetary standard is approaching its end, at 
any rate in Tibet. For in May last the Lamas of the Batang monastery having 
hoarded a great treasure of bricks, found it impossible to exchange them at par, 
and had to put up with a loss of 38 per cent. 

To the Tibetan tea is more than a luxury ; it is an absolute "necessary. 
Deprived of the costly, but indispensable, astringent, he suffers from headache, 

f rows nervous, restless, out of condition, and altogether unhappy. In outlying 
istricts, mothers arc careful to keep the seductive beverage from their children 
for fear lest they should grow up unable, on occasion, to go without it. And 
yet, to European taste, the infusion, as prepai'ed by Tibetans, is the remotest 
possible imitation of tea. 

The Tibetan tea-pot is a wooden-chum, much like a butter-churn, into which 
the boiling infusion is poured through a strainer ; a little salt is added, and some 
twenty strokes applied with a dasher pierced with five holes. A lump of butter 
is then thrown in, and the compound is again churned witli fi-om 100 to 150 
strokes, administered with much precision and regularity. The tea is then ready 
for drinking. It will be remarked that, with the substitution of salt for sugar, 
the Tibetan preparation is of much the same composition as the tea drunk in 
. England ; but the presence of the salt is not perceptible, and with the best 
intention in the world I could detect no flavour of tea. It is impossible 
accurately to describe the taste of the infusion ; but to force a comparison, it is 
something like weak English tea with rich milk, but without any sugar or tea. 
And yet nobody would mistake it for milk and water, still less for butter and 
water; for the tea principle affects the flavour, while itself becoming modified 
into some un-tea-like astringent. 

It is evident that astringency is the property desired, seeing that the many 
thousand Tibetans who cannot alford tea use oakbark in its stead. 

The tea-cup of the Tibetan is a wooden bowl, not seldom an object of high 
price and elaborate workmanship cased in precious metals and enc]*U8ted with 
jewels. In this he allows the tea to stand for a minute or two, and when the 
Wtter floats freely on the surface, he blows it off into another bowl. The 
national farinaceous food is “ Tsampa,” flour of grilled com. The consumer takes 
up a portion of this between the tips of his fingers and thumb, and opening them 
with a jerk flicks it over the butter ; then moulding it into consistency, he eats 
the immature pie-crust without further formality, washing it down with the tea. 
This is the characteristic nutriment of Tibetans. Two English pounds of butter 
and ten ounces of tea are a liberal, but not lavish, allowance for twenty drinkers 
for one day. 

As far 88 Batang is concerned, there is little prospect in all this of an outlet 
for Indian tea ; but it is difficult to conceive how the idea of tradix^ between 
Assam and that place could ever have been conceived. It possibly arose &<nu 
an impression that Batang is a Chinese city, whereas it is a smaj j Tibetan town 
of 200 houses, eighteen days distant from the true Chinese bordm* by a track 
which, practically closed in winter, crosses four passes at various elevations 
between 14,000 and 17.000 feet, according to the careful and correct^ observa- 
tions of Captain Gill. Moreover, when the Chinese border is reached at Ta-chien- 
hi, the nearest city of any importance, namely, Yaohou, is still seven or eight 
days distant, and has water communication with the sea. Setting aside, a 
Bunnent, the Tibetan roads, the only practicable way from Assam to 
is across the X^tkoi hiUs to Burma, thence into Yunnan by the Sawaddy tracl^ 
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and 80 northwards by Wcisee, a distance of 750 miles, — a two-montbs’ journey 
at least in such a country, wliereby on arrival at Batang the freight alone, colour 
lated at Tibetan rates, would be half as much again as the market price of 
Chinese tea. 

The most direct road would of course be through Tibetan territory ; but if 
Tibet be open, what purpose can be served by going to Batang P That town is a 
jwoction of high roads to Ssh-ch’uan, Yunnan, and Lhassa, and is consequently a 
point of '^preat political importance to the Chinese Government. But its sole 
commercial significance worth the name, although there is a good deal of ped- 
dlery, is derived from the passage through it of Yerkalo salt and Yachou tea 
on tlieir way westwards. Now Assam is admirably placed for taking this tea- 
trade in flank, and might even supply Western Tibet, without seriously affect- 
ing the Yachou export, since the whole quantity 'of the latter would only 
suffice for the consumption of a million Tibetans. The difficulty of crossing 
the Himalayas may be adduced as the most obvious impediment ; but if any 
track whatever exists— as we know it does — it cannot be more formidable than 
the icy passes encountered by Abb^ Hue on his journey from Lhassa to Ta-chien- 
lu by the Chinese tea-route. 

The prices above quoted of about half a rupee per lb. in Lhassa do not, 
perhaps, at first sight appear to hold out a very encouraging promise of a direct 
tea-trade from Assam to T^ot ; but, as already remarked, "the price rises in a 
ratio altogether out of proportion to the distance of tlio market from the tea- 
route, and very quickly roaches a figure which puts the article beyond the pur- 
chasing power of the country people. This state of things arises not from the 
difficulties and dangers of the bye-roads so much as from the policy of the 
Lamas, who, being the traders and money-lenders of the country, and the only 
capitalists, have many motives for confining the traffic in a channel which they 
can most easily direct to their own advantage. They make greater and steadier 
profits by restricting the trade to one main line, along which they can mono- 
polise it, than they could by opening new markets in districts at a distance from 
their lamaserais, wiierc it would bo liable to stray from their command. This 
they can the more easil;f effect, because the supply of tea is far inferior to the 
demand, and hijcause it is not subject to much fluctuation. Mr. Cooper writes 
very strongly on these points, and frequently recurs to them — “ The whole 
business in life of the Tibetans seems to be to procure a sufficiency of tea ; and 
it is no cheap luxury ; for the Lamas, keeping in their hands the retail, as the 
Chinese do tlie wholesale, trade, by this means reduce the people to absolute 
dependence on them, exacting in return for the precious article labour and pro- 
duce. Grain, yaks, sheep, horses, and even children, are given to the rapacious 
priesthood in payment for tea.” This statement may appear to be tainted with 
exaggeration, but it accords pretty exactly with the account I have received, 
among others, from an apostate Lama. Under such circumstances, it will be 
admitted that the free circulation of tea-bricks is not likely to be encouraged. 
The practice of hoarding tea in the lamaserais is, by itself, sufficiently convincing. 
It may be taken as certain that the vast majority of Tibetans are unable to 
procure tea, or at any rate enough of it ; that they are eager to purchase it ; and 
that they would pay for it prices of which half a rupee may be regarded as the 
minimum ; moreover, that the districts where it would sell most easily and ad- 
vantageously are those which are furthest removed from the Chinese tea-route, 
or, in other words, those which are nearest to Assam. It is superfluous to re- 
mark that the merest sweepings of the Assam godowns would make better tea 
• than the Tibetans have ever drunk. 

In a few years time, when Tibet has been opened, we shall begin to ask 
one another how it came about that the most powerful and progressive of Asiatic 
enmires should have suffered the long frontier of its most flourishing provinces 
to be completely closed for so many years to the passage of any individual of 
the governing race, and that not by a fcmnidable rival hut by one feeble Tibetan 
State, for there are many Tibetan States besides Lhassa-d^. It is generally 
. assumed that tlie obstacles to inter-communication are of a physical nature ; 
hut if 80, there would be no trade, whereas evidences of a very extensive 
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exchange abound, even so far east as Ta-chien-lu, in the use of rupees and of 
many articles of Indo-European origin. To mention some of the more trivial — 
but on account of their very triviality, the more convincing — instances, the 
common dinner plates of the Tibetans, when they use any, are of tin, stamped 
in the centre with an effigy of some European celebrity. In those which I 
examined I recognised the third Napolean, the Prince and Princess, of Wales, 
and Mr. Gladstone, all supposed by the natives to represent Buddhas of moiu 
or less sanctity. Hound the rim of the plate, in all cases, were staniped the 
letters of the English alphabet, from A to Z. The most desirable buttons, 
again, are four-anna piec(}s, and so strong is the demand, that three of these are 
worth a rupee. British army buttons arc as common as blackberries. Even 
corkscrews are offered for sale in Ta-chien-lu, although no one can ^plain 
their use. The presence of such miscellaneous and cheap articles testifies to 
the facility of trade, while the great quantity of ruj)ees proves its extent. But 
although commercial intercourse crosses the whole breadth of Tibetan countries, 
diplomatic relations have not yet penetrated to the nearest of them, lJliassa-d4. 
Yet the distance from Calcutta to Lhassa, in a direct line, is less than from 
Paris to Berlin. Until such relations are established and maintained, there can 
be no hope whatever of a Tibetan market for Assam teas. Exploring missions, 
no matter how well organised or amply furnished, can effect nothing in the 
interest of the trade, so long as the adverse influence of the Itesident Chinese 
Legates and of the Lamas is unchecked. No matter how short the route, or 
convenient the road, the hostility of these two })artie8 would be roused to the 
utmost against any project for a tea-trade. Even if the goods were admitted, 
which is in, the- last degree improbable, they would be bimbmed with such a 
weight of*.JTibetan dues and Chin(.‘so Likin, that the British frontier would bo 
almost the limit of profitable sale. But if the opposition wore kej)t within fair 
and reasonable bounds by the exchange of a convention and the introduction 
of diplomatic machinery to give it cftcctivo action, the Tibetans, with their 
fondness for tea and their dislike of Cliinamen, would be the first to welcome 
the best wares to the best market by the shortest road. 

In the mountainous region Avest of Kiating 1 discovered two kinds of tea 
of so unexpected a nature that I scarcely venture to mention them. In the 
monasteries on Mount 0-mi, or as it is locally named, for brevity’s sake, Mount 
O, I was regaled by the monks with an infusion of tea which is naturally 
sweet, tasting like coarse congou with a plentiful addition of brown 
sugar. It is only grown on the slopes of the mountain, and by the monks ; 
two days’ journey further west no one liad even heard of its existence. I did 
not see the plant growing, and it is just possible that it is not tea at all ; the 
prepared leaf, however, has all the appearance of tea, and no one on \rhom I 
have tried the experiment has taken it for anything else, or remarked upon its 
peculiarity, beyond inquiring why I put so much sugar in it. I am forwarding 
a specimen to Shanghai, without giving any hint of its singularity, for pro- 
fessional examination, in order tliat a tea-inspector’s report may be appended 
to these notes. 

The other variety, preposterous as the statement may appear, has a natural 
flavour of milk, or perhaps more exactly of butter. What is more interesting 
than this oddity is the fact that it is wild tea, growing in its native elevated 
habitat without any aid from human cultivation. An unimpeachable instance 
of a wild tea-plant has never yet been adduced in China. It has been supposed 
to occur in Formosa, but the specimens I found in the north of that island 
had evidently strayed from cultivation. The practice of drinking an infusion ‘ 
made from the wild plant has, 1 believe, never been mot with anywhere. The 
wild tea in question is found in the uninhabited wilderness west of Kiating 
and south of Yachou, at heights of 6,000 feet and upwards, and was described 
to me as a leafy shrub fifteen feet high, with a stem some four inches thick. 
The wild mulberpr is found in the same locality. Every part of the plant, 
except the root, is used for making the infusion. The wood is chopped up and 
put mto a ketde of water with the dried leaves and twigs, and being boiled • 
yields a strongly coloured but weak tea, possessing a buttery flavour which 
gives it a certain resemblance to the Tibetan preparation. It cannot be obtained 
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in Yaohou. The only place where I found it in use is the Huang-mu-oh’ang 
plateau, a terrace perched among the stupendous gorges of the T’ung river. I 
only brought away a small quantity, which unluckily was drunk by mistake ; 
but 1 hope next summer to make a general botanical expedition to the dis* 
trict, when it will be easy to procure a plentiful specimeUi

RULES FOR ENQUIRING INTO, AND REPORTING ON, SERIOUS ACCIDENTS ON STATE 

lUILWAYS. 


Gsnerai.. 

The following Rules are prescribed by the Governor General in Council for 
enquiring into, and reporting on, serious accidents on State Railways, whether 
,open for public traffic or under construction : — 

Serious accidents are accidents attended with loss of human life, or serious 
injury to person or property ; or accidents of a description usually attended 
with such loss or injury. 

2. In the case of any State Railway passing through Native States, the 
Government of India wiU, from time to time, direct what official shall, for the 
purposes of Uiese Rules, be regarded as the Magistrate of the District in res- 
. pect of title portions of the Railway situate id each such State. 


0 
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3. Throughout these Rules, the words ** Distriot Superintendent of Policy ’* 
of the District in which the occurrence takes jdaoe shall be substituted for the 
words “ Railway Police Superintendent ” in respect of State Railways whereon 
a Railway Police Superintendentship has not been established. The word 
“ Manager ” sliall include “ Engineer-in-Chief ” or oth^ officer in charge of any 
State Railw'ay. 

The officer authorized by Government to investigate and report op acci- 
dents is called the " Government Inspoetor.” ’ ^ 

Section I. 

■ Duties of Managers and Daihoay Officers. 

4. On the occurrence of any serious railway accident, it shall be the duty 

of the nearest Station Master, or, where there is no Station Master, the officer 
in charge of the section of the Railway on which the accident occurs, to give 
immediate notice thereof in writing, or by telegraph when possible — . 

(a) to the nearest Magistrate in the district in which the accident 

occurred ; 

(b) to the Railway Police Supeiintendent ; 

(<?) to the Offiota’ in charge of the police station in the jurisdiction of 
which the acculent occurred. 

6. It shall be the duty of the Manager to give notice of the accident — 

(rt) without delay to the Government Inspector, who has been axitborized 
by Government to investigate and r('poi*t. on such accidents ; 

(A) to the Secretary to the Local Government in the Judicial Depart- 
ment within twelve hours after the occurrence, in order that 
the Local Government may, if necessary, walch over the in- 
-j, vestigation. 

6. The Manager slifill, in cases of serious personal injury, afford medical 
aid to the sufferers, and pay all their expenst^s while iii hospital. 

7. The Manager shall cause departmental enquiry to be held promptly for 
the thorough investigation of the causes of every serious accident, and shall 
require the Superintendent of Railway Police to be present at the enquiry, 
if possible : in his unavoidable absence, an officer of police should be present. 
Also, he shall communicate the result of the enquiries to the Magistrate men- 
tioned in Rule 4, and, if on open line, to the Government Inspector, with a 
statement of the persons, if any, whom the Railway authorities intend to. pro- 
secute, unless the matter should form the subject of a magisterial enquiry 
under Rule 8. 

8. It shall be the duty of the Manager to bring to justice all Railway 
subordinates guilty of crime or of breache.s of tlje Indian Railway Act, or of 
the General Rules and Regulations, calculatcH:! to cause serious accident ; and 
to require the Superintendent of Railway Police to make a report of ^1 cases 
in which there appears to be ground for suspecting Railway subordinates of 
such misconduct. Also, he shall require the Superintendent of Railway Police 
to prosecute all persons whom it may be decided should be i)ro8ecuted. 

9. The Manager shall facilitate the movements of the Medical Officers, 
the Police, the Magistrate, the Government InBi)cctor and others concerned, in 
reaching promptly the scene of the accident. And he shall assist these autho- 
rities in conducting enquiries, and depute some responsible and intelligent 
officer to aid them in obtmning evidence, and securing the attendance of the 
Railway subordinates. 

10. In cases in which it is the duty of the Railw'ay Officers to arrest any 
offender under Sections 48 and 49 of Act IV of 1879 or otherwise, the Manager 
shall sec tliat he is at once arrested, or, when such offender is himself a Railway' 
Officer whose removal would cause danger or grave inconvenience, that precau- 
tions are taken to prevent his escape, pending the arrival of a substitute. 

11. He shall arrange for the attendance at the Court or place of enquiry 
of any officer or servant of the Railway, upon the requisition of the Magistrate 
or other Civil Officer. 

12. He shall maintain at ca('h Railway Station, or, in the case of lines 
under construction, in each divisional office, a list of Magistrates or other 
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Officers (sud) list to be famished by the Magistrate having jurisdiction over 
the place vrhere the station is situate), to whom reports of accidents should be. 
made ; and he shall furnish Magistrates with a list of Kailway Officers to whom 
any summons may be sent for service on subordinate Railway servants. 

IS. In the case of judicial enquiries, he shall report the result to his 
immediate superior, and forward copy of the decision of the Court. 

14i. He shall report monthly to his immediate superior all railway acci* 
dents a serious nature, and report what steps have been, or are being, taken 
in o^er t^revent recurrence of similar accidents. 

15. He shall issue such detailed instructions as will give effect to the 
fore^ing Rules, and furnish his immediate superior with copy of all such 
detoRed instructions as issued* 

• Sbctioit II. 

Dufies of the Railimy and District Dolice. 

16. An investigation may be made by the Railway Police in the case of 
any Railway accident. 

17. Where there is no Railway Police, the duties imposed by these Rules 
on Railway Police must be discharged by the District Police, in addition to 
their duties as such. 

18. In the case of serious accidents, the Railway Police Superintendent, 
•if any, or the District Superintendent of Police, sliall proceed without delay 

to the scene of the aecident. jdf either officer be lumself unable so to proceed, 
he shall depute a subordinate, who, in the case of the District Police, shall be 
an Assistant Superintendent of Police where there is one or where there is no 
such officer an Inspector. The officer unable to proceed shall also at once 
inform his departmental superior and the Magistrate of the District. 

19. Such accident shall forthwith be investigated by the Railway Police 
or the District Police, as the case may be. If the investigation Ije made by 
the Railway Police, immediate information shall be given to the District Police, 
either direct or through the Magistrate of the District. The result of the 
})olice investigation, prescribed by this R\ile, shall be reported to the Manager 
of the Railway and to the Magistrate of the District. 

20. When the investigation is made by the Railway Police, and officers 
of the District Police arrive on the scene of the accident, the latter shall afford 
all necessary assistance, and shall, if occasion arise, carry the investigation 
beyond the limits of the Railway premises. But the Railway Police Superin- 
tendent, if present, is primarily entrusted with tlie duty of investigation with- 
in such limits. Subject to any provisions elsewhere contained in these Rules, 
the further prosecution of the case on the conclusion of the preliminary local 
poHcc investigation shall rest with the Railway Police. 

Section III. 

Duties of Civil Officers, 

21. It shall be in the discretion of the Magistrate of the District, on 
receiving information of the occurrence of a serious railway accident within 
the meaning of Rule 1, either — 

(а) himself to proceed to the scene of such accident and make any 
enquiry ; 

(б) to depute a subordinate Magistrate to make enquiry ; or 
(c) to direct investigation to be made by the District Police. 

22. In all serious cases, it will be the duty of the Superintendent of Rail- 
way Police, if any, to proceed without delay to the scene of the accident to 
conduct this enquiry. If unable to go, he will at once report the fact to the 
Magistrate. 

23. The Magistrate or other officer shall summon any servant of the Rail- 
way, and all other persons wliose presence he may think necessary, and, after 
taking the evidence and completing this enquiry, shall, if he consider there ai‘e 
sufficient grounds for judicial investigation, take the requisite steps to bring to 
trial any person he may consider criminally liable for the accident. 
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24. The Manager or the Magistrate of the District, or the Districl. Super- 
iotendent of Police, may require the Civil Surgeon of the District or an/ Dis- 
trict Medical Officer to procefed to the scene of any railway accident attended 
with personal injury, for the purpose of rendering medical aid and of making, 
before the investigating authorities, any professional statements that may be 
required ; and it shall be the duty of such Civil Surgeon or Medical Officer to 
proceed accordingly. 

25. In cases where technical points are involved, the Magistrate or other 
officer should be careful to call for and take the opinion of professiontd pelSbns. 

26. The result of this preliminary local enquiry will be communicated by 
the Magistrate to the Manager of the Railway. 

27. Should the Magistrate have delayed judicial action until receipt of the 
Railway departmental report, ho will then decide whether" to discharge the 
persons accused or to proceed with the case. 

28. If the Manager of the Railway do not prosecute the persons consi- 
dered liable by the Civil Officer, the Magistrate will arrange for their pro- 
secution. 

29. If, in the course of the judicial enquiry, the Magistrate wishes for the 
assistance of the Government Inspector or Manager of the Railway, or for the 
attendance of any officer of the Railway, to explain or give evidence upon any 
matter relating to railway supervision, management, or working, he will issue a 
requisition to such officers to attend the Court. 

30. On the conclusion of the judicial enquiry, the Magistrate wUl, if 
necessary, report the result for the information of the Local Government ; and 
he will send a copy of his decision to the Manager of the Eailway. 

31. Magistrates through whose jurisdiction a State Railway passes, shall 
maintain ‘jt list of Railway Officers (such list to bo furnished by the Manager), 
to whom suitnmons may be sent for sendee on subordinate Railway servants, 
and shall furnish the Manager with a list of Magistrates or other officers to 
whom reports of accidents should be made. 

Section IV. 

Government Inspector* e Duties. 

32. On receiving notice of a serious accident, the Government Inspector 
sliall proceed himself, or by deputy, to the scene of the accident, shall note the 
facts, watch the proceedings, and make such enquiries and investigations as he 
may think fit, calling upon the Manager or Offieer in charge of the line for any 
assistance needed, and shall form his own conclusions. 

33. He shall send his report, with any notes he may desire to record, to 
the Government concerned, forwarding copy to the Manager of the Railway or 
to the Magistrate having jurisdiction in British or in Native Territory, as the 
(?ase may be. 

34. He shall assist the Magistrate so far as he can in person or by deputy 
in the judicial enquiry whenever called upon to do so. 

35. In important cases, where a remedy or change of system appears 
necessary, he shall inform the Government of India what steps have been, or 
are proposed to be, taken by the Railway to prevent a recurrence of similar 
accidents, and whether in his opinion further action in the matter is desirable.

FBIZE FOB, ESSAY ON FEVEBS. 

Surgeon-Gencral C. A. Gordon, M.D., O.B., Honorary Physician to Her 
Majesty, with the approval of Government, offers a prize of Ks. 600 to the 
writer of the best Essay on Fevers as affecting British soldiers in India. Par- 
ticulars with regard to condiiions, arbitrators, date, and manner pf submitting 
Essays are given below, namely : — . , • 

2. The Essays must include a comparative history of that class ofi-^Iis^es 
as given by the older writers and by the more modern ; their cansi's, including 
such as are predisposing find tlu)se that arc direct or exciting; their relatiTO 
prov^alence and mortality according to age and residence in India; their modi- 
fications by diathe.sis, locality, climate, and season; their pathology; their 
treatment, illustrating this important point, as far as possible, by records of 
“ Cases ” either from case-books or published works dating previous to 1867, 
and of those of a date subs('(|ucnt to that period ; the object being to indicate 
as clearly as may be ]ira(;ticahlc the results of the several methods adorded, and 
thus obtain a guide with regard to the future'. 

3. The assigned causes oK fenera being invcstig.ated and eategoi’ically de- 
tailed, measures will be indicated by which tlu'ir ya'evalcncc among British 
troops and their present veiy serious rate of mortality may for the future be 
diminished. 

4. With reference to what some waiters may in their Essays designate 
cnt&ric or typhoid fever ^ they will give a distinct definilion of the ])recise signi- 
ficance attached by them to thc'se terms, vvhclher applied in a sense independ- 
ent of each otbpr or synonymously ; also in the (went of cither t(*rm being used 
to indicate a^ specific and otherwise indc 2 )end('nt disease rather than a condition 
of, or complication occurring in, the course of endemic fevers, whether eonfinued 
or periodic in type, a distinct and precise record must be given of the circum- 
stances upon which the distinction tlnis indicated is ha.s<ul. 

6. The prize now offered w^ill he o})eu to all Offic(‘rs of llu' .A.rmy Medical 
Department and of tin* Indian Mcdi(ral Service of the, three Presidemcies, whe- 
ther upon retired or full pay, provided that they have on 31st August 1879 
severally done medical duty with British Troops iu India during five full years 
and upwards. 

■ 6. The award of the prize now offered shall rest with throe arbitrators, who 
must thems«dves have done duly for at hiust five years with British Troops in 
India, and liavc been at least t<*n additional in this country, making in all not 
less than fifteen lull years iu India. Govcrnm(‘nt has Ixicn solicited to request 
the Director-General of the Army Modicnl D(q)artmont, the Right Honorable 
the Secretary of State for India, and the Army Sanitary Oommi.sslon each to 
appoint one of the three arbitrators, the latter' unconnected with the Com- 
mission itself ; these thr('(‘ to have power, should they so dc.sire, to add two to 
their number so as to make it five in all ; and at least one of the arbitrators to 
1867 served in India as above during not loss than ten years prior to 

7. Essays by Officers of the Army Medieval Department should he trans- 
mitted through the usual channel to the Director-General of that Department ; 
those by Officers of the Indian Medical Sendee through their channel of com- 
munication to the India Office. 

8. With a view to afford ample time for the preparation of Essays, the 
3l8t of December 1881 will be the latest date on which those Essays will be 
received in the India Office or that, of the Dire,(4or-Gencral, and the decision of 
the arbitrators as to the award of the prize for the best of those Essays will be 
published in England and India, if possible, not later than 31st of July 1882. 

9. In the event of no Essay being laid before the arbitrators, or of their 
considering it desirable for other reasons to withhold the reward for the present, 
they are hereby authorised to re-model the conditions of award in such manner 
as to them may appear fit, hearing in mind the general obioct in view in offer- 
ing the prize as above detailed.

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The Hon’hlo Mr. Stokks said that no one who read the opinions of the 
Bombay Judges between the lines — especially the remarks of Mr. Justice 
M. Melvill — could fail to see that they wore laughing at the whole tiling. 

The Hon’blo Mr. lEorn : — “ I have no such powers of penetration as the 
Hon’blo Member ; but I can see no irony in it, exitept the irony of fate, which 
has led to the reference he dcisired ending in the manner it lias done.” 

, His Excellency the President said: — “I have felt in the course of 
this very protracted discussion that the first and second amendments placed 
on the notice paper by my hon’bh; friend Mr. Hope are virtually and substan- 
tially interdependent pai'ts of what for all practical puryioses is the same motion, 
and that it is difficult to cwnsider them with convenience or advantage si^par- 
ately for that feason. But, assuming that the Bill as eventually passed wall 
be so far replaced in harmony with the original intentions and pnrposi' of the 
framers of it and of tln^ Local Government as not to exclude inorl gage-casos 
from that supervising autlKjrity which the Bill providovS for all other cases 
mentioned in it, I must frankly say that, after having read Avith care the 
Report of the Select Committee, and after listening ivith grejjt attention to Ihe 
remai'ks of my hon’hle mlleagues the Law Member and Sir Alexander 
Arhuthnot, I have not heard any argument wdiieh satisfices my own judgment 
that there are sulficient grounds for sc^parating mcjvtgagc'-easc's from all llio 
other cases referred to in the clause which the Hon’ hie Mr. Hope proposes to 
•amend, and ap])lyiiig speeiaUy to those cases th(^ system of })rocediu'c W'hich, 
ns I understand, tln^ majority and the minority of tlu; Committee have, hoth of 
them, agro<Ml to exclude from ail the other eases — a ju’oeedure which tluj Local 
Government and those ivho framed the measure regard as uhsolutely in- 
eoinpjitihlc with the attainment of one of the main objects of the measure, 
which is to simplify and to chca])cn the administration of tluilaw to a helpless 
and poverty-stvieken ])ortion of tlie population. It a]>poars to me that all the 
ui'gunient.s used in favour of admitting a])peals in mort gage-cases Avould equally 
(apply to the extension of appeals to all the other cases referred to in this clause; 
iind as the wiiolc of the Conmiitteo have agreed in ex(rlndiug the right of appeal 
from these cases, I fail to reeognizo th.at any sulficient case has been made out 
for applying it to mortgage-cases. With refonmcc to the remarks of my hon’blo 
friend Sir Erederiek Haines and my lion’blo frioml Mr. Thornton, it ai)|>e;irs to 
me that tlx'v wandered a little aivay from the praeticjal subject ive hai e to deal 
with. 1 liavc no doubt that nobody is in a betfin* position than my hon’ble 
friend Mr. ’I’lnn-nton lo tell us what arc the feelings of tlic peasantry of the 
I’anjah, and Avhat are the facts of the experience derived from the working of 
ihe appeal syst(;ra in th.'it province. But Ave arc not legislating for the I’anjdb ; 
we are legislating for a ])easantry of the most poA'crty-strieken, depressed, and 
miserable j)ortion of ihe Hekkhan, and Avith the object of ameliorating tbeir 
condition. The case whicli we are legislating for is avoAvedly an oxce])tional 
case; and it is because it is exceptional that avc arc called upon to legislate for 
it. I think aa'c must, all hope that the condition of the y)easautry in the Dek- 
khan is not the condition of the peasantry in other parts of India ; and th.at this 
exceptional and, .as wo are obliged to ackiioAvltHlge, (liscr(uUtal>le statt? of things 
lias notoriously grown up uu(5becked, if not encouraged, by t he ])ractieal oponation 
in certain localities of our existing Civil Code, and the ap])licatLou of t hose legal 
conceptions Avhieh goA'orn the pi’oeeduro and lead to tlio decrees and judgnuinta 
of our civil tribunals. That being the ease, 1 must say that my OAtm vote w^iU 
be given Avil hout hesitation in faA'our of this amendment.”

The Hon’ble Sir AndrcAV Clarke.

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Tho Hon’blc Mil. Hope next moved that for section 54 of the Bill the 
following .section be subnlituted (namely) : — 

54. The Local Govormnent from time to time may, ami if the Government of India 

so direct shall, apjioiiit an ollicer, as Special 
. jiecia .uiffe. Judge, to discharge in the pla<Je of the District 

Judge all Ihe funclitms of the District Judge under this Act in respect of the proceedings of 
all Subordinate Judges, Village-Munsifs and Conciliators, and may cancel any such appoiutr 
mont. 

” Such S])ccial Judge shall not, without the previous sanction of the Government of India, 
discharge any piil)lic function cxcej)t those which he is einp'uvcred hy this Act to discharge. 

If .‘my conflict of authority arises hetwt’cii iJie Sjtecial Judge and the District J udge, the 
High Court shall ])ass such order thereon consistent with this Act as it' thinks fit* 

" No aii])cal slnill lie from any decree or order i)aRsed hy the District •Tudge under this 
clui|iter, or liy liic Special Judge, or hy an Assistant or Siihordinate Judge appointed under 
section tilty-two, or liy a Eeuch, in !iny suit or j>roceediug under this Act.'^ 

lie said ; — “ My Lord, I have already mentioned that the Govern-* 
men t of India, wdiile fully approvitig of the proposal of the Bombay Govern- 
ment to accompany the curtailment of ay>pcals hy inspection and revision, 
thought it dcsirahle to strengthen tho staff by a Special Judge. 

“ ‘ I'he f iovernor General is of oyunion, ' it was suiil, ' thiit, looking to the arduous nature 
of tho iliitii s wliieh the Act iinjiDSes on the Siihordinate Judges, and the large discref inn it 
Confers on them, the a|ipointtaent of a special ofRe<;r of this sort, who would ordinarily he 
chosen from 1 he more experienced District Judges, is essential to the proper working of the 
Bystem proposi-d. ’ 

The Local Government readily acceded to this. 

“The majority of the Select Committee have now held that their admission 
of appeals in mortgage-eases which, they say, ‘form a very large class, and tho 
most iniporiiiint class, of oases to be heard under the Bill ’ renders the Special 
Judge unnecessary.” 

The Uon’hlc Sm Alexander AniniTnKOT: — “If the IT on’hle Member 
will excus(‘ my uilcvruiiting hitn, I wish to say that, as the first ami'iidmcnl yiro- 
posed hy him has been jiasscd, I for one, and 1 think also my hon'hlc colleagues 
who voted witli moon the tivsl amcjidment, are not disposi'd to ojipose the stroiid 
ami'iidmcnt, .and llierct'orc 1 think tho Lime of tho Council might he saved hy 
my mentioning this at once.” 

The H on’ble Mr. Hope: — “‘With reforenco to that, I have only to say 
that in that ca.se I shall ho most hayijiy to save the time of the Council and 
myself; hut as some ohjcctions have hoeii made with relorenco to tho question 
of a Special J udge w hich J. intentionally left unausw'ered, yierhaps I may he allow'^- 
od to read my remarks on the subject, or, if that is not convenient, perhaps 
tlu^y might be taken as read and placed on record.” 

The Ilon’hle Sir Alexander ARnurtiNOT: — “Cannot the Ilon’hlo 
Member v''y)oak on the yioint s on w'hich he Avishes to roydy ? 1 for my part have 

the strongest obiecdlon t(» Avritlon sj)cecbe.s ; and I thi)ik that WTitten syjoeches 
not dilivciA'd in Council, hut yilaced on record, are esj)eeially open to objection.” 

The Uon’hlo Mr. lioi’E : — “I quite agree Avith the llon’hlci Member. 
For reasons well knoAvn to him, how^ever, 1 have found it necessary to in'eyiaro 
written ,sj)eechos in this instance.” 

His Excellency Tu B President said it was desirable to save time, if possible. 

The non’l)lo Mr. Hope having tlicn wmved his objection, the motion was 
put and agreed to. 

Tho ^louT)^(^ Mr. Hope then moved that for section 68 of the Bill the 
following section he substituted (namely) 

“1)8. No pK'iulor, vakil or miiklitj^, and no advocate or attorney of a High Court, shall 

Plcudcrs, &.C., oxi'.luJiid ui c('it.iun tases. bo periuittcd to ayipeaj ou bohalf of any party 

to any case hofore a. Conciliator or a Villagc- 
Munsif, or to any case cognisable hy a Subordinate Jixdge under this Act, the subjcct-matkr 
whereof docs not exceed in amount or value one hundred rupees : 

“ Provided that any yiarty to any such case may he jiermitteil, on reasonable cause being 
shown to the batisfactiou of the Conciliator, ViJlagc-Munsif or Suhordinatc Judge, to employ 
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such an opinion as would be of much value in framings the Bill. Still lie 
would take care that Mr. Evans was consulted, and his opinion forwarded to the 
Legislative Department, who could work upon it in communication with the 
Military Department. 

The lion’ hie Mr. Stokes said that he should be sorry to commit himself 
to any undertaking to bring the Ludiii^na disease within the scope of the Bill. 
In the first place, he did not know exactly what that disease was. He was told 
•that it was a kind of anthrax, and that it might be communicated by inocula- 
tion — as, for example, by moans of flies. But there did not seem to be a 
parlicJo of evidence that it was infectious or contagious in the common accep- 
tation of tlioso terms. In^he seednd place, he considered himself in a merely 
execut ive mattor like this little but the instrument of the Executive Depart- 
ments concerned ; and he had received no instructions from the Home 
Department or from the Military Department regarding the matter. Ho 
would suggest that the Bill, which was one of great urgency, should now be 
passed in its present form ; and then, as soon as they had found by inquiry from 
Mr. Evans and all the other authorities competent to give an opinion on the 
subject what the Ludhiana disease really wa.s, and whether it was communicable 
by proximity or contact, an amending Bill might, if necessary, be brought in 
and pass('d. 

The llon’blo Sir Edwin .Johnson observed that it just depended whether 
the Legislat ive Department was prepared to consider lliis disease in their 
present Bill or not. If they wore unable to do so, he agreed with his 
hon’hle friend Mr. Stokes tliat it would be preferable to go on noth the original 
question of d<‘aliug with farcy and glanders rather than let the proposed Bill await 
a discussion which might take weeks and weeks. He w'a.s very much inclined 
to favour the vietv of the ease taken by Mr. Stoke.s that it would bo advisable 
— indcf'd v<!ry necessary — to refer to many other authorities besides Mr. Evjins 
in regard to legislating for the Lndhiana disease. lie would rather see the Bill 
jtassed as it was and ameudi'd afterwards, if necessary. 

ifhe [Motion was put and agi’ced to.

Leave w'as granted.

in Council lias much gratification in directing the ]mblication of the follow- 
ing despatches from Lieutenant-General Sir b\ S. Roberts, K.c.ii., V.O., report- 
ing the operations of the troops under his command from the date of bis 
again taking tlio field at Tliull on the 10th September, 1879, to bis entry into 
Kabul on the 13th of October following. 

It will bo the grateful duty of the Governor General in Council to see 
that the excellent services rendered by Sir Eroderick' Roberts and his force 
throughout the operations which he has conducted with such conspicuous ability 
and success, arc brought to the knowled<:e of Her Majesty’s Government for such 
acknowledgment as the Queen Empress may be graciously pleased to extend to 
them. 

Moanwbilo the Governor General in Council desires, on bis part, to assure 
Licutcnaut-Geuernl Sir Ercderick Roberts and the oflieers and men under his 
command, c* p(*cially tiiose, liotli British and Native, who have received the high 
distin(;tiou of honorable mention in these despatches, that their zeal, courage 
and devotion are lu-arlily recognized and gratefully acknowledged by himself 
and the Government over which ho lU’csides.

* I am directed by the Commander-in-Ghief to submit to Government a 
despatch, No. 1122 of the 15th October, to the Chief of the Stall, from Major- 
General Sir F. S. Roberts, k.c.ii., v.c., Commanding the Kabul Field Force, 
detailing the advance of the troops from Kuram to Zargun-Shahr in the Logar 
Vaih'y, and the incidents which occurred between tho 12tb September and the 
2ud October, 1879. 

2. His Excellency would draw attention to the activify and judgment 
which cnablcd tho Major-General to so successfully achieve the passage of the 
Sbutar Gardan Pass in the manner detailed, as also to the excellent bearing of 
the troops on all occasions when in contact with the enemy. 
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) 3, Tlie successful repulse of the Ghilzai attack on the Shutar Gardan 

post on tlie 2u(l Oclober, by tlie force left under the command of Lieutenant- 
Colonel G. N. Money, was most creditable to that officer and all concerned.

I Itavo the lionor to report that I reached Thull' on the 10th of Septem- 
ber, and, ]Misliiiig on with all .spc<'d, arrivu'dat Alikhcl on the 12th idem. 

2. There the sati''f'actory intelligence mot me that, on the previoxis day, 
the 23rd Pioneers, 5th Goorkhas and No. 2 jMonntain llattery, whom I had 
ordered to seize and hold the Sliutar Gardan, had aecompli.shcd their task with- 
out opposition, and wt-ro securely entrenched on the crest of tlux pass. 

As it was a matter of the greatx'st importance that every facility should ho 
affoiah'd for the easy ])assage of uur artillery across the Shntar Gardan, 1 tele- 
graplu’d oiders on the Dili of fSej)temher, directing the 7th Company of Sappers 
and Miners, then at Sluilozan, to inarcli with all speed towards 1 ho Shutar 
Gardan. This order was acted xipou immediately, and hy tin; 13th instant the 
company was at work on the Sirlcai Kotal, a steep and awkward ascent some 
tliroe miles this side the summit of iho Slmtar Gardan pass. 

3. Meann hile, as nnieh of tlic force in the Knrain Valley as carriage 
would admit of iny moving, and as could be withdrawn with a diU' regard to llio 
maijitcnancc of our eonunuuieations, was at once set in motion for the front. 

4. Transport was, liowevci’, the great difficulty uhieh had to ho met; 
owing to tin? continuous hard work to which the. transport animals of the 
Ivuram Tield Porco had been subjected, their numbers had steadily hut rapidly 
diminished, until, at the eommeneemont of the moitth of Septemher, there re- 
mained about 1500 muh's. 500 sickly camels and SOO hulioeks, or barely stiflielont 
to enable tlie Commissariat to feed tlie force which it was ]>rosumc(l would remain 
in llio Kuram Valley for the winter. It is true that a large number of pack- 
bulloeks had, jirior to the oocurronees whicli led to the advance on Kabul, been 
despatched for 1 lie Commissariat serviec in tlie valley ; but, of these, many had 
either hi'cn knocked up by the journey from the Punjab, or were sutfering from 
Beoii-starvation to such an extent as to he practically useless. 

5. Local carriage, drawn from the Turis and Jagis, had, to some extent, 
made up for our deiieieneies in this respect, and, aided hy a proper! ion of 
Ghilzai carriage, had enabled the Conimissari.at to eollect a considerahlo 
amount of supiilies at the Shutar Gardan, quite sufficient to relievo any 
anxiety as to the immediate wants of the troops left there, and to move still 
larger stores forward for the force advanciug upon Kabul. 

G. Pcjiorts, too, reached mo at this time that several of the regiments 
tliat had lieeu concerned in the attack upon the Embassy at Kabul had li'ft 
the capital, and, with .some guns, marched towards the Spiga district of Zurmat, 
with the (iesigii of harassing our left fl:ink as wo passed through the Uazar- 
daraklit detilc on our way to the Sliular Gardan. Tlie knowledge of thi.s action 
on thoir ]>art necessitated increased vigilance on mine, for from the place, 
(Gardez, in ( lie Zurmat count ry), for which these troops liad made, descents 
Avere poj.'ii)le at several ])lace3 along onv line of communication, — namely, upon’ 
the Kuram Valley itself by the river-side through Cliumkunui and Kuriah, 
U[j()n the Ib iwar Kotal by the crest of the ridge which runs south-west from 
that place towards the Kuram river, and b('tvv(!eii Dreikullch and the Sliutar 
Gardan, mor<’ esjiecially in the narrow detilcs of the Ilazar-darakht. 

As an iiislanci' of tlie length to which religious feelings may be worked 
upon, I may nieiitiou that tlu; bodies of two sons of Allyar Khan, an inlluen- 
ti.-il Zurmat chief, who had lieon slain during Iho attack on the Embassy, 
•were cairied hy the mutinous troops to Gardez, and llicre buried amidst 
a scene of great popular exeitenient, the people, who had assembled iu largo 
numbers, vowing to be revenged for their deatlis.

7. Passing over the detailed operations and movements of troops, which 

have already been from lime to time 
conmmnieated to Army Head-Quarters, 
it will, I thinlc, bo suflieient to state that, 
by the 18th of Septomher, tho force marginally noted was collected at, and firmly 
establislu'd upon, the crest of tlie Shytar (lardan, under the command of llriga- 
dior-General llaker, cmj., whft had ])rococd('d thither from Alikhol on thelSlh 
of Sejitember. In addition to the above, 200 bayonets of tin; .^>th I’unjab In- 
fantry had been put into tin*- iu‘aily completed walled sei'ui at Karatiga, a mile 
and half on the llazar-darakht side of the iSirlvai Kutal.

8. Tlie next few days were devoted to slrcngtlicning tbe position on tho 
Sliutnr (lardan, to collecting carriage for tho onwai’d movement of the troops 
already naim'd, and the storage of .supplies both at Alikliel and Shutar Gurdan. 

0. Oil tlu^ 1 1th of September Nawab Sir Gholam Ifassan Klian, k.c.s.i., 
who had startl'd from Kandahar for Kabul, liut who, having heard of the 
outbreak there, turned olf towards the Kuram Valley, pnssi'd through our 
outpost on the Shutar Cardan, and sulisei^uently reached xMikhel. 

llrigadicr-CH'neral Pakcr reconnoitred on tlic IGth from the Shutar Cardan 
towards Ivuslii, and reached the Shinkai Kutal, a short distance beyond tlio 
village and fort of Dohandi. No resistance was olfered, and inspect ion proved 
that tho ditfieulties both of this Jeofal and the far-famed Akhoond-khcl 
gorge had been rather over-estimated, though doubtless, if held by a resolute 
and skilled foe, their passage would be attended with dilliculty. 

10. I regret to liavo to state that on the 22nd September a combined 
nltack was made by IMangals and Ghilzais, numbering from 200 to 300 men, 
upon a telegraph party whilst on the march between the Sirkai Kotal and 
Karatiga. It. appears from the detailed report of the occurrence whieli has been 
submitted to me, that, soon after 0 A.M. on that day, a party eonsistiiig of one 
telegraph linesman, 22 ti'legraph coolies, 40 niuh’teers and 8-1 mules, e.scorfed by 
one naik and ten sepoj's of tlic.'ith Punjab Infantry, left Shut.'ir Gardaii (without 
the knowledge of (he Prigadier-Oeiieral commanding there) for the purjiose of 
hriitging uj) lelegraiih ludes from Karat iga. About 0 A.iU, intelligent' reached 
Shutar (iardau that nut only had this party been attacked, but also that a heavy 
fire had been kept irp upon tho detachment, eons'sting of one Ih itisli odleer and 
50 non-commissioned olliei’is and men, stationed in a block-hoii.se on the Sirkai 
Kotal. As many of tlic. 72nd .llighlatiders as could he spared from Kasim- 
khel at onei^ ])roeev'ih'd to the spat, but the marauding hand had disappeared, 
and attempts to follow them u[) proved fruitless. One man of the del:ichment 
at tho Sirkai Kotal was surprised and cut. up, whilst the loss of tlie telcgrajih 
party amounted to one naik and six scjioys of the 5th Punjab Infantry, one lines- 
man, 12 imileteors and five coolies killed ; one sepoy of the 5th Punjab Infantry 
and two muleteers wounded ; and one muleteer, two coolies and 84 mules missing. 
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Brigadier-General Baker, c.b., informs me that he had issued orders that 
no escort of a less strength than 25 men per cent, of animals in a convoy should 
be sent out ; but this order docs not seem to have been understood by the 
Superintendent of Telegraphs. 

11. On the 23r(l ultimo "Wazir Shah Mahomed, tho Amir’s Foreign 
Secretary, and Must afi Ilabibulla, Finance Minister, arrived in my camp flit 
Alikhel from Kabul, and during their stay, which extended over three days; 
were treated with the consideration and marks of respect due to their 
position. 

12. F-A, Royal Horse Artillery, tho 12th Bengal Cavalry, two guns of 
No. 2 Mountain Battery, one company of the 72nd Highlanders, tho 7th Com- 
pany of Sappers and Minois, tho Sth Goorkhas, and tho 23rd Pioneers, under 
Brigadier-General Baker, moved down from the Sliutar Gardan on the 21ith, and, 
passing through Dobaudi, nhich was found to have been deserted by its Inhabi- 
tants, crossed over the Shinkai Kotal, and reached Kushi tho same evening, thus 
securing our entrance into the Xiogar Valley and obtaining a stand-point in it. 

13. The strength and position of tho troops under my command stood 
thus on tho 2Gth of September : —

14. On the 27ih, I moved my head-quarters from Alikhel to the Shutar 
Gardan, in compaiiy with the head-quarters of the Cavalry Brigade, the 9th 
Lancers (one squadron), Dtli Punjab Cavalry, 2StU Punjab Native Infantry, and 
a detachment of the btU Punjab Infantry. The infantry were directed to bring 
up the rear, whilst the cavali y and staff were to push forward and endeavour to 
reach Kasim-khel or the Shutar Gardan before dark. About 10-30 a.m. the 
head of the column was joined by 25 men of tlic 92nd Highlanders, wlio had been 
sent from Karatiga to act as an advance guard. This precaution was adopted by 
order of Liouteuaut-Colonel Perkins, c.b., Itoyal Engineers, the officer command-

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ing at theSliutar in (ionseqnoiicn of a riinunin'd gatlu'ring of Mangalr 

and Maclialgu Gliilzais in the Haznr-daraklit delile. On tt>Or oiaiadi dt)M'n-^ 
wards, however, this detachment saw no indications of tlio preseneo of an 
enemy. 

At 11 A.M., whilst lialting to allow the haggajje to elose up, a report 
reached rno that 2000 Manuals barred oixr ndvanee, oecnpyin';; llu* jinss be- 
twe(*n Jagi Thannaand Kaiatiga. I, ord(!red out a reconiiaissrimv- under Captain 
W. J. Vou'<dei\, 5th I’unjab (htvalry, who nsctrtained that, the enemy in f('ree 
lield both sides of the ravine half a mile beyond Jagi Thunna. During this 
reconnaissance Captain \ousd<'n’?i horse Avas shed. 

The detjftdunent of the 92nd Iliuhlanders, supported by a disnmuTitcd troop 
of tlu! 9th Laticcrs, speedily cleared the nortliern side of tlif; gorge; but tin) 
enemy clung obstinately to the preeipit(»us bills on the south, and some little 
time elapsed before they Avere driven from their position. 

On thearriA jd of the 28tb Punjab Is’.alive Infantry a commanding bill aa'us 
held until the rear-guard bad {massed. 

15. I regret to have to report tliat j)(*|mty Surgeon-General .S. C. ToAvnsend 
was severely Avounded by a bullet, nbieli entered his right eheelc. I'l.e wound 
is not dangerous, hut 1 am for tlie time deprived of bis A'uluable services, as it 
was found necessary to remove birn to Alikhel.

No other casualties occurred on onr side. As reg.nrds the enemy, tliey kept 
so closely under cover that, though a few Avere seen to fall, their Joss was 
probably trifling. 

16. IVleanAA'liilc a warm engagement bad for .some lionrs been carried on 
in the direction of Kanitiga, and presently large uuml.'ers of tlic eiiv-my were 
seen retreating before a small detachment <»f t lie 92nd Jlighlamlcr.s and Ilrd 
Sikhs, Avhieb bad been sent <>Ait from K;u‘utig:i. and A\d)ich were, vGtli e^ccdlcnt 
judgment and beldness, led up a sleep spur eommanding the defile.

In (bis encounter the enemy sntfered sc severe a loss that they ahandonod 
their intention of attacking Karatiga and Avithdrevv to their homes vith au 
estimated Joss of 60 killed. 

17. I had intended that the rear-guard of the force should leave 
Alikhel on the 281)), hut, owing to the Avhole of the ammunition not having 
arrivod from Kurum till very late on the niglit of the 27th, 1 thought it 
advisable to defer their march till the next day. Meanwhile, on the 2Sth I 
went onto Kushi, Avhcrc 1 found Brigadier-General Baker encamped with the 
following troojis, who had arrived at that jvlace on the dates named ; —

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t 18. The (lay before my arrival, the Amir Yakoob Khan, attended by his 
eldest son, and by Sii’darf^ Yahya Khan, Daood Shah, the Mustati, Wazir 
Gliolam MuhonuHl Khan, ami a suites of 15 members, toj^etlier with an escort" 
of 200 men, came into Kushi. llis Hi<?hness was met l)y Hrigadier-General 
Baker, c.b., and escorted into the British camp, with which he has since 
remained. 

On the 29Lb, G-3rd, Royal Artillery, the C7tb Regiment, and the 21 st Punjab 
Nritiv(' InfantrV; escorting a large convoy of stones and reserve ammunition, 
left Alikhel a/id lialUal at Karatiga for tl»e night. In the Hazar-darakht 
detile a l'(vl)l(‘ attack was made on tiie rear-guard ov the column by a small 
party (;f marauders, who were, liowtwer, ea>ily driven ofl’ with* some loss, the 
only casualties on our side being two men of the 07tl» Root slightly wounded. 

10. The Cavalry Brigade under Brigadier-Gejieral Massy, accompanied 
by two guns of F-A, Hoyal liorse Artillery, two cornjeinic'S of the 72nd lligh- 
land(‘rs, and the 5th Punjab Infantry, moved from Kushi to Zargun-Shahr. On 
tliis day also tlie I’ear-guard of my force, (Huisisting of tbeOTtb P^oot and G-3rd, 
Royal Artillery, under Brigadii-r-General Macpiuu smi, c.n., v.C., marched to the 
Sliutar Gardan, and next day arrived at Kusbi. Both batteries of artillery had 
surmouiit(!(l the diiruMilt Sliutar Gardau Puss without any aciddent, a fact which 
evidently much asronished the Afghans generally, and which reflects great 
credit on Cajitain U. Pipon and IMajor S. Parry, in coniinand of P-A, Royal 
Uorsc Artillery, and G-3rd, Royal Artillery, respectively. 

20. So far mv force reached safely, notwithstanding difficulties of 
transport grCutcr than I ever remember to liave experienced in any former 
campaign ; but now it heeaine eviihmt that, owing to tins cause, I should ho 
obliged, however unwillingly, to alter my plans and defer my arrival at Kabul 
for some days, 

I had inlendod to move the cavalry brigade to Zabidabad on tbo 2nd of 
October, but owing to all transport la-iing required in ihe rear, I was obliged to 
bait tlnun at Zargnn-Slialir. On the same date 1 1n; 2nd Brigade, under Brigadier- 
(icmwal Baker, c.n., marched to Zargun-SliaJir, where 1 joined them before 
evening with the two infantry brigade.s. 

21. On the 2nd Oedober the mischief wdiieh I quite understood w'as 
brewing amongst the Mangals and Spisra Ghilzais, and to wbieii I alluded iu 
paragraph 6 of this letter, manifested itself openly in a tlireatem^d attack upon 
the entrmielied camp at the Shutar Gardan, in whi.di place I had left, u.s a 
permanent garri.son, four guns of No. 1 Mountain Battfuy, the 3rd Sikhs and the 
21st Punjai) Native Infantry — Lieutenant-Colonel G. N. Money of the 3rd Sikhs, 
an officer in whose, judgment and coolness 1 have most perfect reliance, 
commanding the whole. The event proved that rny confidence in him was 
fillly justitied. 

It afipears that the enemy, emboldened by the diminution of the* Sliutar 
Gardau garrison, which the onward march of the troops destined for the 
advance upon Kabul bad rendered necessary, and under-rating tlie worth of 
those in camp, began to make thiiir appcairance on tlie hills which over- 
look the crest of the pass as early as 7 .v.M. All hough I heir intentions 
wore evidently hostile and they were actually within range of the mountain 
guns, Lieutenant-Colonel Money refrained from attaeking tliem, as it was 
represented to him by Captain Turner (in Political charge at Sliutar 
Gardan) that Alla-ud-din Khan, brother of Padsliab Khan, head of the 
Gliilzais, was momentarily expected in camp, and that he would probably have 
siiffieient influence to induce the hostile tribes to come to friendly terms and 
withdraw'^ without bloodslied. 

Accepting this suggest ion, but deeming it of paramount importance to secure 
tbo crest above the in order to maintain heliographic corninuniiintion with 
the for(;e in the Jjogar Valley, Lieutenant-Colonel Money sent 100 rifles of the 
3rd Sikhs under Major C. ,J , Griffiths, together with the signalling party, to ooeupy 
it. Before they were far from camp, however, the enemy in considerable numbers, 
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and with several standards, appeared on the very .spot it M'n.s intended to hold. One 
hundred more rifles of the 3i'd Siklis under Cfi])tain W. B. Aislahie were imme- 
diately despatched in suf)port of Major Griflith.s, llie latter oflioer being desired 
to halt for a short time, in the hoi)e that Alla-ud-diu Khan might yet arrive, 

22. Almost at the same moment, information was received that a largo 
J)ody of men was approaching from the north, and several shots were shortly 
‘after fired at our picket. 

The enemy, emboldened by our app.arent hesitation, now appeared, some 
1500 strong with eiglit standards., and began firing at our advanced party. 
Their position .was a strofig one, and was further strengthened hy breast- 
works on the front and flanks. Lieutenant -Colonel Money rightly feit 
that as they had taken the initiative, had fired upon our troops, and imagined 
that there xvas hesitation on onr side, tlie time for intervention had passed, and 
that a vigorous attack .should be made*. An advance was aeirordin^ly ordered, 
the four guns of No. 1 Mountain Battery, Avhiidi were posted in divisions on 
our right and left, heginuing to shell the enemy. 

Major Grifliths, Ord Sikhs, with 200 rifles of liis regiment and 50 rifles of tho 
21st Punjab Native Infantry, then advanced to storm tho position, 150 rilh's of the 
21st Punjab Native infantry being in reserve. The a>-^aul^ wa.s delivered in 
the most spirited manner and was perfectly sueoessl'ul, the enemy being forced 
to tnk(* to precifiilatc flight. Our lo.ss aim-utOed to one British offieer (Major 
Griffiths, 3rd Sikhs), Sigiialliiig-Sergi'aut Brown, t57th, and five nou-eonimis- 
sioned officersand si'pnys, 3rd Sikhs, wounded, — all .^lightly, with the exception 
of Sepoy Nelial Singii, whose wound is seven? hut not dangtirous. 

The enemy, who snflVred heavy loss, were pursued down the opposite slopes 
of the hills, and without an attempt to rally, have, it is believed, dispersed to 
their homes. 

23. LiiUjtcnant-Colonel !Money attributes liis «iuecess in a great measure 
to the admirable manner in whieh the four guns of No. ] Alount.ain Battery were 
liandled under Ca|)tain II. B. L. Morgan, Boyal Artillery, and Lieutenanl J. C. 
Shirres, and fnrtlnn- brings to my notice the name.-i of Major Grifliihs, .‘Ird 
Siklis, who led the attack until wounded, of Captain Aislahie, 3rd Sikhs, who 
.su<?ceed(id to the command, and of Captain G. 11. C. Dyce, 21st Punjab Native 
Infantry, all of whom led tlieir men in the most i^allant manner. fyioutenant- 
Colom-l Money also brings to ('spivial notice the conduct of Ji’madar Ganesa 
Singh (Dogra), Jemadar-Adjutant, 3rd Sikhs, in tlie following terms; — 

“ Wlien the order to charge was given, this Native oflic.cr dashed to the 
frmit with six men, was first, amongst tlie emuny, and, receiving one man’s 
matei'lock lire almost in liis fa<*e, succeeded in capturing a standard, said 
to he tliat of Jhr Dost, a Machalgu malik. I never saw a more gallant act,” 

Lie.iitenant-Colonel Money's report of this affair is attached. 

24. Since this action and uji to date, the attitude of the tribes along the 
Shutar Cardan route has undergone a di'cided inifu ovoment, Lieutenant-Colonel 
Money having receutly reported to me that since tlu* 2nd instant lie has been 
unmolested. 

25. The operations which have occurred since the 2nd instant will form 
the subject of a separate despatch.

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Die Icoial, >vliil<' a small party were obsi'vved eu^tiiii;^ Die telegraph wire and 

Dirowiiig down Die pc^sts. Alllmugh willdn lanjie of llie inoiuitain guns, Cap- 
tain TutjKi’, Doliiieal Ollieer, nas anxious tliat, 1 should not fire upon them, ns 
Alla-ud-din Khan, hri.iher of Padslndi Khan, was just then expeeted in cuiu]>, 
and ho hoped that they might, he induced to withdraw wir.hout bloodshed and 
to come to friendly terms with us. 

2. Deeniino it of imporlanee to .secure the erest above the holal, in order , 
Dint hidiographie. eoininuniiMtion with tlie Field I'hiree slmiild not. lie interrupted, 

I ordered 100 rifles ef tin* 3rd Sikhs, uinh'r xMajor Drilfitlis, to proceed at once 
with the signalling | arty 1u oeeiipy it. Jh'fore tht;v viere far froau camp, how- 
ever, the enemy villi se^'eral slarnlards ap[)eari'd on the er'Sf. ■! sent 100 more 
rifles (d’t.lu'Mrd vSikhs. luuier CapOiin Ai.'lahie, tosnpport J\1 .ajor Grifliths, whom I 
ordered to halt mr a short time, Captain 'i'nnier hoping tl.at Alla-ud-din Khan 
might arrive. At this un-inenl information was brought to Ok-iptain 'J'urner 
Di.'it a large hotly of men wert* advaneing IVttm the north, and seveial shots were 
fired into the pi' ket on Kyre’.s Jliil. 1 llirew out half a comjiaiiy IVorn Diisliill, 
who occupied the crests iu advauee ; only vouie tiiirty of the enemy were seen, 
who fled at once. 

3. Tiie enemy, tniholdeiied hy our apparent hesitation, now showed in 

l.arge foree above Joik'n's llil! — 1 sliotild say tlien* were I'nlly j.hOO men, with 
eiglit standards — and cominonced firing- at (mr ad\aiiced jiarty. 'J'hey oceujiii'd 
a vi'iw strong posit ion, Inning thrown np two in fiont jind otliers 

on both Hunks, and t he only ad v.'tiu’e was direct iy against the eentri*. 1 I'elf, 
liowevor, that as tliey Inui tired on u<, ami ve had sliown ap)iai’ent hesitation 
in attacking: (hem, it was now too late for any intervention, evi n should Alla-ud- 
din arri\e, and det(*rmined toattaek. 1 oniered tvo mountain cuiis fromdone.s’s 
Hill to keep up a hern y fire on llie euomy's left flank during the advanci*, 
while the otlier two gim.s from camp did the same on their right. I tlum 
ordered ?ilajor Cn i filths to adcaiu’e. and storm 1 lu* jiosiliou with 2 (j 0 liflcs of the ord 
Sikhs and hO rifles of the 21st Funjah Native Infantry under Captain Dyee, Kecji- 
ing 150 rifles of i tie 21st I'liniab Native Jnl'antry in reiiervi*. Thoassaull was made 
in the most spii-itcd iiiaiiiier. Major Gritfil lis wa.s wounded almo.st irainediati'iy, 
and Die eommnnd then ih'volved on Captain Aislahio. The artillery lire was 
most eflcirlual in keening down the flanking fire of the enemyg v>liieli was most 
to be dreaded, and 1 am thankful to say (liat. tlie position wa.s earriod and Die 
enemy' put to ilight witli a loss to ourselves of only one British (.dfieer and six 
non-comini.ssioned oflie'-rs and men wounded, J ean only attribute Uiis to the 
suddenness of the at tack and the efleetiial fire of Du; guns. 

The enemy fled in the utmost eonfiision, and were pursued some distance 
down the sh/jies ou the opposite side. They made no atlemptto rally, and, it is 
believed, hav c now' dispcr.sed to their homes. 

4. 1 would hog to bring to the noiii'o of the Major-General the names of 
the ofiicers already mentioned — ]Major Gritlitlis and Captain Aislabie of the 3rd 
iStkhs, and Capk.in .Dyce, 21st I’unjab Native Infantry, who led Dieir men ia 
the most clieelual manner ; also Cajituin Morgan, Jloyal Artillery, and Lieuti'iiant 
81iirres, wju/se able woiking of Die guns contributed largely to ouv sueeess, I 
vv'ould also beg e.«f,'t'ciallv to bring to bi.s notiee flemadar Canesa tiiingb (.Dogrn), 
Jemadar-Adjutant, 3rd Sikhs. 'J'bis Native officer, when the order to ebargo 
was giv'in, daslud to Die li’ont with six men, was first among the enemy, and, 
receiving one maii’.s niatebloek fire almost in his ftice, succeedi’d in capturing a 
siDTidaul, f aid to be that of Fir Dost, a Machalgu mali/c. 1 never saw a rayre 
gallant act.

Tlieir ide.a u'as 
that the sea-on was too far advanced for troops toatteinjit n march on Kabul, 
and that, beyond occupyimj: tln:Slmtar G:ird:in tuul mriking a demonstration as 
far as Kusbi, notbing would be done until Ibc spripg of next year. 

‘ Tin: fact of iny er 'Siing (be Sliuiar Otirdau would, I w'us aware, make our 
plans clear to tin: Afglnms ami in'igld>ouring tribes, and would bo tho signal 
for tlio a' sembbigt' of all those whr) Jiad determined to op])oso our advance. 

4. jMy objci t was to let ns short a time as po.ssildo intervene between 

leaving Kushi and reneliing Kabul ; 1 knew' Ijtat w'tinfc of carriage ^^'Ould prevent 
my moAing the f necas a body, and that a luilt would have to be made every 
second day to allow of the transport animals being sent back to bring up tho 
rear brigade. 'I’his made it more than ever nece.ssary that I should not reueh 
Kushi until all was ready for a start. , 

5. As staled in my despatch of the 15th instant, I arrived at Kushi on 
the 2Bth (d‘ Biq)! ember. uJid on the following d:iy ordered the cavalry brigade 
tomovc to /i.irgun-Sbahr and commence collecting supplies. On the 1st of 
October the last of the troons reached Kushi from Alikhel, and on the 2nd 
idem I marehod for Zargiiu-hlitihr with the two infantry brigades. 

On tin: afternoon of the 5(h of October the village of Charasiab, eleven miles 
from Kabul, was reached by the whole of the column, except two guns of No. 2 
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. Mountain Battery, a -win" of the CTth Boot, the 2Sth Punjab Native Infantry, 
and a squadron of the Ctli Punjab Cavalry, which liad to lx? left at Zahidabad 
to protect reserve ammunition and commissariat stores. Tiicse troops wero 
under the cominaucl of Brigadier-General Maepherson, c.n., V.c. 

6. The passage of tbo Logav river at Zaliidabnd caused some trouble; tliO 
bridge proved to be unfit for fhdd artillery, and at first even for ladmr animals, 
while the water Avas deeper than I had been led to expect, — caused, I Ix'liovo, hy

TJie conqiany of Sappers and Miners, aided by strong working parties, 
soon remedied matters, but the inliahitants of the near villages showed 
such unmistakable signs ©f hostillly by firing on c-ur rear-guard both on 
the evening of* the ord and of th(!

8. It Ava.s evident to mo from tlie feeling and manner of the people 
generally, from the- fact that the Shutar Gardan liad been altaeked imnieiliati'Jy 
on the bulk of mil- force leaving it, ami from the aetion of ihe villages near 
Zahidabad, that our advance on JCabul would be opposed, hut I was quite 
unable to obtain any information as to the intentions of the enemy, although 
the Amir Aviih till bis principal ministers Ws-re in camp with me.

at the saim' time I detennined to seize, as .soim tiS jios^ihle after dawn, the 
crest of the, pass kuow'n as the 8ang-i-Xa\A isiua, cm llui road lowtirds 
Ben-i-Sliabr, lliconoby wliieh J had decided to eonlinuc iny ntareh toviard.s 
Kabul, and wliich was between five and six miles in advance of our camp at 
Charasiab. 

10. A wing of the 02nd ITlghlanders and the 20rd PioncfTs left camp 
soon after day-break on the Gth, aeeoinpanied by two guns of No. 2 Mountain 
Battery, for the purpose of Avorking on the road in the jxiss, Avliere tlic! cavalry 
patrol the [uvvious ('Voning liad reported giina w'ould experience dijVieulties ; 
I Avas about to folloAV Avith a strong escort of cavalry, to e.vaminc personally 
the pass and the ground beyond. 

Before, liowcA'or, tltcse arrangements could he enrrii'd out, and almost before 
any report could be received from th.o cavah-y patrols, all doubts as to tho 
intentions of the enemy were dissipated : troops could bo sixm in largo numbers 
and rcgnhir formation crowning tlm crest line of the lulls Avliiuh extended 
from the narroAV defile of the Sang-i-Na\vishta (both sides of Avhieh Avoro 
held) on their extreino left, to the heights above tlie Chardeh valley Avhich 
formed their right. 

No hurry nor confusion marked their movements ; positions were taken 
up and guns placed Avith so much deliberation and coolness, that it was evident 
a largo number of regular troop.s were massed against us. Soon afterwards 
I receivcxl reports that our cavalry patrols hud been bred upon and Avero 
retiring slowly. 
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il. It vras imperatively necessary that the enemy should bo dislodged 
from their strong position before dark. Their occupation of the heights 
intervening hctwcM'n Charasiab and Kabul Mas a mcuaco that could not be 
brooked, a warning that could not bo disregarded. 

Behind these heights lay the densely crowded city of Kabul, with the 
scarcely less crowded suburbs of Oinrcleh, l)oli-i- Afghan, &e., and the nurnei'oua 
villages wbicb lie t'nickly clustered all over the Kabul valley. Bach and all 
of these bad contrihuti'd tluiir qnola of nu'ii to assist the troops collected to 
fight ns, and it did not recpilrc mueli ('S})eri(’nce of Afghans to know that the 
number’s already op])osed to us would be. viny considerably increased if the 
enemy were allowed to remain in j)OsseHsion of their stroi)ghold for a single 
night. 

3 2. About ibis t irno a report was received that the road In our rear was 
blocked and tltat the nnireh of lb igadior-tieneial Macplierson’s brigade, with 
its long string of hagu'age, ^vou]d be (‘jijK-sed, nhilst on lltc bills on bullr sides 
of our eainp l)odies oi' jnen were seem assen!l)ling. and, as 1. afterwards heard, 
were only xvaiting for niglitfall to undo; a gfoieral attack ufion the encampment. 

Xotieo was sent to ib igadi('r-C(;nei'al IMaenherson to ke(*n a good look»out, 
and to n>aeh Cliiir.-i'-iah, if possilde, before dark ; at tlio same time he was 
reinforced hy a scjnadi'on of cavalry.

30. A ftcr If nvhm' Charasiab, Biigadior-Oonetal Baker adAaanced over some 
bare umluhitina iiiiU, forming a serii s ot positions easily defensi!)ie, and flanked 
by stee]) r •el-.y ( lac's varying hi Ix'igbt from 3000 to 3H00 feet above the sloping 
plain Aviijeli onr troops Isad lo ert'ss. The, main position of the enemy was at 
least 400 5 f.-t liigljcr; it commanded their entire front, and was only accessible 
in a fcAV' jtlaci s. 

17. Peeing t he very difficult nature of the ground in front of him, Brigadier- 
Gcncr.al B;;i:er or.df'red the jiarfy on his right, witich now eonsistrulof tlirccguns 
of G-3rd, Itoyal Artillery, nuder Major S. Barry, lloyal Artillery, two squadrons 
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of cavalry, madf^ up of dchachmonls of tlio Otli L:mo('r!:, 5ih Puujal) Cavalry and 
12tli Bon^al Cavaliy, under Major ll.unmoiul, 5rli Euojal) C.nalry, a of llio 
92iid Ilii'lilaiidci-s under Major J. C. Jlay, and 100 rifB's of tlio 2;jrd I’ionoera 
under Cai)<ain JI, l^■lterson, the wholo connuandt'd Ity Major Wnito of tlio 92nd,

Tln!S0 instructions Averc mosf successfully carric'd out hy Jl.ijor White, 
under wlioso ofd<n-s a subsidiary uun'oini'iit made hy C iptaiii 11. It. Oxley, of 
the 92nd, freed lirii,"adier-Geneial B iker s liijht from eoiisida-ralde annoyance. 

18. BriLcadior-Gt'neral Baker now moved forward his force ; one conip inv of 
the 72nd lii^ldanders, under Captain 11. 11. l>rooke-lf itiii, extendi'd to crown the 
heij'hts on the left, :uid speedily hccame. enj'ac:t‘d. Tiie ni.aiii body of tlie regi- 
ment at tacked till' ('iieniy in front, their advanci' hi'ing weli covered liy l wo iruns of 
the mountain itattcry. O wing, liowan'er, to the olxtinate rc-sistano'- of i ho enemy 
and the extremely dillicult nature of tlie irroiuid on the left il.ink, the 
advance W’';is somewhat cheeked ; the cempany <.f the 7ind was therefore i*o- 
inforced hy two compani('S„ of the 5th Coorkh.->s under Cajitaiii J. C lok, V.O., 
whilst two more eompanies of tlnit regiimoit, ce'mma:idei! hy Major Eititlftigli, 
and 209 men of the 5th i^utijah [ni’nutry under C.iptai.u Hall were pushed 
forward to strengthen the direct attack. 


19, As it had now Ix'coirio evident to the enemy (htil. the real attack 
was being diretded .against their riglit, and their troops were seen to he moving 
in hot liasU' in the latter direction, it. became imperMivo to carry their position 
hefoiai it could he I'urther reinforeed. At 2 after two Imiirs’ fighting, 

the ridgi' on tlic left, of this position was seizeii, and the retreating enemy 
exposed to a cro>s-tire- which inllieted very licavv loss. Tim !';encral advance 
was n(rtr“sounded, and th.e first jiodtiou gallanily canied hy the 72ud Uigh- 
lauder.s, 5th (looiklias and 5th Puiij .h Infantry, 

The enemy fought well to the last, and eharg-ed close up to the 5Th Goor- 
khas, who, however, eonimandt'd liy iMajor Fit >; I high, repulsed (iiem Atith heavy 
loss. In tliis alF.iir Lieutenant ;uid Adjutant A, 11. Jdaitiu was very forward. 


The 7'fid Highlanders bore the hriint, of the early part of t’ao engage- 
ment on this tlank, as will he seen from ihi'ir ca.snall ies ; they a*, ere admirably 
led hy their lunnpany odieers under tlic skilful direction of .hienlcnaut-Culoncl 
Clarke, assisted hy Lii.’utciiant and Adjutant I'h H. Murray. 

20. The opposing force had now rclrca.ted to a position soran 000 yards 
in rear of tliat from Avhicli they had been driven, and against iliis our troops 
advanced in rushes, coA^'rod by tlic lire of the moue.tain hatiiry. A-fter defend- 
ing this place fur half an hour, t'.ie enemy again i'cll hack, the artacl: made* 
by a co«i[s:iny of the 23rd rieueers under Licutearmt P. Oh.esncy, supported 
by the72u(l,5ih Goorkhas and two companies of the t)2!:d, in-eving irrerlstible. 

21. At S-lo P.TM, the high ridge w;i.s g;iinc<l, and t!m enemy’s line of 
defence cxi)Osed to being taken in re verso. T'liu; soon eau-ed tlieiu to retreat 
from their position on the 8ang-i-NaAvishta, advra’.t.ggo of Avnioh Avas speedily 
taken liy ilie troops under Major White, Avho throughout tlioday conducted the 
operations on the right in the most satisfactory manner. 

• A general advance was now made, but no further resistance was offered, 
until a point in rear of the enemy’s main position 'was reached. 

22. Brigadier-General Baker, C.B., rejtovts in the higl'.cst terms the gal- 
lant behaviour of the troops of all rai'.ks — European and Native — Avho Avere 
under his command during the day, and this statomeut I most cordially 
endorse, I am further glad to state that the Rre-disoipliuo was excellent. 

23. Brigadier-General Baker desires to bring to special notice the names 
of the following officers : —

shot undt'r him early in the day.

2L The consj)ieuous gallantry of Private MaeMahon of the 72nd High- 
landers has been brought to my notice by Brigadier-General Baker. Tliis young 
soldier, by his couiage and ctxdness, <dosely lollowed by a few Goorkhas, was to 
a great extent instrnmenta! in taking the e.’itreimdy .strong }>osition, already 
referred to, on our h'ft Hank. .His intre])idity was .speciiilly remarked by 
Captain Cook, v.c., bth Goorkha.-^, and I jiurpose addressing to the Military 
Secretary .a recommorulatian that he may he granted the decoration of the 
Victoria Cross. 

25. Judging from the number of troops seen and from information sub- 
sequently la'ccived, I calcnlale that thirteen rciruhir regiments were opposed to 
us, and that these, aided by (3'>n1 ingtmts front the, city and neighbouring villages, 
brought Tip the totsil force the enemy to several tlionsand men. They were 
commanded Itv Sirdar Nek iMahorned Klian, son of the late Arnir Dost 
Mahomed Khan, aided by the followin'’ .LieTjtenaiit.s — General Mahomed Kureem 
Khan (Ghilzai), General Gliolam H.yder Khan (Clmkri), General Mahomed 
Afzul Khan (Iteaka), and Sirdar Mahomed Zaman Khan, Governor of Khost. 

26. Their less in killed alone is estimated at upwards of 300 men, to 
which must het added a large numher of wounded. 

27. All the guns, twenty in numher, hrouglit out from Kabul to assist in the" 
defence of lint jtositioti were captured; amoiurst them was an S-iueh brass 
howitzer prc.sented to the Afghan Slate by the British Government. A largo 
proportion of the small arms and ammunition used against us were also gifts 
from the same source. 

28. Whilst the operations above detailed wore being brought to a success- 
ful issue, large nu in bcr.s of armed men nore seen on the liills wliieh lay to 
ea.st and west of our camp. Patrols of cavalry were, however, sufficient to 
prevent their venturing down into the plain ; but one party, bolder than the 
re.st, caused so mucii annoyance to a picket of the 92nd Highlanders, that it 
became necessary to dislodge them, and this difficult service was performed in a 
most gallant manner by a .small party of the 92ud under Lieutenant B.. A. Grant. 
Color-Sergeajit Hector MacdTmald, a non-commissioned officer whoso ex- 
cellent and skilful management of a small detaohment when opposed jto 
immensely superior imtnhers in the Ilazar-darakht defile was mentioned in my 
despatch of the loth instant, here again distinguished himself. 

29. Early on the morning of the 7th, accompanied by the cavalry brigade, 
F-A, Iloyal Horse Artillery, two guns of G-3rd, Royal AriilJery, a wing of the 
92nd Highlanders, t he 7ih Company of the Sappers and Miners, the 23rd Pioneers 
and the Gatling guns, I proceeded by the Sang-i-Nawishta defile to Bon-i-Shahr, 
where I intended to encamp my whole force prior to the final advtmoe upon 
Kabul. Passing through the defile, some bands of hillraen opened fire from the 
opposite side of the gorge, but they were quickly silenced by our infantry. 

Brigadier-General Baker with the main portion of his force arrived in 
camp the same afternoon. 
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30. On the morning of the 8th instnnt, having received information that 
those of the enemy who had not already dispersed to iheir Immes W'ould 
probably retreat towards Turkistan, I directed Brigadier-General Massy, com- 
manding the Cavalry Brigade, to move out with his command and place himself 
across their line of retreat. 

From Brigadier-General Massy’s report attached,* it will he seen that the 
enemy determined upon making a final stand o)i the Asinai heights, which 
lie close to, and to the north-\v<!St of, the city, before giving up tl»e contest as 
hopeless. 

On ascertaining that such was* the case, and that their intention was evi- 

denc^ed by tlu< fact that a large force 
was in position, aided by twadve guns, 
on the heights referred to, I at once 
ordered Brigadier-General Baker to 
advance with the force in.'trginally 
noted, attack the enemy, and compel 
them to fall hack upon our cavalry. 

The oppossiug force consisted of 
remnants of those w'Ijo had fought 
against us on the Oth, aided by three 
fresh regiments who hadatrived on the 7th instiint from Kohistan, and suj)ported 
by numerous had charaelers from the city and surrounding villages. 

31. The ground over which our column h:ul to advance vvas of so diffi- 
cult a nature, that much delay ensued, and the dtiy W'as W'earing on before 
Brigadier-General Baker found himself rietir enough to engag’e the enemy with 
artillery. Ueinforcements, consisting of the romaimler of No, 2 Mountain 
Battery, a wing of thcC7lli Foot and two com})anies of the 5111 Goorkhas, had 
been despatched to Brigadier-General Baker, hut , owing to the roughness of the 
ground traverscal, did not reach him until past u o’clock. That officer, although 
nerf ectlv prepared to attack w ith the force at his disposal previous to the arrival 
of reinforcements, found that sulUeif'ut daylight did not remain to enable him 
to carry it well lionie, and wisidy (let<>nnine(l to postpone the delivt'ry of tht; as- 
sault until day-hroak. In l’rig;u]iei-Gen<‘ral Baker’s decision 1 eniirely concur. 

32. Ah(jUt this time intelligemro reached mo that three regiments of 
infantry and twelve guns had started from Gliazni some days previously, and 
were (‘ndeavonring to join llu' troops o[>poscd to us on the Asmai heiglits. I 
informed Briij;adier-G«'ueral Baker of this, and of my intention to strengthen 
him during llu' night by four guns of F-A, Koval Horse Artillery, on ele|)h!ints, 
a wing of tlu‘67th Foot and llm 28th Native Infantry nnder Briaadier-Cieneral 
Macplierson, who would then take command, BrigadicT-Geitcral Baker was at 
the same time informed that two guns of F-A, Koyal Horse Artillery, and two 
squadrons of cavalry had been sent, under the command of Brigadier-General 
Hu gh Gough to w^itch the Kohistan road. 

33. Meanw'hile the cavalrv brigade had crossed the low range of the 
Siah Sang hills, and, ]»roceeding n«)rthwards, liad entered and taken posses- 
sion of the fortilicd cauloiiment of Sherpur, ivliich had been abandoned by the 
enemy, — finding therein 73 guns of various ealilucs and 3 howdt/.tws. Chang- 
ing Ills lim? of advance towards tlio west, Brigadier-General M.assy perceived 
that, in order to get in rear of the enemy’s position on the Asmai heiglits, a 
considerable detour would be nece.ssary. Making his way round to the north, 
he eventually dcbouclu'd into tlie Chardeh plain and idocked the line of the 
Ijnerny’s retreat, which it w'ould have been necessary for tliern to follow luid it 
been attempted in military formation, and took up a position of observation t(» 
the westward of the village of Peh-i-Mozan, wdience the development of 
the infantry attack could he seen. Tl»e line of observation occupied by tlio 
cavalry during the day was contracted at night, and the brigade bivouacktal 
under cover of the walled enclosures, near the road running past Aliabad. 

34. Brigadier-General Baker, fearing that the enemy might abandon their 
position during the night, desyjatched a strong patrol at 1-30 a.m. on the 9th to 
ascertain if any change had taken place, and at 4-30 a.m. it w'as reported to him 
that the camp was deserted, and twelve guns, some elephants and a large sufiply 
of camp equipage abandoned. On receipt of this information he at once cotrj-

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municatcd its purport to BriijadicT-Generul Mossy, oiid iuformod liim that any 
rnovemont of the cavalry iti jmrsuit would he supported both Ity the troops 
^ under his own irur.icdioto conmioud and by fhoKc under Drigodicr-General 
Maepherson (who liad arrived about dawn), iu accordance with iustruetions 
received from me. 


35. At day-brealv iho cavalry brigade was put in motion, and throughout 
the entire day scoun'd the country iu .scanh of tlio fugitives, whom the 
villagers rejjovtod to hnv<^ dispwsfd iu small bands tdong the bill tracks. I 
further directed Bi igadicr-tieiK'ral iMassy to (h'sp.ntch two squadrons across 
country np to .and lieyoud the JCohistan road ; bat this party also failed to 
discover any trace of the enemy. 

A .small I'and was, how('vcp, overlaken at the TCot.'il-i-Takht, 15 miles 
beyond Killn Kazeli on t he tihazni road, aud hetwocu 20 and 30 of thorn 
were killed by the 5lh I'unjah Cavalry. 

Most of the men and horses having gone tlirough very severe work on 
scanty food for u])wards of two days, Biiuadier-General Massy, after detaching 
two squadrons of tlie 12tli Ihmgal Cavalry to pusli the pursuit still further, 
returned to the head-quarters camp, where the brigade also arrived late tiie same 
eveiiiug. There were no casualties amongst either olUecrs or men, hut several 
horses died from privation and fatigue. Tiie guns and escort under Brigadier- 
General G()U"h also reached camp tin* same (>veiiing, as did also the troops 
under Brigadier-Gom'nJs Macplierson and Baker.

43. Two Nativo-onici'rs, .loinadar Boor Sing, 2;3rd Pioneor.s, and Subadar 
Mir Alum, 2Sih Punjab Nativi'Infantry, have bi’cn brought forward by Brigadier- 
Generals Baker and Macpliorson, rosiiectivcly, for gallant conduct, tlic former 
on the occasion of capturiivg the ononiy’s guns on the Sang-i-Nawislita, and 
the latter when in command of a picket'at Cliarasiab. I commend them both 
to llis litcelloney’s i'avorablc consideration. Subadar JMir Alum, who is an 
Afridi, has already been decorated with the Order of Merit.

Major II. C. AVriglit, Madras StalV Corps, and the officers of the Commis» 
sariat Deparlnient have doin', and arc doing, all in their power to feed tho 
troops and to collect supplies suffleient for the winter’s consuinption. 

I wish specially to bring to notice the valuable aid I have received from 
Captain E. Straton, 22nd p’oet, Superintendent of Army Signalling. In a 
country like Afghanistan signalling by heliograph and flags is of tho greatest 
assistance ; tho able and intelligent manner in which Captain Straton has carried 
on bis work has helped materially to the success of tho ojierations. 


Kot publisJicJ. 
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Captain E. D. Sbafto’s death has deprived me of the services of a talented 
and able Commissary of Ordnance. The sudden death of this promising 
young officer is much deplored by all the officers of the force.

Chamberlain, Assistant Political Officer, and Surgeon C. W. Owen. 

45. I cannot speak too highly of the excellent conduct and high state 
of discipline of all tlio trooi)s under my command ; no soldiers could be more 
eager to meet th(! enemy, or more doterrainod to undergo privations and liard- 
ships with cheerfulness. For sever.al days the work required from both officers 
and men was very severe, and the exposure very considerable. A good spirit 
and a proper soldierly (h'eling caused all difficulties to disappear, and made 
the work of the Commauder easy. 

46. The number of guns now in our possession, including those captured 
on 6tli aiai following days, .amounts to 214, many of which are of large size 
and heavy calibre, as will he seen by the accompanying return.

treaohereua and cowardly ei-ime, which has hroush/indoliMe up^n 
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the Afghan people. It would l)e but a just and fitting reward f6r fiuoh 
misdeeds if the city of Kabul were now totally destroyed, and its very name 
blotted out. But the gi'eat Biitisli Government ever desires to temper, justice 
with mercy ; and 1 now announce to the inhabitants of Kabul that the full 
retribution for their offence will not be exacted, and that the city will be 
spared. Kevertheless, it is necessary that they should not escape all penalty, and 
that the punishment inflictc'd should be such as will be felt and remembered. ^ 
Therefore such poi*tions of the city buildings as now interfere with the proper • 
military occupation of the Bala llissar, and the safety and comfort of the 
British troops to h<.' quartered in it, will ho at once levelled with the gi-ound ; 
and further a lu'avy tin(‘, the amount of whiel) will Ire notified hereafter, will be 
imposetl u])on the inhabitants of Kabul, to bo paid according to their several 
capaeif i(.’s. 

This punishment, inflicted upon the whole city, will not, of course, absolve 
from furl luu’ penalties tlioso whoso individual guilt may be hereafter proved. 
A full and searching inquiry Avill be hold into the circumstances of the late 
outbreak, and all persons convicted of bearing a part in it wdll be dealt with 
accoj’ding to lh(:ir deserts, 

I further give notic'o to all that, in order to provide for the restoration and 
maintenance of order, the eit y of Kabul ami the surrounding country to a distance 
of t(m miles arci plrused under martial law. With the consent of His Highness 
the Amir, a ^lilitarv C-iovere.or of Kabul will he appoinh'd to administer justice, 
and punish wit ha strong hand all evil-doers. The inhabitants of Kabul and 
of the surrounding villages are hereby w'amed to submit to his authority. 

For t'ie future the cariying of dajigei’ous weapons, whether swords, 
knives or tireanns, vuthin the streets of the city or within a distance of five 
miles from the <;ity gates is forbidden. After a week from the date of this 
proclamation any person found armed w'ithin those limits will be liable to the 
penalty of d(.*ath. 

Persons having in thidr possession any articles whatsoever which fomrerly 
belonged to ii.'omh(‘fs of the Brit ish Embassy are required to bring thorn forth- 
with to the British eain|). Any one negleeting this warning will, if found 
hereafter in possession rd any such articles, be subject to the severest penalties. 

Further, all persons who may have in their possession any firearms or 
ammuniiiou fornierly issi;cd to or seized by the Afghan troops are required 
to produce them, loiv every count ry-made rifle, whether breech or muzzle 
loading, the sum of Its. will he given on delivery, and for every rifle of 
European manufaetuiv; Its. 5. Any one found hereafter in possession of such 
weapons will he se\er('ly }>untshed. 

Finally, T notify that 1 wi'l give a reward of lls. 50 for the surrender of 
any person, Avhether sfddier or civilian, concerned in the attack on the British 
Embassy, or for such informal ion as may lead directly to his capture. A 
‘similar sum will I-e gi\en in the case of any person who may have fought 
against tlio British troops since the 3rd September, 15th llaxnazan last, and 
therefore become a rebel against His Highness the Amir. 

If any such person so surrcruh;rcd or captured be a captain or subaltcm 
(^cer of the Afghan Army, the reward will be increased to Ks. 75, and if a 
field ofiicer, to Bs, 120.

I trust, 
however, that I shall not. be considered out of place if I bring tlieir names 
forward for somo further i*e\vard. Nol-hiug (am exceed tin? good service per- 
formed by Majors McQiu'en jukI FitzHugb, and al.so by their distinguished 
regiments. Major Galbraith has been in tin? ti(?ld from the tirst, and h!is given 
me the greatest assistance. With him I .should like to associate Major Collett 
and Captain Badcoede, — officers who, tliougli not present during the recent opera- 
tions, contributed iu no small degi'oc to tin? suc(;css of last winter’s campaign, 
and who are now both huiTying out from England to join mo. 

4. Lieutenant-Colonel Money has held a very important command and 
done excellent service. 

5. The other officers I have named arc one and all deserving of His Excel- 
lency’s consideration and support.

2. Captain Swinley originally raised the battery which he commands; 
and its present efficiency and the excellent service he has performed with it 
during our recent operations and in the expedition to tho Khost valley last 
winter are mainly ascribablo to the unremitting attention ho has devoted to its 
equipment and to the training of his men. 

3. Captam Morgan has commanded No. 1 Battery to my entire satisfac- 
tion since joining his appointment in Dccernhcr, 1878. II is services at the 
Shutar Cardan on tho 14lh and 19lh October huv(' been particularly brought to 
my notice by Lieutenant-Colonel Money; and 1 am informed that the defeat of 
the enemy on both occasions was in large measure duo to his effective 'working 
of his guns and the extraordinary precision of their fire. 

4). I have much pleasure in bringing the names of both these officers to 
the favorable consideration of llis Excellency tlie Commander-iu-Chief.

Gardan. 

His Excellency regrets that the unforeseen explosions in the Bala Hissar 
should have been attended by tho loss of so many valuable lives.

In continuation of my despatch No. 1125, dated Bala Hissar, Kabul, the 
20th of October, 1879, I have the honor to report, for the information of His 
Excellency tho Commander-in-Chief and the Government of India, that ou the ' 
forenoon of the 13th instant I made a formal entry into the city of Kabul, and 
traversed its main thoroughfares, in order to bring home to the inhabitants 
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that not only was a British force encamped against their very walls, but that 
the city itself was at our mercy. 

2. The. cavalry brigade headed the procession ; next came myself, sfaflP 
and escort, followed by five regiments of infantry. There can bo no 
doubt that the splendid appearance of the troo[)s produced an ellect upon the 
inhabitants which I trust may prove lasting. Tlie attitude of the citizens was 

. one of respectful, if not vvarin, welcome, and I feel sure that tliey have already 
'begun to experience the henetits of security of person and property, and to 
enjoy a sense of relief at lieing freed from the eximlions which the lato Afghan 
Army levied at their own will, and.in the most ruthless manner. 

3. On tljjs day infclrtgence was received hy Lieutenant-Colonel Money, 
8rd Sikhs, commanding at the Shutar Gardan, that he would he attacked on 
the following morning by large numbers of the Machalgu Ghilzais, who 
W'ere assembling for tliis pur|)i)sc. Tliis information proved to bo correct, 
for at 8 A.M. on the Itth of October a body of at least 2f)t)0 Ghilzais 
opened fire upon the party proceeding to relieve the dctaelinient wliich occu- 
jtied the hluck-house on the Sirkui Kolal. This party had judiciously been 
strengthened, iu anticijcition of attaek, hy two guns of Nt). 1 Mountain 
Battery and two companies of the 21st Punjab Native lufanlry, under Major 
r. W. Coliis. 

4. Colonel Money imnfediately ordered up two companies of the 3rd Sikbs 
under Major Griffiihs to suppoit the troops already (mgaued, <aiul at tdie same 
time directed two eompanies of the 21st Fuiijah Native 1 nfaiil ry :tud one gun 
of No. 1 to take posses.sion of and hold the steep ridge ab.»vti c.imp. Tliia 
move was only just otr'eti'd in time, tis the enetny, who were also making for 
the same point, lind got within fifty yards of the summit wlien our troops 
jippeared there, and for some little time vigorously eonte.sted the position. 
Later on a still larger force again endeavoured to wrest this ridge from us, but 
ott Colonel Money |)rocoeding there wdih two more companies of the 3rd Sikhs 
and tlie remaining gun, they desisted. 

ft 

5. Meanwhile the troops under Major GrifTiths were warmly engaged. 
The enemy, who had taken up a position on a rocky ridge, on wliich they had 
throtvn up small stone Itreastworks, not only def'oided it. with obstinacy, but 
twice charged down, sword in hand, upon our ;itta(^king parties and com- 
pelled them to give way. Nothing daunted by tln'so cliecks, our troops 
attacked with the bayonet, and though the enemy, wlicn too late to rc-load, 
burled stones at onr men and met them with the sword, iu a few moments they 
broke and Hod, and the position was gallantly won. 

Our mt'u pursued them for upwards of two miles, and as forty of their 
dead were found upon the field, there can be no doubt that ihcir casualties were 
very heavy. 

6. Shortly before the final assault, Colonel Money detached a company 
of the 3rd Sikhs under .lennular Slier Mahomed to show on the eriemyS 
flank, atid so suceessfuliy was this movement carried out, that tlie Jemadar 
and his jiarty leil upon the retreating force, killing eiglit and wounding several 
more, and subsequently juimal in the pursuit. This is the .same Native Officer 
whose gallantry and intelligence on a recent occasion in the llazar-darakht 
defile I brought to His Exctdloncy’s notice. 

7. On the 31th instant, a report reached me that some as yet unbroken 
regiments \vere marebing along the Turkistan road towards Kabul. 1 des- 
patched a small cavalry reconnaissance to obtain tidings of them, but nothing 
definite could he ascertained regarding their movements, and I have reason to 
believe that they have abandoned their intention of coming to Kabul, and have 
dispersed to their homes. 

8. I regri't to have to record the occurrence of a most deplorable acci- 
dent, wbich happened on the 16th instant. About 1 p.m., on the day named, 
the whole camp was startled by a terrific explosion in the Bala llissarfort, and 
it immediately became apparent that a portion of the magazine had blown up. 
The cause must ever remain a mystery, hut the result, 1 am pained to say, 
was the instantaneous death of Captain M. B. Shafto, lioyal Artillery, one soldier 
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of tlieC7tl» Regimoiit, 1 Native Oflicer and 31 Non-Commissioned Officers nod^ ' 
tneti of the 6th Goorkhas, 3 sowars of the 5th runjab Cavalry, and 6 ordnaiiee 
lascars. Four men besides tliose killed were seriously injured. 

It would appear that Captain Shafto was engaifed in his capacity of 
Commissary of Ordnance in takin" stock of the large quantity of war 
material found in the fort ; but as he and all who were with him perished, 
no light can bo thrown upon the origin of the explosion. The Goorkhaa 
who M'ere killed were buried boncatli the w'all of tUe fort, an enormous.* 
mass of wbieb fell upon and crnslud them. 

I at once ordered the wliole of llie 5ib Gooiklias to leave their camp, and 
also directed the C7ib Tli-gimeut to move fnbn tlie garden of the l)iwan-i-Am, 
which was dangerously close to the now burning ruins, .and w'ould not even 
permit them to remove their tents or kits, as delay was fraught with danger; 
with the exception of their regimental ammunition, nothing was brought 
away. Exactly two and a half hours after the first explosion another and 
more violent one took place, but I am thankful to say that ow’ing to the 
precautions taken no further loss of life or limb happened amongst the 
troops, though several natives w('re killed by falling stones at upwards of 
400 yards’ distauco from the site of the rnagaziuo. The C7th Heniincnt was 

f irovided with quarters for the night in the tents of the 72nd and 92nd High- 
anders, whilst the Goorkhas were distributed over camp as accoinmodation 
could be provided for them. As an instance of the good feeling which exists 
amongst the troops, 1 may mention that a large number of the 72nd High- 
landers came forward and insisted ujion making over for the night to their 
comrades in the Goorkhas their great-coats. Only those who know the cold- 
ness of the nights here can realize w'hat a practical proof of regard for the 
regiment that Ivitis served so long with them this most creditable action on the 
part of the 72nd furnished. 

9. Although these two explosions bad been snfTiciently disastrous, and 
powerful enough to level a largo portion of the massive wall of the fort, a 
greater and still more terrilde danger threatened the city, and this was the 
possible ignition of the main magazine, — a structure the reverse of substantial, 
in wJiich upwards of 450 ions of gunpowder was knoivn to bo stored. 

A large portion of the fort was in flames ; a high wind was blowing, and 
constant minor oxjilosiotis hurled burning beams and brands in all directions. 
Barely ninety yards separated this magazine from the flames ; its walls were con- 
siderably scorched, and during the night of the ICth its explosion was 
momentarily ('xpcctod. However, towards morning tho wind went down, the 
explosions became less frequent, and the flames to a certain extent subsided ; 
but it was not until the afternoon of tho 17th that I deemed it prudent to 
allow working parties to endeavour to extinguish the fire. Bveu then the service 
was one of considerable danger, as efl'orts had to be made to guard against the 
fire making its way to the main magazine, whose badly-fitting wooden doors 
bad to be built u]), and its weak roof and projecting wood-work strengthened 
and protected. This dangerous work w^as well and bravely performed, and I 
beg to record my very high se^ise of the services which the ofllcers and men 
rendered who were eng.agod upon it. Although the fire still smoulders, all 
anxiety regarding the safety of the main magazine is over. 

10. On the 17th instant I sent back towards theShutar Gardan a column 
composed of four guns of No. 2 Mountain Battery, tho 6th Punjab Cavalry and 
the 5th Punjab Inluntry, together with a largo convoy of transport animala, 
under the command of Brigadier-General H.H. Gough, C.B., v.c., for thc tbree-fold 
purpose of openiug cut our communications, bringing up supplies, and render- 
ing aid to Colonel Money against a combination of hill tribe.s who, 1 had been 
informed, were gathering round the Sbutar Gardan. This column made its 
appearance at a most opportune moment, and its arrival dissolved the assem- 
blage referred to, w ho imagined that the garrison of tho Shutar Garden was so 
completely at iheii mercy that they actually offered to spare their lives if they 
laid down their arms. 

11. In former communications I have slated my conviction that ottf 
advance on Kabul would bo the signal for trouble amongst the tribes in our 
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real’, and bearing this in mind, Iliad, proviou-^ly io l;nviii<:- ilu' Sliufar Gardao, 
caused the camp which its permanent garrison wi'i-c lioLiiui; (o he strengthened 
ia every possible ivay. The result of the gatlu-iiiui- of the tribes which is 
detailed in the succeeding paragraphs provi-s that 1 eo leelly estimated the 
numbers that Avould be necessary to Imli) this iin[»oriaiit position without 
unduly diminishing the force at my di'^posal for tiu' advanee upon Kabul. 

12. From Lieutenant-Colonel Money’s despateli daied llw* 20th October, 
1879, which is attached, it appears that tIu' enemy who had Ix eu defeated on 
the 14it.h instant had retreated to the more iiislajd, lulls, but never wholly 
abandoned their threatening attitude. Onthcl'nh tlu'V reeinved such largo 
accessions to their numbers from Zurmat, Thagi, K-irwar, Katiawaz and tlie 
llazrah tribes, that by nightfall their united str 'ueth iniiit have himn near 
10,000 men. In the course of the day it was' ascertained that tho unoccupied 
post at Karatiga had been looted and disn'.antled. Colomd Money also on this 
date judiciously withdrew the small garrison from the <l facdied post ou the 
Sirkai Kotal, rightly judging tluit with the numbers arnued against him the 
concentration of his force was necessary. 

13. The next day, the lOih, passed over without any attack being made, 
although the enemy were visible on the surronmiing In-ighis, our ('irons being 
devoted to make the camp as secure as yio^sibh'. Some hundreds of men belong- 
ing to the mutinous regiments, whom I have alrcvidy rm'utioned as having pro- 
ceeded to Gardez, joined the enemy. On tho 17th overtures of peace, which 
1 need hardly say received no attention, were made by the tribes, who were so 
confident of success that they brought Avith them upwards of two hundred of 
their women to witness their triumph. 

14. Encouraged by our apparent inactivity, the enemy became bolder, 
and on the 18tU threw out sliiirp'shooters, whose lire caused some annoyance in 
camp; they also cut oil' the water-supply, but not for any lengtlu'necl period. 
On the morning of the 19th, Colonel Money, having estahlishod heliogvaphie 
QOoaiu unicat ion with Brigadier-General Gough, who was then near tho tShinkai 
K.otal, dfecidiiig that the moment had arrived when he miuht resume an oft'en. 
aive attitude, moved out a portion of liis force, and ba<?king them up Avith a 
paoBt effectiA’e artillery fire, drove the enemy from the heights which they held, 
and w’hich they deemed impregnable, wdth such ellect tJiai by evening not a 
mau of , thorn was to be seen. 

15. Alla-ud-din, a brother of Padshah Khan, Avho had been absent 
froaa the British camp for some days, ostensibly for the purpose of breaking up 
the tribal combination, was so severely Avounded by a she 11 Avhen approaching 
owr axlvaaco picket, that amputation of his arm aa'us necessary.

16. Of Colonel Money I have nlrenily made mention in former despatches. 
He is an excellent officer, cool, brave, and possessed of good judgment. I re- 
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commend him to His Excellcncv’s favorable consideration. Brigadier-General 
H. H. Gough, C.B., V.C., although unable to assist actively in the dispersal of 
the enemy, has the satisfaction of knowing that the appearance of his column 
tended much to the success of Colonel Money’s aggressive movement, and that 
bis energy and forethought contributed materially to the result. 

17. A list of casualties is attached, a reference to which will show that in 
the operations between the 14tb and 19th October one oliicer was severely 
wouiided, two sepoys were killed, and fourteen wounded. Two officers’ chargers 
M'ere killed, two Wviunded, and two transport animals killed. 

18. The selection of a suitahle site for tho oantonment of our troops 
during the coinin'; winter has been tome a matter of much 'consideration. 
The a(hantai;c of using all c.xisting roof aeeommodation at tho first glance 
pointed out tin? Bohi llissur as the quarter which ])romised best to meet our 
requirements; hut its daiigt'rous proximily to tlie large magazine which 
lias escaped destruction, and the fact that it would not accommodate all 
my force, and th;it the troops would liave to be more or loss scat>lered, eventually 
led me to decide upon occupying tlie large and for the most part fortified 
oantonment of Sherpur, which was built by the late Amir as winter-quarters 
for his regular troops. 

Tin’s cantonment lies rather less than a mile north-east of the city, and 
contains long ranges of briek huildin!;s, which will at once enalile me to house 
the entire Eurojiean portion of my force, and also provide aeeommodation for 
the commissariat stores. The native troops areengaued hutting themselves, and, 
aided by the materials at- liand and woodwork brought from the dismantled 
portion of the Jtala Missar, liave already made considerable jirogress. A lofty 
and massive loop-lioh'd wall with numerous tlanking towers surrounds three 
sides of the cantonment, vihilst tlie rear is protected by the I’cmaru heights 
(on wliich I propose erecting c-'rtain defensive works), at the base of whose 
southern slope tiic eantonmeut lies. 1 have attaclnal a sketch of the site. 
It, is cloMi U) the old Brilisli caniomnent, hut embraeis in its defences tlie 
very heights which were, such a danger in 1811, and in the struggle for posses- 
sion of wliich many lives were lo.st, A larg<; portion of the troops have moved 
into Sherpur, and tlie coinmi.s.sari.at depot is already formed tliere. Supplies 
are coming in in snfUcitmt quantities to relieve me of all anxiety regarding the 
provisioning of the force during the winter; this matter has, however, recently 
formed tlio subject of a letter to tho Quarter Master General in India. 

19. As regards the fort of the Bala llissar, I propose, with the sanction 
of His E\cclli ney and the Government of India, to dismantle and razo it to 
the ground. It app(\ai-H to me tliat its demolition wili be a much more widely- 
felt act of retribution on the ])nrt of the Britisli Government than tho destruc- 
tion of any number of houses belonging probably to obscure individuals in the 
city. It is historical, its name is .symliolicnl of Afghan power, and it is inti- 
fnalely connected with the past history of the country ; and tho fact that it has 
been destioyed and levolled with the ground will spread throughout tlje length 
and breadth of Afgliauistan, bearing with it a political significance that cannot 
he uudor-rati d. Again, from its walls a heavy fire was kept up on the defend- 
ers of the Jicsidcricy, and it anpea-rs to me right that not a ve.stige of any place 
which bore a part in that day’s doings should be allowed to remain. 

20. The general health of tho troops is good, and the wounded are doing 
well, tliou^li tlic climatic changes are great. A slight outbreak of cholera 
occurred within a few days of our arrival luM’e, hut it ■was short-lived, and as no 
cases hav<* iiappeued since the 21st instant, I am sanguine that all chance of a 
severe epidemic is over. It is impossible to state the cause of this outbreak, 
but it is probably in no small degree due to the impurity of tho water on our 
arrival, and the largo qu -anti ties of fruit that M'erc consumed. Eilters have 
been provided and ;'re now working well, whilst restrictions have been placed 
on the sale of fruit. 

21. On the 20ch instant I visited Bulkak, and selected a position where 
1 propose cstablisliing an outpost io the direction of tho line of advance of 
the Khyber column. The position is a strong one, easily defensible^ and of 
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considerable strategic value. The telegraph lino in this direction has been 
commenced, and will be pushed on with all possible speed.

I have the honor to report, for the infonnalinn of Major-General Sir F, S. 
Roberts, k.c.b., v.c., commanding tlio Kabul Field h'orecs, that having he.ird on 
the 13tli instant that tho Machalgu Ghilzais wne again assemhling and bent 
on disturbing the road near Karatiga and Siikai Kolal, and the tidegra ph 
wire having bemi cut at 9 p.m. the same oveuiner, I direcied Major Collis, 
commanding the 21st Funjal) Native Infantry, to take two companie.s of bis 
regiment and two guns of the Kohat illonntain Battery, and accompany the 
relief (90 rifles) ])roc('eding to tin; Sirlcai Kotal post at 7 a.>t. on tho fdloM’ing 
morning (the 3 J'th instant), and authorized him to attack and disperse any 
bodies of men be might see on tliO hills. 

2. At 8 A.M. on the lltb inlolligenee was brought that 2000 Ghilzais had 
attackeM theSirkai Kotal post at day-break, and wero theji engaged with Major 
Collis’ detachment. 

3. I at once ordered two companies of tho 3rd Sikhs, under Major 
Grilhths, to ]»rocecd in support, and two comjumies of the 21st Punjab Native 
Infantry, Avith one mountain gun, to lake pos.sessiou of tho lidge above camp. 
The latter party was only just in time, as the enemy were within fifiy yards of 
the ridge when they arrived, and wero with ditlieulty dislodged. Lnt<'r on a A'^ery 
large body of tho enemy again endeavoured to force tho ridge, and I proceeded 
there myself Avitb tu'o companies of the 3rd bikhs and tho remaining gun. 

4. In tho meantime the troops under IMajor GrifTiths, who on arriving 
at tho scene of action assumed cooimand, Avere heavily engaged. The enemy 
had taken up a very strong position on a rocky ridge, had thrown up snngahst 
and npt only defended it most obstinately, hut twice charged down, swordTn ' 
hand, on our attacking parties and compelled them to give way. At tho final 
assault our men charged liome Avith the bayonet ; tlio enemy, Avhen too late to 
reload, received them Aviih volleys of stones, and then rushed on them, sword in 
hand. I was looking on, and fora moment or tAvo it Avas impossible to say 
which bad the advantage, but the next the enemy broke ami fled in confusion. 
They aa^oi’o (do.sely ])ursucd for about two miles in tho direction of Spiga, and 
lost heavily all tho Avay. UpAinards of 49 dead bodies wero seen, and there is 

•no doubt, from subsequent information, that their loss cannot have been less 
than 200 killed and Avoumlcd. Their numbers cannot have been less than 
between three and four thousand. 

5. Just before the final assault I sent a company of tho 3rd Sikhs under 
Jemadar Slier Mahomed (avUo behaved so gallaully at Karatig.a), the last men I 
could spare from camp, across the hills, to show on tho enemy’s flank, and the 
ruse was very olTcolivc. The J cuiadar, as the enemy retreated, charged down 
on their flank, killed eight and wounded many more, and then joiued in tho 
pursuit.

Major 0. J. Griffitlis, r>r(l Sikhs. This officer, althnngh suffering from 
a very jiainful wound received tm the 2nd instant, wiiilo coniinanding the 
assault on tlie ridge above the Siiutar Gardan, commanded iu this engagement 
with the greatest skill aiid activity. 

Major .F. W. CoUis, commanding the 21st Punjab Native Infantry, who led 
tbo final assault at the head of his men in the most gallant way. 

Captain IT. 11. .L. ]\ror"nn, eoii!m‘iruling»the Koliat iMountain Battery. It 
is iinpossihle to sjx'ak too iiigliiy of the admirable way in nhielf both Captain 
Morgan and Lieutenant Sliirres of lh<' .same hat tery Jiavc handl 'd llu'irgnns on 
every occasion they ha\<; been eniiaged nitb the ('nemi*. Botli on t.l>e 2nd and 
144h October our success was in a great mcasuro due to Iho crushing fire of 
their guns. 

Captain T). 'MacK. D. 'Waterfield, Tloyal vVriillery, and Captain A. 11. 
Turner, Ikditienl OliU'cr, \\ ho altaclo’il themselveH to the Srd Sikhs as volun- 
teers, and ar(^ brought to r.uliee by iMajor (Iriffilbs for tlieir forward bearing. 
The former officer was severely wounded mIuIc lca{ling a charge on the enemy. 

Lieutenant W. Cook, Crd Sikbs. This ofiicer was with Cajitaiu ‘Water- 
field when t lie latter nas wouiuh'd, and at onec? walked back under a very 
Imavy lir<5 to bring up a dottHc. Captain Wali'iiield also informs mo that on 
two occasions uiu u cone.erted action ivas retinired, Lieutenant Cook went 
acro.ss tbo open nrnh'r a heavy lire to oomnmnii'alo with a party of the 21st 
Punjab Native .dnfani ry. 1 should be glad if tbo Major-General considers 
this officer’s conduct worthy of sp'ceial notice.

I liavo the honor io la'qticst the favor of your suhmiiliiig to ti:o Major- 
General Coiumai\(lin|j; the Kaljul field force the i’ullowiujj' report of the lato 
events at the Sliufar (lardaii siuoo the I tih instant. 

2. On the ].5Lh instant, IIjo main hudy of the enemy who had hecn 
defeated on tiic lllh were found to have retained theposiiiou taken up by them 
the night before on tlic road to Oardez. 

A will" of tlie llJst i’unjab JSative Tiifintry wove sent up to the. rid"0 south 
of camp, with orders to move down on tin ir il ink and attaedv should they attempt 
to proceed towaials the Slrkai Kola! or Kavaliga, and a company of the drd Sikhs 
was sent down to the, latter ])!'sfc with Mr. .losephs, Snperinteudor.t of Tele- 
graphs, td iv[>air the wire if possible, and also to Lring away some annimni- 
tion and stores reported to liave been left there. The Karat iga p'ost was 
found to have been plundered and de.serled, and all ibat; renr.ined were a few 
empty shells seatfi'red about. Tlie s:uu(’ eveniii" Alla-ud diu Khau reported 
that tho enemy Innl n'oeived enormous reinforeements from Znrmat, Tiinga, 
Kanvar and Kattawaz, and that tho IJazrah tribes liad promised to join 
them. He estimated their numhers at from ten to sevenbani thousaml, and 
stated that tho wholo country hud ri'cn aud entered into a toiubir.ailou 
against us. 

y. Under theso eireuinstances, I decided to withdraw the garrisen from 
Sirkai Kotal, and despalelied three ecunpanies under a Ihiiish otlker with tho 
necessary carriage at 7 r.M., direeting him to leaitMine company to cover the 
village of ICiusini-khcl, and proeoccl uitli the other two to tho kolal. All * 
wore safe in camp before midnight, and not a .shot was tired. 

4. Oil th'c Kith instant, reports from all quarters continued the accounts 
of tho previous day, and it was aho said that from .‘100 to 1000 men from tlie 
Amir’s orderly regiments, armed with Sniders or fnih'lds, were with tlio enemy. 

I still retained possession of iho high ridge .south of camp, having built a post 
there for fifty rifles ; hut tlic enemy uow .‘ilunved llie!u..advc^; in sueh very large 
numbers, tliat I considered it advisable to rendrr my position .as compaet us 
possible. I therefore built a strong picket for tweniy-dvo rifles on a steep 
BUgafloaf-sbaped knoll above Jilyre’s Hill, aud a tower for seven rifles between 
this and tho crag piekot above tho water spring, tlius occupying that spur 
completely, and witiulrew (he picket from the ridge above. 

5. On tho 17tli the opciuy took possession of the road from Karatiga 
to Kasim-khed, and cut off our grass supply. Our defences were streugi honed 
all round, and wire entanglements laid down, covering points liable to sudden 
attack, under tho superintoudcnce of Captain Nicholson, Royal Engineers. At 
5 p.M. Alla-ud-din Khau came into camp with representatives from the hostile 
tribes, who, ho said, wished to propose terras. As these, however, wore such as 
could not be listened to for n moment, they were told that had they any repre- 
lentations to make they had better proceed in person to Kabul, and they were 
dismissed. After they had left, Alla-ud-diu suggested that it miirht h^ st’'’ •“ 
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his power <o break up the combination by a judicious expenditure of money. 

I told him he was at liberty to do so, and that Government would doubtless 
reimburse him ; but I did not place much faith in his power to do anything. 

C. As I had received no news of the date of Brigadier-General Gough's 
departure from Kabul, and felt very uncertain as to any of my letters reaching 
him or Major-General Sir Frederick Itoberls, I determined to act as far as 
possible on tbe defensive, when attacked, to spare our own ammunition, and if.* 
possible to draw the enemy on to expose himself. 

7. On the ISlb a mass of the enemy, Avith thirty-three standards, took 
possession of the ridge soulli of earn]), caihe down the s})urs, and threw up 
Bungahs, which Averc occ'U])ied hy men AvitU Snider and lEulield rifles, doubtless 
the regulars of Avliom we bad lieard. 

Another large body, Avitli a mmiber of standards, occupied the bills to tho 
north of oixmp, and })us1uh1 forward sbar[)-shooters in tbe same Avay, but much 
nearer, up to 300 jairds from our advancral picket, being favored by tho nature of 
the ground. Tlj(;y also occupied some wooded rocks opposite the Avater springs, 
and cut off our access to the eater. 

8. On tlm morning of the 10th Brigndier-Gonoral Gough arriA'od at Kushi, 
and hcliographic communication Avas cstablislied. IlaAing suj)port near at 
hand, and feeling sure the fact avouUI have a strong moral ('ll'ce-t on the enemy, 

I decided in a measure to la'sume the otren^ive, sent out skirmishers to di’ivo 
off the enemy’s sharp-shooters from below the )dat('au to tiu* west of camp, and 
opened access to a Avater spring near tho Kuslii road. At the same lime I 
brought the four guns of the Kohat Battery into ])osition, and ojiciiod a heavy 
fire of shell and shrapnel along the Avhole of the emnny’s line. Ait itnmodiato 
niovcmcut tO’ok ])laec ; it was evident tlu'V felt, our position u as too strong for 
tliem. Their fire gi adually slackened, and before long ceased altogether, and by 
the evening there w;\s not a man to bo seen. 

9. I regret to state that Alla-iid-din Khan Avas sevendy AVfuindi'd by a 
sbell Avbilc a]>proaebing our advance j)icket. He \a as not visible at the time, 
either from the pickt't or from tlie lintleiy, ami must have bi'i ji in tho iuinic- 
dialc vieiuity of a picket of tlie enemy’s Avliiidi Avas at tlio moment keeping 
up a heavy fire on us, and fo silence Atliicb flic shell was fired. After tho 
explosion of the shell, this jiicket ceased firing, and in a few moments the 
Khan ap])C!ired, AAciving a <dulh and staggering towards our position ; beforo 
reaching, hoAA'ever, he fell. A doolie was at once sent for, and lie Avas brought 
into camp, Avlicrc it was found necessary (with bis own consent) to amputate 
Lis arm. 

10. During the Avbolo of the IStb and lOib a heavy fire was kept up by 
the cncmiy into camp, ami it is quit.) pro\ idenfial that so fcAv casualties 
occurred. Tlic band of the 3rd 8ikl)3 Avas inaetising on llie 18tb, Avlion a 
Snider bullet came through the tent and lodged iji the biitnboo tent pole. 

. Shortly before, the 3rd Sikli mialrg was mending a small tin pot, Avben a Snider 
bullet went through tbe bottom of it ns lie held it in his band. 

As far as I can learn, the enemy’s loss during tho two days cannot have 
been less tlian a hundred killed and AA'ounded. 

11. It is A'^ery diflicult to estimate the number of tbe onomy, for they did 
not, as in general, atteinjit to make a parade of their strength ; largo bodies 
were seen in the distance in all directions, and I do not think there can have 
been under ten fbousand. They bad brought nearly two bundled of their 
women to Avitness their triumph, and apparently felt quite confident of being 
able to overwhelm us by mere numbers. 

12. Tho elu'orfulucss and steadiness of our troops deserves the greatest 
praise, and I Avould beg to bring to the Major-Geneial’s notice the following 
officers : — 

Major 0. J. Griffiths, 3rd Sikhs. This officer, though still suffering from 
his wound, received on the 2ud instant, Avas most energetic in superintending 
the arrangements for tiic defence of tbe camp in conjunction with Captain W. G. 
Nicholson, Boyal Engineers, of whose services I cannot .speak too highly. 
Detained Ijerc on Ids Avay to the front by the closing of tho road. Captain Nicholson 
proved a most valuable acquisition to our force. On the night of tho 18th one of 
our advanced pickets being most inconvenieutly commanded by the enemy’s fire. 
Captain Nicholson w'orked iiidefatigably from 8 p.m. to 11-30 p.m., under a 
heavy tire, putting up a traverse to jjrotect the entry into the picket. 
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I would wish particularly to place on record my acknowledgments of the 
services rendered by Surgeon-Major II. W. Bollew, c.s.r., ever since his arrival 
here on the 6th instant. His knowledge of the language and also of the char- 
acter of these tribes have rendered his advice and his assistance most valuable. 

Major F. W. Collis, commanding the 21st Punjab Native Infantry. 

Captain H. H. Ij. Morgan, commanding the Kohat Mountain Battery, and 
Lieutenant J. 0. Sliirrcs, Royal Artillei’y. I would wish to bring to especial 
notice the service rendered by these oflicers with their guns. I have never before 
seen such perfect artillery practice, and in every engagement with the enemy 
our success has been in a very great measure duo to the effect of their fire.

Lieutenant E. B, W. Fisher, 10th Hussars. 

J. Sherston, Rifle Brigade. 

These oflicers served as volunteers with the 3rd Sikhs and Artillery, and 
were of great assistance. 

Mr. Josephs, Superintendent of Telegraphs, has been of the greatest assist- 
ance in procuring grass and other supplies through his establishment, when wo 
were otherwise unable to procure them. During the attack on camp In; scrv<;d 
as a volunteer, talcing ‘ charge of the Britisli details, and I feel tliat my 
acknowh;dgmcnts arc due to him, not only for real service rejrdercd, but for his 
constant anxiety to be of use in any capa'elry. 

13. Brigadier-General Gough took possession of the Stiinkai Kotalon the 
afternoon of the 19th and arrived here on the 20th, and I have no doubt that 
his opportune arrival in the vicinity, known to tho ouemy as soon as to our- 
selves, was the principal cause of their dispersion.

2. It is considered necessary to exempt from 
liability to tliis form of taxation all jiirsons 
whose presumed incomes are less than Ks. 2o0 per 
annum. The efteet of this ehn.n<:^e of systfuu will 
be to exempt more than a million jx'rsons from 
taxation, and it will involve a sacrilicc of an 
annual revenue of about £ 240^000. 

3. With a view to making good the loss of 
revenue caused l)y this exemption of the smaller 
incomes now liable to the License tax^ and to 


obtaining at the same time greater equality in 
the ineicienec of taxation, it is proposed to extend 
to the proFossioiial classes, and also to the weal- 
thier ollieiuls and other persons receiving salaries, 
taxation at a similar rate to that imposed on the 
trading classes. 

It is proposed to treat the tniding and profes- 
sional classes alike. In regard to traders, the Bi][l 
makes no important change in the system fol- 
lowed under the existing License 'fax Acts, 
except that it is obviously necessary to increase 
the J.’ees })ayabje by persons with the larger in- 
comes, as the richer traders would otherwise bo 
taxed at a lower rate than that aj>plied to tha 
salaried classes. The system of classification now 
in force is generally retained. Some small varia- 
tion in the vale at which the tax faHs on diilerent 
incomes is under any such systefn unavoidable;^ 
but the new schedule has been so framed that Iho 
difference between the higlu^st and the lowest 
rates does not exceed one-half pi^r cent., Iho 
average ineidenee of the tax being a little over 14 
per cent, on estimated annual earnings. 

4. S('paralo provisions are mad(i for the taxa- 

tion of the Kiilaried classes, whether olficiiil or 
noii-oifieial ; as, in their ease, the exact incomes 
being known, the rougli process of classification 
whieli is de.sirable for traders and professional 
})(‘rsoj\s would obviously b<‘ neither necessary nor 
expe<Iient. It is proposed, following pretty closely 
tlu^ precedents of Act XXI of lSt)7 and Act IX 
of to asstss the j^alaricd ehisses on tlieir 

aetiuil salaries; tin* lower limit of taxable salary 
being Us. 100 per mensem or Ils, 1,200 per 
annum.

The rate of the tax on tnpfficr classes will bo 
14 ])er cent., and, in |)rartif'(‘, the tax will on the 
avcivage fall on all elass[‘s at tlic same rate. 

5. Following the preeedents above quoted, it 
is pnqjo.sed to exempt fn>;n lial>ility Lo the tax 
the military servants of the (rovenlinent whoso 
pay and allowances do not exceed .Iks. 500 per 
mensem, or Rs. 0,000 per annum. 

6. It is estimated that the extension of taxation 
to the pndV.ssiouiil and salaried ela'<ses in the 
maniKT propostsl by the Bill will yield very nearly 
tlie sam() auiount as that sacjdficed by giving 
lip the tax oTi the loiver classes of traders, or 
about L 2 10,000. The measure will, therefore, 
have no .'ipjireeiable id’feet on the pubjic revenues. 

7. Idle present oj)portuni ty luis beem taken to 
amend the law in other j)avticula!S, but they are 
not of Hufiieient importance to call for notice here. 

8. the existing Acts recjuire the assessment 
lists to be made out in the beginning of January, 

I it is desirable that the prcs(*nt Bill, if it is to 
j beeome law, should bo passed before the 31st 
December; but no jiaymeuts will be due* until 
after tlie 1st April, when the next financial year 
begins,

43. At the termination of the voyage home- 
ward,, or coast -wise in the United Kingdom if in 
Her Majesty's ships, the Paymaster or Agent 
from whom the Officer receives his pay will credit 
in lus public aecjounts the amount of messing 
contribution which bIuiU be shown to be due from 
tbe Otlieer by tbe messing certilicate to be pro- 
duced by him. 

47. In the ease of Officers going abroad or pro- 
ceeding intercolonially, tbe Messing Stoppages 
will be recovered by tlu^ raymiistor of their regi- 
ment at the station at the termination of the 
voyage, altlK>ugh the Officer may be in the pay- 
ment (»f the Agent. If there be no Paymaster 
of the Corps to winch the Officer belongs at the 
station, tbe messing stoppages will be paid to the 
District Paymaster. 

4^. Ol^V'crs and others about to embark on 
board ship are to take (*are to provide tluunselves 
with the ]>reseribed form of Messing Certificate 
(Vv\ O. Form 321 or 323). and before they go 
on shore to eom])lete the form cause it to bo 
completed in every ])articular, including tbe signa- 
ture of the Paymaster or Master of the vessel, 
and of tbe Officer Commanding tlie Troops, or of 
the Officer himself wliere there is no Commanding 
Officer. 

49. In the eviiiii of Officers omitting to obtain 
the proper JMessing Ce;lifi(‘ate, tlie Paymaster or 
other Accountant will immediately recover from the 
Officer the regulated Sloppagt? for the full num- 
ber of days for which advanced pay is allowed fcjr 
the voyage by Royal Warrant, unless the voyage 
is known by the Accountant to have exceeded on 
tins occasion such peri od of advanai; in which 
case the stoppages will be made for the full 
pt'riod actually oceiq)icd by the vo)'age.

50. The uumb(T of days which are to be cab

51. The subordinates detailed m Classes I and II 
of the Iloyal Warrant of 26th November l

Artizans and skilled labourers will bo allowed 
steerage or third-class passage. 

54. Euro]:)can Non-Commissioned OfRcors of 
West Indian Regirntjnts, and Kurojieau Staff and 
Garrison Clerks after s^veu ycars^ eontiuuous ser- 
vice at tropical stations, wdll, on being granted 
leave of absence, be allowed free passages to this 
country aud back to their regiments.

55. As a general rule the travelling regulations 
will also govern the grant of s('a passage to dis- 
cliarged soldiers.

56. As a g(?neral rule the regulations relating 
to travelling by land will also govern the grant of 
eoa passages to the wives and families of tlie sub- 
ordinates, non -commissioned oflieors, and men 
referred to in jHiragraph 51; and tljcy will ])e 
allowed similar accommodation (when avai]at)lc) 
to that prescribed for their hus])jMKls. The regu- 
lations laid down in the following jaragraphs will 
provide for cases to which the n'gulalious relating

57. Passages for the wives and families of 
the civilian subordinates detailed in paragrajdi 53, 
and for those of the non-com missiom^d otlieers of 
West India Eegimenfs, European staff and (iar- 
risen clerks proceeding under the* cireumstauces 
referred to in paragraph 53, will l»e governed by 
the conditions which regulate j>asbage for the 

. husbands. 

58. Passages will be provided at the public ex- 
pense to and from foreign stations fur the fami- 
lies of non commissioned officers and men on the 
"Married Roll, when moving with the regiment ; 
aud to tliis country when troops are ordered to 
embark for service without their familiej. Pas- 
sage will also be allowed when the families are 
subsequently j)ermitt«d to rejoin.

63. Soldiers' wives wlio, after having once been 
provided with free passage to India or any other 
foreign station, return home as servants to officers' 
families, or for their own convenience, will not be 
sent back at the public expense.

General Remarks.-— The north-east monsoon has^set in in the Madras Presidency, giving 
some more rain to all the districts, except Bellary ; agricultural operations are progressing, 
and general prospects are good. There has been no rain in the Bombay Presidency ; prospects, 
however, continue good, except in parts of the Deccan where rain is wanted ; fever is abating in 
Giizerat ; locusts have appeared here and in Sind. In Bengal also no rain has fallen as yet, 
and it is much wanted in Orissa; general prospects are goinl, except in the cyclone-stricken 
parts of Chittagong. In the North-Western Provinces and Oudh the weather continues fine 
and seasonable, and fever is abating except in Benares ; the Mar}/ harvest is almost over, the 
young rabi crops are promising. In the Punjab agricultural prospects are generally favourable, 
but rain will soon be required ; ])rices arc stationary in some districts and declining in others ; fever 
is still prevalent in some of the districts. In the Central Provinces the weather is clear and 
cold ; the i/iar/ harvest is progressing, giving a generally good outturn ; the })roduce of cotton 
is below the? average; rabi crops are promising ; prices are stationaiy in some and falling in 
other districts. In British Burma the general health is g(»od ; crop ])ro6pects are satisfactory, 
and reaping is progressing. In Assam and the other Provinces and States the weather con- 
tinues clear and prospects are favourable ; in Malwa every possible acre is under opium.

Statement op Objects and Reasons. 

1. The exist iiip;- Lioense Tax Acts are four in 
number. Act II of 1S78, passed hy the Couneil 
of the Governor General, applies to the Panjab, 
the North-Wesiern Provinces and Oudh ; and 
Acts, more or less sinubir, passtnl by the Local 
Legislatures, apply to ihc Presideneies of Madras 
and Bombay, and to Bengal. 'rhcHo Acts it is 
now thought desirable to consolidate and amend, 
and the i)resent Bill has been prepared for this 
purpose, 

2, It is considered ncccsBary to exempt from 
liability to this form of taxation all persons 
whose presumed incomes arc loss ilian Rs. 250 per 
annum. The effect. oC this change of syst^un will 
be to exempt more ihan a million p<u’soii9 from 
taxation, and it will involve a sacrilice of an 
annual revenue of about £240,000. 

8. With a view to making good the loss of 
revenue caused by this exemption of the smaller 
incomes now liable to the License iax^ and to 


obtaining at the same time ' equality in 

the incidence of taxation, it is proposed to extend 
to the j^rofessional classes, and also to the weal* 
thier officials and other persons receiving salaries, 
taxation at a similar rate to that imposed on the 
trading classes. 

It is proposed to ti’eat the trading and profes- 
sional classes alike. In regard to traders, the Bill 
makes no important change in the system fol- 
lowed under the existing License Tax Acts, 
except that it is obviously noccssury to increase 
• the fees payable by })orsous with the larger in- 
comes, as the richer traih‘rs would otherwise be' 
taxed at a lower rate than that applied to the 
salaried classes. The system of elassitication now 
ill force is generally retained. Some small varia- 
tion in tlu‘ rate at which the tax falls on different 
incomes is under any HU(*h system unai^rndablc; 
but the new schedule has been so framed that the 
diffenmcc between the highest and the lowest 
rates do(*s not exceed one-half per cent., the 
average iiitidouce of the tax being a little over IJ 
per cent, on estimated annual earnings. 

4. Separate provisions are made? for the taxa- 
tion of the salaried classes, whether official or 
non-offieial ; as, in their case, the exact incomes 
being known, the rough ])roc(?ss of classification 
wliich is desirable for traders and professional 
persons would obviously b(i neither necessary nor 
expeditjni. It is proposed, following i)retty closely 
the ])rccedents of Act XXI of 1807 and Act IX 
of 1808, to assess the salaried classes on their 
aetiral salaries ; the lower limit of taxable salary 
being Rs. 100 i)er lueusom or Rs. 1,200 per 
annum. 

The rate of the tax on these class(\s will be 
IJ ])er cent., and,Jn practice, tJie tax will on the 
average fall on all classes al iho same rate. 

5. Following the precedents above quoted, it 
is prf)])Osed to exempt from liability to the tax 
the military servants of the Government whose 
})ay and all(»wan(*es do not ex<?ecd Rs. 600 per 
mensem, or Rs. 0,000 per annum. 

6. It is estimated that the extension of taxation 
to the professional and salaried classes in the 
manner proposed by the Bill will yield very nearly 
the same amount as that sacrificed by giving 
up the tax on the lower classes of traders, or 
about £240,000. The measure will, therefore, 
have no aj>})reciable effect on tlie imblic ixjvenues. 

7. llio }>rescnt opportunity has been taken to 
amend the law in other particulars, Out they are 
not of sufficient im})ortance to call for notice here. 

8. As the existing Acts require the assessment 
lists to be made out in the beginning of January, 
it is desirable that the present Bill, if it is to 
become law, should bo passed before the Slst 
December; but no payments will b5 duo until 
after the 1st April, when the next financial year 
begins.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND IlEASONS. 


In the Financial Staleraent for the presemt year, 1879-80, it was stated as follows : — 

In connection with the subject of customs-duties, it may be mentioned here that the 
Government of India has, for some time past, had under consideration the necessity of imposing 
more complete chocks on the system by which, through a large part of India, octroi-duties are 
levied for muiiieipal purposes. The Government of India has cmphatjcally condemned the 
imposition of local taxes on articles which have been either subjected to or relieved from im- 
perial taxation, and has insisted that the duties actually levied shall in all eases fall solely upon 
articles locjally consumed, and shall not be allowed to become taxes on through traffic, or to 
affect injuriously the general trade of the country. 

Although much has been done in this respect towanls the enforcement of appropriate 
rates, ooniinued attention will be given to the subject, so that there may be no danger of 
finding that the principles by wliieh tiie Government of India is guided in regard to its commer- 
cial legislation have been set aside by local authorities, and that the efforts taken to free the 
trade of the country from impolitic restrictions have not thus becu frustratod.^^ 

It is in fulfilment of the pledge thus publicly given, that the present measure is brought 
forward. 

2. The income of the municipalities throughout a large portion of British India is raised 
* chiefly in the shape of town-duties. The propoi i ion of the municipal income thus raised amounts, 
' in the Bombay Presidency (including the town of Bombay), to about four-sevenths of the 
whole; in the North-Western Provinces and Oudli, to about ten-elevonths of the whole, and in 
the Panjkb and Central Provinces, it is much higher ; town-duties constituting almost the sole 
resource of the muuieiiialitics of these Provinces. 

In many'places the people have been familiar with this form of taxation from a time 
anterior to our rule ; but it is obvious that the very popularity of the octroi-system is apt to 
lead to its being abused. Local authorities are not sorry to be able to provide for local wants 
at the espouse of other people, and to ti-ansfor to others their own proper burdens. It is found 

\ '' 
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that in matjy towns, and amonff others in some of jfche most important entrepdts of trad in 
liritish India, tlio incidence of the lax has been extended so far be^yond its legitimate bounds} 
or the collection has been so mismanaged, as either to involve a collision with imperial taxation, 
or, still worse, to set up what is to all intents and punioses a heavy transit-duty. To quote the 
%\ords of a Resolution issued hy the Government of India in 1868, wide-spread system of 
taxation has been introduced, injurious to interests on which the burden in a ^reat measure 
falls, and standing in the way of the ])roper dovolopmont of the commerce oi the country. 
It is to little purpose that the Imperial Government reduces or abolishes custom s-dn ties in the 
intiMVsts of trade, if municipalities are permitted to levy duties on articles of commerce passing 
through their limits.” 

The Government of India, for some years past, has had its attention directed to these 

serious evils, and instructions have [rom time to time been issueil with a view to their repression. 

• 

In 180S, the princijdes by which these duties should be regulated were laid down. It was 
stated that they should be restricted to articles acinally consutn(‘d in the towns, and should not 
be imposed on articles of gcmeral commerce, or interfere with the natural course of transit- 
trade, and tliat they must fall entirely on the population of the town for the benelit of which 
they were imposed. The classes of articles on which octroi-duties might l)e, and might not be, 
irajiosed were onumoratod. The necessity for establishing bonded warehouses on a proper footj 
ing and giviiij^ all due facilities for refunds, so as to prevent the tax degenerating into a transit- 
dutj", was insisted on, and attention was drawn to the importaiiee of colleetiiig directly through 
the servants of the municipality, instead of farming the duties to a contractor. 

4. Similar orders have been issued from time to time by the Government of India. 
Its efforts have not b(‘on without effect ; but a review of the working of the octroi- 
eystem in many nuinieipalities shows that they have fallen far short of attaining the 
object 6* in view, and on a full consideration of the whole question, the Governor General in 
Council is satisfied that the only effectual plan will be to lay down in a legislative enactment 
the restrictions which it is desired to impose. 

It is with this object that the pre.sent Bill has been framed. Besides providing for the 
matters above refeiTed to, it establishes wdiat may bo called a self-acting check on the 
most dangerous atiuse of the octroi -system by providing in effect that, when tlic quantity 
of any commodity taxed in any town in a given year exceeds by one-fourth the estimated 
consumption of such commodity in rucIi town during that year, the levy of <he‘ tax on such 
commodity sliall, unless the excess is show'ii to bo of a temjiorary or accidental nature, bo 
susjicndod for two years. 

It has been long the eustom in some Provinees to make such estimates with the object 
of jirovidiug a eheck, such as that wliieli it is now desired to establish, on abuse of octroi-tax- 
ation; and the jdaiihas been so useful for that purpose, espoeially in the North-Western Prov- 
inces, that it is lio[)(‘J it may lx* found generally applieable. 

5. The Bill, besides dealing wdth the matter of octroi in this way, provide.®? in its fourteenth 
ficotibii that no toll shall be levied in a municipality, except for defraying the cost of con- 
struetioii of the road or other work on which it is levied, together with interest on the same 
and inaintoiiauce-chargeB. This rule is one generally reeognizcHl as a matter of principle; but 
it has often been disregarded, and it is thought necessary to embody it in the Bill.

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EDUCATION OP EUROPEAN AND EURASIAN CHILDREN IN INDIA. 


MINUTE BY Ills EXCELLENCY THE VICEBOY. 

It was not possible (o discuss in Council, before the Covernment left Cal- 
cutta, the question of further measures for promoting the education of poor 
European and Eurasian children ; but at Lahore my attention has again been 
given to this very difllcult and important subject. 

2. Nearly twenty years ago Lord Canning wrote as follows : — 

‘‘ If moastiros for educating thcHC cliildrcn are. not ]iroinptl3' and vigort^usly oiiconragcd and 
aided by the CTovernmont, w(‘ shall soon find onrsolves einbein’asscd in nil large towns and stations 
with a floating population of Indianised English, loosely hrouglit. up, and exhibiting most of tho 
woi»8t qualities of both races ; whilst the Eurasian population, already so numerous that the means 
of education offered to it aro quite inadequate, will increase more rajiidly than evtu', 

I can hardly imagine a more profith^Bs, unmanageable comuuuuty than one bo composed. It 
might bo long before it woiuld grow to what would be caUcd a class dangerous to the State; but 
very few yfears will make it, if neglected, a glaring reproach to tho Government, ancl to the faith 
which it will, however ignorant and vicious, nominally profess. On the other liand, if cared for 
bt^times, it will become a source of strength to British Rule and usefulness to Indifl^ 

The Eurasian class have an cBpecinl claim upon us. The presence of a British Government 
has called them kito being; they servo the Govonuiient in many i^^spccts more efficiently than tho 
natives can as yet serve it, and more cheaply and conveniently than Europeans can do so ; and they 
are a class whicli, while it draws little or nui^upport from iis coniu'ction with Phighuid, is without; 
that deep root in, and hold of, tho soil of India from which our native public Bcrvatits, through 
their families and relatives, derivt* advantage/* 

' 3. Lord Canning’s warning has unhappily been justified by the event We 
were told officially two years ago that there were between eleven and twelve 
thousand European and Eurasian cliildrcn in India, gi-owing up without any 
wlucation at all,'— “ a scandal to tho Englisli name and English Government.” 
1 think there is reason to hope that there may bo some exaggeration in tho.so 
munl)ers; but exaggeration of the importance which the whole subject has 
assumed is hardly possible. 

4. A few months after my arrival m India I took up tliis question, which 
hatl been for a long time before the Government of India ; but, under tho in- 
creasing pressure of other questions more urgent, though scarcely more impor. 
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tant, I have hitherto been unable to advance the practical settlement of it ; 
towards which I regret to find that little or no progress has yet been made. 
Various proposals liave been from time to time brought forward, and some of 
them have been very valuable. The reports, in particular, of the Venerable 
Archdeacon Baly contain a mass of information and practical suggestions for 
which the Government is deeply indebted to him. Nothing, however, has 
hitherto been actually done by the Government of India towards applying 
effectual remedies to this great social and political danger. Nor, as I once be- 
fore observed, has the Government, up to the present time, even settled the 
object it should aim at. What arc these obildron to bo educated for ? And, 
when this point is settled, liow an; they to be educated ? We cannot hope that 
measures for Gie education of destitute European and Eurasian children wiU be 
successful if they are undertaken without reference to the means of existence 
available for sucli cliildrcn in after-life. 

5. I need not now state in detail my personal views on the numerous diffi- 
cult and imj>ortant questions connected with this subject ; but I desire to draw 
attention to some points which seem to me essential for the guidance of a 
serious and practical endeavour to remove from the Government of India that 
“ glaring reproach” to which its attention was directed by Ijord Canning nearly 
twenty years ago. 

6. Whether sufficient menns of employment will hcreaft(;r bo found in 
India for the large and increasing numlier of European children of the poorer 
classes, is a question which cannot now be answer'd. 'J’hoir difficulties in suc- 
cessfully contending against native competition will undoubtedly l)o considerable. 
On the other hand, there is a great and growing demand for skilled labour of a 
kind for which Europeans are s|)ecially valued. The extension of railways, and 
the development of English enterprise in manufactures, in trade, in plantations, 
and in other branches of industry, lead, at the present time, to a constant importa- 
tion of laljonr from England ; hut if young Englislimon could bo well brought 
up and cducnt(;d in India itself, their knowledge of the; country -and tlic p(;o])lc 
would give them great advantages, and their qualifications for (unployiuent in 
India would often he better than those of their competitors from home. 

7. I believe also that a considerable proportion of the boys— those at least 
of Europeuin parentage, for there arc difficulties in regard to the others — might 
with gi-eat propi’iely and advantage become soldiers, and that their education 
should bo condueted on this assumption. I think tliat my Military eolltiague, 
Sir Edwin .Tohnson, will ooneur with me in the opinion that those noble institu- 
tions, the Lawrence Military Asylums, have not yet been utilised, as they might 
have been, in this direction. 1 have only lately lenmed that an excellent 
report on those Asylums was submitted by a Special Commission in 1872, on 
which no action of any kind appeal’s to have been taken by the Government. 
The nc(!essity of r(;forming the system followed in these institutions was shown 
by the Commission to be- very urgent. They were established for the purpo.se 
of providing for i.be sons of soldiers an education (to quote the words of Sir 
Ilcnry Lawrence, their illustrious founder) “adapted to fit them for employ- 
ment suited to their position in life.” “The tendency,” the Commission 
reported, “ of the existing system is to lead these soldiers’ sous to look down 
on soldiering as something derogatory to them, instead of rcgai’ding it as the 
most legitimate and honourable calling of the great bulk of their number.” 1 
fear that tlio system of education hitherto followed has, to a groat extent, 
prevented the r(;suUs whi(;h tluvsc schools, established with noble objects, and 
assistc'd by the Government with unsparing liberality, ought undouhtedlji to 
have produced. The short service system in the army will, it may be anticipated, 
reduce tlu; number of children for whoso benefit the Lawrence Asylums 
were establisbcid ; but it may become possible, not only without intcrfefence 
with the oxpresstHl wishes of the founder, hut in a way which he would 
certainly have approved, to (-xtend still further the benefits of these institu- 
tions. They may, I should hope, be made far more useful to the class 
foi; whose welfare they were originally instituted, and to other classes also. 
Improvement iu the sy.stem of education followed in the Lawrence Asylums is 
closely connected with the gtmcral question of the education of poor Europeans; 
and it is for this reason (hat I have now referred to it. 
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8. There are also many of the Public Departments and Offices in which an 
opening may be found for the employment of boys of these classes ; and it may 
become proper to reserve for them, under suitable conditions, a proportion of 
posts of this kind. 

9. On the whole, it can hardly be doubted that, if good industrial, military, 
and other schools were available, a very large proportion of these chUdi'en 

. would find the means of honest livelihood in after-life. It is the obvious duty 
of the Government of India to spare no efforts to secure for them provision of 
the necessary means of education. 

10. There has been much discussion about the m^inner in wliich the 
requisite funds should be provided for carrying out any scheme adopted by the 
Government for this purpose. The clujrgo will undoubtedly be large ; and it 
soems to me oxjrtain that it will not be met by private liborahty. I agree with 
the- following remarks on tliis subject, made by Sh* John Strachey when he 
.was Lieutenant-Governor of the North-Western Provinces: — 

“Private charity would often, perhapH generally, be forthcoming to some extent in aid of such 
institutions ; but the Government must be prepared, if necessary, to make its granis-iu-aitl suf- 
ficiently liberal to cover the whole chargcj incurred. Wc already oft'or the meuas of free 
elementary education to all classes of poor natives, and wo may wdth equal propriety give free 
oleineniary education to poor Europeans and Eurasians. The Govcmiuent fully recognises tho 
truth of the wfwrniug given in Lord Canning’s Minute that, if pro])er measures arc not t^ken for 
the education of these children, we shall^nd a class growing up which may become a source of 
weakness, if not of actual political danger; while, on tho other hand, if cared for betimes, it 
will become a soin*ce of strength to British Rule, and of usefulness to India, if this be true, it is 
as right to sfiond pulilic money on the education of poor Europeans and Eurasians as on any object 
W'hich could be named,” 

Education is one of the services for which financial responsibility has been 
transferriid to the Local Governments. So far as tho j)rovision of the means 
of elementary education for the classes in question is concerned, I have no doubt 
that those Governments will cheeif ully meet all necessary expenses. If, however, 
industrial schools or other institutions of a new character have to he estabhshed, 
I think that the charge nmy properly 1)0 home, wholly or in pait, by the 
Government of India. I have no doubt that we may also confidently 
reckon on receiving liberal help in this respect from tho Railway Companies, 
the children of whoso employes form a very large proportion of the whole 
number for whom provision has to be made. 

11. Another ])omt demands careful consideration. It is well known tliat, 
although the existing means of education for these cliildren arc insuffichmt, this 
is verj' far from being the main explanation of the fact that great numbers of 
them are growing up in absolute ignorance. The principal cause hero, as it has 
been in England, is the neglect of the parents, and their unwillingness to take 
any trouble, or incur any expense, for the education of their children. 1 observe 
that when Sir John Strachey was Lieutenant-Governor of the North-Western 
Provinces, he proposed t hat, when a sufficient number of elementary schools had 
been provided, a system of compulsory education should be established. I 
believe that this view is held by Mr. Egerton, the present Lieutenant-Governor 
of the Punjab, and by Sir George Coupor, Lieutenant-Governor of the North- 
Western Provinces ; and it is, I know, shared by many very high authorities. 
Althouf^) the conditions under which a system of eorai)ulsory education should 
be enforced on Europemis in India will require careful consideration, it seems 
to mo impossible to doubt t hat, without such a system, there cau be no complete 
or effectual solution of the problem with which we have to deal. 

12. Subject to tho foregoing remarks, I w ill now briefly indicate what seem 
to mJc the principal requirements, in a comprehensive scheme, for the education 
of these children. It will ho understood that I now refer only to the education 
of thp poorer classes of Europeans and Eurasians. The provision of schools for 
.those who require for their children a superior education, and who -can afford to 
pay for it, is a question in which, highly important as it is, Government action 
IS far less urgently required, and I do not now enter into it. 

(1) Elementary schools for boys and girls up to the age of 12 or 14 shodld 
be provided at all places whore the want for them exists. I under- 
stand that at nearly all tho larger stations in the North-Western Prov- 
inces and Punjab tho moans of giving elementary education to 
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European and Eurasian children are already sufficient, or can without 
much difficulty be made so. In the snialler stations means of educa« 
tion sliould be provided, as far as possible, by grants-in-aid to existing 
, institutions or otherwise. 

(2) The elementary schools wdll usually be day-schools for children living 

with their parents in the plains ; but it may sometimes l>e necessary 
to provide board as well as education for orphans and children alto- 
gether destitute, in orjihanages or otherwise. 

(3) The payment of fees should always bo insisted on, except in. the case 

of destitute children, or when the Ijanmts arc altogtsther unable to 
pay. The manner in which the amoTint of tlio fees should bo regu- 
lated will require carelnl consideration. 

(4) Industrial schools for boys between the ages of about 12 and 18 should 

be established at convenient places, in coniuiction with Government 
or Kailway workshops, or other institutions Avliere mechanical and in- 
dustrial arts are practised. It may often bo necessary to i)rovide ac- 
commodation for boarders at these schools. 

All possible efforts should be made to a})prontiee these boys to trades and 
industrial employments. In connection with this part of tlie subject, 

• I desire to draw particular attention to the existing law, -contained in 
Act XIX of 1850. I believe it has Ix’ien, so far at least as the Gov- 
ernment is concerned, almost a dead-letter; hut the i>owers it gives 
to officoi-s of Governnu'nt to bind as apprentices poor childiv'n al)an- 
doned or neglected by tlieir ])arcnts, or brought U[) by publu; charity, 
are wry exhmsive. I observ(‘ that the (|ucstion of establishing 
technical and industrial schools in the hills, for the children of railway 
employes, was lately brought before the llailway Conference at 
Calcutta by Sir Andrew Clarke. I am sure that my llot)oui*al)le 
colleague', will he most willing and anxious to give (‘very assistance in 
his power in regard to this very imjeortant part of the suhje'ct, 

(5) Boarding schools should he established in tlic hills, where the children 

of poor Europeans, not intended for military sendee, (.‘an obtain an 
■ education suited to their position in life at the smallest possible cost. 
The relation hot, ween such schools and the schools in the plains, 
already referred to, and the conditions and circumstances und<*r which 
children should be sent to them, arc questions requiring careful con- 
sideration. 

(6) The system of education given in the Lawrence Military Asylums 

should ho reformed on the princij>les laid down by the Commission 
of 1872. Tlie possibility of utilising these schools for other classes, 
in addition to those for whom they were originally founded, should, 
as observed in tlie 7th paragraph of this Minute, bo considered. 

(7) The schools for girls of tlu; class in question need bo elementary only ; 

and the principles on which tliey should he estahlisluMl, whether in 
the plains or hills, sliould ho generally similar to those applicable to 
the schools for boys. Special care is necessary, so that the edu- 
cation given to the girls may be suitable to their station in life. In 
this respect the (xlucation given at Indian giris’ schools is often, I 
fear, very defective. The daughters of poor Europeans and Eura- 
sians of the humblest classes arc frequently taught so-calletl accom- 
plishments which are worse than useless to them. They Icani little 
ornothimj that will ho of practical value in after-life, and are allo’^red 
to gii w !; j) ill the belief that it is dcgradiiig to undertake occupation, 
such as dtuuoiiic or other service, by which they can cam their , own 
livelihood. 

(8) There is oft'm at present extreme dlffimilty in obtaining competent Eng- 

lish teachers I'or both boys’ and girls’ schools. How this ,want can ’ 
best be supplied, by the cstablislunent of Normal Schools, or other- 
wise, is a question that has to be decided. 

(9) Another question is tli^t of the agency by which such a system of 

education as 1 am here speaking of should be carried, out and eo^ 

trolled.

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13. I oozne now to the practical part of m;^ present suggestions. I have 
endeavoured, in the foregoing observations, to indicate clearly the objects at 
which I think we should aim, and the principles on which we should work. 
To point out precisely how these objects can be attained, or these principles 
applied, is a task which can only be performed by tliose who possess local 
knowledge and local authority ; nor is it possible to frame a single scheme 
suitable to the circumstances of the whole of India. Tlio foregoing observations 
have had chiefly in view the provinces of Northern India. 

My present sojourn at Lahore has afforded me the opportunity of ascertain- 
ing that in any endeavour to frame and ai)p]y to the Punjab a comprehensive 
practical scheme of education for the children of poor Europeans and Eura- 
sians throughout this great province of the Empire, based on the principles, 
and directed to the objects, above indicated, the Government of India may 
reckon on the cordial co-operation of Mr. Egerton. In the further consider- 
ation of the course most conducive to the early attainment of this desirable 
result, I liave also had the advantage of personal conference with the two col- 
leagues who accompanied me hither. Sir John Strachey, as Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor of the North-Western Provinces and Chief Commissioner of Oudh, lias 
liad special opportunities of becoming acquainted with the facts of the case in 
those parts of India ; and Sir Edwin Johnson has, I know, taken much interest 
in the question of reforming the system of education in the In.wrence Military 
Asylums. I have, therefore, availed myself of their presence at Lahore to 
request these two Honomrable Members to place themselves in personal communi- 
cation Avith the Lieutenant-Governors of the North-Western Provinces and the 
Punjab (Sir George Couper and Mr. Egerton), with a view to preparing, for 
the consideration of the Government of India, a joint scheme for dealing in 
as complete and practical a way as possible with the whole subject, so far as 
the Northern Provinces of the Bengal Presidency are concerned. If wc can 
succeed in devising for the North-Western Provinces, Oudh, and the Punjab, 
a really satisfactory scheme, and can bring it into operation, not only shall we 
have accomplished a work most useful and important in itself, but the example 
will soon, I hope, be followed in the other provinces of Indm, where 
similar measiures arc as urgently, and in some cases, perhaps, more urgently, 
required.

A Preliminary Report submitted by Arciideacon Balt for consideration to 
the Committee of Enquiry on European and Eurasian Education, and 
referred by them to the decision of Mis Excellency the Governor General 
in Council. 

In accordance with the Minute of His Excellency the Viceroy on the sub- 
ject of European education in India, bearing date March 22nd, i879, we have 
the honour to submit for the consideration of the Government of India a com- 
prehensive scheme of education for the children of the poorer and middle 
classes of Europeans and Eurasians, which shall have a rofei*i*nce to their 
fltness for the means of profitable employment open to them in India. 

Before entering upon a more detailed explanation of the classes of schools 
requu’ed, it seems desirable to us — 

, (1) to take a brief and general review of what has been already done 
for the education of Europeans in India, in order that it may be 
ascertained what remains to be done, and how this may be accom- 
• plished with the least disturbance of the existing system ; 

(2) to mention the causes which have hitherto rendered European edu- 

cation in India far loss efficient than is necessary, and the measures 
wliioh, in our opinion, will bo required before it can be placed upon a 
better footing ; 

(3) to examine some preliminary considerations, the careful discussion 

of which w^ serve to clear this important question of misapprehen-

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siotis more or less generally prer^ent, and to develope the principlel 
which should guide the action of Government in deming ^th it. 

Before the Mutiny the question of European education in India appears 
General Btstement of what to havc cxcitod hut little interest, either public or pri- 
Las already been done. vato, outfiide the presidency towns. 

In Calcutta several large and useful schools had heon established. The 
Kidderpore Wards’ School and the Kiddcri)ore Lower Orphan Asylum were both 
instituted by the Court of Directors. The European Eeniale Orphan Asylum 
was establislu'd hy private contributions, but has always received a liberal 
measiiro of Govcmuient aid. Its adraniagos, under 'the terms of the Trust, 
.arc confined to orphans of pure Eurojiean parentage. The Martinierc School 
for hoy.s and girls was instituted under the will of General Martin. 
The Ciilcutta Pree School for orplians and other indigent children is sup- 
ported, in connection with the Church of England, by an endowment, volun- 
tary conlrilmtions, and a Government grant-in-aid. The Doveton School, for 
boys and girls of .all Christian denominations, was endowed under the will 
of Captain Doi’eton. St.. Paul’s School, designed only for boys of the Church 
of England, was originally an offshoot of the Doveton. In addition to these, 
there were several Homan Catholic Schools for children of the poorer as well 
as of the luiddh? classes of Europeans. 

Outside Calcutta, with thi; exception of the Martinierc School for hoys 
at Lucknow, and some Homan Catholic Scjuinaries and Convent Schools, tlxo 
education of Europeans of all classes appears to have been left to private hands. 
Of these jxrivatc institutions, Mr. Haddock’s Scihool at Mussoorie, designed 
principally for the sons of English officers and the better classes of Europeans, 
was the hosl,'*known and the most succtjssful. Shortly Ixffore the Mutiny, Sir 
Henry Lawrence founded the Military School for orphans and children of sol- 
diers now known as the Lawr<mco MUitary Asylum, at Sanawar. The inten- 
tion of the founder included the children both of Protestant and Homan Catho- 
lic parents, hut the religious character of the institution heiug gcnf'rally in 
accoi dance witli the Church of England, although fi-amed wiili every regard 
for tlie religious lights of cthildren of other deuomiuations, prevented it from 
being used hy Homan Catholics, whose clergy now proliihit jiarcnts of that 
(iommunion from sending their children to it. 

• It was not, however, until after the Mutiny that the first great and gene- 
ral impulse was given to Euro{)can education in India hy that Minute of Lord 
Canning in 18(!0 which has h('('n referred to hy Ilis Exeellency Lord Lytton. 
Active agents in its promotion were found in the bte Bishop Cotton and 
Archf’eacott Pratt, hy whose influence hoys’ and girls’ scliools were established 
in the hills at Simla and Mussoorie, and St. Paul’s School was transferred from 
Calcutta to Darjeeling as a place more favourable to the healthy growth of Euro- 
pean hoys. 

The Punjab Girls’ School (now knoivn as Auckland Ilouse School) was os- 
tahlishcd hy contributions chiefly from the Punjab, supplemented by an oqui- 
valent from Government, and was opened at Simla in 18GC. A s(i(!ond, l)ut 
much smaller, Lawrence Asylum was opened at M urreo for the benefit of the chil- 
dren of the European Hegimerits stationed in the Punjab. In 1809 and 1870, the 
Diocesan Schools at Naini Tal were instituted for boys and girls with an especial 
reference to the requirenumts of employes in the Hail way service, and thesis 
have since been much enlarged. And in 1872 the Mayo School and Orjihanagc 
was founded at Simla for European girls of a poorer class. Besides tbes§ in- 
stitutions, all of which arc connected witli the Church of England, the Eomau 
Catholic Church has also increased the number of its schools both for boys and 
girls of the middle class at the principal hill-stations, and established orphan, 
ages for the children of the poorer classos of their own communion, both mili- 
tary and civilian, A large school for European girls was opened at Mussoorie 
in connection with the London Society for promoting female education in tiie 
East, and has since been transferred to the American Presbyterian Mission ; 
and more recently a school for the children (boys and girls) of the employes 
.of the Scindc, Punjab, and Delhi Railway Company has heon established on 
undenominational principles at the same station. A school for European girls 







of tho middle class has also been ?)pened at Darjeeling in connection with the 
Ohnrch of England. 

• In addition to those hill-schools, others have been established during the 
same period in the plains, as at Allahabad and Lahore (where there are sepa* 
rate schools for cldklrcn of the middle and poorer classes, both boys and girls), 
at Juhbulporo, Nagpur, and Agra, all in connection with the Church of Eng- 
land and its Diocesan Board of Education ; and at Oawnpore a large school for 
.boys has been opened in connection with the American Wesleyan Mission. All 
tlieso institutions, with the exception of the Jubhulpore* School, have more or 
less accommodation for boarders, and, with the exception of the Allaliabad and 
Lahore free-schools, impart an education of the middle school standard. 

Primary schools havtJ also been established in many of tlie smaller stations, 
l)rincipally by tho Church of England and by the East India llailway Com- 
pany ; and one middle school at Jainalpore, also by the same Company. 

Will) the exce])tion of the Eailway schools, which are undenominational, 
and exclude religion from Ihe school-hours, although permitting it to be taught 
to th(‘ scliool children before or after, it will be scicn that nearly all of the exist- 
ing schools in India arci eitlier strictly denominational, or conducted under a 
definite trust. They also all include religious instruction as a part of tho 
•school- teaching in school-hours. The mode in which ne^arly all of those schools 
have been cstahlishcHl has b(;cn hy the joint action of th(^ State and of private 
liberality. A (!(.*rtaiu sum has b('cn collected hy y)rivate persons to which Gov- 
ernment has a(ld(‘d tlie equivalent, and tho scdiool-buildings have thns been erec- 
ted. Their permanent maintenance is also, in uearly all cases, partly yu’cvidcd for 
by a gmnt -in-aid from the State. It cannot, therefore?, in fairness be said that 
nothing has been dom? since the publication of Lord Canning’s Minute, either 
hy the State or hy private liberality, to extend and im})rove European educa- 
tion in India ; it must, however, he said tliat not enough has been done to 
meet, the continually increasing necessity. 

For the Euvo]»(?an population of India has during tMs period of nearly 
twenty y(?ars s*o increased and sjwead itsdf over the length and bi'cadth of the 
land, that owing to this and other caases now to be noted, tho existing means 
of education for European and Eurasian cljildrcn of all classes do not cither 
suitably or sutliciently supply their educational wants.

By far the larger number of schools are still in the yilains, but resi- 
dence in Ibo jilaius during the years of adolesecneo most seriously inip.airs 
the physi(pio and m»Mital energy of the European child ; and ev<'u the Eura.sian 
is much strengthened, andreseui'd frorn a furiher deterioration, hy growing up 
in a hill ciimaie. As the education of European and Eurasian cluldren, no less 
on their own account than for the good of the State, must always he i*onductcd 
with a vi('W to their future useful and productiv(' mnployment, no kind of educa- 
tion can.he euusiderod suitable to them which does not, at the same time tliat. it 
instructs the mind, supply conditions for strengthening the liodyby all arail able 
means. And this is all thcmori? imiiortant as a large numb(?v of them will have 
to follow occupations involving exposure to the climate and dcmianding bodily 
strength, for wiiich invalids and w’eakling.s, howevm’ wdl taught, woil he 
eminently unfit. Europiun schools in lh(‘ jdaius, therefore, should, in 
our opiivion, lu? r<>gar(led as a temporary mak(?shift, and encouraged only 
w)/en the alternative is betwei'.u tlnun and no schools at all, or for children not 
of an age to loav<? th(?ir jiaivnts’ homes,

schools, there are no schools in this Prosidcncy suited tor the education of 
European hoys above tho age of 50 or 12 (omitting all consideration of 
climate), hectause they cannot teach him up to the standard which will emahle 
him to support himself: while in very many of the smaller stations there, can 
he no school at aU, on account of tho very small number of children of school- 
going years in each. 

^ The Jabbulporo Girls' School hm now accoDimodation for boarders. 
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Tho education of a very large, probabljf the larger, propc^on of Bui^j^an' 
children must necessarily bo conducted in boarding-schools, either in the IhlUs 
or in tho plains ; and, for the reason given above, it is most desimble that it 
should be conducted in the hills. But the cost of boarding-schools is generally 
above the means of the greater number of parents whose children ought to attend 
them, — ranging from about Be. 14i to lls. diO per mensem according to tho class 
of school. The Eree School in Calcutta, the Mayo School at Simla, and the 
Scinde, Punjab, and Delhi K-ailway School approach the former sum. Bishop 
Cotton School, Simla, and tho Diocesan Board’s School at Mussoorie, the two 
highest Indian hill schools, range from Us. 35 to Bs. 40. As a general rule, it 
may bo noted that the cost of hill schools is some\^iat, though not much, in 
excess of that of i)lains, schools on account of the higher charges for provisions 
and service, but this slight difference of cost in favour of tho latter is not to bo 
weighed in comparison with the immense advantage in respect of health which 
the former afford. 

It is impossible under present conditions to reduce the cost of any 
boarding-school cither in the hills or plains lower than the fees which are 
already charged ; and if its fees were the only source of income, there is no 
school in India, with wliich we arc acquainted, that could be carried on for any 
length of time. There must always be some other source of income, either 
endowment, or grant-in-aid, or voluntary contributions, and even with this assists* 
ance, wery many, it may be said most, of the schools, however carefuUy adminis- 
tered, only contrive to keep clear of loss, and are at a much lower level of effi- 
ciency than they ought to be, and would be, if they had larger means, and could 
afford a larger and better qualified staff of teachers. In Boman Catholic 
Schools, the organization of that Church supplies both for boys and girls all but 
gratuitous teaclfing, which stands in the place of an endowment, nearly meets 
the whole charge of tuition, and therefore renders possible a lower scale of school- 
fees than exists in other schools which do not possess this advantage. 

But, although the fees are reduced to the lowest sum compatible with 
aclf-Bupi)ort, they are still too high in every grade of boarding'»school for the 
means of a very largo section of the classes for the benefit of which they were 
established. Even, tho lowest possible charge at such institutions as the Calcutta 
Free School and the Mayo Orphanage at Simla, is beyond the reach of parents 
of the poorest class, whose incomes range from Bs. 0 to Bs. 40 per mensem ; 
and if their children are admitted to them at all, it must either be as entirely or 
partially free scholars, or they must be paid for by the charity of others. In 
the higher middle class schools, as at Naini Tal and Darjeeling, which cannot 
afford to cliarge less than Bs. 20 or Bs. 25 per mensem, the cost of education 
must evidently be beyond the means of that numerous section of the European 
community which cannot afford to pay more than Bs. 10, or at the most Bs. 16 
per mensem. And the still higher class of schools, as Bishop Cotton School, 
Simla, the Diocesan Board’s School, Mussoorie, the Doveton and St. Xavier’s 
Schools in Calcutta, scarcely fall within the compass of a large portion of the class 
which may reasonably claim such an education as these institutions impart ; and 
to many parents it is impossible to maintain at them more than one of their 
children at a time. 

The residents of fair means in the larger cities of India, where there are 
good middle or high schools, have not so much to complain of in respect of 
cost, for their children can have a fairly good education at the moderate charge 
of Bs. 5 or Bs. 6 per mensem ; and at some cities, as at Allahabad and Lahore, 
there are schools where the poorer children may receive a primary education for 
nothing or next to nothing. But the case of very poor children in stations 
where there are no free-schools, and of children of a bettor class, who live in 
snaall stations where there is no school of any kind, or only a bad one, is very 
hard; they grow up unfitted either in mind or body to get their living, to a 
manhood incapable, useless, and hopeless. 

3rd . — In respect of teaching-power available in India. 

The number of skilled teachers in comparison with the number of scholars 
to be taught is very small indeed. As a general though not invariable rule, 
it may be said that all the good teachers of European schools are imported from 
home. In the Church of England schools they are generally graduates of one 
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or other of the Home Universities for the higher, and trained and certificated 
masters of elementary English schools, for the middle schools. As they can only 
be engaged respectively on initial salaries of from E/S. 200 to Es. 600 per men- 
sem, they are never found but as head-masters and first assistants in the 
largest and most important schools. Trained and certificated mistresses for 
■ girt' and mixed primary schools are perhaps still rarer. 

The .result of this scarcity of skilled teachers is tliat nearly ail the teachers 
of the primary schools in the smaller stations, and of the lower classes in 
middle and high schools, are very imperfectly taught themselves, and know 
little of the art of teaching others ; the discipline is bad, the younger children 
arc ill-grounded, and make slow progress, and a standard , of education which 
is attained in England by a boy of fourteen or fifteen is not, in a general 
way, attained in India, if it be attained at all, before the age of eighteen or 
twenty. 

Without a supply, therefore, of fairly well-trained teachers both for boys’ 
and girls’ schools, no system of European education in India can ever be con- 
sidered complete. 

As an illustration of the class which supplies the primary education of 
Indian schools, it will be useful t 9 quote from the letter of tlic Secretary to an 
important middle sebool : — 

“ I liavo liud occasion several times lately to advertize for teachers, and on each occasion havo 
received from thirty to forty answers. In four oases out of live the applicants’ only recommenda- 
tion Las bet'll tliut they wore in destitute circumstanetJS. Their ca})ahility of teaching is a matter 
which they liardly seem to consider necessary to take into account, — a view fully shared by their 
patrons and friends. This is especially the case with female tewhers. That such an one is a 
' widow or nn orphan’ appciars to be gonorally considered an ample recommendation. I had an 
application the other day for th(3 post of second mistress from a person who could not win to. 
Another considered herself admirably suited to the post, as she had been ‘ accustomed to discharge 
capacities of fuiu^tions,’ A third offorod to disclose her name on being apiiointed to the post, while 
a fourth had no refcn'cnce to offer save ‘one who had gone to a higher home above.’ llio conse- 
quenc<? is that we are obliged to W’^ork with very infenor maicrial. Scarcelj^ one of our teachers 
has had any runl training in the aH of teaching. I am of opinion, therefore, that good b’aining 
Bchools would be of immense benefit, as enabling school-manugei's to obtain toachtJTs who really 
know some tiling about their vvoi’k.” 

— The importance and difficulty of the task was at first under-estimat- 
ed, and there has been a consequent want both of resources and of system. 
Until a recent date European education has been regarded as merely a social 
and lM?ncvoleut question, which might safely and most properly bo left to 
voluntary effort, rather than as a political necessity which must he dealt with 
by the State. It was thought that a sufficient number of suitable schools could 
be founded and maintained by voluntary and uncontrolled efforfs, the State 
only aiding, but neither originating nor guiding. But the work has proved 
much larger than was first anticipated; as expressed in His Excellency’s 
Minute, voluntary effort is evidently unequal to it, and other and better schools 
are needed than those which havo been established by voluntary contributions. 
There has been at the same time but little organization and control. Schools 
have been established, and havo received State aid, as unconnected units, rather 
thnn as parts of a system hearing relation to one another ; some times in wrong 
places, at others of the wrong kind, at others poorly supplied and ill-taught ; 
find from the want of the proper inspection and control these defects havo gone 
on unchecked, the schools appearing to do, instead of really doing, their proper 
woyk. 

5/A. — Another difficulty in the way of European education to he noted 
here, although of an entirely different kind, and one which cannot be imputed 
as a -fault to any other than the parents themselves, is the indifference and 
• apathy shown by many of them with regard to the education of their children. 
Some from ill-regulated fondness, although well able to bear tbe cost of 
a boarding-school, keep them at homo, until they become so flagrantly 
ignorant, or unbearably misbehaved, that they are forced to be sent* to 
school. Others prefer to save or to spend on their own pleasures the 
money which they could otherwise afford for their children’s education. 
It is not to he denied tliat there are European parents of all classes who 
complain of want of means, yet need have no difficulty in educating their 
.ohil^n, if they choose to exercise thrift and self-denial. 


0 
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Summing up the remarks made alx>ve, we consider that any comprehensive 
Summary of tiio principal scliome of educating European and Eurasian children 
requirements of a compniion- with a view to their futurc uscful employment in India 
sive system. sliould include the following measures : — 

1. The provision of hill hoarding-schools adapted to the various classes for 
as many of them as possible. 

It is not intended by this to make an abrupt revolution in the present 
system, and supersede tlio existing plains’ sc.liools. 'Ricre must be, at least for 
several years, in t he larger cities, middle and high schools for the njsident popula- 
tion, but the weight of Government mfluence shotild be directed to the establish- 
ment of boarding-schools in the hills rather than in the plains ; j)arents living 
in stations without a school, who must therefore send their childnm to a 
boarding-school, should be encouraged by greater facilities to send their children 
to the hills ; and the aim should be to effect a gradual transfer of the middle* 
and higher education to the hills, leaving only in the plains the primary 
education of younger children. 

2. The reduction, as far as possible, of the cost of hill-school education to 
a level with the parents’ means. 

3. The establishment of two or three largo schools for children of the 
poorer classes, with adequate boarding accommodation, where they can be 
admitted on payment of a very small h^e, and which shall bo Avholly free to 
orphans and veiy indigent children. These schools will meet the case of the 
many poor children living in the smaller stations where there is no school, as 
well os of those in the larger. It would be better too, in our opinion, that 
these should bt5 situated in the hills; but if financial diflieulties stand hi the way 
of this, we recommend the selection of tlie provincial cajiitals, where the 
largest number of poor children can attend as day-scholars, and thus losscm the 
cost of the school. 

4. The institution of a training school for the whole rnrsideney, large 
enough to send out a sufficient annual supply of trained head teachers for 
primjjiy, and of as.sistant teacliers for middle and high schools. 

5. The introduction of a more complete system of control and inspection, 
both financial and educational. 

0. A more general and equally proportioned method of eliciting the amount 
of local support which the Government may justly demand. 

7. The framing of a corrective measure to meet the case of foolish, careless, 
and unwilling parents. 

It is necessary to consider how all these ends may he ohlained in the least 
costly and most ctRcient manner and with the least 
Manner amouTit of radical change and disturhance of the present 

system. 

In doing this, it will be expedient, for the sake of clearing away misappre- 
hensions, to discuss some of the methods which have been suggested of pro- 
viding for the education of Europeans. 

1. It has been stated t hat 8(q)arate schools for European children are 

wholly unnecessary, as they can be taught in the schools 
Separate sciiooia for Kuro- nv-hjch havc been provided for Native children. And a 

jx.ins uiintccBsarj. modified form of this suggestion has been admitted, 

perhaps reluctantly, by those who are opposed to the general use of the Native 
schools for European children, in order to meet the case of those stationg in 
which it is impossible to establish a separate school for thorn. 

With respect to the general use of Native schools for European children, 
wc do not hesitate to express our unqualified disapproval, for the following 
reasons 

(а) Our firm conviction that liill schools arc essentially necessary for a 

very large proportion of European children, and desirable for nearly 
« aU, prevents us from regarding the Native schools, which are situated 

in the plains, as suitable jilaccs of education for them. 

(б) Native schools provide education only for hoys, and that not in all 

places where European cliildrcn aro found ; very frequently too the 
Native school is at a distance from the European part of the station, 
or town. Separate schools therefore would still be required for girtej 
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and for boys also in plaoes where there is no Native school, or one 
.too distant for the attendance of European children. 

(p) As a matter of fact, European parents, with scarcely any exception, 
are most averse from sending their children to the Native schools. 
They prefer either that they should go to no school at all, or to an 
European school at an infinitely heavier cost to themselves. It is 
impossible that this feeling, so deeply rooted and consistently acted 
on at a groat sacrifice of money, should be sp<^edily eradicated; 
many generations of European children must grow up untaught, 
and much injurious pressure be employed, before European parents 
will consent to send their children to Native schools. 

In support of this opinion we quote from several replies made to enquiries 
issued by tlic Government of the Punjab relating to European education. 

Letter of General Maelagan, No. 2107 of 4th Juno 1877 — 

“Wo know iliat to ilie majority this would not bo satisfactory, and it oatinoi be said Ix) be desir- 
able. To have his boys taught generally by Native masters, associating more or less (even if 
separate classes for jKlurojieans arc estoblishtKl) with Native boys, and without Christian iiistnic*- 
tion, would not genorally meet the requirements of the case. It would not bo doing the right 
tiling for our own countrymen. Separate schools seem to be necessary.*' 

The same feeling was expressed hy all the clerks to whom the question 
of the use of Native schools was addressed. 

One says — 

“I would willingly pay a porcontago on my salary, or any*nther rate wbicb might bo consi- 
dered equitable, towards the educational expenses of my chihb‘en, but J would object it) their being 
placed in Native schools, presided over by men of anil-Christian pinnciples oF whatever denomina- 
iion. Apart from religious considerations, I would object to my cliiltlren liaving free intercourse 
with Native children, thc^ standard of morality between Eurojieuus and Natives btung so widtdy dift’er- 
ont, I also think that too intimate association with Natives clostroys tliost' habits of ap]>liciition, in- 
dustry, anti tone of ^mind, and energy, which are indispensable to success and manly iiidepondetiee.*’ 

Another writes — 

“ Of courst^ wo are aware that the Oovernmeni schools for Natives open to our children' 
but parcids will not scud tliem to schools wduTO they ■will come in contact mu(*h with Nativf's; and 
on ihiH point the feeling is gimeral ISoparatc classos c<mld undoubtedly be formed for European 
lads, if they atieuded in a sufDciently lai’gc number, and thus their jissoci.'ition with Native boys 
would undoubtedly be lesanned, but there is still the ft*ar of their mixing during the hours of 
recreation, and it is this fear of the children acquiring through association with the Natives their 
bad habits and language wdiich deters Europeans from making use of, the Government Zillah 
Schools.'* 

(d) Ou the gi'ound of religious dilTcrcncc we consider that it would bo 
very hard measure to leave Christian parents no alternative hut to 
scud iheir children to schools where from their earliest year's they 
can have no other teaching than that of Hindu and Mahomedan 
raasfijrs, and no other companionsliip than that of Hindu and 
Maliomwlan school-fellows. 

(<?) Nor do we think that, from a moral point of view, the close and con- 
‘ stant intimacy with the class of children generally atternding the 
Native schools is desirable for European children. Without enter- 
ing into particulars, we are convinced that the objection of European 
parents to this is well founded, and that their cldldren could scarcely 
avoid learning most undesirable habits of thought, speech, and act 
at Native schools, promiscuously attended as they arc by the middle 
and lower olasstis of Native children. 

•(/) And the difference of language supplies another most serious objec- 
tion. In all the lower classes, instruction in Native schools is con- 
ducted in a vernacular language, and European children sent to a 
,u-H ^ Native school at the ago of C or 7, wliilc learning to read, write, 
and cipher in Hindustani, or Bengali, and using the same languages 
habitually with their companions in school, and their servants at 
home, would rapidly unlearn their own mother-tongue ; nor would 
they 1)0 able to re-lcarn it, until they became of an age to enter the 
higher classes whore English is taught by a Native teacher after the 
manner of a foreign language. 

(jff) On the whole, we are sure that the general use of Native sohools by 
European children would most cei’tainly and rapidly promote pre- 
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cisely that result which an English Government is most anxious to 
avert, — the complete “ Indianising” of European hoys in morality, 
language, thought, and feeling; and this inevitable tendency we 
regard as an insuperable objection to the proposal. 

{h) And even to meet the case of the stations in which the very small 
number of European children precludes the possibility of a separate 
local school for them, wc consider that their parents should have it 
placed in tlieir power to send thpm to a suitable boarding-school on 
a level with their means. For, though in each station the number 
of cliUdren of school-going years is very small, and may seem 
unimpoitant, yet the aggregate spread over the whole Presidency is 
large, amoxinting at the lowest estimate to many hundreds. And it 
would be fairer to Emnpean parents, and politically wiser, to bring 
these together in schools of their own, and educate them on the 
European type in a suitable climate, than to compel or permit them 
to be trained by twos and thre^es, under Native masters, in Native 
schools, on the Native model, in the plains. It must be remembered 
that nearly all of their parents reside not where they will, but 
where they must, on account of the necessity of their services, and 
' it would seem no more than their due that, when they are forced to 
reside in stations where no suitable school can be established, their 
employers should provide suitable education for them elsewhere. 

(i) But wliilc most strongly deprecating, for the reasons above given, the 
general use by European boys of Native schools, we do not think 
that our reasons apply with equal force to the use either of the 
higher Government colleges or of special technical and professional 
schools, where European young men, having previously received a 
good education in an European school, are aflmitted at the ngt? of 19 
or 20. We consider that they are then old enough to take care of 
themselves, and are in a similar position to English youth who come 
out at that ago to an Indian career. 

. 2. But it is not unfrequently objected against sepa- 

comU rate European schools that it is improper and inexpedient 
dined. for Government to establish what must necessarily be 

class schools. 

{a) If by class schools are meant schools which are adapted to the con- 
ditions and requirements of the several classes of so(;iety, this objection 
cannot be sustained, for, wherever a Government lias undertaken the 
education of its subjects, it establishes and maintains schools wliich arc 
best adapted to the circumstances of each class, and to the mode of 
life open to it, and best promote the State end of education, — the pro- 
duction of useful citizens in every class. Viewing, therefore, the dis- 
tinction between European and Native only as a class distinction, and 
dealing with education only as instrumental to a livelihood, so long as 
the wide class distinction exists, and the occupations and modes of life . 
which the Eurojican has to follow are so veiy different from those of 
the Native, their mode of education must dilfer also, and it will be 
unprofitable both to the State and the individual to educate the 
European as a Native. Schools wliich will fit a native of India for 
the occupations and duties of his life, and train him to become an 
useful citizen, will not fit the European for his line of lifer nor 
enable him to become a citizen productive to the State. It is proper 
and expedient therefore that the Government of India should recog- 
nise this diffenmee, and provide a suitable education both for ilis 
European and Native subjects, which will fit each for the different 
duties and occupations that they will have to discharge. 

, (6) But it is probable that the objection really means race and not class. 

If so, it n)ust be plain that where two races differ so Widely, as Eu- 
ropeans and Natives, in language, religion, social custom, and moral 
principle, a corresponding allowance must be made, and indeed, in aE 
civilised countries where analogous differences exist, is ma^in the 
mode of their education, unless there is the determination to subor- 
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dinate one race to the other, or destroy its nationality. It would be 
as unjust to oomj^el all Europ^ns to receive an education unsuited 
to thm, anta^nistic to their inbred principles and feeling, and in* 
jurious to their interests, as it would be to refuse to the Natives of 
this country every form of education that is not given in the Eng l fsb 
tongue, in accordance with English interests, views, and habits, and 
does not aim in some way or other at the suppression of Native prin- 
ciples, social customs, and religious practices. 

3. There is another form of expression which the objection against the 
State support of European education in India sometimes takes, viz., that reve- 
nues mainly collected from the Natives of the country ought not to be spent 
upon Europeans. On this it must be remarked that Europeans are a class 
domiciled in India, are contributing to its revenue, and even if they did not, 
from causes too well known to require detail, occupy an exceptional position in 
India, yet on the score of equity, the application of public revenue to measures 
•securing to every class no more than the kind and degree of State aid and pro- 
tection indispensable to its well-being, is legitimate. And on the score of eco- 
nomy, it is plainly beneficial to all classes of the population that the European 
element in it should be so dealt with that it may become a class useful and 
productive to the State, instead of an useless and burdensome charge upon it. 
And the outlay on the suitable education of Europeans in India must be I’e- 
garded not as a simply bcncvolei^, but as a prospectively reproductive, expen- 
diture. TIktc is a large annual importation of European labour into India at 
a considerable cost to Government, to the Railway Companies, and to private 
persons, and there appears to be no reason why this should not be supplied, at 
a considerable saving, by the Europeans already in the country, if they were suit- 
ably instructed and trained for it. 

But the position of the great majority of the middle and lower classes of 
Europeans in India must be considered exceptional, and to need exceptional 
treatment. A, large proportion of them arc subordinate officers in the several 
departments of the Government service, or employed by the Railway Com- 
panies; and in this capacity, the exigencies of their service prevent them from 
choosing their own places of residence to suit their own necessity, convenience, 
and interests ; they must be posted, without regard to these considerations, to 
isolated stations in small communities, and are hable at any time to be teans- 
ferred from one place to another. 

This condition of their sendee renders it impossible for them to provide 
themselves with such institutions as suitable schools for their children, 
which, if they could live together in lai^e and permanently settled communi- 
ties, they would bo more able to do ; and it gives them a special claim for such 
provision u])on their employers, — the S^te and the Railway Companies, — and 
upon the public generally in whose interest they arc employed. 

We consider therefore on every ground of equity, expedience, and neces- 
sity, that the charge of providing separate European schools should not be htmd- 
ed over stdely to the action of private benevolence and race sympathy, but be 
dealt with as one which, subject to certain limitations, fairly belongs to the 
State, and ought to be spread over the whole community, as tending to the 
public benefit, and as being duo to the European woiking classes in consider- 
ation of the public character of their work, and the exceptional position in 
which they must bo placed to do it. 

4. In direct opiwsition to the methods just discussed, it has been asserted 

' , . tliat the Government should undertake the whole charge 

*illlEurope«nch(w^^^ coutrol of European education, in the same manner 

as it has undertaken the education of Natives. We con- 
parallel cannot bo drawn in this respect between the European 
community and the Native, to whom the Western system of education was 
novel and foreign, and who had no agency competent to introduce and direct 
it. The fact too that nearly all the principal European schools now existingin 
India arc denominational, would render it a matter of extreme difficulty, if not 
impossibility, for the State to undertake their entire charge and control ; con- 
yeyting them from aided to Government schools : and we are of opinion that 

D 
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tlu? responsibility of the State for the suitable education of Ettropeaa chSdren * 
should be restricted by the following limitations 

(1) The moral obligation of the parents to pay for the education of their 

children to the level of their ability. 

(2) The duty of the wealthier classes of Europeans to contribute to the 

education of the poorer. 

(3) The difficulty w'hich attends the direct and detailed administration by 

Government of European schools. 

The principle therefore wdiich it seems expedient and reasonable for Gov- 
ernment to follow, and to carry out with more completeness, is the one which 
has hitherto guided its action, and which has* always been ado])tcd by the Home 
Government in ])roviding for primaiy education of English chQdren, vis., that 
it should supplement by a system of adequate grants-in-aid the sums received 
frojn school-fees and local resoiirces, and entrust the administration in detail of 
the schools to local committee's or school-boards, subject to a carefully con- 
sidered syshnn of Government inspection, financial as woU as educational. • 

And in the application of tins principle we recommend that the rules 
affecting the standard of education, the mode of inspection, the assessment of 
the grants-in-aid, and the conditions required from the local school-boards, 
should be laid down by the Govcimment of India, and made uniform for the 
whole Presidency ; and also, that in the allotment of the gross educational 
grant to each I^ocal Government and Administration a fixed sum, calculated with 
a direct and acreuratc referenet; to the needs of European schools, should be 
assigned se})arately and exclusively to European education within the Province 
UTid Administration, and applied in accordance with the regulations laid down 
by the Government of India. 

But while lidvocating in a general way the adoption of the grant-in-aid 
Only spocittl schools lo be system, we are of opinion that certain hinds of schools 
luaintaiiivd by Govermaent. should bc regarded as cxcoptions, aiid US Government, 
rather than aided schools, the State undertaking the entire cost, of their original 
establishment, and a large share of the cost of their maintonaneb, and entrust- 
ing their administration to local boards, officially a})pointcd by Government 
after the precedent of the Lawrence Military Asylum at Sanawar. Such 
schools arc — 

(11 Orphanages and free schools. 

. (2) Military schools. 

(3) Teel n deal and industrial schools. 

(4) A training college.' 

(5) A college to j)reparc Europeans of the better classes for departments 

of the Gov(irnmeut service requiring special scientific qualifications. 

The cost, character, and administralion of each of tlicse classes will de- 
mand a se])aralc consideration in its proper place. It is siifllcient for the 
prosonl. to note that, when such schools are designed for the use of the whole 
Presidency, the charge of their maintenance should bc Imperial, and when for 
the scpanitc use of a Province or Administration, it should he defrayed, from the 
Provincial educational grant for Europeans. 

In estimating the amount which the State may he expected to contribute , 
Tiio amount of aid lo bo iu grants-iii-aid tow'ards the maintenance of a sufficient 
contributed by Govcniment. number oB Ordinary European schools of the different 
classes, and the proportion which the school-foes and local contributions should 
hoar to it, it is. difficult to form an exact conclusion, until fairly acemute 
returns have boon made of the total number of children to he educated, and of 
the accommodation already provided for them in existing schools ; it will also 
be necessary first to ascertain the financial position of these as well as their 
present teaching efficiency. But the following general remarks may safely 
now be made : — • ^ - '•* 

I. — That in every class of European school the Government grant-in-aid 
must bo somewhat higher than it now^ is, in order to secure their more general 
use*, and a suitable and sufficient system of education. This is to ho inferred-— 

(1) Prom the present low standard of nearly all the primary schools in 

the presidency, of wiiich the main causes are unsluUcd teachers and 

a deficient supply of school material ; 

^ Oaly, liowover, if it bo found impafiaible to conduct this on tie grant4fl*aid Byntm, 



(2) "Ercm the fact that nearly all the more expensive middle and high 

schools, both day and boarding, have not their full complement of 
scholars, and that the average period of stay, especially in the board- 
ing-schools,' is short. The principal cause of this is, that parents < 
cannot pay the school-fees. Masters of boarding-schools have many 
applications for admission at the commencement of the school-year, 
a large jiroportion of which come to nothing when the prospectus is 
forwarded, which shows the charges of the school. 

(3) From the groat difficulty which nearly all the boarding-schools have 

in collecting their fees. There is scarcely one in ihe Presidency 
wffiich has not a large* amount of arrears, of which part has 
eventually to bo written off as a had debt. 

(4) From the precarious financial position of most of the larger European 

schools ; they can only make both ends meet with extreme difficulty. 
Raising the foe lowers the number of scholars : they are unable to 
• lay by anything like a maintenance fund, and any mishap, as an 

epidemic in the school, the illness of a master involving a rctmm to 
Eurojjc, or heavy repairs, plunges them into debt. 

II. — In estimating the amount of the school-fee, as the main object of the 
Government must be to bring as many children to school as possible, although 
parents slunild be required to i)ay in some proportion to their means, it should 
bo assessed not on an ideal scale oi what the economical and wise ])areiit would 
be willing to pay, but on the scale of what paiamts of the average iype of the 
middle and lower class Europeans have been found by experience ready to pay 
in India for the education of their children. In England t his has not been 
rated very highly for tlie analogous classes. An English working man, earning 
from iil to .C2 per week, c.an have his child educated, far bettc'.r than ho could 
b (5 in one of tins Indian primary schools, at the cost of Id. or 2d. a wexjk, which 
is considerably hiss than per cent, on his earnings. And in the higher class 
of Eufflisli primary scdiool, for 4d. or Cd. a wet'k, or for an average of somcAvhat 
l(«s than £il per annum, the tradesman, the clerk, and the skilled mechanic, 
with incomes botw'con €1 50 and .C200, will obtain for his children an education 
.sui)erior to that given in the Indian middle school. 

III. — ^And in estimating the amount likely to be provided by voluntaiy 
contributions, the ]»rescnt circumstances of Eui’opcan residence in India must 
be taken into account. Nearly all the elementary schools in England, except 
the few which had cudonmeuts,* were supported prior to 1871 by voluntary con- 
tributions, -which were of .course much larger than they could be expetded to be 
in India, the number of contributors being many, and these being influenced by 
tics of local attachment and obligation. But, even with this facility and 
inducement, the voluntary system was found unable to provide primary educa- 
tion for all the children of Great Britain, and the English Government deter- 
mined u])on the establishment of primary schools which should be maintained 
by an ed.ucational rate, in all places whcr(5 the voluntary system did not, and 
could not, provide sufficient school-accommodation for the number of children 
of school-going years resident in the x>lace. 

In India it is still less to be expected that the voluntary system will bo 
able to accomplish all that is rcciumnl, in order that a suitable education may 
be given to every European child domiciled in India. The number of wcaltliy 
persons -willing to give is smaller in proportion to the amount that must be 
given than it is in England. In the constant change and transfer, local attach- 
ments and obligations have scarcely any weight at all, and the increased cost 
of Indian life, the more frequent visits to England, the consequent nearer 
.;Alfi^tfciation with England, and English interests and responsibilities, and the 
proportionate weakening of feelings of duty and int erest as regards India,— all 
tend to reduce the amount spent by the w'oalthier classes of Eurojjeans resident 
iiere on the local institutions, and to lessen the hope that henccfortli the siuu 
tliat can be. raised by voluntary contributions will suffice to meet the increase 
of expenditure necessary to put European education on a more complete and 
eiatisfactory footing than it is now. 





IV. — It must be borne in mind, too, that this expenditure Ji*pst b? 
state aid must be afforded increased Biot Only for primary education, but for what 
to middle and iiigii ecbooie, are termed middle and high schools, and not only for 
day, but for boarding schools, if any complete result is to be attained. In 
England State aid is given as a rule only to primary education ; and it has been 
sometimes thought lit that this principle should guide the action of Government 
in India, and that the classes rising the middle and high schools should defray 
their cost from their own resources. But it is foi^otten that the circumstances 
of these schools and of the classes using them in England and in India are so 
different, that it would be impossible, without a most serious injury to Euro- 
pean education, to apply the English rule to India. 

(1) The higher class primary schools in England are at least equal to the 
middle schools of India. Their masters are as good if not better, being the 
picked men of their profession ; their course of instruction is more advanced 
and varied thsin that of the Indian middle scliool, and they arc largely used by 
the lower section of the middle class. In such schools, in addition to the ordi- 
nary su])jects of education, including Geography of the world, History of 
England, and Arithmetic as far as Proportion, Vulgar and Decimal fractions. 
Government allows grants to pupils for the followim; specific subjects : Englirfi 
literature ; Algebm as far as Quadratic Equations (inclusive) ; Euclid, Books I 
and II ; Elements of Mensuration ; Latin, Ctesar do Bello Gallico, Book I ; 
Translation of English sentences into Latin ; Erench and German Grammars, 
with some easy book in each language, and translation of conversational sen- 
ten(^es; Mechanics; Animal Physiology; Physicjxl Geogra2)hy and Botany. 
A comparison of this course of instmetion with the final standanl of examina- 
tion of an Indian middle school, which passes the scholar into a high school, 
leaves no donbf but that the English primary education goes fuUy as far as the 
Indian middle school ; and it must be noted that the higher the primary educa- 
tion, the larger also is the grant-in-aid allowed under the English educational 
code. 

(2) The education given in Indian primary schools, as already stated, does 
not ordinarily qualify European hoys for the only moans of livelihood open to 
them in India. It would he sufficient, if they could follow the various forms 
of manual labour in which the working classic of England gain their living ; but 
these are already occuinod by the Natives of the country, and the only occupa- 
tions open to European hoys holding out a fair jirospcct of independence re- 
quire a more advanced education than is given in the primary schools. Mid- 
dle schools, therefore, and for many boys high schools, are an absolute necessity 
as a condition of useful employment ; and as in the Native schools and col- 
leges the sons of Natives are educated up to a high standard, European boys 
would be placed at a great disadvantage in the competition for employment, if 
the Government withheld from them con’esponding facilities for obtaining tho 
higher education. 

(3) In addition to the English primary schools, there is, in almost every 
town of any size in England, a Grammar or Collegiate School, established by 
old endowment, and used by the children of the well-to-do trading and profes- 
sional classes. The education given in them is generally on a level with the 
standard of the Indian high schools. And their endowment takes tho place of 
the Government grant-in-aid. Without it the education imparted by them 
could not possibly bo given at the present charges, but by moans of it, the sons 
of the well-to-do middle classes of England obtain in their own native town, 
sometimes entirely free, or at a merely nominal charge, a better education than 
Anglo-Indian children can obtain in the distant hoarding-school to which they 
must be sent, and for which many of the parents have to pay from one-tentn 
to one-fifth of their entire income. 

(4) And the European parent in India has not the free choice whicl^^h^j, 
English parent has between a day and a boarding school. There is first the 
consideration of health, which renders a hill boarding-school a necessity ; and 
very frequently his only choice is between a boarding-school for his hoy from 
a» early age, or no school at all. The cost of boanling is, therefore, to tho 
Indian parent, in the majority of cases, not a matter of choice, but a necessary 
condition of the education of his children. There is no such necessity for tl^ 



generaUty of English j^rents, who have good day-schools for their diildren. 
Yet the class of Indian parents who are forced to nse hoarding-schools are, as 
a rule, less able to bear the cost than, perhajis, the larger proportion of those 
whose children are day-scholars at little or no charge in the endowed local 
schools of England. 

(6) And in many, if not in most, schools of this class there are exhibi- 
tions, scholarships, or bursaries, as they are variously called, which pay in part 
the expenses of a considerable number of their scholars at the larger public 
schools and tlie universities. And the very wealthy endowments of these 
latter again lessen, by nicans of their scholarships and fellowships, very consi- 
derably the cost both of*board and tuition to a large number of the sons of the 
middle and higher classes using them a number which would be found very 
largo indeed, if the foundationers at every school and college in Great Britain were 
added together. Middle and high schools are, therefore, very largely aided in 
England, though not by the Government ; but if their endowments liad never 
, originally been made, or were now withdrawn, State aid must be substituted, 
in order to maintain the middle and higher education of England at its present 
level. 

(6) But in India, with the exception of some five or six schools, and some 
sixty schoLirships of lls. 10 each per mensem, tenable at one or other of the 
hill-schools, there is absolutely nothing of the kind. Nearly all the Indian 
middle and high schools are of recent establishment, several are still oppressed 
hy the burden of a heavy building debt ; and tlio extraordinary expenditnre of 
importing teachers from England, and of their half-pay when on furlough and 
medical leave, must he added to their ordinary expenditure. Under these cir- 
cumstances, the Government grant-in-aid is an absolutely indispensable condi- 
tion of their existence, and their substitute for the wealthy endowments of the 
English middle and high schools. Its withdrawal from them would be equiva- 
lent to the confiscation of all the endowments of England, and necessitate the 
speedy closing of every State-aided school ; for it is only the grant-in-aid which 
sustains them in their present unsatisfactory condition of precarious solvency, 
and there is no means of supplying its place. The domestic expenditure is 
most carefully calculated, the tuitional expenditure cannot be lowered without 
lowering tlui school’s efficiency, nor the fee raised without a reduction in the 
number of the scholars. The inevitable result, therefore, of the withdrawal 
of the Government grant-in-aid from the middle and high schools of India 
would bo a large and annually accumulating debt, ending in bankruptcy and 
final collapse. Wo consider, therefore, that the principle of extending to mid- 
dle and high schools the requisite measure of State aid, must be an integral 
part of a comprehensive scheme for European education, without which the 
benevolent purpose of His Excellency’s Minute could never be attained. 

It would be in vain to pretend that the establishment of the special schools 
noted above, and the maintenance at an improved stan- 
Increaaed expenditure ncces- dard of efficiency of a larger number of schools of all 

classes, will not demand an increased expenditure, the 
extent of which can only be accurately stated when the necessary statistics 
have been obtained. But, as stated in His Excellency’s Minute, it is hardly 
possible to exaggerate the importance which the whole subject of European 
education, with a view to profitable employment, has now assumed. It is no less 
certain that every year’s delay only increases the difficulty and cost of dealing 
with the question, and the evil of postponing it ; and that the plain alternative 
now before the Government of India is to deal with it at once in a practical 
afid efficient way, or to give up the endeavour, and even the hope of ever deal- 
in'^ with it at all. 

If the necessity of immediate action is admitted, the cost of it must be 
accepted as an inevitable fact ; and the first question to 
How to be defrayed. -jijQ aagijv^erod is, Ilow is this cost to be defrayed, and who 
is to bear it ? 

Wo have already expressed our opinion that, except in the case of the 
special schools which were noted, it is not expedient for Government to take 
upon itself the whole charge of European education, recovering a portion of its 
expenditure by receipts from fees (which is the system generally adopted for 
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Native education), but that it should still retain the grant-in>aid- system 'now ‘ 
in force, only more adequately an^ carefully applied ; and that the chai^ of 
the ordinary European schools should be defrayed (1) by a grant-in-aid, (2) by 
fees of scholars, (3) by contributions from the European community. 

It is unnecessary in this place to enter upon a detailed estimate of the scale 
of fees to be charged, or upon the precise mode of assessing and applying the 
grant-in-aid, which will be more fitly given when the several classes of schools 
are discussed. It will be enough now to say that, in our opinion, the Govern- 
ment contributions should be so regulated as to afford average grants per head 
of about Ils. 3, Rs. 6, and Rs. 7 for all scholars respectively in primary, mid- 
dle, and high classes ; which sums, we believe) will represent approximately half 
the tuitional cx 2 )enditure in each. 

It is necessary however to consider here the third source of income of 

European schools, which is derived from the contribu- 
Mode of gnppi.vingr the dofi- tions of thc EuTopcan commtinity, both local and 
Ci^de8ofthovoiui.tory eye. Eor the experience of _ the last twenty years' 

has shown that the voluntary principle, although it has 
done much, has not done enough to su])i)ly the largcdy increased educational re- 
quirements of Euroi)eans in India, nor is it likely, from the (sauscs already 
mentioned, that henceforth it will be better able to meet the still growing 
demand. Some measure therefore must he adopted whi<?h wdll sui)ply the 
proved* deficiency of the voluntary system, and elicit most easily, and at the 
same time most sufficiently, the increased amount required for the increased 
expenditure on the improvonront and extension of Eurojiean education. 
Various proposals have been made in this direction. One is, that all jiarents 
using European schools should have a deduction made upon their pay. This 
would remove e^ry part of the charge of European schools from the class not 
using them, and, mstead of relieving, would burden still more lujavily the 
classes using thorn. Another has suggested that all Government and Railway 
servants with incomes of more than Rs. 80 or Rs. 100 2 )er mensem should con- 
tribute a fixed rate per cent. ui)on their salaries to Euroi)C!in education. Such 
a forced contribution would constitute in fact an Tm 2 )erial tax u])on all Govern- 
ment and Railway servants, which would he partial and unpopular, and would 
leave untouched all persons outside these classes, although they enjoyed the 
benefit of European schools ; and if the contributions were extended to these, 
it would practically be an income tax upon the whole European jwjpulation. 

lliscardiug, therefore, these proposals as imi)racticahle, yet convinced of 
the inability of thc voluntary system to do the w^ork required, we can only 
recommend a measure against whie-h the least objection seems to lie, and for 
which there is a precedent afforded by the acstion of the Home Government in 
1870, when it had to deal with jneciscly the same difficulty in England ; viz., 
that in all towns and stations where a school is required, hut cannot be main- 


. , , , ^ tainod by the volnntaiy system, a local educational rate 

oca c <ica lou ra (*. suffifucnt to mcct the local educational expenditure 
should he levied on the rental (being above Ks. 10 i)er mensem) of all prof)orty, 
house or land, owned or rented by Euroi)cans. The following reasons Imve 
influenced us in recommending this m(.?asure : — 

(1) There is the most iirgent and immediate necessity of making a com- 
plete and satisfactory provision for the education of Eurojjcans in India, 

(2) This is thc lightest and least vexatious, the fairest and most efficient, 
mode of making such a provision. 

(3) It is not intended to abolish, but to supi)lement, the voluntary system. 

(4) The State, besides providing out of the general revenue special schools 
for the benefit of Europeans, undertakes the charge of at least ono-balf of the 
educational cost of the ordinary schools, and may therefore reasonably claim 
that the European community should dcfi’ay the other half of the latter chaa:^?!^* 
from local sources. 


(5) Besides the preccnlent already cited of the action of the Home Govern- 
ment for England, there are two precedents in India for this measure ; (a) the 
educational cess paid by the Native community for Native education; (6) the 
municipal system of rating for meeting local wants, and effecting local im- 
provements. 
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The following w6uld be the mode of procedure in levying, collecting, and 
expending an educational rate 

(I) The Provincial Government, having obtained the necessary statistics 
relating to children of school-going years, should determine, according to the 
number of children, whether a school is required in any given town or station, 
and of what kind it should be ; and the cost of its establishment and mainte- 
nance should be estimated. 

■ (2) If a school already exists there, the Government Inspector of Schools 

will report on its condition in respect of efficiency, accommodation, &c., and 
the cost sliall he estimated ®f putting it on a footing suited to the requirements 
of the place. 

(3) The initial cost of establishment should be defrayed by the Provincial 
Government ; and with respect to future maintenance, the grant-in-aid allotted 
on the principle of payment by results should be so calculated as to meet half 
the tuitional expenditure, 

• (4) The Government having determined on the establishment, enlargement, 
or improvement of a suitable school at any town or station, and the cost liaving 
been ascertained, official notice of the same should be sent to the Collector or 
Deputy Commissioner of the district in which the town or station is situated, 
or, in the case of a cantonment, to the Cantonment Magistrate, V' ith a statom(!nt 
of that portion of the probable cost of the school which would be a local 
cliarge. r 

(5) On receipt of this notice, the Magistrate above named, or the senior 
resident officer acting for him, should convene a public meeting of the residents, 
to decide whether the charge should be defrayed l)y voluntaiy contril)utions 
(in which are included municipal, railway, and charitable grants), or by a local 
educatioiml rate. 

(6) In the event of the latter being chosen, or in case of the failure at 
any time of the voluntary contributions to supply the necessary educational 
expenditure, a rate shall be levusd on European jnoperty as detailed above, 
wliicb, together with th(‘ school fc(!S, shall suffice to meet the local charge. 

(7) The I'cntal of all property owned or rented by Europeans shall be 
charged with the rate, which shall be levied on the landlord.^ 

(8) The rateable district shall include the municipal distidct, the civil 
station, and caritoumonts. 

(9) The rate shall be collected in the same manner as the municipal rate. 
If no special collecting officer is appointed, it shall be colheted by the Magis- 
trate or Deputy Commissioner for the civil station and Municipal district, and 
by the Cantonment Magistrate for the cantonment.^ 

(10) The rate wdien collccied shall be paid into the civil treasury, and the 
Secretary of the Local School-hoard shall draw monthly bills on t he treasury 
for the local (xlucational expenditure ; the aggregate of these must not exceed 
the limit of tkc rate. 

(II) The cliargcs on account of which such bills shall bo drawn must be 
submitted tp and allowed by the Government InsjM^cior ; if items of expendi- 
ture are disputed, an appeal shall be made to the Provincial Government. 

His Excellency’s Minute has demanded the careful consideration of a 
method of lessening or removing another hindrance to 
The ques^o^^^MtnpuUory more general education of European children, viz., 

“ the neglect of parents, and their uu-\villingness to t^ike 
any trouble, or incur any expense, for tho education of their children.” This 
is undeniably a cause of many Eurojwan children growing up in absolute or 
partial ignorance, and it shows itself in two ways : first, in the omission of 
parents, chiefly of the poorer classes, to send their children to local schools 
.wbiclLore either free, or charge no higher fee than they cmi well afford ; and, 
*8e6ondly, in tho refusal of parents of a hotter class, and with competent means, 
to send their children to sidtablc hoarding-schools giving a middle and high 
education, because they prefer to keep them at home, or to use only tho local 
primary school. In ^ the present condition of ordinary primary schools this* 

* It Will be of course in tho power of a Native landlord to add the amount of tho rate to the rout of an 
European timaut. 

Or an equivalent grant from the cantonment fund may be made in Ucu of the rate. 
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second evil is in its result almost, if nof quite, as great as the first, pr6duoin|' 
as it docs a number of half -taught youths, who will not follow the lower forms 
of employment, and are incapable of the higher. The chief blame of both is 
undoubtedly the parents’ own ; but they are not altogether without a plea. 
It is the testimony of some head-masters of boarding-schools that of late 
years the number of their pupils has diminished in consequence of European 
parents despairing of remunerative employment for them, and not oaring to 
spend money upon the education of their children, when it apparently leads 
to nothing. A similar opinion is also expressed by seveml clerics in public 
offices of the Punjab in reply to questions in connection with European educa- 
tion. One remarks, “ that the chief cause of clerks neglecting the education 
of their children is a prevailing idea that Government is more anxious to 
educate and provide for Natives, than to do the same for the poorer classes of 
Europeans and Eurasians. This feeling makes them apathetic and regardless 
of the future of their offspring, as they have little hope of their being success- 
ful in their competition with Natives.” Another states, “ It cannot be denied 
that those parents who can afford to send their children to schools, in many, 
instances do not send them. And why ? Simply because they see no prospect 
for them in the future, and save all the little they can to enable them to live 
after their being taken away. If, when this subject is brought to the notice 
of Government again, this matter will receive its most serious consideration, 

I Have no hesitation in saying that the schools would be more crowded than 
all compulsory education would attain.” This feeling, to whatever extent it 
may now be supposed to exist, will, it is hoped, altogether disappear, when it 
has* been found practicable to improve the conditions of European employment. 
But, allowing it now to be moie or less generally entertained, and to render 
European panmts more indifferent than they would otherwise be about the 
education of their cliildrcn, there are other and less pardonable reasons prevail- 
ing with a certain class of parents, which in the interest of the children the 
State must endeavour to overcome, even if necessary by l,cgal compulsion. 
We do not consider that when suitable anil (tonvenient schools arc established, 
free to those wholly unable, and in easy proportion to their means to those 
able to pay, that this class will be very large ; and it is (dear that, under the 
conditions of European life in India, compulsory education is neither so neces- 
sary nor so easy of application as in England. 

— Indian parents have not the inducement to keep their children out 
of schools, which is supplied to English })aronts by the possibility of both 
boys and girls contributing by their laWir at a very early age to the support 
of the family. 

2ndly . — In England suitable and cheap schools are within a very easy dis- 
tance of the homes of all the children of the w orking classes, and the tempe- 
rate climate presents no obstacles to a rc^ilar attendance. But in India, there 
is frequently no school at all, and the child must be sent to a distant boarding- 
school; or there is only a Native school, or a poor school in which the parent 
(sonsiders the education not worth the charge, or one too expensive for his 
means, or too distant from his homo to admit of regular atfondance during the 
hot weather and rains, unless carriage is also provicied. In all such cases it 
would be difficult, not to say impossible, to apply compulsory education. 

2>rdly . — The greater number of the poorer and middle classes of Europeans 
in India are in the service of Government and of the Railway Companies, and 
the influence of their employers with respect to the education of children can 
be brought to bear upon them in a much more direct and eflioacious manner 
than the influence of private employers upon the working classes of England. 

It is necessary that due weight should be given to all these considerations 
before introducing a legal measure which, for one large section of thc’njasses. 
it would affect, may prove unnecessary, and for another inapplicable. Still, it 
may be considered certain that there will be extreme cases for which 
legal compulsion is the only remedy. We recommend therefore that, suitable 
4 whools having been provided for the children of the working classes, the influ- 
ence of departmental control should be first applied to those to whom it extends, 
in order to reduce to the minimum the number of parents refusing to send 
their children to school; and that where this influence fails, or cannot bo 
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applied, refusal without reasonable cause to send children to a suitable school 
be dealt with as an offence punishable by law. We suggest the following 
general rules for carrying out this recommendation : — 

(1) That all local heads of departments in the Government and Railway 
services should be directed to encourage by their advice and personal influence 
all imrents employed in their departments to provide a suitable education for 
tlieir children. 

(2) That the proper discliarge of this duty by parents should be an ele- 
ment in the official estimate of merit and character ; and, cceterli parihiis, a 
ground of preference with regard to promotion in the department. 

(3) That local heads of departments should, in case of neglect of parents 
to make such suitable provision, be directed to make enquiry into the causes of 
neglect, and, if there be no reasonable hindrance, to issue , an order that the 
child or children be sent to a suitable school. 

. (4) That Magistrates of stations and districts should be empowered to 

make the same enquiry and to issue the same order in cases of similar neglect 
by parents not in the service of Government or of the Railway Companies . 

(6) That the refusal of a parent, within a reasonable time from the issue 
of the order, (whether by the lu^ad of the department or the Magistrat(^), and 
without any reasonable hindrance, to provide a suitable education for his child 
or childron, should be constituted a legal olTcncc pum'shable by a fine for jcach 
commission, and that legal proceedings sjiould be taken accordingly. 

We consider it exp<5dient for European schools of all classes, whether 
a«Dcrai aflniinistration of maintained or aided by Government, that there should 
•ohoois by Sciiool-bourda. he a local Scbool-board, or administrative committee, as 
the channel of communication with Government, by its Rresident or Secretary, 
which shall be responsible to Government for the proper administration of the 
school, according to the rules and regulations laid down by Government, or 
contained in the trust dwd under which the school was established ; and that 
the pmceedingsf of this School-board or committee should be open to the inspec- 
tion of the Government Inspector of Schools, or, if more convenient, of sonu’ 
other officer specially appointed by Government, as the nature of the school 
may determine. Such boards in a general way should be so constituted as to 
represent the founders and supporters of the school, and the classes in whose 
interests they have been e^stablished, as well as the Government by the aid of 
which they are maintained ; and some of their meml)cx*s w ill Ixe appointed 
ex-officio, others by election. Tbeir functions will ordinarily be to act as 
trustees of school property, where such exists, to appoint or dismiss teachei’.s 
subject to conditions of trust dcc'ds and Government regulations ; but those 
functions will be considered more in detail when the several classes of schools 
are descrilxed. 

When a school is conducted in immediate connection with a religious body 
and under its direct control, as the Roman Catholic, and some non-couformist 
schools, this religions body, represented by its nearest chief officer, or sonu' 
person deputed by him, may he acxxjpted in lieu of a Sohool-lmrd, and its 
representative shall be the channel of communication with GoA'ornment. 

One most important branch of the administration of all European schools 
administrotion of will he the mode of religious instruction. And it will he 

Buropeaa aohooi*. necessary, as nearly all of these are denominational, and 
most of them receive aid from the State ; and os the religious chaiuctcr of a 
school influences very powerfully the choice of parents, that a system of edu- 
cation, framed with a vieAv to include all Christian denominations, should be 
regulated by principles wldch viobte neither the religious convictions of those 
for whom it is designed, nor the general imparti^ty of the State on the ’ 
•religious question. 

In the settlement of this question wo would recommend the application of 
the foRowing principles, as best adapted to the existing condition and custom 
of European education in India : — 

I.— That Christian instruction should bo given in all ordinary European 
schools, maintained or aided by Government. 

This principle we base — 

{X) Upon the consent of the great majority of the European community 
of all denominations, and their disliko to a purely secular education. 
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(2) Upon the fact tliat all the existing European schools give religious 
instruction as an indispensable part of their course, and that nearly all are in 
roc(upt of State aid necessary to their maintenance. Their exclusion now from 
the Government scheme of education, and consequent loss of State aid, because 
religion is taught in them, would involve an injurious waste of means, and a 
great outlay to supply their place. 

(3) Upon the greater necessity of Christian instruction in Indian school? 
than in English. 

In England, if Christian instniction is omitted from the State-aided day- 
school, it (fan he su])j)lied, at home, in the Sunday School, and at Church and 
Chapel. But a large number of Indian schools are hoarding-schools, wliich for 
nine months of the year are home, sclmol, and church to their scholars,— the sole 
channel through Avhieh ihoy can receive Cliristian instruction. And Indian 
(lay-schools oecu])y nearly the same position in the .stations udiere there is 
neither a resideait. Christian minister, nor a place of public worship, nor, a 
Sunday School. Excejit homo teaching, of which much cannot be said, the 
school and the school-muster arc in such stations the only agency of Christian 
instruetioji. 

II. — Tliat Christian instruction according to the distinctive tenets of any 
particular denomination should not exclude tlic school in which it is given from 
the rwseipt of State aid. 

Tills is allowed under tlic English educational code, subject to the so-called 
“ conscience clause;” and if it were disallowed in India, the disallowal would 
cut off nearly all the largest and most useful schools in the country, — Anglican, 
Homan Catholic, and Non-conformist.. 

III. — Thjt in all ordinary State-aided denominational schools, the follow- 
ing conscience clause sliall be oljserved for every denomination : — 

On the wM-itten wish of parent or guardian, every child shall be exempted 
from receiving the distinctive religious instruction or attending the distinctive 
religious services, jmblic or privaU', of any dimomination ; and ffball lie allowed, 
at a suitable time and place, to be determined by the School-board, to receive 
the religious instruction, or to attend the religious services, of a juini-ster of tlie 
denomination to which ho or she belongs. 

IV. — That in all undenominational schools, both for day-seholars and 
boarders, whether aided or maintained by the State, similar regulations with 
respect to religious instruction to those now'- in force for regimental schools 
should be applied. That a fixed time on two mornings of the Aveek, immediately 
at the beginning or at the end of the school-meeting, should be set apart for 
religious instruc-tion ; that during this time, the Anglican, Homan Catholic, 
and Presbyterian Chaplains of the station should be permitted to give religious 
instruction according to tludr respective formularies to the children of their 
own communion. In the absence of any one, or of all the above-named 
rniuistevs of religion, some otluir ap])roved ministiir may be appointed ; and if 
tluire be none, the school m:inag(.'rs may .nn'ange for tb(^ religious instruction of 
the sebool, as they may dotcTinino best. Wiieriwcr a daily form of prhyijr, or of 
ri'ligious rcudijig, is useid at the opening or closing of the school, or of the day, 
by the master or mistress of an undenominational school at which the rules of 
tli(‘ school require all scholars to attend, it shall be short, simple, and unscctarian, 

V. — That no grants sliall be made by Government in respect of religious 
instruidion to .any cla.ss of school ; that it shall be no part of the duty ol' the 
Government Inspector of Schools to enquire into the religious instruction of a 
school, nor to examine any scholar in religious knowledge ; and that the time 
devoted to religious insf, ruction should not be counted as part of the time con- 
stituting a school attendance. 

VI. — Tliat non-attendance at any religious service or instruction of* the 
school, or the attendance at other religious service or instruction, shall not 
forfeit any of the general benefits or privileges of the scliotil. 

. ^ . . 1st. — Orphanages and free schools maintained by 

" Government shall be classed as undenominational, and 
Christian instruction shall he given according to Hule IV. 

Snil . — Military schools shall lie classed as denominational, and the religious 
instruction given in them bo subject to the conscience clause of Hule III. 
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The necessity for this distinction is based upon the following reasons : — 

^.—The children of Roman Catholic soldiers will be educated in Roman 
Catholic schools, which are most strictly denominational, and are nevertheless 
aided by Government. 

J?. — Orphanages will have a much smaller number of boarders than the 
military schools, and being established in populous stations, their pupils can be 
instructed by the local ministers of religion, and attend their services. But a 
military school, besides being larger, must be an isolated and self-contained 
establisliment with its own Chaplain and place of worship. 

O'. — As the children of Romaic Catholic soldiers arc provided for by Roman 
Catholic schools, a military school maintained by Government need only consult 
for the religious instruction and worship of Protestant children ; and the form 
of the Church of England will be selected as the one most acceptable to the 
largest number of Protestant parents. 

— Industrial schools for children under 16 years of age. In these 
religious instruction will be given according to Rule IV ; or, as in military 
schools, subject to Rule III, as the size and locality of the school shall render 
fittest. 

4//i. — Technical and other special schools. 

As the students in these will have previously received their general educa- 
tion, and will be of ago to thiJnk ^nd act for themselves, there will bo less^ need 
of special religious instruction for them, which will form part of the religious 
charge! of the local Chaplain or other resident minister. 

5th . — Training college. The religious administration of tliis wdll bo treated 
when the general nature of the institution is considered. 

, , , Ordinary schools, as classified by the Gk)veniment 

cia«Miicatio« of schools. arranged in three grades 

(1) Primary (Lower and Upper). 

(2) Middle. 

(3) High. 

Commenting on this classification, we offer the following general 
remarks : — 


(1) It is not necessary that tlieso three classes of schools should be separate 
institutions ; it will often be necessary tu unite an elementary and a middle, 
or a middle and a high school, and sometimes all the three grades must he 
united ill the same institution. But wc consider that it should be the aim of 
an educational system to limit high schools eventually to middle and high 
cdncalion; first as more economical; secondly, as more conducive to good 
discipline and uniform treatment of pupils. 

(2) It wdll vc'ry rarely be found necessary to a+tach boarding accommodation 
to primary schools, but it will generally bo found necessary to some extent at 
middle and high schools. 

(3) In view of the enormqus advantages possessed by lull boarding-schoob 
over those in tlie plains — 

(a) In respect of health. 

lb) Of sustained work all through the year.’ 

(c) Of the better discipline and supervision which can bo obtained in a 
school where nearly all are boarders, than in one where nearly all ai*e 
day-scholars. 

And, being convinced that, with the increased facility of access afforded 
by railway communication, and the growing recognition by European parents 
of fehe overwdielming advantages of hiU-schools for their children, the demand 
for boarding-schools in tho plains will grow less year by year, we consider that 
it would not bo expedient for Government to sanction or encourage groat 
expenditure in adding to the existing boarding accommodation of plains schools. 
We rather recommend that this should he regarded only as a temporary and 
diminishing necessity, and that the efforts of Government should he concen- 
trated upon the improvement, enlargement, and tho reduction of cost of hill- 
schools. If .this is done to a sumcient extent, wo are sure that the g^t 
majority of European parents, who by any means can afford it, will in time 


‘ During weather months, iu most of the olains* schools, the Hchool-hours are from 6 till 9 ov 

10 and tho ouergy and learning, power of the scholars flag very considembly. 
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send their children to them, in preference to either the day or boarding-schools 
in the plains. 

(4) Before a school is placed upon the list for State aid and inspection, 
an application shall be made to the Local Government or Administration, which 
shall direct the Inspector of Schools for the district to report — 

(a) upon its necessity, *.c., that there is a sufficient number of children 
in the place for whom no otlier suitable means of education exists ; 

(ft) that it already satisfies, or that its managers pledge themselves to 
satisfy the conditions on which Government /lid is given ; 

(e) what class of school is required. 

(5) We consider that the aim of the Government should be to avoid all 

unnecessary multiplication of schools of every class, and to encourage the 
establishment of only one suitable primary school sufficient for the needs of the 
town or station, and one suitable middle or high school, with the requisite 
amormt of hoarding accommodation attached, for a district; i 

Exceptions to this general rule will he — 

A. — Places where there is a sufficiently large Roman Catholic population 
to require a scj)aratc Roman Catholic school. 

— Where separate schools arc required for indigent children and for 
those of the better classes. 

C. — Where the station or town is too large for the attendance at one 
school of all the poorer children. 

D. — ^Where separate primary and high schools may he necessary. 

E. — llill-stations which arc educational centres. The estahlishment how- 
ever here of riyal denominational or class schools should he discouragtjd. 

But the general principle should alw’ays he kept in view, that it is hetter, 
both for etionomy and for efficiency, to have a few large, good, and w'ell-fillcd 
schools, osp(^eiaily of the middle and high grades, even though longer travelling 
is necessary for their scholars, than many easily accessible smaller schools, half 
filled and poorly taught. 

(0) Th<! standard of education for each class of school should he that 
siandarj of edneatiou con. rccontJy fixed by Order of the Government of India, 
siderod. which WO attach. But wc would note some points in 

which wc consider some slight additions and modifications to be desirable. 

, A. — That suitable text books should be selected for each grade of school, 
and he uniformly used for all European schools. 

B. — That the time of continuance in each class and in each grade of 
s(diools should not he invariably the same for every pupil, but that only a 
maximum continAumee should be fixed, beyond which a scholar can earn no 
grant in that class or grade. 

C. — That generally the promotion of scholars from a lower to a higher 
class of the same grade, or from a lower to a higher grade of school, should he 
determined at the annual examination of the Inspector of Schools ; but that 
this rule should not be applied invariably, so as to keep back pupils of more 
than average ability and attainments; and that such may he promoted by 
anticipation during the year by the master, and cam the proportionate grant-in- 
aid from the date of such promotion, if they pass the next annual examination 
of the Government Inspector. 

J ). — That an infant class for children who have not passed their seventh 
birth-day should form a part of the lower primary school. 

That the geograpliical standard of the lower primary school should be 
the knowledge of a simple elementary manual of Geography, and a genbral 
acquaintance with the maps of Great Britain, Europe, and India. And in the 
middle school we suggest that Physical Geography should be included. 

F. — Persian is tiio only language included among oj^ional subjects ‘for* 
ipupils of the middle school. But the Calcutta Entrance Examination, whioh 
18 tlie final standard of the high school, includes Latin ; and the l^orkee 
cj^mination places on its list of subjects the ^Eneid of Virgil, four Books of 
Livy, and Csnsar de Bello Galileo, wliich we believe to bo as much Latin as is 
required for tlie Bachelor of Arts examination at Oxford. It will be generally 
impossible for a hoy to acquire d uring the two years which he is supposed j|0 speim 
in a high school a sufficient knowledge of Latin to enable him to pass either tl^

CalQutia Entrance or the Eoorkee examination. If therefore Latin is allowed, or 
made compulsory for either of these, we would recommend that it should be in- 
cluded as a subject in the examinations of the middle school ; and that at the final 
middle-school examination the pupils should pass in the Ist iEneid, or the first 
two books of Caesar de Bello Gfalhco, Ae however the main end of Eurojjean 
education in India must be, for some years to come, to fit boys for profitable 
employment ; as the knowledge of Latin and Persian, however thorough, has 
ratW a traditional and scholastic tlian any present and practical value ; and as 
very few boys indeed are likely to attain in Indian schools a sufficient knowledge 
of either language, to be of either pleasure or profit to themselves in after-life, 
we should be disposed to substitute for Latin and Persian, or at least to add, 
with a higher number of marks, either Bengali, Hindi, or Pushtu as the op- 
tional subject in the final examinations of both middle and liigh schools, for 
those European boys whose education is then terminated ; as the grammatical 
and accurate knowledge of these vernaculars will be of most material use to 
thm, and in some departments a necessary condition of employment.' 

, , „ . , , , O'.— 'With reference to the education of girls, we 

Standard for frirls education . icC— 

let, — Tliat sewing i§ not specially included either in the primary or middle 
schools ; and as this is so very necessary for girls of all classes, we recommend 
tliat it should be included, rccesive marks at the Inspector’s examination, .and 
that a special grant h(i allowed for it. 

2nd. — Thai in the middle school the standard of Urdu is left the same for girls 
as for boys, which ajipcars t-o be an uunecessaiy expenditure of time, labour, and 
money ; as a collocjuial knowledge of Urdu, wliich will enable theTn afterwards 
to conduct tlHiir domestic arrangements aud duties, is quite enough for girls ; 
and, as a general rule, girls born and bred in India have tliat already. It is 
therefore (juite unucc(\ssary that girls should bo taught Hindustani, and we are 
sure that the fact of its being made a compulsory subject would be roymguant 
to the feelings of most European parents, and cause them to avoid rather than 
select the schools in which their daughters must learn Hindustani. In the 
middle sehools for girls, we consider it of especial value tliat some form of in- 
struction in domestic economy should bo given. This is taught in English 
schools under the following bends - 

(1) Food, and its preparation. 

(2) Clothing, and materials. 

(3) The dwelling ; warming, cleaning and ventilation. 

(■t) Wasliing materials, and their use. 

(6) llules for health, management of a sick-room. 

(G) Income ; expenditure and saving. 

Practical knowledge of a similaa* kind suited to the circumstances of Indian 
life would be most useful, as generally girls of iho middle and working classes 
marry at a veiy caj’ly ago, and cuter upon domestic life without the slightest 
practical knowledge of its duties ; and wo would recommend its introduction in 
the place of Urdu. 

The adoption of the above method of classifying schools, and of graduat- 
ing the classes in each, of itself implies that the system 

Strictor of ingpcc- Government inspection should bo more searcliing, 

tion Ml paymon y losu *. Uave a closer regard to the individual progi’css of 

every scholar than it has had hitherto. We arc sure that no system of iaspection 
will attain the object of Government,— a high standard of efficiency for 
schoels,— which does not make the individual progress of the scholars a matter 
of profitable or honourable interest to the managers, the teachers, and the scho- 
lars themselves. And therefore, in the application of the Government grant-in- 
• «ul to* European schools, we recommend the introduction 9 | the principle of 
payment by results. This has been applied in the most carefully calculated 
manner to the primary schools of all classes in Great Britain, the high(a* of 
which, as already stated, have a standard of instruction at least cipial "to tiiat 
laid down for the Indian middle soliools, and it has contributed in the most 
marked manner, more tlian any other cause, to their success. 

^ Au oxoeption may bo made in favour of Latin for young men who continue llieir education in a profea- 
aioual college, aud inteud to cuter professions in which the knowledge of a vernacular language is less ueoessavy. 

^ G 
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We will briefly state the reasons which hare led us to consider an improved 
system oC Government inspection absolutely essential to any real improvement 
of European education. 

l8t . — The present mode of inspection does not provide a sufficient security 
that the money spent by the Government in aid of education is spent in the 
most economical and profitable manner. 

The granis-in-aid to schools, being at present calculated solely with 

respect to their needs, and not to their merits, offer no inducement, either to 
managers or teachers to raise the teaching power and efficiency, nor yet to the 
scholars to increased diligence and study. «Thcy can only be regarded as bene- 
volent donations made with no guarantee for a reproductive expenditure. The 
real blame or approval by the Inspector of the mode in which the school is 
conducted docs not affect the amount of the grant-in-aid ; and his judgment 
upon it, not being ircighted by any pocuniaiy loss or gain to teachers and 
managers, and being unknown to the scholars, exercises extremely little practi- 
cal influence upon the school. 

To those who know the care, interest, and anxiety with which the annual 
visit of Ilcr Majesty’s Inspector of Schools is looked forward to, and prepared 
for, by managei-s, teachers, and scholars of every English primary school, and 
the all-imiiortant result of his inspection to its interests and prospects ; and can 
compare all this with the present working of Government inspection in the 
Em’opcan schools of India, no further evidence of any kind is neodecl. But, if 
it be required by those who are unable to make the comparison, it will be 
supplied by the slow ])rogress whicli has been made by European education 
during thc lasf ten years, .and especially by the present unsatisfactory condition 
of nearly even; European priin.ary school in the country. 

iind . — TJm three principal results obtained by the English system of 
inspection and paymemt are— 

(«) That every (duld for whom Government pays a grant-in-aid must have 
attended regularly. 

(J) Tluit he must be fitly provided with all the necessary means and appli- 
ances of education, including good teaching, sufficient school-room, 
and suitable school-furnituwj and material. 


(c) That lie should siiow, year by year, a definite measure of improvement. 
K’ot one of these results is attaiucMi with any certainty or success, or indeed 
jmactically regarded, by the Indian system of inspection and allotment of 
grants-in-aid, which appears to have no other aim than to maintain the schools, 
to publish annual reports of their condition, and to make suggestions to teachers 
and managers, compliance witli which does not increase, nor non-compliance 
decrease, the amount of the grant-in-aid. 


The objection 

Objections considered. 


has been made, that the English system is inapplicable 
to India, and would be injurious to its European 
schools — 


Ist . — Because the ^regularity of attendance so prevalent in India is irre- 
mediable, being due to the real and permanent causes of frequent sickness and 
changes of residence. But — 

(a) This objection applies only to day-schools. The regularity of attend- 
ances in hoarding-sohooLs, which already receive a largo proportion, 
and should aim at receiving the great majority, of European oliildren, 
is greater even than can be ordinarily attained in the English 
day-schools. 

(i) The irregularity really due to sickness and change of residence can be 
allowed for, either by requiring a lower number of attendances in 
the year, which can easily be fixed by counting up the average 
number of attendances made during the year by the more regular. - 
scholars; or ])y calculating attendance by the length of time a 
child has been in the school continuously, instead of by his number 
of daily atlimdanecs during the year. The former method is in our 
• opinion preferahle. 

(c) But a very active cause of irrogularitjr of attendance is the folly and 
carelessness of j)arents, who are willing tliat their children should 
stay away from school on very slight pretexts. This is remediable, 
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and would, as has been proved by the actual experience of English 
schools, be remedied by the introduction of the English system. 
The school managers and teachers would have then a pecuniary 
interest, which they have not now, in securing regularity of attend- 
ance; and the grant-in-aid, being individually allotted, and in a 
manner earned for the school by the scholar, is regarded both by 
parents and by children in the light of a distinction and a prize ; the 
former would be unwilling that the discredit of not earning it should 
rest upon theiy children, and the latter would bo keenly stimulated 
to earn it by a natural ^jurit of emulation and rivalry. 

2nd.— It has been objected that the present unsatisfactory teachin" of 
most Indian primary schools is not suited to the system of pavment by results. 
But — 

(fl) the institution of a training college would provide a class of well 
- qualified and certificated teachers to whom this objection would not 

api)ly; and 

(i) this objection is more truly a reason; for the direct result of the En^-- 
lish system of inspection is to maintain and to increase the efficiency 
of the teacher, as the Inspector annually reports on his work, and 
endorses his certificate, favourably or unfavourably, according to the 
result of his inspoefion. ° * 

3rd.— A third objection has been offered, that the sufficient equipment of 
a school must be left to flic school-managers, and that Government cannot in- 
terfere in the matter. But it is surely crident that Govermnent has the full 
right to demand from every school, as a condition of its receiving a grant-in-aid, 
that it should iirovidc a i)roper supply of books, maps, desks, afid all other 
necessary ajipliances of teaching, as well as that it should have a good teacher. 
Accordingly, the English educational code has directed “ that, the total <n-ant- 
in-aid may be reduced by not less than one-tenth, nor more than one-half, for 
faults of instruction, discipline, or registration, on the part of the teacher ; or 
(after six mouths’ notice) for failure on the pat-t of the managers to rem’edy 
any such doftict in tlu* prcmisi^s as seriously interferes with the efficiency of the 
school, or to iirovidc Jurniture, books, maps, and other ai>paratus of elementary 
instruction.” 

It cannot of course be disputed that the substitution of a strict for a, lax 
system of inspect ion Avill require some compensation, and the first introduction 
of the English system must necessarily be tentative. The scale of grants-in- 
aid must be so arranged t hat finally the aggregate sum which each scliolar can 
earn by showing the requii-ed number of attendamjcs and passes in sanctioned 
subjects, together with the sum earned by the school for good discipline, organi- 
zation, and equipment, should be somewhat in excess of the sum whiclf the 
Government has detenanined to contribute to his education. The rate of excess 
at first, on account of the present faulty condition of schools, must be lar‘V 
and therefore to avoid weakening the school, the grants-in-aid must be very 
liberally calculated. Or, instead of this method, a lump sum may be added to 
the more moderate and final calculation, for a reasojiablc period, until the 
system has borne fruit in increased regularity of attendance, and improved 
discipline, organization, and instruction. If the former method of compensa- 
tion is adopted, a considerable proportion of the grant must bo put upon 
attendance ; but as the schools become more eflGiciont, and every scholar able 
to earn more of the total sum obtainable, the scale may be lowered, and a larger 
shard of the grant may be transferred from attendance to proficiency. 

We therefore most strongly recommend the adoption of the English system 
of inspection and payment by results for European schools in India as cssen- 
necessary to any sound and oflBicient system of European education. 

Wo arc ot opinion that the inspection of European schools on this prin- 
European inapivitors for ciplo sliould 1)0 conducted by European Inspcctoi’s only, 

European schools. as morc acceptable to managers, .teachcre, parents, and 
scholars, as liaving more influence •with them, and as more competent to arrive 
at an accurate measure of the attainments of European children. 

And we think that no fitter class of men can be found for the inspection 
of European primary and middle schools than the Sub-Inspectors of English 
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primary scliools. They have been thomselvos trained aad certificated masters, 
who have been selected as Inspectors for their success in teaching, and for 
general ability, and they would possess every professional qualification for the 
successful introduction of the English system of inspoction,~-a thorough 
acquaintance with its method, an accurate knowledge of the subjects in which 
they will have to examine, of the art of teaching them, and of ascertaining 
the exact amount of the pupils’ knowledge of them. 

The addition of two such Inspectors to the Educational Department, on 
inifinl salaries of lls. COO per mensem, would probably suffice for all European 
primary and middle schools in the Presidency ; and tlie inspection of the more 
highly educated Inspectors, now employed in the Edxrcational Department, 
might be limited to the more advanced pupils of the high schools. 

The following scalo of grants-in-aid has been already submitted to the 
Tentative Rcak of Kra«ts.in. Government of Inffia by the Archdeacon of Calcutta, 
aid in illustration of the mo- and wc offer it again hero with sonio modifications, not 

for adoption either present or final, but as an illustration 
of the method in which the English system may l)e applied to European schools

Ilio average grant per head required is, as wo have already said, about 
Rs. 36 per annum, or Rs. 3 per mensem. Every scholar will be examiticd 
individually, and the grant allotted accordingly. The following case may bo 
supposed as an example of the method in which an Inspector will learn to 
regulate the standard of his examination, or to apportion the amount of the 
grahts for particular subjects. He examines ten primary schools containing 
altogctlier 600 scholars, of which number he finds that— 

75 per cent, only, or 376, show the required attendance. 

6 only of the 10 schools earn the grant for good discipline, &c. 

60 per cent, of the 600 scholars, or 300, obtain passes in reading, writing, 
and arithmetic.

In this case therefore the average grant of Rs. 3 per mensem has not been 
obtained, and the Inspector, in order to obtain it, must either lower his standard 
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a little to admit more passes, or increase one or more of the grants ; but in a 
year or two he wiU amre at a permanent modus and a higher standard.^ 

The same principle of calculation and arrangement will apply, mutatis 
mutandis, to the application of the grant-in-aid in middle and high schools.

III. — High 8cliools.-~Theiprant-in-aid would be similarly assessed, with 
the addition of a ])onus for every pupil passing the Calcutta Entrane-o, the 
Roorkee, or any other professional examination for em])loymont in India. 
The mean average grant including this should be about Rs. 7 per head. Both 
in middle aud high schools the pupils should be examined in class. 


Special remarks on the several classes of Schools. 

I. — Priraarv schools. 

(1) No primary schools should receive a grant-in-aid which have a less 

„ , . • I , average attendance than 12 children between five and 

* fourteen years of age. 

(2) No child under five and above fourteen shall receive a grant-in-aid in 
a primary school. 

(3) Primary schools with an average attendance of 25 children may have 
an assistant or pu 2 )il-toacher. A considerable proportion of children in the 
smaller primary seliools arc under six years of age, very untauglit and undisci- 
plined, and the tocher, without an assistant to keep these in order, cannot pay 
the necessary attention to the elder children. 

This necessity is acknowledged by the English educational code, which 
allows a grant of 8«. per annum for cdiildron h(:twoen four and seven years of 
age, if they are taught os a class, and so as not to interfere with the instruction 
of the elder children. 

(4) The present instruction in nearly all primary schools is so defective 
that few can educate their scholars for the final upper primary examination 
which passes them into a middle school ; nor is it probable that this standard

cost by an Indian training college. 

(6) !Peos assessed on a low scale, and proportionate to the income of 
parents, should bo charged in all primary schools. It would be desirable that 
one uniform fee should be charged for all children of all classes in all stations, 
yet this is scarcely possible in India ; the very poor East Indian, with a pre- 
carious income of Rs. 25 or Rs. 60 a month, cannot aflPord the same fee m the 
Eurasian clerk in a Government office, or the English employd on the railway, 
though he must send his children to the same school. Wo recommend there- 
fore 8 annas as the lowest, Rs. 3 as the highest, fee for primary education. 

(6) There will be generally two kinds of primary 
Different of primary schools, the different circumstauces of which require a 
** distinct mention, and they will also be maintained from 


different sources ; — 

(а) Railway schools, — i.e., schools in railway stations, for railway 
children. 

(б) Schools in ordinary civil and military stations, for the children of the 

poorer classes of clerks, &c. 

(a) The former are in receipt of a grant from the Railway Companies, and 
their administration is under the control of the local 
way 00 «. railway officials. The average amount of receipts and 
expenditure per head, calculated on eight railway schools, with an aggregate 
of 266 pupils, or an average of 32 for each school, is as follows : —

The profit on each pupil in a school containing 32 scholars is therefore 
Rs. ’41, or 6 annas 6*72 pie per mensem. But in railway schools there is no 
charge for rent or repairs, as the Company, in addition to its grant, supplies a 
school-house., with rooms for the master or mistress. To improve the discipline 
of railway schools, and raise their standard of education to that of the upper 
primary grade, would necessitate a somewhat larger expenditure, principally 
on tuition ; hut wo think that with a proper organijsation, and economy in the 
other items, the total cost of education need not exceed Rs. 6 per head per 
mensem. 

It will be rarely, if ever, found necessary to have a local educational rate 
for the maintenance of railway schools, as its place is supplied by the railway 
grant, and by the higher fee wliioh the parents of the scholars are able to pay. 

(b) Primary schools for Europeans in such stations as Delhi, Meerut, 
Moradahad, Benares, Patna, Monghyr, Dinapore, &c., 
PrimaTy bcIiooIb in civil are generally much wotse off than railway schools in 
an rge canton- rospcct. Rent aud repairs are added to their 

items of expenditure, and, with the very few exceptions 
in which the municipality makes a small grant, their only sure source of 
income is the Government grant-in-aid, which is generally less than two rtipASP*. 
per head. The income from voluntary contributions is both precarious and 
insufficient, and, the parents of the scholars being generally of the poorest 
class, the receipts from fees are little more than nominal. The stan^rd of 
instruction is extremely low, and practically these schools are of very little use ; 
indeed, they may be described as of no use at all, but rather injurious, as 
pretending to supply a want which they do not supply, and affording a pretext 
for inaction. A radical reformation is required lu their organization, and a 
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considerably g^ter expenditure must bo incurred to bring them up to 
anything like an efficient standard. If voluntary contributions will not supply 
this, recourse must be had in such stations to a local educational rate. 

An instance of the necessity for Government to take some action in the 
establishment of schools, and of the insufficiency of the voluntary system, is 
afforded by Meerut. There were in that station, at the end of 1875, no fewer 
,than 69 children of school-going years, with one or two exceptions, of the very 
poorest class, children of small pensioners, section- writers, and vagrants ; there 
were also 17 children of a, better class, whose parents could afford to send them 
to the Naini Tal school. There was no European school of any description in 
Meerut at that time, though several had been tried by private individuals at 
one time or another, all of which had failed. An effort was made to establish 
a local school ; a meeting of the principal residents was' called, and an appli- 
cation was made to the Government of the North-Western Provinces for a 
^nt-in-aid, and the use of a house belonging to the Government, as a school. 
Eor some cause or other the scheme fell through, and there is still no suitable 
school at Meerut for its 70 or 80 children. The cost of a good scliool for 50 
children at such a station, even including the charge of rent, would probably 
not be above Rs. 6 per head ; for the additional expenditure on that charge 
would be fully rccov(ired by the deew^ase in the tuitional charge per head for 
the greater number of schola*s. The expenditure for 60 scholars ■^ould 
therefore be lls. 300 ; and the receipts, by Government grant-in-aid, at Rs. 3 per 
head, Rs. 150, and by fees, at 8 annas per head (a low estimate), Rs. 25, in all 
Rs. 176.— winch would leave a monthly deficit on the schools of Rs. 126, to be 
supplied either by voluntary contributions, or by a local educational rate, as 
the residents of the station might prefer. There would also be a small educa- 
tional expenditure, presently to he mentioned, in addition to the cost of the 
local school, falling upon the local funds, which may be expected to increase 
the total amount supplied by local effort to about Rs. 160 per mensem. 

(7) The local administration of primary schools will be conducted by 
School-boards on the principles already laid down. 
There will however be some difference in the constitution 
of the School-boards for rate-aided and voluntary schools, 
including under the latter term schools partly maintained by the Railway 
Companies. 

A. — In a rate-aided school, the senior civil officer will be ex-officio Chair- 
man ; the senior military officer (if any), the Civil Surgeon, Executive Engi- 
neer, and Chaplain, Members ex-officio, with three or four elected Members. 

B. — In a voluntary school, the senior civil and military officers, Civil 
Surgeon, Executive Engineer, and Chaplain, ex-officio Members, with three or 
four others elected. The Chairman to be chosen from the ex-officio Members. 

O . — In railway schools, principal Railway Officer, ex-officio Chairman ; 
Surgeon and Cliaplain ex-officio Membcre, with two other elected Members. 

Every Board shall appoint a Secretary to record its proceedings, and shall 
select one of its members, who ordinarily shall be the Chairman or the Secre- 
taiy, to correspond with the Government. The minutes of the meetings of the 
School-board, and a detailed statement of annual expenditure and receipts, shall 
be submitted to the Government Inspector of Schools at his annual visit, or 
at whatever other time he may call for them. 

The duties and functions of School-boards of primary schools shall be — 
The ‘appointment and dismissal of teachers, both head and assistant, the appro- 
val and engagement of pupil-teachers, the provision of school material, the 
control of school expenditure, the assessment of fees, and remission or reduc- 
tion* of them to indigent scholars, the nomination to scholarships, and the 
arrangement of school-hours. In cases of dispute between a School-board and 
teachers, or parents, there shall be an appeal to the Government Inspector 
of Schools. * 

II. — Middle schools — 

(1) These should only bo established where an attendance of 60 resident 
children, between six and sixteen years of age, can be obtained. 
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(2) So far as is practicable, middle schools in the plains should be restrict- 
ed to day-scholars, i, e., to the children of residents ; and boarding-schools of 
this class should bo situated in the hills, as being infinitely better for the health 
of the children, and vei*y little, if at all, more expensive to the parent or to the 
State. l!his appears from the following statement for three middle schools at 
Allahabad, Lahore, and Ndgpiir

It will bo shown that a large hill boarding-school, well conducted, of the 
middle standard, need not cost more than Rs. 20 per head per mensem, of which 
charge the parent, aided or unaided, pays Rs. 15, and the Government a grant- 
in-aid, averaging Rs. 5 per head. If this estimate be realized, the education of 
children at a school of the Naini Tal type will cost their parents oven less than 
they how pay to board their children at Allahabad and Lahore, and the Govern- 
ment no more than the ditrcrencc between Rs. 5 and Rs. 4 ‘36, or 5 annas 9 pie 
per mensem. 

Tliere is, however, an apparent objection against Government contributing 
an average grant of Rs. 5 per head for all scholars of a middle boarding-school. 
The charge Avcthld be unobjectionable, if all scliolars received an education of 
the middle standard ; but in the present constitution of Indian schools, where 
primary and secondary education are given in the same school, it is probable 
that half, or nearly half, the scholars wUi be receiving primary education, for 
whicjh Government appears to contribute an average grant of Rs. 5, or Rs. 2 in 
excess of the average grant that would be allowed in a primary school ; and 
thus to violate the princiide of i)aymeut by njsults. This difiiculty is unavoid- 
able in a school of the middle grade, which has also classes of the primary 
grade, and in wliich the charges to the parent, being reduced to the extreme 
minimum compatible ^vith solvency, necessitates an average State contribution 
for all pupils of at lejist Rs. 5 per mensem. It is however more apparent than 
real, and there; is no departure from the principle of payment by results. The 
grant-in-aid per head to the primary classfis will st ill be calcuhit(‘d on the scale, 
that every primary scholar should earn an average grant of Rs. 3 by his attend- 
ance and passes. But we recommend that an extra grant of Re. 1 per head 
per mensem should be allowed for every boarder, when all the domestic and 
sanitary arrangements of the school are satisfactory. Tliis extra grant would 
be beneficial in itself and raise the average giant on every scholar receiving 
secondary education to Rs. 0, that of every scholar receiving primary to Rs. 4. 
But the average for all would be about Rs. 5, which is the same as, or rather 
less than, the grants now allowed per head for the middle schools at Darjeeling 
and Naini Tal. We would also extend this grant for satisfactory domestic and 
sanitary arrangements to high schools, in which the same difiiculty from the 
combination of difierent gKwles of scholars exists. 

(3) As the education given in primary schools is not sufficiently advanced 
to enable the majority of European boys to got their living in India, it is 
necessary to provide those resident in stations where there is only a priAary 
school, or no school, and whose parents cannot afford tlio total cost of a board- 
ing-school, with some means of obtaining the higher education necessary for 
them. — 

It would be possible to do this by attaching a middle school class to every 
primary school ; hut the objections arc — 

« A . — That the number of boys in this class at one time would rarely exceed 
two or three ; for the sake of whom, as a master of higher attainments than 
would otherwise be necessary must bo engaged, the tuitional expenditure must 
be raised considerably for the whole school. 
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J5. — ^Asmost of the primary schools are mixed (boys and girls), and under 
a mistress, the institution of a middle class would result practically in the estab- 
lishment of a separate school under a highly paid master for, at the most, some * 
half-a-dozen pupils, whose education would be inordinately expensive, and at 
the same time less efficient than it would be if the pupils of each primary 
school, as they came of an age to require secondary education, were transferred 
.to some suitable boarding-school. 

C. — And, as a vigorous constitution is fully as necessary a condition of 
profitable employment to an European boy as a good education, this boarding- 
school should be in the hills. 

(4) The class of children for whom education in the hills is most neces- 
sary, and whose parents can afford to pay that poriion of the cost of a board- 
ing-school which must fall upon them, will be chiefly drawn from railway 
stations ; a large contingent will also be furnished by the primary schools in 
civil stations; but there will be also a considerable number of very poor 
East Indian children, whose parents cannot pay their share of the cost of an 
ordinary hill boarding-school, and for whom therefore some other provision 
must bo made in free schooLs. 

(5) As regards the cost of a lull boardiug-school wo can only give an 

approximate estimate. At the Naini Tal school, with 
Coat of a imddie school m 88 pupil^^ the average monthly cost of a boarder in 

187b wns B»s. 23-8-5. At the Muiree Lawrence Asy- 
lum with 145 pupils in 1879, this was retumefl as Its. 18-4-8. At the Sana- 
war Lawrence Asylum, with about 400 pupils in 1876, it was lls. 27-15-1; 
which seems very high. On the whole, we are of opinion that the cost of a 
boy at a hill boarding-school need not cxcc<h1 Bs. 20 per mensem, in a school 
for 200 pupils, if all these conditions are fulfilled — 

(0) It must bo situated in a locality whore provisions and wages are 

cheap. 

(1) Very careful supervision and economy must be observed. 

(c) Repair of buildings and medical charge must be supplied by Govern- 

ment. 

(d) The school must be full, and no bad debts be allowerl. 

(c) The school fees must be paid for the vacation as well as the school 
months. 

We estimate the charge for a wholesome and nutritious dietary at Es. 8 a 
month, or 4 annas a day for every pupil. Tuition with the under-mentioned 
staff' of masters at about lls. 8 a month : —

Tho latter would bo children of 
poor parents living in the place where tho school is established. 
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C . — It would bo sufl&eient for tho present to establish free schools of 
this class at Allahabad and Lahore, for the children, respectively, of tho North- 
Western Provinces and Oudb, and of the Punjab, as the Calcutta Pree School 
already, to a considerable extent, supplies tho needs of the Lower Provinces, 
and may bo enlarged, if more accommodation is required there for children of 
tliis class. It would undoubtedly bo desirable to establish those free schools, 
as well as the superior class of middle schools which have just been described, 
in the lulls ; but the objection against this is, tliat there is a lai-go number of 
rtisidont poor children at Allahabad and L.al)oi‘t; who, if educated on the spot 
.as day-scholars, will cost tho State only about Its. 3 per head, but if educated 
at a boarding-school in the hills, will cost tho State not less tlian Rs. 12 each. 
The reasons for selecting Allahabad and Lahore are — 

(1) These cities have the largest number of poor resident children. 

(2) That, being provincial capitals, they are tho fittest centres ; and a 

, belter administration and supervision can be obtained there than 

anywhere else. 

(3) Tlnd. institutions of this kind already exist there, only needing develop- 

ment and enlargement, Allahabad having a very good free school, 
■witli accommodation for 150 daj -scholare, but without boarding 
accommodation ; and Liihorc an orphanage and fj’ce school, capabh? 
of receiving G2 boaters, 22 boys and 40 girls. 

J), — We arc of opinion ih.at a free school for 180 boys and 120 girls 
. , would suffice for the North-Western Provinces and 

,09 o i .0 9», ujo,. Oudh, and that another for 120 boys and 80 girls would 
meet the present requirements of the Punjab. Wo take tho Free School, 
Calcutta, as tiie model for these institutions, both Avith regard to their 
llnftncc and their general administration; and wo estimate the cost of 
each, at Iho rate of lls. 14 per head for hoanlcrs, and of Rs. 0 for day -scholars ; 
excluding allchargi* for the original cost of building, and for the importation of 
a hcad-mast(!r and head-mistress from England, hut including all other chargos. 

This estimate is in excess of the actual monthly cost per head in the Cal- 
cutta Free School, on a total of 339 boarders and 30 day-scholars, as apjiears 
from the following statement of its exi)endituj’e for the year 1878 : —

the aggregate cost of the 100 day -scholars will be Us. 600; adding tn this 
Es. 2,800 as the agi^egate monthly cost of 200 boarders at Rs. 14 each, the 
total monthly cost of the school will be Rs. 3,400 
* In consideration of the (ilass of scholars W'hich will fill a school of this kind, 

and of the fact tliat they will bo drawn from nearly every 
Station in the province, which will render any other mode 
of providing for their cost extremely diiOdcult, we propose 
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that the Proyincial Government should undertake the entire charge and admi- 
nistration of it, and receive all school-fees ; and we suggest the following plan 
of meeting the cost : — 

(1) That the Provincial Government should cliargo the gross annual esti- 
mate of the school against the Provincial grant for EuTO])oan education, 

(2) That it should charge Rs. 8 per mensem for every boarder, and Rs. 3 
for every day-scholar — 

(а) against the parent or guardian of the child, if of sufficient menns ; 

(б) against the school-rate or other local educational fund of the station 

from wliidi the child is sent, if it be an orphan or of indigent 
parents ; 

(<?) against the parent and the school-rate jointly, if the parent is able 
to contribute a part. 

There will however be two exceptions to this rule, 

First, (ho case of orphans, or entindy indigent children coming from small 
stations where there is neither school nor scliool-rate. If the (!ost of their 
education can be defrayed neither by the private charity of the residents, nor 
by any local fund ; as it would seem unnecessary, for the sake of only one or 
two poor children, to introduce a school-rate where there is no school, such 
children shall be admitti^d entirely free. 

The second case is that of children whose parents can afford to pay only a 
portion of the boarding- fee, and live in stations without school or scho»)l-rate. 
On receipt of a written statement of the circumstances, attested by a magis- 
trate, or, in liis absence, by two residents, such children shall be admitted on 
such payment as the parent can afford, not being less than Rs. 3 for each child ; 
which sum the food and clothing of the child would cost, it it were kept at 
home. 

The children in free schools would therefore, with respect to the mode of 
payment, bo di\dded into tho following classes : — 

(1) Those for u horn Government pays the total cost of education inclusive 

of 'hoard. 

(2) Those for whom Government receives only a reduced hoarding-foe, 

which wo estimate to average Rs. 4. 

(3) Those for whom Government receives the full boardi7ig-fce of Rs. 8, 

eitluT from tho school-rate, or the parent, s(!parat(>Jy, oj* from both 

jointly. 

(4) Those for whom Government receives the full day-scholar’s fee of 

Rs. 3, from .school-rate, or parent, separately, or from both jointly. 

In all joint-payments it will he found expedient that the parent should pay 
liis share to the School-board of the station wliitih scirds the child, and the Sec- 
retary shall make the payment in full to the free school, 

it is scarcely jiossiblc to determine with any exactness wlrxt the aggregate 
receipts from tho several classes will amount to ; hut we consider it a lair cal- 
culation tliat the entirely non-paying and the partly paying classes will amount 
each to 10 per cent, on the 200 boarders, or to 20 in number for each class. 

The third class, for whom tho whole boarding-fee is received, will therefore 
Ijo 100. 

And the fourth class, for whom tho whole day-scholar’s fee is I'cceivcd, will 
be 100. All these latter, being resident in Allahabad oi* Laljojc, will be charge- 
able upon t he Allahabatl or Lahore school-rate, if they are indigent.. 

The receipts therefore iVom these four classes will be as follows : —

Deducting this sum from Rs. 3,400, the gross total cost of the free school, 
its net total cost to Government wdll he Rs. 3,400 — 1,060 Rs. 1,740, or 
Rs. 5-12-9*6 per head, for the Allahabad school.

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It will be unnecessary to go through a similar calculation for the BahoFe!' 
school; but it is probable that the cost of this will be somewhat higher per head, 
ns the number of children is calculated at 100 less than in the Allahabad 
school. 

It is a question, however, deserving the consideration of the Punjab 
Government, whether, as there is already the Mayo Girls’ School at Simla, 
of precisely a similar character, with accommodation for 60 pupils, and 
(iosting only Rs. 14-3.0-3‘C per head, it would nAt be better to fill this up (there 
are at present only 37 girlsj, and enlarge it, if necessary, than to establish a free 
boarding-school for girls in Lahore. If the decision were in favour of 
the Simla school, boarding accommodation would then be required at Lahore 
only for boy.s, and the day-school for girls need not be so large. There would 
be little difficulty at Siinla in pro%dding the local share of the cost of mainten- 
ance. 

This shall be entrusti'd to a Scbool-board appointed by the Provincial Gov- 
ernment, and consisting of the Directors of Public Inr 
AdministraMon of free ruction of the North-Wcstem Provinces and the 

Punjab, respectively, uitli such other oificers as the 
Lieutenant-Governor of ea(;h province may appoint, among whom we recom- 
mend that the Magistrate, the Civil Surgeon, the Executive Engincei*, and the 
Chaplain should be included. The Board should ordinarily consist of ten or 
twelve' members, as officers ar(! frequently unable to attinid, and necessary 
business maybe delayed from inaliility to collect a quorum. 

In addition fo the ordinary functions of a Scbool-board, they will have to 
examine all a])})lications for admission, and to decidii wlicthor an applicant shall 
he admitted, and if adii lilted, on what terms. It must he rmuemlx'red that tlu* 
free school is llosignod fo bi'iiefit only really poor, and not candcss and parsi- 
monious parents, and that; admission f o if, should he strictly limited to those 
who have not the means of sending their children to of.her schools. When there- 
fore applications are submitted by parents, and guardians to the School-board 
for julmission, as day-s(diolai’s, from residents in Allahabad and Lahore, or as 
hoarders, from residents in other stations, whi'i'c f here, is no suitable school, such 
should be most earefull}^ investigated# and a full statement of the ])aronts’ 
cireumstaneos be required, before the admissions are approved.' Ordinarily, 
the School-boards of Allahabad and Lahore, if there be v-aeaneios. wUi entertain, 
without further investigation, all applications prcfeiTcd by the Scbool-board of 
another station, when accompanied by a certificaCte from if s Sexwctaiy, that the 
case is needy and deserving; or from the Magistrate, or two residents, of 
stations wbie-li have no Sebool-lxiard. But these shall have no preference over 
applications jiref erred directly by i»arents, all cases bi'iug judged on their own 
merits. Applications from stations where there is a primaiy sirhool should be 
aoceptedonly in the case of ebildvim who bavi; ])as.sed the upper primary stand- 
ard in the local school, unless they are orphans. From stations where there 
is a middle school they should not be aecejited at all, Avith the same exception 
of orphans. It shall be comjiotent also for tli('. School-board, in case of suspect- 
ed misrepresentation on the ])art. of parent or relative, to suspend for enquiry 
the application of aiiotlier School-board, or of a Magistrate ; and, in case of 
proved misrepresentation, to eane(d any admission. 

The religious instruction of childnni in free schools will ho given in accord- 
ance Avith the iirinciples ab’oady laid down. Ex])ericiice. will jirobably show 
that feAv, if any, Roman Catholic^ children Avill enter, at least as boarders ; for 
it is the great praise of that Churcdi that it has established hoanling-schooli^ for 
orphans and indigent children in Bengal, the North-Western Pravinces, and the 
Punjab, to which Roman Catholic children will naturally he sent. If those 
arc not already large enough to receive all orphans and poor cluldren of .the 
Roman Catholic communion, they can ho onlargiul Avith the assistance of Gov- 
ernment. We consider that ilie same charge should he made upon a local 
school-rate for the admission of a Roman Catholic child to a Roman Catholic 
free school, as is made in the ease of admission of any child to a Government 
fret*, school.

We do not think that there is cause for apprehending that tJie addition to 
The ehftr^r« upon local •('hooi- thc cost of maintaining a local school of the scholar- 
rates will not be excobsire. ships of Rs. 3 each, h'uahlo at middle schools in.the hills, 
and of the grants made for orphans and indigent childrtm at the prorincial free 
schools, "will bo too heavy an expenditure upon the local school -rale. 

It has already been shown that the probable cost to the local scliool-rato 
of maintaining a school for fifty scholai’s will he Jis. 125; and we will 
endeavour here to estimate thc j)robal)1e additional amount wliudi these extra 
charges will lay upou the rate. It may he calculated that iu a school of 
fifty children, one-fitth, ov ten, will require ludlhev scholarship nor grant, 
some being children of parents who can afford tlw' uhohs charge of a boarding- 
school, and some, of the poorest East Indian parents, Avliose hoys, following 
manual trades, nwd no higher education than they caji obtain in an upper 
priraaiy school ; nor is a more advanced standard nc’cossary Tor their gu'ls. There 
will remain therefore only 10 children, for uhom it will he necessary to allow 
scholarships or grants. Assuming these forty to stay the preserihed jicriod of 
five years in thc school, one-fifth, or eight, will pass out yt'arly ; for whom cither 
scholavshi])sto liill-schools, or grants to free scliools, must he allowed. Dividing 
these equally between hill-schools and th(‘ proiineial tree schools, then* will he 
four soholaiships to the form<r of Its. 3 each, and four grants for t he latter, 
which we estimate at an aver.ig<‘ mean grant of 11 s. 5 each, (won including a 
full payment of Ks. S, tor ax orphan among the lour llie total amount 
thcrclorc of these extra payments will be Rs. 1x3 2)//fs Rs. J X 5, or lls. 32 
per mensem; adding this to Rs. 125, thc cost ol the local sehord lor 50 children, 
wc arriAC at a total ol Rs 157, ehargeahle upou tin* school-rate As it is only 
in the larger eiiil and militaiy stations, such as Meerut, Delhi, Patna, &c., that 
a school for 50 ehildiiui will he lequired, and, as in thes(‘ stations, tliere are 
many European residents ot tlu‘ wealthier elassi's, and a large immh(T of 
rateable houses, a charge ol Rs. 157 per mensem will not he thought excessive. 

The local Sehool-l>o.ards will coll cot tlie share of the cost paid by parents 
for the education ol tUeii’ eliildi('u at a hill ho\rdiug-s(*hool, oi a free school, 
and pay tlie w'liole cliargi* monthly to the Secretaries ol the schools where the 
children arc placed. 

The extra eliargi' lor scIiolarshi])s and free school grants will be consider- 
ably less in a railway station I’lie number of cliildi ('ll 111 iIk' scliool will he 
smaller, and tlie jiropoitum ol ])areuts .able to paj the w hole cost ol their 
children’s education laigei , lew, il ain, will require liee-school erants; and W'C 
do not ajipreliend tliat an ohjeetion will he niad(‘ on the score ol cost by the 
Railway Companies to thus hcljiuig their own scjiants in the edvication of 
their children. 

Will'll the cost of lull hoarding-schools has been hrouglit, by the measures 
above proposed, more within the nii'ans of Euvopeun paii'iits ot thc middle 
elasH, — esj)eciallj if the prosjieel of advantageous employment lor tlu'ir cluldron 
encourages tliem to incur a larger e\])ens<' in educating them, — tlu'ie can he 
little doubt that the hill-schools will be far mori' generally used than they are 
uow, and 'that it may be necessary to add to their iuiiuh(*r 

But at present none of them liavi' tlu'ir full eom])l('in('ut of scliolare. 
nowtb.«n««cc\ auo.nm<s Naiiii Tal sohool, which was estahlishcd ('specially as a 
dation in (vwtiiiR luii-schooib middle scliool tor liOTs of the muulU' class, and h.as just 
may bo made available been enlarg('d to ivccne D50 boarders, lias only 88 ; and 

St. Paul’s School, Darjei'ling, which can at onc'c he made to accommodate 110 
hoys, has only 61. These two alone cjui receive 1 18 additional scholars. A third 
school, intcnd('d especially for the children of railway ein])loyes, and with 
accommodation for (K) sehoLars, has been opened within tlie last few months by 
the government of Bengal at Kurseong, hut we do not know towh.it extent 
tins has been filled. We advise however that the amount of unused accommo- 
dation in all the existing hill-seliools of this class should he ascertaiiuHl and 
filled up, hefoi*e any steps are taken to estahlisli a mwv middle school iu the 
hills. The two schools at Naini Tal and Daijeeliug are only halt filled Both, 
having large grounds, may he still luillu'r eiilavgetl (Darjeding almost to any 
extent), and both possess a gri'at adiantago in having a large' space for play- 
groimds, which in the schools at Simla and Mussoorie is the great want. 
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But there would be aome dij0Q.culty, imboih of these, in jwissing over frojaa 
Some difficulty in change of the old to the new systciu, and compensating for the 
eyetom. loss by rcductiou of the old fee, until the schools were 

TV'cll filled, and the loss was counterbalanced by the gain from the increased 
number of scholars. 

At the Naini Tal school this difficulty would be slight. At the present time 
every boarder pays a fee of Bs. 20 per mensem for only ten months, or B-s. 200 
per annum ; and the Govertiment allows a graiit-iu-aid of Bs. 5-10 per mensem, 
for tw^tdve months, or Bs. C7-8 per annum : the total receipt therefore on every 
Ijoarder is Bs. 267-8 per annum. Under the new systcuu of payment, it would 
be only Bs. 240 per annum, which Avould involve a loss of Bs. 27-8 on every 
boarder, or of Bs. 2,305 jjor annum for the whole number now in the school, 
which it would not bear. It will not however he necessary to extend the re- 
duction at first to the scholars already in the school ; the reduced scale being 
ap}>lied only to future admissions, and not to all, until the school is sufficiently 
W'oll filled to bear the reduction, which w^c have calculated to be possible when 
the number of scholars approaches 200. 

At the Darjeeling school the difficulty is greater. Its scholars arc somewhat 
of a b(dt,cr class tlian th()S(! for whom a vej'y clump middle schotfi is necessary, 
though the dilfcrcnce is nc»t so great as to ho a serious ohjection ; and, although 
the education given in the school is as yet jumctically not heyond the standard 
of middle, yet it can teacdi to the standai’d of high schools, with its present 
staii' of masters, whose salaries arc therefore higher than they need be in a 
school of the middle gimde. 

Again, the reduction would he greater than in the Naini Tal school. The 
present mean receipts per mensem, on every boarder at Darjeeling, are as 
follows : — .*

Under the new system, the receipt by f(5c and grant-iu-aid on evtuy boarder 
will be Bs. 20, and by endowment, (the numlu'r t)f scdiolars remaining the 
same), Bs. G ; — in all Ite. 26 per mensem, or Bs. 312 per annum. The Joss 
therefore would he Bs. 118-8 per aunum, and could not he so easily compen- 
sated for by the gain accruing from an increased number of pupils. Bor Dar- 
jeeling is much more expensi\T than the other hill st ations, as regards supplies 
and servants’ wages, and the premeut annual cost of each hoarder, with a total 
of 64 in the school, is calculated at Bs. 401-4. or Es. 33-7 pew mensem. 

This cost would umloubtcdly he very considerably reduced were the 
number of hoarders doubled ; and a still fuilluM- reduction may be expected, as 
soon as the (sasier communication with Calcutta and tlu; ])laius lessens the ex- 
I)cn.siveness of the station. Making full allow'ancc for both th(!se events, it is 
possible that the totjil cost of a boardew in St. Baul’s School may be reduced to 
Bs. 26 per mensem. But it must lie remei,nl)(;r<'d lha< 1 he double number of 
scliolars would halve the sliai'e of endowment credited to (vieh, nsducing it from 
Bs. 6 to Bs. 3 ; so that the total receipt on (uauy hoarder Avoiild lx? only Bs. 23 
per inensem, viz,, B.s. 20 by fee and grant, Bs, 3 by ('ndownumt. But this sum 
falls short of the estimate of his total cost to the school by Bs. 2. It is impos- 
sible, therefore, if this estimate be correct, as we holi(!V(', it to be, to make St. 
Paul’s School a large middle scdiool precisely of the .same kind, and at the sumo 
(iharge as the Naini Tal school ; th<^ parent wlu) semds his hoys to Darjeeling 
must pay at. least Bs. 2 in excess, on account of the gi*eater ex})ensivcneasj, ana 
would have to pay Bs. 5 hut for the school endowmcjit. 

But it is a question to he considered whether it is expedient that St. Paul’s 
School should be merely a middle school of the saints kind, and for the same , 
class of children as the Naini Tal school. As alrc'ady said, it; has a staff cajmble 
oftteaching up to the high school standard ; its 64 ])upils are the children of 
parents who can pay Bs. 25 j)er mensem ; with quicker fiud easier means of 
access from Calcutta, and a growing appreciation of t he advantages of school^

in a hill climate, the school may he ‘filled by children of the well-to-do European 
classes in Calcutta and the other Bengal stations ; and it may be found more to 
the public benefit to retain it as a combined middle and high school* for th^ 
than to make it only a middle school for scholars of a somewhat lower dass. 

In this case, the school recently opened by the Government of Bengal at 
Kurseong would become the hill middle school of Bengal ; and if practicable, it 
should be enlarged, as found necessary, to roocive a larger number of pupils 
than the 60, for whom it has been constructed. Kurscong at present is scarcely 
less expensive than Darjeeling, and there are other present circumstances, as the 
absence of a resident minister of religion, which do not mark it out as a speci- 
ally fit site for a large European school ; but it is pmbablc that these objections 
may bo shortly removed, and, if they are, Kurscong will be perha))s a more suit- 
able place for sucli a school than Darjeeling. As regards its finance, the Govern- 
ment of Bengal hopes that the total cost of a boarder will not exceed Rs. 20 jwr 
mensem. 

• The school luiving been oy)ened only in August last, it is at present impos- 
sible to say whether this liope will be realised ; should it prove W('ll founded, 
its annual balance-sheet will ]n‘esent the same features as tliat airc'ady sketched 
for a middle school of 200 scholars, and its cost may Ix' provided from the same 
sources and on the same plan, whhdi would producj; a oonsiderablo saving to the 
Bengal Government. 

We have not made any special ref(?renee to the middle schools for girls 
n, ii, 1 w 1 either in the hills or ]>]ains, Tlu'v are in verv much the 

same pf)sition as tlu* boys sehools, hear about tlm same 
relation as these to tin; educational wants of the Europc'an community, and may 
b(‘ dealt, with on tlui same pvincijdes. There arc; g<*r(']’ally lower girls than boys 
at school, and the boys arc k('pt a longer time uudta* education, on account of its 
greater inllucnce upon their future- jwospects. This is especially the case in the 
Diocesan Board schools in the hills; there are nearly twice as many boys in 
them as girls. . This may lu)wev<'r arise from the preference which many parents, 
although Prole, slant, have for the Homan Catiiolic convent schools, not so 
much l)('caus(! they consider that their daughters will receive a Ix'ltcr geneKiJ 
education then', hut on account of t he stricter care and supervisioji, and the 
superior teaching in “accomplishnu'nts” which they arc generally thought to 
receive. 


Tiiere arc also a few jndvale boarding scdiools in the hills for girls, kept by 
ladies for the odueatioji of eliildreu of the wealthier class of Euro))oans, at a 
higher charge than that of the selmols eonneelc'd with t!io Diocesan Board. 

The J)i(X.u'san s(*hools have he(Mi ostal)li.s1ied at Siiula, JVlussooib*, Naini Tal, 
and D.irje('luig ; like the boy’s seliools none have tludr full e-omplouK'nt, and 
from ilie same causes. As it must he regarded (xiually important to European 
health that the girls, as w(dl as the hoys, should as far as possible, spend the 
years of growili in a hill elimaba we think that similar facilities should he, 
afforded to j»ar(*nts to send them t.lu're. We do not howi^vcr think it necessary 
to Cvstablish new girls’ schools in any one of the hill-stations just mentioned, as 
these tour schools liaAa.', altogether, unuscal aceounnodation for 62 hoarders. 
All that Avill he required is to reduce their cost to the parent, to improve, and 
where found necessary to enlarge them. 

In this way wo belicwa; that piwision may ho made in hill hoarding-schools 
No imniodiaio nocc«sif,v of witliont an addition to their number, for the cducJitioii 
addiiiK to the ruiuiiior of hill- of European children, both boys and girls, in the North- 
aohooia ni the North-Western W(«tom Proviuccs, aiul ill Bengal, oxclusive of Assam. 

It our estimate be lound incorrect, and it prove neces- 
sary, in the course of a few ye-ars, to open another school in the North-West for 
the children of that province^ and of the parts of the Punjab south of Lahore, 
especially for the cbildnm of the emjiloyds on the Scinde, Punjab and Delhi, 
and the State Hallways in the North-West, Hajputana and Scinde, we should 
recommend Mussoorie for the site as t,ho most easily accessible from the jilains, 
the most centrally placed, and the least expensive of the hill-stations. The 
Scinde, Punjab, and Delhi Haihvay Company have already o[)ened a mixed 
school here for boys and girls, Avhich has now 27 scholars, at. the monthly 
average cost per head of Hs. 10-2-Jli'2 to the school, and of Rs. 12 to the

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parent ; the deficit is made up, we believe, by private contributions, and by 
grants-in-aid fi’om Government and the Railway Company. The eduoational 
staff is unsuitable for a large school, consisting only of a mistress on a salary of 
Bs. 100, and an assistant, who is also matron, on Bs. 60 per mensem. The site 
of the school is also badly chosen, being 2| miles below Mussoorie on the Baj- 
pur road, wliich is very steep and stony, so that it is impossible that the children 
should attend any place of worship, except on rare occasions, or receive reli- 
gious instruction other than that of the mistress and her assistant. Its distance 
from Mussoorie, and the extremely bad road down to it, will prevent the 
managing commit tee from exercising a pi-opcr supervision and control. On the 
whole, although the intention of this school is «!Xcollcnt, the execution is incom- 
plete ; and if it is to be made the nucleus of a larger one, wo recommend that it 
should be transferred to a hett(;r site, and re-organized with a more suitable 
tuitional staff, and a general scale of expenditm*e laid down on the scale given 
on page 63. 

Tlicre are however still four important districts of the presidency left 
unprovided for, from which complete educational statistics have not yet been 
forwarded. Thesfj are — 


1. Orissa. 

2. Eastern Bengal, with Assam. 

3. Central Provinces. 

4. Norfhern Punjab. 


A geneial acquaintance with these distritds and the condition of their European 
population, as regards education, enables us to speak with some certainty of the 
schools required for iliem, notwithstanding the absence of complete statistics ; 
and we are of - opinion that the undermentioned schools are necessary — 

1. Orissa . — Middle st^liools at Cuttack, for hoys and girls, w'ith primary 
classes, for about 100 children, and with hoarding 
accommodation for about 30. There is already a 
primary school in Cuttack, supported by voluntary 
and a grant-in-aid ; but insufficient, ill-maintained and ill-

There were therefore 103 attending no school, of whom 34 were of the better 
classes, the majority of whom would only use the local school as preparatory for 
a higher education ; 69 would attend the local school permanently, .^j-nd on their 
account it should be a middle school. 

2. Eastern Bengal, with Assam . — A middle school for about 80 children, 
.. , , , ov,i boarding-accommodation for about 20, at Dacca ; 

at ShiUong for As»m oluldi^: 
of which nothing can be said until further information has been given, as to 
the number and class of children for whom it is required ; at present, according 
to the statement of the Chief Commissioner, “ no means whatever exist in tbi« 
province for the education of European and Eurasian children. ” 

At Dacca there were in 187f) no fewer than 116 European, Eurasian, and 

Widdie-schooi at Dacca. school-^ing years, of whom then 

70 attended local schools, and 9 hoarding-schools. The 
o^ly European school now is a very unsatisfactory one, attended by a^ut 40 
or 60 children ; and if the total number of children has not decreased since 
1 876, there must be more than 60 attending no school at Dacca. There is no 
other school, except a very insignificant one for some 10 young railway children

at Goalimdo, in the M'hole of EasteAa Bengal, and a good middle school at Dacca, 
as the fittest centre for the district, is most urgently required. 

3. Central Provinces . — Middle boarding-schools at Pachmarlii* for about 
80 boys and 40 girls. The only schools now in the pro- 
vince are the Jubbulpore and Nagpur schools, of which 
the boarding accommodation is v('ry limite-d, being only 

There are a large number of European children scattered 
throughout the province, especially at Khandwa, llardah, and Sohagpur on tlu* 
Great Indian Peninsiila lino ; and there are many at Jubbulpore, for whom an 
accessible hill-school is m&st needed. Pachmarhi is only about 25 miles from 
the railway, and is an excellent situation for a central boarding-school. 

4. Northern Punjab. — Boarding-schools for about GO boys and 40 girls 
will, wo consider, provide for all the children living in 
the stations between Multan, Lahore and Peshawar, 
including those whose parents are employed on the 

Northern State Railway. 

We cannot do more as yet than form this approximate estimate of the 
number of children for which each school should be established. The exact 
xruml)cr however can be given as soon as more complete information lias been 
received. Wo cannot estimate the cost per head of a boarder in these schools 
of 80 or 100 each, at so low a scplo as in the larger schools. The necessity of 
teaching and boarding boys and girls in separate schools will of course 'make 
the number in each less, and raise the individual cost ; we cannot therefore es- 
timate this as less than Rs. 22 or Rs. 23. 

It would certainly be much less expensive to educate these children 
in the larger central schools of the North-West and Bengal ; but the distance 
would be so great, and from many parts of these four districts communication 
is so difficult, that the sum, saved to the parent on education, would be more 
than lost on the expense of travelling ; many too would object to send their 
children so far Jrom home. The establisluncnt therefore of a local school for 
each of these districls seems unavoidable. In view of this, and of the fact 
that they arc specially designed for all the stations within the district, and that 
these stations, having no local school, have also no local school-rate, w'e suggest 
that an cducatiomil rate should be raised on the European property in each 
district, from which the expenditure required for the maintenance of the dis- 
trict school, in excess of the parents’ jxaymcnt and the grant-in-aid, would be 
defrayed. 

It is unnecessary to speak of the local administration of middle or high 
schools, as all those now established are administered either by school com- 
mittees or what is equivalent, by religious corporations; and the administration 
of future schools will be conducted in the same method, according to the gen- 
eral rules already given. 

We do not think that there null be any immediate necessity to increase the 
number of high schools cither in the hills or in the 
No immoawte nccensity for plains. Nor is it likely that it will arise, until the con- 
Ichwk ^ * "***" * ” viction of the great advantage of lull-schools, in respect 

of health, becomes much more general and strong 
enough to induce European parents to overlook the greater cost of boarding- 
schools. Wlien that occurs, the principal high schools at Calcutta, Allahabad, 
and Lahore will send a large proportion of their scholars to the hills, and it 
will then become necessary to enlarge the existing hill-schools, and perhaps to 
addfto their number. Notwithstanding the expense of this movement, we 
beUeve that it will be more than compensated for by the improved physique 
and capacity for work, both of mind and body, in the European youth of India, 
smd is therefore to be encouraged. Its progress, however, must be left in great 
degree to the spontaneous action of the European community, and the only 
measures w’hich appear to us practicable and expedient are — 

1. To afford a freer scope to the preference for hill-schools by reducing 
their cost. 

2. To ejiclude, eventually, primary education from them. 

Both these ends, wo believe, would be obtained by the application to them 
of the grant-in-aid system as already described. 
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TIkj three high schools for boys ia tiie lulls are Bishop Cotton’s School, 
Finamiai iH.KUi.m of the Silvia. wi>n 7 day-hcliolars, and 110 boarders, and

day-scholars, and 79 board<Ts, and accommodation for 
90— both of which are Cliurch of England schools; and St, Gcorg(i’s College, 
Mussof)rie (Botnan Catholic), of vvhi<;h the })rc8cnt number of boarders, and the 
extent of its unused accoininodalion are unknown ; but in 1870, as stated in 
Mr. Lawrence’s report, it had 70 paying boarders and 3 free. 

The average total cost to tlin ])arent, exclusive of travelling expenses, cloth- 
ing, and pocket- niojmy, for ('.‘Uih ])oard<5r at Bishoj) Cotton’s School, Simla, is 
Hs. 32; at the Mussoorie School Its. 41-3-8; at St. George’s College (accord- 
ing to Mr. Lawrence) Its. 23 f»er mensem. 

The actual lot.H I cost to the school of each boanb'r in it is at Bishop 
Cotton’s School Bs. 35-2; at Mussoorie Scrhool Its. 39; at St. George’s College 
Its. 27. Of this total, th(‘ j)ortion sjamt only on tuilional salaries is at Bishop 
Cotton’s Sehool Its. 14-12 5; at tlie Mussoorie School lls. 20-15; at 8L 
George’s College Rs. 7 ])(’r mensem for every scholar. The high tuitional 
expenditure at the Mussooj-ie School is owing 1o two causes, (1), that the heatl 
and second masters hav'c olitained tlie ]naxinium of tlu'ir sahu’i(^s, and the third 
is within one sle^) of it ; (2), that it has a greater nunibej’ of masters, in propor- 
tion fo the number of scholars, than tlu' (>thers, r/c'., 0 masters for 88 j)Uj)ils ; 
instead of 5 masters for 117 jmpils, a.s in Bishoj) Cotton’s School, and 4 masters 
for 79 pupils, as in St. George’s College. The very small tuitional charge in 
the last arises from the fact, that its masters are generally niomh('rs of a religious 
corporation who charge no more against the school than sulTuics for their 
maintenance. . 

In addition to the rcceiy)ts from fees, which show a protit of lls, 2-3-8 on 
everj’^ boarder, the Mussoorie School lias an midow incut of Rs. 2,4t)0 per annum, 
averaging lls. 2-4 for every one of its 88 sidiolars; but it does not receive a 
•grant-in-aid from Government. The total yirofit then on (‘very boarder is 
lls, 4-7-8 per mensem, which hitherto has hccu spent on the ('retdioii of new, 
and the mucli-needcd alhwation and rejuiir of old scliool buildings, but will 
henceforth b(3 invested as a school maintenama) fund, Bishoyi Cotton’s School, 
Simla, has also an endowment of Rs, 4,423-8 per annum, (.‘([uivnlent to an 
allowance for every one of the 117 scholars of Jls. 3-2-5 yier nu nsem, togcth(ir 
>vith a Government grant-in-aid of Rs. 6,400 per .annum, or lls, 3-12-10 per 
nicnsein, if distribut'd among its preR(*nt numlier of scholars. But a condition 
is aftacbed to this grant, that 20 scbolai'sbips of Rs. 10 each per mensem should 
be foundial for the heneht of ymjhls in tb(i school Avhost; parents stand in ni'cd 
of help, and liy this condition the Oova'mtmmi grunt is reduced to lls. 3,000 
})er annum, or to a montlily allowance of Rs. 2-2-2 for every om; of the present 
number of pupils. The endowment and grant-in-aid togcthcir amount, t herefore, 
for (jvery scholar only to lls. 5-4-7. The actual enst. (»f a boarder to the school, 
as will hav<! been seen above, is l(‘ss than tlic sehool-f(;e by Rs. 3-2, and then' 
is an atlditional sum of lls. 2 per mensem to bo cbargi'd against him, as liis 
individual share of the annual imtalinent, with interest, of Rs. 2,800 in pay- 
imnit of the building d<!bt. Those two sums together amount to a loss on ev(!rv 
hoarder of Rs, 5-2, which is paid from the Tls. 5-4-7, the joint ])roix'eds per 
head of the endowment ami grant-in-aid; and the final gain on every boarder 
is two annas seven pic per mensem, — scarcely a sufficient guarantee for the 
jiermanciicy of the school. 

According to Mr, Lawrence’s report, the loss on every boarder in* St. 
George’s College, Mussoorie, was Rs. 4 per mensem in 1870, which, as there is 
no grant-in-aid allowod to the institution, must have been met from jmvate 
sources. 

It appears then from tin's abstract that financially the Mussoorie School 
is in a satisfactory, St George’s College and Bishop Cotton’s ScIkjoI in a precari- 
ous yiosition, just able with difficulty to make both ends moot. As the numbers 
guven above show, they all fall short of their full complement of pupils ; but there 
(*aii lie little doubt that, if it wcjro possible to reduce tlieiv charges, the number of 
scholars would soon bo increased in all ; and this reduction can only be effected 
by an increase of the Government grant-in-aid to Bishop Cotton’s School, and 
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the extension of it to the other two institutions. But, as the Mussoorie School 
is fairly well filled with pupils, and in a financial condition, whiot stands in 
need at least of no present help, it may he well to leave it entirely unaided by 
Government, as a school for European children of the wealthier class, whose 
parents can pay for their education without State aid. It mil be time enough 
to put- this school upon a gmnt-in-aid when it cannot maintain itself, or, when 
it may be found expedient to reduce its charges, in order to bring education of 
the higher standard within the means of a larger number of European par<‘nts. 

This cannot however be said of St. George’s College and Bisho}) Cotton’s 
School, both of which must have difficulty in carrying on their work, a-s they 
receive hoardei’s at a lower charge than they cost the* school, and the latter at 
least is only two-thirds full. 

The entire absence of grant-in-aid in one, and its smallness in the other, 
MonUiiy honrding-foo may scliool, precludes the reduction of the fee in both, and 
Ite rcdnci'ii mKior ii.e utw tlio want of fulids hinders their improvement in other 
system of ftiHiiiH-ni-aid. rcspccts. Wo therefore retommend the extension of the 

grant-in-aid system to both ca.scs on the priiuaple, already described, of pay- 
ment by results, which allows an average grant per head of Bs. 3 for pn’juary, 
Rs. 5 lor middle, and Es. 7 for the higher classes, and Avould have the speedy 
effect of iinproA'ing the quality pf the ediieation, and throwing open the h<‘Ikk)1s 
to a larger niunher of scholars. ' Assuming these to be ctpaally divided between 
the three classes, tlie moan averagti grant for every pupil would be Rs. 5 ; and 
we wouhl also ri'eommtuid an atlditional grant to the school of Re. 1 for every 
pu])il, when all the domestic arrangeunaits for cleanliness, neatness, good food 
and sanitation satisfy the Goy(^mm<*nt In.spector, Attention to these domestic 
details was <*o7isi(lcr to he miudi needed in all European schools, and calculated, 
to promote habits of order and neatness in the pupils, which they now deci- 
dedly lack. Adding this extra grant, the total average* grant per head ■would ho 
Rs. 0, only semui four or live a nuns in exee'ss of the grant now allowed for the 
pujnls in tlio Xaini Tal and 'l)arj<‘cJing schools in the hills, and Re. 1-10 higher 
than tlu' nu'aii grant allowed per head to the Allahabad, Lahore, and Nagpur 
schools iu the })]aius. 

The rosull ()F this measure would be, in Bishop Cotton’s School at least, 
that Avith file full cennpleniont of 150 scholars, the monthly charge; of a 
be)ard{;r miglit .safely he re'elne’cd from Rs. 32 to Rs. 25. And this rediietionfOr 
all future; adinissiems AA’Oiild soon have the efleet of raising the Humber of scholars 
to the full cornple'nu'‘ntof the school. Althoergh we; have less acquaintance AA'ith 
the intoi'iiiil ee’enmmy of St, Gee)rge;’s College, we may safely veutm’e tlic 
opinion, that a similar result wenild folloAV, anti tlio governing body of thcsediool 
would be able; to give a bettor education to a larger number of sebola]'s. 

It may bo objected that, in recenniuending only these two hill-scbools 
ObjiTtion, ei.at two i.i(?h I'igl^est gi’ade for inclusion in tbe graut-in-aicl 

KhooiH iu till! hills art' insu0i- system, the onc for Roman Catholic, t,he etther for 

_ • Rrol estant boys, we ai’e making too weak a ]Arovisioii 

for bightT European education in a climate suited to the European con.stitulion. 

Ill reply to this, we state the reasons which, apart from the present e?xcop- 
tional position of the Mussoorie.' School, liavc infiueneed us in coming to this 
conclusion — 

(1) We wish in a general way to proportion the character of European 
education to the preibahlc position and occupation in their after-life of those 
whe^ reex'iA'o it. Warn<;d by the preeeelont of Native; education, we consider it 
unnecessary, and even injurious, to extend the highest education indiscrimi- 
nately to all classes of Europeans iu India, as producing a supply of highly 
^ucated young men far too largo for tiic situations open to them, aiul at- the 
same time unfitting the unsucces.sful majeirity for the occupation aa IucIi, Avith 
a less ambitious education, they might have .filled contentedly, usefully, and 
honourably. 

(2) The reputation and success of such institutions in the plains, as &t. 
Xavier’s and the Doveton Colleges, and the Martinim' Schools, and the greate; 
facility and cheapness of a high class education afforded by them, wall pi^bably 
for a long time outweigh, in the minds of many })arents, the advantages in re- 
spect o!f health wbk'h liill-schools afford for their children. A too rapid addition 
io these or enlargement of them would therefore bo premature. 
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(3) As the demand for hill-school education increases, it will be possible to en- 
large the accommodation both at Bishop Cotton’s School and St. George's College ; 
to apply the reduced scale of fee, and the compensating grant-in aid to tlie 
Mussooric School ; and to raise* the standai*d of education in St. Paul’s School, 
Barjecling, above the present level. 

(4) The aim of Government, gradually to restrict, as far as possible, high 
schools to high scholars, will bo promoted by the interest of the parents, who 
will soon discover tho im^xpedience of paying a largo fee to a liigh sc/hool for 
primary and raiddlo education, which their oliildroit cbuld obtain just as well, 
aJid much more cheaply, in a ]>i‘imai'y or a middle .school ; and, as this feeling 
comes into play, the pfaeos in high .schools, now fill(^d by junior, will be left 
open for senior scholars, of the age and c]a.ss to receive the higher education. 

Wc have not thought it jjruper to recorauieud that scholars l)ips, tenable at 
Sohoiuvships from lukUio high schools in the hills, should he* generally granttsd 
Bchook u» liifjh Kciumis. to Scholars at middle schools, and charged against tlit 
local educational fund, whetlu'r raised by rate, or by voluntary c.outrihutiou, 
and in this way th.at parents, d('siiing a Jnghcr cduealu)n for their children, 
should liave tlu’; relief wliieh we have recommended for parents of the poorer 
class in sending their ehildr<'n fi'om primary to middh! schools in the hills. Wo 
consider that such relief in ordinary cases is not only umn'ci'ssary, hut would he 
opposf^d to tho geueraJ sentiment of European ])arcnts of the well-to-do classes; 
the far larger share, therefore, of the cost of tin; higlua* ediie-atioii will he homo, 
as a general rule, by the jiarent, tin* Stale only eoutrihnling tho graul-in-aid. 

But there will l«i, two exceptions to the g(‘i>oral rule — 

(1) CUildj'pii belonging to the w<dl-to-do class, who hav(i heon tliroAvn into 

])Ovevty by the death or sh'kucss of ))arents, and are thus deprived of 
the moans of <!oirtiuuing their education. 

(2) Children of a poorer class, from free schools in tlw' plains, or middle 

s<diools iu hills or plains, of exce])tional merit and ululity, to vvliom 
a high class education ought i\ot to ho dejiii'd. 

The first exception, if it cannot, he adetiuately jirovidisl for by the sjiecial 
private help of relatives and friends, may he aided by benevolent fmul*! insti- 
tuted for that especial ])urpose, as the Hill >Schoul Nomination Eund, aud the 
Anglo-Indian Educational Pund. 

* The su])))ly of maintimanec allowances to middle schools from the local 
educational fund will cousidi'rahly relieve these puhlic^ funds, and enalile them 
in a great degree to reserve*, their aid for childrc'ii at high schools; hut if, iiot- 
withsianding they prove insutlieimit, we c;in only recommend this suhji'ct iis 
one which well di'sevves and titly engages the heuevoleut consideration of the 
Eurasian and Anglo-Indian Association, and of the Euro] lean cominuuity 
generally; in the liojic that the present ]nih]ic educational funds may he so 
consolidated andem-iched as to sullice for all cases of tins class really needing 
and deserving help. 

Eor the setjoiid class of hoys wc would venture to recommend the founda- 
tion by tlu': Goverumeiit of India of Imperial scholar.slii[>s, analogous both in 
name and character t.o the Queen’s Seholar.shij).s to Training ColU^ges, awarded 
by the Committee of Privy Council in England. They should he of Rs. 25 
each, — the cost we have estimated for high education at a hill hoarding-school 
under the now system ; ho awarded in tlie jn’oportiou of 2 per cent, to scholars 
in free and middle schools of tho class whieli has alrt?ady been dcscribcyd ; and 
lie competed for by hoys in the 34th and loth ye.ars of their age, at tho aupual 
oxainiuatiou of the Govornincui Ius|)ector of Schools. Ordinarily, such scholar- 
ships shall ho tenable for two years only, at any apiirovod high school in the 
hills; but, on the joint recommendation of the Inspector of Schools and the 
head-master, the icnviro may at tho cud of that time b(^ extended to the third 
year. 

The foundation of Imperial scholarships will serve as a powerful incentivo 
to diligence throughout the whole school, and at tho same time will enablo boys 
to receive the higher education, for whi(5h they arc well qualified by thdr abili- 
ties, hut from which they are ex<5luded by their eiroumstaucos. 

As the real improvement of European education in India is hoi)elefts witfi- 
rupiUoack. VH ; traiuiug out a supply of wcll-trainod teachers ; — and these 
ooUeges »ad ajrtifiuite#, generally be drawn from a class unable to moot Hie 
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expense of the necessary professional education j — it will ho found requisite to 
m^e special grants for this purpose — 

lat — To scholars, who, having passed the final examination of an upper 
primary school, engage themselves as pupil-teachers. 

Snd — To scholars, who, having passed the final examination of a high 
school, present themselves as candidates for admission into a training college. 

We otter hero a plan for the formation of a class of pupD-toachers, male 
and female ; and of trained masters and mistresses for prij»iai*y and middle 
schools, aided or maintained hy Government. H. is closely modelled upon the 
provisions of the English cdu<;ationill <!ode, with only the necessary adajitations 
to the special circumstances of the European schools i>i Ijidia. 

T Pni.ii ' Thcso sliall 1)0 bovs and girls engaged to servo in a 

school under the followitig (conditions : — 

(«) That the school receives a favourable report from the Itispoctor, in rc- 
* spcct of suitable premises, good organization, instruction, and disci- 

pline, adequate supply of school furniture and material, and proba- 
bility of permanence for the period of oigjigemc'nt. 

(6) That the pupil-tea(?hors, at the time of engii gonont, shall be not 
less than Itt, nor above 1(5 years of age; shall have passcnl, if hoys, 
at least the final examination of an U[)|K'r ])rimary school, and, if 
girls, the lower primary examination; and ha^'(! rcceiva'd a cortiiricnte 
of good conduct fi’om tlie mast(*r or inistrc'ss, and a nuHlical certift- 
(Mitc of freedom from any infirmity likely to interfere with the pro- 
fession of teaelu'r. 


(c) The engag(mient of a pupil-teaclu'r of 13 y(?avs of age shall be for five 
years, if in a boys’ si'bool, the master of which is qunliticd to t('ach 
u|) to the Calcutta ('ntrauco examination ; or in a girls’ school, the 
mistiv'ss of which is capable of teaching up to the final middle- 
school standard ; hut the (mgagement. shall only he for ihrc'C years if 
th(‘ school he one of which tlie master is qualified to ti'ach only to 
the final middle standard, or the mistress only to the final primary 
standard.

And the 
engagement shall he terminable on ('itlier side by a wu*itt.cn notice 
of six months, or, in lieu of sucli notice, by the p-ayment on either 
side of a sum equal to half the j^upil-t-f'atdier’s salary for the year 
in which the engagoment is tofminnted ; such j)ayinent to be re- 
coverable as a debt by the party entitled to nicoivo it, and to be 
over and above the settlement of all other accounts between the 
parties. 

(w) The i)arties in the engagement slwll bo the managers of the school 
and the pupil -teachers ; the Goveriimc'ut contines itself to ascertain- 
ing through its Ins 2 >eetor whether the eouditioiis jni'scrilxjd by it 
are fulfilled. A memorandum of the cng*agement, giving full de- 
tails, shall be drawn uj) in a foian n))proved by the (jiovermnent of 
India, signed by both parties, and attested by one witness for such 
pai-ty. 

(h) The number of pu 2 )il-teachers in a school shall not c.vccf'd the number 
sancti<med by ( Jovernment ; and the engageuK'ut or dismissal of a 
pu])il-(eaclicr shall l)e notified to the (lOvcrniiK'nl inspector. 

(o) A grant of Its. 3G, or Its. -i.8 per anmnn, shall ho made to a school, 
fulfilling. the conditions under clause (e), for every pupil-teacher 
who shall 2 )ass the Ijispeetoi-’s annual e.vamiuatioii “fairly,” or 
“ well,” I’especi ively, — half of which grant sliall be 2 )aid o\ cr by the 
managers to the master or mistress by whom the i)ii2)ii-tcacher has 
been instructed. 


(p) At the close of their engagement, in th(^ abs(mce of any s])eeial agn'e- 
ment with the jnanagers of the school in which they serve, ])uijil- 
tcaeliers arc perfectly free in their choice of cinploynif'jit. If they 
wish to continue in the work of education and have comph ted their 
engagement with credit, they may hcecnnc! assistant i(‘aehc!rs in (dc- 
nx'nlary schools; or may he examined for admission into a trainijig 
colJ<'g<‘ ; or may l)c ]m)visionully cei1ifieate<l in the third class, for 
immediate service in eharg(* of small elementary sclu/ols, with not 
more than 20 scholars, lint in this case the provisional certilieates 
must he changed Ixsforo the (mujilction of th<^ 25lh ytiar of their 
age for permanent e(;rtificat<‘s obtained by examiriation, or they will 
bo caiutelh^l. A provisional (toriiiieatt,' is not tbe issue of any certi- 
ficate to tin; impil-teacbe3', but the entry of liis name in a register 
kept by tlio In‘<j)ector. 


1. A training college includes («) the boarding, lodging, and instruction of 
candidates for tbe ofiice. of eevtilieated teachers of i)ri- 
maiy and middle schools; (b) a practising school, in 
■wbieh such candidates may learn the exei*cise of their 
profession. This school, if i)ossible, shall form a i)art of the training college, 
otherwise it shall he conveniently near to it. 


2. The number of students shall be at first limited to forty ; the staff shall 
consist of a princi])al and assistant, and, if the practising school is a part of tbe 
college, of a normal master. Lessons in music, and drawing shall be given by 
the assistant and noimal masters, if (jualified; otherwise by non-resident 
teachers. 


3, Admission into the trairdng cellegc. 

(a) All candidates shall have passed the 2nd class Calcutta Entrance ex- 
amination. 


{h) They shall certify that they intend bond fide to adopt and follow the 
profession of a teacher in a primary, middle, or other certified school {i. 0 ., sub- 
ject to Goveniment insioection, or ai)provod by tbe Government Inspector, 
and to complete the period of probation prescribed for obtaining a certificate. 

(c) If they have been pupil-teachers, they shall have successfully com* 
idoted their engagement. • ' 
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(d) If they have not been pupil-teaohers, they shall have passed their 19th 
birthday before the date of their admission. This rule shall also apply* to those 
whose engagements as pupil teachers have terminated by mutual consent, and 
without discredit to themselves, under clause I, (1 ) ; page 77. 

(e) They sliall produce a certificate of good conduct signed by the head- 
master of their school, or if privately taught, by a minister or magistrate ; also 
a medical certificate that they are free from serious bodily infirmity, or defect, 
or deformity. 

(/) The examination *f or admission shall commence on or about the 6th of 
Decemlier, and shall be conducted by a Government Inspector of Schools. The 
successful candidates sliall bo arranged in two classes in order of merit ; and 
such shall be termed Imperial or Government scholars,- and receive, free of 
charge, in the college, board, lodging, and training for the profession of a 
teacher. 

* iff) Candidates on admission shall sign a declaration that they will comply 
with the regulations of the college ; and upon proof by the authorities of the 
college of gross, or repeated non-compliance by any student, the scholaj'ship 
grant shall cease, and he shall quit the college. 

4. Grants made to a training college. 

(a) The grant-in-aid to a training college shall be an Imperial grant, and 
paid monthly. ^ 

(A) It must not exceed* 75 per cent, of the total annual exj)enditure of 
the college, certified in such manner as the Government of India may direct ; 
nor Rs. 600 per annum for every Imperial or Government scholar in residence 
for continuous training throughout the year, *. e., from February 15th to Decem- 
ber 15th. 

(e) If there is an excess or defect of expenditure on cither limit, the 
balance shall be adjusted as soon as the annual accounts of tlie college have 
been closed, audltt'd, and passed by the Inspector. 

(d) A grant of Its. 1,000 is placed to the credit of the college for every 
master trained m it for two years, who shall have been continuously engaged 
as teacher in the same school for at least 15 months, and has obtained witiiin 
that period two favourable reports from the Inspector, with an interval of one 
yoar between t^ach. If the service has been less than 15 months, he must obtain 
a third favourable report. 

{e) Every Imperial or Government scholar who retires from the profession 
of a teacher, (except on medical certificate, or with the sanction of Goverament, 
within two years after the date of his leaving the training college, shall pay to 
Government a fine of Its. COO; and one retiring Avithin four years from the 
same date, shall pay a fine of Bs. 300. An agreement to this effect shall be 
signed by every candidate before admission. 

(/) Students, paying their own expenses, may be received into the train- 
ing college on such terms as shall be agreed on with the authorities of the 
college, but no grant shall be made for these during residence. If, however, 
they have successfully passed the final college examination, and completed their 
■probation as UMichers, a grant of Rs. 1,000 shall be credited to the college. 
Such independent students may enter the college only for one year’s training, 
and on those having successfully passed the first year’s examination, and com- 
pleted their probation as teachers, a grant of Rs. 600 shall be credited to the 
college. 

6. Examinations in a training college. 

(«) The annual examinations of the resident students shall be held by the 
Government Inspector immediately after the examination of candidates for 
admission, and before the close of the college term on December 16th. 

‘ (ft) The syllabus for each year of training shall bo of the same kind and 
standard as that adopted in English training colleges, with the addition of* 
Urdu as a necessary, and another vernacular as a voluntary, subject. 


' This i« the limit in EngliBli tnuoing colleges, but the grant allowed for every male Queen s scholar is 
)et annum* 

* It if of flpooittl importance that trained European teachere ahonld be qualified to teach a remocular gram* 
tttttically and accurately— , . . . , , ... 
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(<?) The examination shall include the actual teaching of a class before the 
Inspector, as well as written lessons on given subjects. 

(d) Every student must have taught two months in the practising school 
during each year of his training. 

(<?) No student shall bo admitted to examination hut such as fulfil the con- 
ditions under II, (3), and have been resident tlirough the scholastic year ; and 
no such student may be left out. 

(/) Students who pass successfully through two years of training receive 
special mention thereof on their ecrtificatea 

(ff) Students who fail in the first year’s examination shall take up the 
first year’s subjects again at the end of their second year ; if they pass success- 
fully in both years’ subjects, their certificate shall be of the same class as above, 
but without the special mention. 

(A) Students who fail at the second year’s examination, but pass in the 
first year’s subjects, shall receive a lower certificate ; and for such students the 
grant credited to the college after they have undergone their probation shall be 
only Rs. 500. 

6. The cost of a training college for 40 students we estimate as follows ; —

7. It will be seen that a training college on the plan sketched above, al- 
though so largely subsidised and conti’ollcd by Government, is in the position 
of an aided school, rather than of one maintained by Government ; but we con- 
sider tliat, if praciicable, a oollcgo instituted on this plan is preferable to one 
entirely maintuiued by Govexmment — 

First . — Ou tlic ground of economy — 

(a) As Government will pay only tlircc-fourths of the cost instead of the 
whole, the remaining onc-fourth being provided from other sources. 

(fi) The training college can on tliis plan most easily l>e connected with the 
most suitable of the existing denominational schools as its practising school. 
This arrangement will lessen the cost most Tnatcrially ; the noi’mal master of the 
college being head-master of the practising school, or rice versa ; and the 
students, teaching by rotation in the schools, will lessen the number of assistant 
masters required in it. 

Keiiirions adiuiiiici ration of Sccoudli/. — Bccausc this j)lan appears to offer the 

the tniiiiiiig collide. simplest solution of the religious ditbculty. 

(«) A.s nearly all the most important of the European schotds are denomi- 
national, and all include religious teaching as a part of t heir system, and as the 
great majorify of Europtjan partmts desire that thtur children should receive 
Christian instruction in their schools, it is necessary that their teachers should 
he duly qualitk'd to impart it ; and this qualification is more surely and oonve- 
uiently attained and guarantc(.'d in a training college connected with some reli- 
gious body, and aided only by the Government, tlian in one unconnected' with 
any religions body, of which Government undertakes the entire charge and 
control. 

(A) As the Homan Catholic communion is able to provide trained teachdrs 
for its schools from tlK^ members of its own religious e()rj)oration8, we recom- 
mend that the Church of England should be acoe[)ted, as the most suitable form 
of Protestant CJiristianity to undertake the cstahiishment and charge of a train- 
ing college for the whole presidency — 

1. Because it is the wealt hiest and most influential body, and can best bear 
the charge, and guarantee permanent maintenance, 

2. Because of all the Protestant donominations it has the greatest number 
of membera, and would be most generally acceptable. 
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3. Because the largest number and the most important of the Protestant 
schools are connected with it. 

4. Because the school best suited in every respect to be attached as a prac- 
tising school to a training college, the Naini Tal Diocesan School, is con- 
nected with the Church of England. 

But we would extend to the training college, if this selection wore made, 
the same conscience clause as we have recommended for denominational schools, 
and the provision that religious knowledge shall not be a subject in the annual 
examination of the Inspector, nor in the examination for admission ; and that 
non-attendance at the religious services, or lectures of the college, or attend- 
ance at other religious services or lectures, shall not deprive the student of any 
of the general benefits or privih‘gcs of the college. 

It shall, however, be obligatory upon all candidates for admission to make 
a declaration that they profess the Christian Paith ; and, for those of them who 
profess themselves to be members of the Church of England, to declare that 
they will attend the religious servu'ces and lectures of the college. 

We would not advise the establishment of more than one training college 
for masters, until the results of the general scheme of education linally adopted 
by the Government of India become apparent. It is j)robable, however, tliat 
there will then be a gi*catcr demand for trained and certificated teachers than 
can bo expected at first. Th<? number and size of schools will })robably bo 
increased, and many of the present teachers in European schools, failing to 
satisfy the conditions of the Goveninient, will retire, and their places must be 
filled up. If this expectation be realised, a training college for 40 students, 
which, at the most, am turn out only 20 certificated teachers per annum, will 
scarcely meet the increased demand, and it may then be found expedient that 
Government should encourage the establishment of a second training college, 
on the same conditions as the iirst, to meet more specially the recpiircmcnts of 
non-conformists and undenominational schools. 

The following reasons have dii'cctcd us to the choice of the Naini Tal 
Choice of Niliiii Tal ns iiio School, as thc one best suited for a connection with the 
site of tho traiiiiiifr coiicfyc. training college, if the consent of its trustees and go- 
verning body can bo obtaim^d : — 

1. It is in the bills, and more centrally situated than any other suitable 
school. 

2. It is thc grade of school most needed in India for thc middle class of 
domiciled Europeans, and thc one, in which t<^achcrs will best h^arn the duties 
they will have to discharge, as they will he taught their ])rofcssion with the 
same class of boys as Ibey will afterwards have to teach. 

3. It has large grounds, in -which wc helicvc. that a training college could 
be established without any undue crowding, or iu any rcs))cct injuring the pre- 
sent school. Indeed, w’^e are rather of tho opinion that thc connection will be 
as great an advantage to thc school as to the training college. 

4. As stated above, this is the least costly mode of establishing and main- 
taining a training college. Q^hc site and the school-building are jfircady there, 
and the only building exiienditure required will bo for the college. 

This plan, however, depends on llu) consent of thc Naini Tal School’s Com- 
mittee and Trustees, and on the ability of the Church of England to contribute 
one-fourth of the cost of the mainkmance of the college. If these conditions 
are not fulfilled, considering that a training collc'ge is cssiuitially a necessary 
part iu any complete schemt? of education, wc can only veeomnumd that tho 
Government of India should itself establish one, and undertake its entire 
charge and control on such principles of administration as will make it most 
generally tiscful. 

It will also be nec()ssary to establish a college for training female teachers 
in girls’ and thc smaller mixed schools. Tho number 
Traming of the studeuls, w- hom it will be necessary to aceom- 

modak, will probably at first bo somewhat less than in 
the college for masters. And, if the precedent of English colleges for feilialo 
teachers may be followed, the cost will also be somewhat less. The anniuil 
grant allowed for a Government or Imperial scholar may bo, for girls, estimated 
at Es. 400, instead of Es. 500, and the final grant made for every passed and 
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certificated teacher after probation for the prescribed period, at Ba. 700 instead 
of Rs. 1,000. 

The teaching staff for a training college of 30 or 40 female students should 
consist of a married principal, with two certificated school-mistresses from 
England, as assistant and normal mistresses. The Naini Tal girls’ school would 
be a suitable practising school, and, with the consent of its managers, might be 
connected with the training college. There would, however, be a greater diffi- 
culty as regards the college-building, the Naini Tal girls’ school not having in 
this respect the advantages possessed by the boys’ school. 

In view, however, of the greater cost of starting the two colleges at once, of 
the more immediate necessity to provide trained teachers for boys’ schools, and 
of the expediency of making a first experiment single, it may be thought wiser 
to delay the cstablisliment of a female training college, until the college for 
masters lias boon at work, and serves for future guidance. 

Certificates shall be awarded to students in training colleges, and to acting 
Award and ihsuo of certi- tcachcrs in schools, in general accordance with the pro- 

ficates to teachers. visions of thc English educational code. 

1. Teachers, in order to obtain certificates, must be examined, (with the 
exceptions hereafter noted), and must undergo probation by actual service 
in school. 

2. ' Tlie examination will be held annually, in the beginning of December, 
either at thc training college, or at some other suitable centre. 

A syllabus of the subjects of examination for male and female candidates, 
respectively, may be obtained from the Director of Public Instruction for the 
province in which the examination is hold, to whom also all intending candi- 
dates must scTsd in their names, on or before the 1st of October preceding the 
examination. 

3. The examination for certificates is o|)en to — 

(а) Students, who have resided for at least one year in the training 

college. 

(б) Candidates, being upwards of 21 years of age, who have — 

(1) comjilctcd an engagement as pupil- teacher satisfactorily ; 

(2) or obtained a favourable report from an Inspector ; 

(3) or served as assistants for at least six months, under certificated 
teachers. 

Candidates, not being students of the training college, atkmding the 
examination, may, at their option, take the papers of the first or second year’s 
students. 

4. Thc names of successful candidates, whether students or acting teachers, 
are published in a list, arranged in four divisions for thc first year’s examina- 
tion, and three divisions for the second year. The division in which each 
candidate passes will be recorded on thc certificate. 

5. The certificate will be issued after the successful candidate has had 
the same probation, and fulfilled thc same conditions, as are required, before a 
grant for a passed student can be paid to the training college [see II. 4 
{d) and (/) ]. 

6. Certificates are of throe classes. No certificate is originally issued 
above the second class ; in wdiich all who have been placed by examination 
in the first three divisions are ranked. 

The second class certificates can only bo raised to the first class by good 
service for ten years from the date of their issue. 

Certificates of the third class include those who have been placed in t*lie 
4th division by examination, and special certificates for teachers of infants and 
small schools ; and can be raised only by examination. 

7. Special certificates of the third class may be granted without examina- 
tion, upon the riiport of an Inspector, to acting teachers who satisfy thc 
following conditions : — 

A . — They must, at the date of the Inspector’s report,— 

(1) be above 25 years of age ; 

(2) have been teachers of elementary schools for at least five years ; 

(3) present certificates of good character from the managers of their 

schools. 
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J3 . — Tlio Inspector must report — 

(1) that they are efficient teachers ; 

(2) that not less than 15 children, who had been under their instruction 

diiring the preceding six months, were individually examined : and 

(3) that at least ten of the passes made by^these scholars in reading, 

writing, or arithmetic were made in the final standard of the lower 
primary school. 

But in schools attended by infants only (under 7 years of age), and in 
schools with loss than *15 scholars, the conditions of B (2) and (:») arc not 
required to be fulfilled ; but the (Hirtificates thus issued will not entitle their 
holdei's to take charge of any other school. 

8. The managers of the stdiool mu.st annually state, of a certificated teacher, 
whether his conduct, character, and attention to duty have; been satisfactory ; 
and the Inspector reports on each school visited by him, whether it is efficient 
•in organization, discipline, and instruction. If the statement of the managers 
and the Insjwjctor’s re])ort are unsatisfactory, the certificate may, at any time, 
be rt'called, suspended, or reduced. 

9. S(dvools and classes, taught by masters who have passed the Calcutta 
Fh’st Arts (‘xaraination, or hold a degree of an European University, whicli they 
have obtained by ('xamination, shall receive grants-in-aid. 

10. It is not neccssaiy thSt the mistresses of gills’ schools, giving middle 
or high class education, sliould in all instances be certificated ; the Inspector 
shall (lecide wdiether a certificate may be dis]K‘nsed with ; and his decision shall 
be based, both upon the (.‘haracter of the school and the efficiency of the 
mistress. 

11. If the system of training colleges and certificated teacbei’s rexjeive 
tlie general sanction of the Govi'rnment of India, such provisions under it, as 
may he finally ap])vovcd, and aflect present teachers, siialL not come into force 
until three yi'prs from the date* of first puhlic/ation. 

12. But al'ti'i’ that time no school with an uncertificated principal teacher, 
or teachers, for its high and middle classes, shall he capable of receiving a 
Goverjiment grant-in-aid, extrept the schools noted in clau.ses 9 and 1(>. 

13. Nor shall any Government grant bo made in rcsj>ect of pupil- 
teaehers, but to schools taught by certificated masters, or included under clauses 
9 apd 10, 


Preponi Hchoiut' oW.y of or- 
dinary schools. 


We have, in this sclieme, endeavoured, to the best of mir ability, to comply 
with the r(;quirements of His Excellency’s Minute, only 
so far as tlu'y refer to ordinary (;ducation ; and have 
now the honour to submit, for the consideration of His 
Excellency in Council, a system of ordinary schools w^hicb, we hope, will at 
least prepare and fit the European youth of this country to get their living 
independently and usefully. 

We. regret that delay in forwarding the detailed statistics (requested now 

Dc-iav of staiistios montbs Ego) from most of the largest 

^ ' European stations has prevented us from being able to 

add to this scheme, as we hoped to do, a detailed statenumt, either of flic tctal 
cost which it involves, or of the total Tiuml>or of children for whom additional 
accommodation in the several classes of schools must be provided; or of the loca- 
lities in which it will be nccessaiy^ to establish new, or to enlarge and improve 
ol<^ schools. It may bo expected, liowever, as reminders have been sent, that 
this delay will not be unnecessarily prolonged ; and on receipt of this informa- 
tion, and with a^ more exact acquaintance with the present state of European 
schools, in regard of teaching efficiency, financial soundness, suitable buildings, 
and sufficient supply of school material, (only to ho gained by personal inspec- 
tion) it will, wo hope, be easy to form a fairly near estimate of the total 
expenditure required to maintain a sufficient number of suitable European schools 
for this presidency, and to state the several localities in which, and the purposes 
for which, Uiis expenditure must be applied. 

* We have already obtained infoimation fi-om nearly all tho European boIiooIr of the presidonoy (except tliOR© 
in Calcutta, wliioh will be considered separately) aa to their present number of echolara, and extent of unused 
accommodation.

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If the suggestions offered by us in this scheme are thought worthy to 
receiTO the sanction of Ilis Excellency the Viceroy in Council, we propose tliat 
the Europe-an schools of the presidency should he inspected during the ensuing 
cold weather. 

We do not, however, think that further information need he waited for, with 
respect to the free schools and training college which we have advocated, and 
which, although wo have classitied them as special, w(^ have included in the 
scheme for ordinaiy scliools, hccause tlu'y are so esstmtially noc^essai’y to its 
completeness. Their necessity, as implied tn Ilis lilxcellcncy’s Minute, is so 
universally felt and confessed, they will contVr so dir<‘ct and immediate a henelit 
uj)on the European community, and tluTe is so litf le risk of running into 
unnecessary or unjirolitahle expenditure in cslahlishing them on th<; moderate 
basis ])roposed, that \vc consider it would he p(wl'eetly safe to und<’ii1.ake them 
at. once, with no fuidher delay tlian the exigencies of Government neecssitah*. 

And, in submitting finally, for the consideration of the Government of 
India, the three measures, hitherto untrh'd in this country, hut tried so success- 
fully at home, of (1) a more searching system of Government inspection, 
and the payment of the grant-in-aid by r<*sults, for all Euro])ean schools ; (2) 
of compulsory educatio7i, aj^plied as a last resource ; (3) of a lotial edu(^atiouaJ 
rate, Ic'cally expended, and auxiliary only to the voluntary system, — we can only 
repeat our conviction that they are all essentially necessary to a sound educa- 
tional system : — the first, to ensure, both for the State and for parents, that a 
full return is obtained for the money expended on education ; the second, to 
])rotect children, in extreme cases, cagainst the cjirelessness and scltishness of 
parents ; and 4hc third, to seciu't' for schools ^vliich are only aided by Govern- 
ment that settled and suflicient measun^ of public suj)port. ■which is absolutely 
necessary to their maintenance, hut which the system of fiuetuating andinade- 
(piate voluntary contribution has, by itself, faiU^d to give. And ^ve venture 
to recomnumd them for (Uiiy and careful consideration of tlu! Legislature. 

His Excellency’s Minute also makes meutiou of suhj(;cts whi(;h have only 
been named, or alluded to, in the .scheme avo now submit, viz., military, ijidus- 
trial, and tecdmical schools ; and th(' elTovts to he made for engaging Euroj.)eau 
youths, when fitly eclu(;ated, in jn-oUtahlc om])loyiuont. 

IVith tlu! permission of tlu* Govormjumt of Indi.a, w<^ will otfer, in a se- 
T)arate memorandum, such sugg(>stions ou th(*se suh- 
.S..para(,onu.m«ran,l„«.. as We h'cl (pc.lilicd 1o UUkc, with oUr piVSCDt 

m('a.sure of knoAvledge, and after a careful rewiew of the various documents 
referred to us, and of the fads before us. As the result of that iwiew, we 
inav find ourselvc's able to submit a statoiueut. of th(‘. ol)je(tts to ho ainu'd at and 
of the measures, and general primuples of ad ion to he ado])t(‘d, which, in our 
judgment, the doeuuumts and facts indicate for the guidance of Govoriumnit, iu 
dealing with the many imjioviant and dilfieult questions councet(!d with 
European employment. Hut it will he beyoud our ])ower to ])ropose defiiilod 
schemes (such as avc have permitted ourselves to jwopose for ordinary -sc-hools), 
of the cost, method, and administration of i»rofessi(mal sehools, or of organi/AsI, 
modes of employment. For these, a professional knowledge is n?quir<‘d which 
Ave do not possess. It will be nec(‘ssary, therefou!, to em])loy such sjteeiiil and 
professional knowledge, iu order to work out, in their ])ra<rtical details, the 
suggestions Avhich Ave fed able and warranh'd to make, aiid which the Go\i<rn- 
ment of India shall think fit to aecejh as worth a pnietieM trial.

BESOLUTION. 

’ In thn year 1 874 tlio, Local Governments wcj’c asked for detailed inform- 
ation as to the nurnlx^r of European aud Eurasian children xvho attended and 
who did not attend school, and were invitixl to report what measures were 
needed, and could he undertaken from provincial resources, for promoting tiu! 
education and ])rospeets of the children of poor Eurojieans and Eurasians. 
The repli<‘s to that call dis<!]osed the following facts : — 

(1) that out of an estimated total of 2C,G10 Europ('an and Eurasian 

children of school-going age, 15,0(>7 wtiro actually under instruc- 
tion; about 56 ])er cenh were hoys and 14 per cent, were girls ; 

(2) that Government spent on the.se .schools about Its. 1,75,000 ; 

(3) that tlu're were two large (?lasH{« of children avIio received no edu- 

cation, namely, the cliildrtm of the very poor in the Presidency 
and other large cities, and the children of European and Eura- 
sian cmjdoycs at out-stations which could not sup])ort a school ; 

(4) that the L(H;al Governments, though they admitted that further 

measures were in some instances noed(‘d, were yet unable to not 
aside from their provincial grants further sums for children of 
these classes, witliout injustice'; to the vast Native populations for 
the. benetit of which those pi’ovincial grants had l)een given. 

2. It appeared that many of th<! c'xistijig schools for this class of children 
wer<'. incflleient, and that one chief cause of their ill success was the want of 
compel cut masters and mistresses. During the last few jonrs the subject has 
und('rgone a good deal of consid ('ration and di.scussi(»n by the Government of 
India, and sevi'ral valuable rejjorts were received from the Vcm'rable Archd(;aco)i 
Daly on the condition of schools fm* Europeans and Eurasians in the Bengal 
Pn^suhmey early in the present y( 3 ar. The Minute (juoted in the j)rcamble of 
this Besolution AV.as recorded by His Excellency tlu' Governor General, and 
subsc(pieutly Archdeacon Daly was invited to draw up a report upon the best 
measures for giving elTe<5t to the views of His Excellency in consultation with 
Dr. J. M. Cuningham, the Sanitary Commissioner with the Government of 
India, and Mr. Bawl ins of the Civil Sc'rvice. Aivhdi'acon Diily has now sub- 
mitted an elaborate memorandum, wdiich, though it has not yet been fully 
considorc'd or adopted by bis colleagiujs, aj)pears to the Governor General ii\ 
Council to contain valuable suggestions which are deserving of carc'ful consi- 
(hjration, and it raises quc'stions on whicdi further and more precdse information 
is muxled. It has atscordingly been deemed expedamt to publish the paper and 
to circulate it to the several Local Governments and Administrations in the 
Presidency of Dtmgal, and also to the G(jvernments of IMadras and Bombay, in 
order that the various recommendations contained in it may bo fully consi- 
dered and reported upon by com])etcnt ofllccrs of the several educational 
departments, and by other persons who have given attention to the subject to 
which it relates. Among the suggestiims inatlo by Archdeacon Baly there 
are two, vk., the proposals to establish at an early date a training college for 
teachers for European and Eurasian schools in the Bengal I’residoncy and to 
extend the Eree Schools at Allahabad and Lahore, u])on the expediency of 
which no doubt can bo entertained. In regard to others, such as the sugges- 
tions to impose a special local rate upoiv the classes interested in schools of 
the nature of those now under consideration, and, under certain circumstances. 
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to compel European and Eurasian parents to send their children to school, 
opinions will probably differ ; but it is desirable that these and other sugges- 
tions, and th(5 grounds upon which they are urged, should be fully discussed and 
considered. 

3. In the mcanAAdiile the Venerable Archdeacon has offered to devote the 
whole of the present cold season to ^■isiting various stations in the Bengal Presi- 
dency and to coraploting his information on the jn'csent condition of European 
and Eiirasian schools and on the educational n^quirements of those classes of 
the community, conferring with the local authorities'as to the ste})s to he taken. 
Of this offer, which has been approved by the Bishop of Calcutta, the Governor 
General in Council gladly avails himself; and he trusts that the Archdeacon’s 
furtlier enquiries will enable the Government to deal in a comprehensive man- 
ner with this most inij)ort,ant subject. The Archdeacon will make his prcqwsed 
tour on behalf of the Government of India in the (capacity of “ Secretary to 
the Committee for ciiq airing into European and Eurasitin education.” Kis 
Excellency the Commander-in-Ohief will be rc'quostcd to allow the Archdeacon 
to visit any army schools which he may desire to inspect in the course ot his 
tour. The Archdeacon will be requested to consid('r, in coiua'rt with the 
Lictitenant-Governors of Bcmgal, the North-Western I’rovdncos and the Punjab, 
w'liat practical stc])s should be taken for the early cstablisbmejit of a training 
college for the Presidency of Bengal at a suitable place in one of these Provin- 
ces, and with the two latter officers the arrang(an<‘uts which it is (h'sirable to 
make for extending the Allahabad and Ijahorc Free S(^hools. He vvill he good 
enough to submit the results of his enquiries to the Government of India. It 
will be desirable that separate reports should be furnished on the question 
of the proposed training c(dlege and on that of extt^nding the Free Schools at 
Allahabad and Lahore. 

li. The Arcluh^acon’s enquiries liav'C not cxtend('d to British Burma, or to 
the Pre.sidencics of Madras and Bombay, but a cojjy of this Itesolution, with 
copies of the ])apcrs read in the preamble, w'ill b(‘ furnished to the Chic'f Commis- 
sioner of Burma for report ; as well as to the other Local Governnumts of the 
Bengal Prosid<‘ncy, and also to the Govemments of Madras and Bombay, in 
case they should see fit to make similar enquiries in their t(UTitories. 

fi. The Local Governments will be asked to consult s(dect,ed educational 
officers, the Bishoj)s of the respetdive Dioceses, tin; Archbishops and Vicars 
Apostolic of the Homan Catholic Church, Managers of Kailways, and other 
persons interested in, or acquainted with, the subject, and wdll be reqm^sted to 
furnish their opinions on the matter by some date not later than tlie end of 
next Mai'ch. 

0, The Governor General in Council desires, in conclusion, to tender to 
Archdeacon Baly the cordial acknowledgments of the Government of India for 
his valuable memorandum and for the zeal and ability with which he has devot- 
ed himself to this important work.

In complianco witli G. O. No. 1709, dated 11th Aiigii.st 1870, instruciinj» 
me to submit an annual rt'port on the ojterations connected wit li tohaturo experi- 
ments at Glulzipur and Pusa, I have the honour to submit tin? same for the 
ypar 1878-79. 

2. General prngresfi in 1878-70 . — The tehacco cnter])ris(> has, duriu" tlie 
year undei' rojiort, m.'ide extensive and encouraging’ prtigress ; and I believe 
that th(^ account which I can now place before Government, will show that 
jiract.ieal advamte has been madt^ towards placing Indian in eoinjiotition with 
American t.oh!u;co. This is the ohjeel. wJiich I have always siihinitted to 
Government as the ultimate ainir of the efforts which have Ix’cn made, and 
which has been the leading idea that has, from the first, guided the action 
taken both by this dejiartment and by Mes.srs. Begg, Sutlu'rland. It is 
necc.ssa^ll^ to Ix'ar this in mind. The operations at Ghdzijiur and Piisa have been 
misunderstcxxl hot.b in India and England, in consequence of a WTong suppo- 
sition as to the ohj(‘cts in view; and it is dosirahh*, therefore, to preface my 
acixnint of the year’s (qicnitions with a clear exposition of (he leading idea 
which has guided the enterprise, viz., the competition of Indian with American 
t-ohaeco. 

3. haropeltn and American staff. — I now revert to the history of the 
year. Five Europi'aus or Americans arc at present engaged at Gha'ziiim’ and 
Ihisa; namely, ]\lr. W'ishart, manager on behalf of the Jinn ; JMr. "Williamson, 
of A'^irginia, wdiose name I have so ofh'n mentioned in ]>rovi()Us reports, and to 
whom the estahlishineiit of the business on the .sound footing it now occupies 
is ehii'dy dtu'; Air. Cnhaniss, of Virginia, who ■joined in April 1877, and two 
English assistants, of whom one (placed originally as an apprentice at the 
Ghdzipur C.Trm at tlx* expense of Government) has had three years’ training in 
the hushu'ss, and is now able to superintend operations. 

4. lH-healtlr of Mr. Jp^llliamson. — As reported in previous yrars, one of 
the gn'ut dilUcuIties which has had to be contended W'itb, almost from t.bc com- 
meneeuK'ni of operations at GMzipur, has been the ill-health of Ah*. William- 
son, who suiVered tlie great strain throivn upon him under the exceptionally 
trying seasons of drought and heat at Ghdzipur, Twice, with the eonsmit of 
the firm, I brought him to the hills at Government expense; and in 1877 joined 
with the firm in sending him to Java, where he had an opportunity of studying 
“ the Javan system ” of curing tobacco. But more was requirexl, and at the 
commencement of 1 878 he was allowed nine months’ leave to America. This 
time the firm paid his expenses, and instructed him to bring out the newest 
machineiy for manufacturing tobacco, a task which he executed, as will be 
presently explained, with grc'ut 8uece.ss. 

5. 'classification of operations. — The operations of the year will be divided 
undfcr the following heads : —

Opcration.s at Ghdzipur and POsa are now so intimately connected and 
dovetailed imtog '(her tliat I must describe operations at both under each head. 

/ 1.— DISPOSAL OP THE PKODUCE OF 1877, 

6. ’mo period from the time of seed-sowing to the final disposal of a crop 
ocfcupips 'about a year and a half. 1877 was the year of drought and added 

p 
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manager, and t.heir employment greatly added to the smicess of the Ghdrzipnr- * 
tobacco crop, water l)eing carried by their moans for dis lances not loss than a 
quarter of a mile. Their success was so well cstal dished that cheap wooden 
pumps of the same pattern are now being constructed and disti ibuted to the 
farm tenants. 

9. Arrangements with ouliivators. — ^The system on Avhich tobacco has hither- 
to been taken from cultivators has been explained in previous reports. Plants 
are soiied as brought in and priced according to quality under a settled classifi- 
cation. But a new arrangement has now been tried at Pusa, whi(!h promises to he 
boiler than the old one. The cultivator is, as hitherto, sup])lied with seedlings 
raised from Virginian seed, and cultivates as before under instructions from the 
fann managers. But when the cro]) is ready, one-third of tlic area of each field is 
tak(‘,n by tlie firm, who arc ]>ermil,ted, under the terms of an agreement with 
the tenant, to select which third they may ennsider to contain the best plants 
and take the ])roduce as rent. The remaining two-thirds may be sold by tlie 
cultivator in the market, or to the firm, as he chooses. The system now de- 
scribed prevents the petty disputes liable to occur under the first system. 

10. Ja can system of cultivation to he tried . — The method described in the 
last paragraj)h can be readily oxti'uded to dealings with cultivators outside the 
farm area as soon as the firm is prepared to extend operations. Mr. William- 
son’s A'isit to Java is likely to bear good fruits in one respect. lie saw there a 
system of dealing with eultivators which, he hop(‘s, may be followed eventually 
by the firm. This consists in constructing curing-houses at different centres 
in the distiact, from whi(;h centres seedlings arc sent out, and to which the 
plants, when ripe, arc brought by eultivators. The curing is then conducted 
by native overseers under the su])erintendence of a travelling manager. Wlien 
once such a system has taken i*oot, the firm would be released from undertaking 
the res])onsibility and cost of cultivating any area under their own manage- 
ment., sin(!e the land j*ound each centre would be indepcmdently cultivated by 
the tenants or land-holders who might own it. Tlu’; only restriction would be 
that a prescribed method of cultivation should be follow('d. 

11. Necessity of early planting. — It has been almost, proved by experience 
at Ghdzipur and at Pusa that early planting is of great im])ortance, though 
much nioi’c so at Glidzipur than at Piisa, partly because there is le.ss moisture 
at tlu; former })lace and irrigation is wanted very soon after the rains cease, and 
partly because the dry heat which renders curing difficult, sets in earlier after 
the cold weather at Ghdzipur, the hot winds both scorching and filling the leaf 
with dust , which, on account of the gummy nature of tobacco, can never be 
quite remov('d. It is now the object of the farm manag(n- to get in the whole 
of the cro]) before the end of January at Ghdzipur, and before the end of 
February at Pdsa ; arrangements however are so mad(? that the crop ri])en8 by 
instalments, so as not to concentrate any om^ operation over the Avhole crop at 
one time. The whole period of harvest occupies from two to three months. This 
year the tern oval of plants from the field commenced at Ghdzipur in November 
and was completed before the end of Jiinuary, and at Pusa it commenced in 
January and completed by the end of March.

12. System of curing. ~~¥o\xr oi curing tobacco were described in 

the pamphlet issued by the Departmci\t in 1877 — 

s 1. Aii’-curing. 

2. 8un-curing. 

3. Fire (wood) curing. 

. ' 4'. Flue-curing. 

That bright golden coloured loaf which is so esteemed by many smokers, 
and which fetches a higher price in the market than any other class of tobaccio, 
can only bo produced by rapid drying at a certain stage, in heat of somet hing 
like 160'’F. Such results can be produc.cd to different extents by either of tffe 
three methods, sun, wood, or flue-curing. 

But ^ood~cwring (which means burning wood inside the same house as the 
tobacco)^ exjxjnsivc and smokes the leaf, while it is more uncertain in results 
as regards regularity of colour. The manager is now therefore setting up fim$ 
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_FJiich arche;it( 5 rl fvom outside fiirnacos, and tlio plan has been found so suo^ 
oessful that it is to be more largely adopted at both farms in future, tSun-drj/ifyg 
gives a regular coloured, sweet and mild tobacco, but not so bright as that cured 
by flues. 

Wood-firing is g('Ti<n'nlly ejn])loyed to produce the brown “ shi])ping loaf ” 
which has bitborto ibnned Ibe Imllc of American export to England; Am(3ri- 
c«ms tbemselv(;s ])rel‘t',r and retain tobacco produced by tlic other methods, 
sending tlie wood-cured b\‘if to England, but English tasb? is now said to be 
follon lug that of Aineric.a, in a general prcffrcnc.e for bright-coloured tobaccos, 
and tb(3 Ameriifans are thcrc'foiH^ pn'paring to meed this change in thcEngJisb de- 
mand by sukstitiiting llue-euring and sun-drying for wood-curing. This circum- 
stance justidcs tlic assnm])tion tliat the regularity of the Indian season in the 
cold, i.e., the curing mouths, and the greater strength of the sun’s rays in this 
country will give India a great advantage- in the success of a sun-curing system, 
which,* conducted as it is in the open air, is liable to failure when the climate 
is subject to irregular raiai'all. 

jS/fH-ouring . — The sanipl(‘s sun-cured by Mr. Williamson ])rovcd very 
successful. Tlui qm stiou assumes an im]jortant aspect wlum it is trousidered 
how much inor(3 eh('a]>ly a Held of tobacco can be cured under this system than 
under any othen* ; all that is recpiiu'd la'ing some bamhu sealVoldiug in tlx; field 
itself with a shed for shelter in case of rain or for temponiry storage. In 
America (where .show(TS av(‘, as in England, frequent) sun-diyiug oeeai)iestwo 
or three months in conscajuimcc of frequent removals to the shed, and is preca- 
rious and cx])ensive. At Piisa sun-diying only occupied three weeks. 

The employment of sun-drying in India has an advantage in the heat of its 
still, hut it. must he rememheri'd that sun-drying cannot he extended Ijife into 
the year, sinef^it must always cease as soon as the air heeoraes foul witli dust, 
and it is therid'ovi' specially ni'cessary for this system that cultivation should he 
early. 

Air-drylnn is not so suitable For tobacco leaf, nnh'ss required for cigars, 
as any of th(3 other thria; mt'thuds. All systems havi' been tried this year, with 
the result that, it is now antieijiated that eventually the bulk of the curing will 
be eflected by lines, sufiplcmcntcd by sun-curing. 

13. Curing-Itovses . — It should he mentioned that the idea of utilising 
abandoned stud stabh's as enring-bouses, wJiich had much to do with tlu'clioitsii 
first of GJiazijmr and al'tcrwards of Pusa, as localities for the commencement 
of operations, has licon very fully justifieil by experience. It is certain that 
progress could not havi; bi'eu nearly so rajiid had iK>t those buildings be(?ri 
available. Tliey have bad to be closed and modified, but not to any ditlieult 
extent. Pusa has a further advautagii in possessing large bambu plantations, 
which furnish scalVolding on wbiidi to hang the plant. There is one point on 
which the construction ol curing-houses difier at Ghdzipur and Piisa ; at the 
former place, ('xcavation to a depth of some feet below the surface is found to 
keep the liousij cool and moist, whereas at Pusa the climate is already so damp 
that excavation hec^omes injurious. 

14. Outturn of cured leaf in 1878-79 . — The outturn of cured tobacco from 
the crop f>f 1878-75), raise.d ou the acreage shown in paragraph 7, is as 
follows : —

The outturn is an estimate only, since tJic crop, although at this moment 
hjirvested, cured and hulked, cannot ho weighed until it is fit for handling after 
the rains. The nhole of the leaf wa.s taken down from the eurin^acks at the 
beginning of the rains, wheti it hecarae moist and pliant enouglPsto handle. 
It was heaped in hulks, from which it is now being sorted a,nd p^ked in 
hogsheads ready for export., if required. t

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a ib. But for the last year an excessive st6ck and a new tax have driven down 
the mailvct for American tohaoco to exceptionally low rates, and the lower- 
])riccd shippin" leaf did not fetch more than to M. It was at this time 
that the leaf raised in 1877 (the year of drought) reached England. The 
amount sent, as stated in para. C, was 1 5,000 lbs. of Pusa leaf. 

The consignment was, however, packed in rather damp order, and contained 
a quantity of moisture which caused it to he assessed under the highest rate of 
the new tarid; which imposes 3.v. 10^/. duty on tobacco with moisture over 10 
per cent, against 3s. (jd, on tobacco with moisture jindc^r 10 percent. This 
being a new regulation, passed after the shipnnmt of the consignment, made a 
considerable ditfentma' in the value of tlie tobacco, a difTerenec (estimated indeed 
l)y the English bi’oker at Id. a lb. Had the rt'gulation been promulgated 
earlier, the loss could h.av(' be(iJi easily avoided. The jirice obtained w^as 
which would have been had the tobacco been dry(U‘, and the sale has been 
followed by a telegram from England to prepare for despatch of lar^e 
shipments. 

19. Frospect of belter prices. — I may add here that Arhen the smaller 
samples of the ])revious y('ar reached England, ?.c., the tobacco of 1876, an 
offer W'as made by an English firm to take a regular su]q)ly of a large quantity 
at Ai\d., a juice reficsed by the- Cahmtta firm, who .are satisfied from the rej)ort 
of the Americans that higlua* jui<!es can be obtained. I'he j)iices quoted above 
ought indeed to bo below the ])riccs w'hich will be obtained in future for three 
reasons — 

First h/, to quote the w'ords of one of the English correspondent's of the 
firm, manufacturers are conservative, and, with American tobaccco 
so* exceptionally jchuitiful and cheap, disinclined to try novelties. 

Secondly, in the ojunion of Mr. ITilliamson, cimal hiafoF 1878 uoav ready is 
'cvorth 25 ])(;r cent. mor(‘ than that of last year sold in England. 

Thirdly, the market was more than 25 per cent, below its normal i*ate, and 
is now fast imjeroving, partly in consequence of a- bad season in 
America. 

20. SalisJacUn'y result of prices ohlcined. — The high prices, however, rcalis- 
('dboth for the he.st samjcles of (ho 1876 and 1877 crops indicate A^cuy strongly 
t hat an Indian leaf can he turned out of equal quality to tlic he.st shifqcing tobacco 
from America. A tierce of strijes from the 1876-77 crop from (jhazijeur sold 
for 7f/, a lb., and the grentev part of the i-est for 5d. or more, w'hilc a jwrtion of 
th(‘ Piisa leaf of 1877-78 was actually valued at 5t/. when the market was, as 
already ohsei’ved, 25 jicr cent.. Ixdow normal rates. These} facts s(}em sufficient 
to guarantee fntnrc siie<’(iss, since yc'ar by ytiar the quantity of the higher 
classes can he largely increased, and tlic greater jeorl ion of the crop brought to 
the same higher level. The (diief jioiut to he ascertained w^as whether a suffi- 
cAenlly hiyh level could he oUained at all. It has been attained. The cured 
leaf oV 1878 is, indeed, very much superior to any which has been hitherto 
turned out, specially that from Ghazijuu’. In all, 165,000 lbs. are now lying 
in “ bulk ” in the curing- houses, of which from 50,000 to 100,000 lbs. will be 
shipped round the Caj)e at the end of the rains, and must, for tlic reasons already 
given, realise much higher prices than the consignment of 1877. 

21 . New market in France. — A now market is not unlikely to open in 
France. The French Govcriiiuont have alrcudy asked for and received sanmlcs, 
which they have pronounced to he better than any they have liad from India 
before, and they have shown their practical appreciation of its quality by 
asking fora larger consignment for trial, to the extent of 1,000 or 1,500 llis. ' 

22. Ileason why cigars not manvfactiired. — No mention has yet been made 
of cigars. The firm have most projierly determined not to take up cigars rmtil 
they have thoroughly established the curing and manufacture of leaf tif tlje 
American classes, and meanwhile not to enter into competition with Java or 
f)ther countries for the projiaration of cigar wrappers. All this will come in 
time ; at present they have made a most serious attempt to meet the most im- 
portant competition in the fudd, and they are wise to reserve for some time to 
come their forces for this main struggle. 

23. Reasons for manufacturing smoking tobacco. — It is necessary to 
explain why, if the principal object in view is comjiotition with American leaf, 
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manufacture of smoking? tobacco for Indian consumption has occupied so large 
a share in the operations of the year. The reason is simple. Tlio Indian 
market, though small, pays far more handsome profits than the English market. 
The price paid for reasonably good American manufactured tobacco in this 
country ranges from one to three rupees a ib. The Ghazipur and rdsa tobacco 
is sold at just one-half that price, at a much higher profit than can be obtain- 
ed by sending cured leaf to England. Profits will remain larger until eomy)eti- 
tion at some future peiiod brings down prices of manufacitured leaf in Inditi 
to a lower l(‘.vol, and although for many years Messrs. Begg, Sutherland must 
hold the ])osition of monopolists, tlus time will probably come. 

In the meanwhile, it can be understood that the firm who have, in tins 
importation of cui’ci’s, in the construction of buildings and in the charges of 
establishment, sunk a. considerable amount of capital (more than two-thirds of 
a lakh of rii])oes) in the enterprise, ar(i naturally anxious'to get in some return 
from the Indian sah\s, wduch wall (mable them to embark, with greater security 
Oh th(‘ larger export trade. 

21'. Succcsn of unioking tobaccos. — The success whi<di is being obtained in 
Indian sales is as satisfactory as it could ])Ossihly ho. Buyers are numerous in 
all parts of India, and in the majoiaty of cases a first order has been folloived 
by others from the same purchaser. Trad«“smcn arc beginning to make large 
wholesale demands, and numerous testimonials hav(' been received to the ex- 
cellent (|uali(y of the tobacaa). ^An appendix containing an abstract of sOme of 
these is subjoined. The (Quantity sold in Jjidia has been in the last tlirce 
months more than 3,000 lbs. The business could have j)ushed far more exten- 
.sively if the finn had not Avished to hold hack pcmfling the preparation of larger 
stocks of leaf and th(', education of factory hands. 

25. I may add that orders have also lu^cn received from Australia, and that 
arrangements ha\'(! been made to send consignments to New Zealand of the 
manAifaetiu'cd smoking tobaccos. 

26. "Whilp, therefore, Indian cured leaf can find a sale in the English 
marked at prices whi(;h will enaldo it to compete there with American cvrecl 
leaf, Indian maiuffitctured leaf is proved to com])elc successfully AA'ith Arnerkran 
wn/wa/irc/wm/ leaf in India itself, Avith a fair yn’ospect of success in a similar 
competition in the colonies. 

27. Bdhnale of price obtainable. — I refiuiu purpo.sely from giving exact 
details of the cost of jneparing cim'd and manufactured tobacco, but I may state 
in general terms, that a yu’ice of 4f/. a lb. for curcnl h‘af in England, and from 
6 aiAuas to 10 .annas for manufact ured leaf in India, Avill secure sufiicient or even 
liandsome profits. Now the Americans do not ht^sitate to say tluat they can 
raise the ]n‘ic(‘ of the cured loaf to mow than hd. a lb. in years of normal rates, 
while ex])ei ience has ju-oved that they can readily sell manufactured tobacco at 
wholesale rates of 8 annas to 1 rupee a lb., which prices, whether for cured 
leaf in England, or for manufatdured leaf in India, Avill more thati command 
success. The opening for profits wdll perhaps be better understood if it is ex- 
plained tliat Iff. alb. represents an asset of about £6 an acre. 

28. Vse of factory in commiption of broken leaf. — A secondary use of the 
factory for smoking tobacco must be explained. A large part of the leaf cured 
in India is broken cither in handling, or bj^ hail, or in carriage to the factory. 
This broken leaf is just as good in quality as whole leaf, but docs not sell so 
well in England. The factory affords therefore a means for turning the broken 
leaves to the best possible advantage. I may state here that aU refuse or really 
injured leaf is sold in the baz.ar, wlicrc it fetches a price sufficient to cover ex- 
penses of cultivation. It is one of the first maxims at the factory to use none 
but the best leaf. 

. 29. Advantage of cheap labour. — ^The one great advantage which India has 
' over America is the cheapness of labour. It is now proved that the leaf is, for all 
practical purposes, as good as the American leaf, and there is hardly any doubt 
that the liigh price of labour must liandicap America, which cannot afford to 
send home leaf at the price at which India can sell. The prices of this year in 
England actually caused loss to many American exporters and growers, where- 
as they never reached a limit Avhich does not leave a margin of profit to 
India. 
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VI.- SUMMARY OP GOVERNMENT OPERATIONS. 

80. Scheme proposed in 1875, — I desire now to recall to Government the 
fact that when I was required to take up the question of tobacco industry in this 
country and ascertain the best form in which it could he developed in 1876, I 
placed before Government as the right problem for solution the question 
whether Indian cured leaf could be brought up to the same level as American 
cured leaf. I consider the problem as now solved, and solved successfully. 

Although the time and capital required for its solution have somewhat 
exceeded (ow ing to causes denoted below) original anticipations, on tlie other 
hand, results have been more thorough ahd satisfactory than I expected. I 
will ^ive, in conclusion, a brief sketch of the course which has been followed, 
the difficulties which have had to be overcome, and the cost which they have 
entailed. 

31. Importation of enrer avkd treaty toith Begg, Sutherland. — In the same 
year in which I received my instructions, I advised the importation of Virgi- 
nian curers and a treaty with a private firm. Other advice was given to His 
Honour, Sir John Strachey, to keep the experiment in the hands of Govern- 
ment, but my advice was eventually taken, and a treaty made with Messrs. Begg, 
Sutherland to ocoujiy the stud lands at Ghdzipur, which were then available. 

32. Breparation of Ghazipnr farm under Agricultural Deportment, — In 
1876 .and 1876 I setth^d villages on the stud lands and prepar(^d the farm for 
the reception of the American curcr. The reasons I gave for selecting Ghtizipur 
were mainly — 

(1) — Tliat it wns below the frost lino, and that it was sm’rounded by good 

eultivators. 

(2) — ^Tha'j>stud liuildings were available for curing-houses. 

The firm were in 1876 extremely anxious to begin at once on a large scale. 
I recommended and secured a more cautious beginning, and, as events proved, 
wisely, for as it turned out, the difficulties of meeting new conditions in a trying 
climate almost broke down the enterjnise. 1876 and 1877 were unfortunately 
ex(;eptionally bad seasons, and financial residts w’ere discouniging ; but through 
all the difficulties and failures which occuiTcd, a gleam of ho])e slione in the fact 
that the American curer pronounced some samples of cured leaf to be equal to 
American qualities. 

Mr. Williamson worked with the most self-sacrificing zeal, tried every 
kifid of experiment, and gradually taught the cultivators how to raise the leaf 
he required, and instructed himself in the system most suited to the climate. 

83. Appointment of European Assistant by Government. — Meanwhile, my 
own efforts wtne cluelly direett.'d to the organization of the cultivating system, 
and (as I have often explained) tt) keeping Mr. -Williamson’s head above water 
at a time when the firm v'ere obliged to refuse the oxpensf) of doing so. I 
provided him with an Assistant, wdio, as a trained hand, has now proved most 
useful to the firm, and who, by his assistance, lightened Mr. Williamson’s work 
when its weight was, in the Doctor’s opinion, likely to prove fatal. I took him 
twice to the hills, then sent him to Java, partly at Government cxpbiise, and 
eventually used my influence with the firm to send him to America. Ho more 
than once nearly succumbed to the climate and to his trying w'ork, but is, I 
am glad to say, now fairly recovered. He is really the pivot on which the suc- 
cess of the whole entesrprise has rusted, and if ho liad failed, the whole enter- 
prise would have been broken up and abandoned. 

34. B^a obtained by Agricultural Department from Bengal Govern- 
ment. — Meanwhile I continued to have misgivings whether tobacco could be 
largely develoj)ed in Ghazipur or anywhere in the North-Western Provinces, on 
account of both dryness and frost. Tobacco cultivation already, by natural 
selection, had found its suitable climah; in Upper Bengal, and I therefore, 
advised Government, and I advised the firm, to extend operations in that direc- 
tion. I knew that they had been once anxious to obtain the Pdsa stud farm. 
The request of the firm for Piisa, which Sir Ashley Eden desired mo to 
ini^truct them to make, was acceded to, and the two farms were, in October 
1877, brought under one management. A second curcr was in the same year 
brought from America, and operations pushed with great industry at both 
localities. 
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36. Concluding remarks . — I liave sufficiently explained in preceding 
paragraphs what development has been made up to the present time, and how 
thoroughly hopeful, in the opinions of the Americans, prosjK)cts have now 
become. Cultivators have been taught to raise tobacco in the proper method ; 
a system has been worked out under which indefinite extension is i)ossible; the 
Americans have ascertained, after many difficulties and trials, how to meet 
Indian conditions, and there is now an assured prospect of India being able to 
under-sell America. 

I doubt if, in consideration cf the extremely untoward seasons at GhAzi- 
pur, more rapid progress could have been made, or at a less cost. I am positive 
that if the experiment had remained in the hands of Government alone, it 
would have either been a failure or far behind the stage it has now reached. 
Government would [irobably have grudged the time and capital, and would 
certainly not have had the advantage of the business relations in England which 
hfivc done so much to i)romote the success of the firm. I therefoT'c consider I 
was right in advising Government gradually to resign management to the hands 
of M('S8rs. Begg, Sutherland, 

Th <5 cost of th(^ enterprise has not been small. The firm have cmharkt*d 
not less than three-quarters of a lakh, and Government have already subscribed 
in the rental of the estates about a quarter of a lakh, besides giving a juospect- 
ivc rental to the firm of 8,0t)0 o/l 0,000 a year. 

But the tide has now begun to turn. The manager is assured that after 
this year the firm will be required to expend no more capital, and that from 
the present time ])rofits will rapidly increase. To oldain profits is, of course, 
the object of the firm. The object of Government is different, hut equally likely 
of fulfilment, viz., to lamieh for India a new agricultural exy)ort of great mag- 
nitude. Under this vi(HV the fate of the tobacco of 1878-70 now about to 
h(i exported he(!om(^s important. If it realises in Englaivd a price of a 

lb. or upward,, tlu' sucarciss of the enterprise will be assured, aud no I’eason- 
able limit need be placed to thci ]»ros])ective exhmsion of the tobacco trade of 
India w'ith England. I'hc r(‘port for the ensuing year must therefore be awaited 
with great interest. I have named 4i\d. as the 2 )ri(!C, becaus(‘, although W. 
will bring sutfieient })rofits, yet will offer such large interest on capital 
invested that eapital must, quickly flow into and extend the trade, 

36. Jleasotifor sionman/ of Government operations . — I have thought it 
right to give the above ex]>ianation of the course followed by this I)e))artmont, 
under the orders of North-Western Provinces Government,, in connoetioix with 
t lie enterprise, beeauso statements have been made which under-value the action 
which has been taken by the North-Western Provinces authoriti(*s. 1 am con- 
vinced that no other course so sue(ressful as that which has b(K*n followed could 
liave been ado^ded, and that unless it bad been taken, the (‘stablislimcnt of the 
tobacco industry would hav(5 been at h^ast dtdayc.'d for many y(jars. Alessrs, 
Begg, Sutherland have never once flinched in carrying out their part of the 
])rogrumnK5 ; and without then* 6tea<lfast determination, the j)resent progr<*ss 
could not have been made. But they arc the first to acknowledge that, without 
the support of the North-Western Provinces Government, and the direction of 
tliLs l)ei)artment, they could not have launched or continued the undertaking, 
and that the 2 )rospects of tobac('o trade would, as far as they are concerned, 
have remained umilteivd if they had not received the liberal aud constant aid 
of this Govermneut which Sir George Cou2)or has ncYcr foj- an instant with- 
held..

Treaty of Commerce aud Extradition between Her Majesty and the King of Portugal and the Algarves, 

with reference to their Indian PoBscssions. 

S'^gned at Lisbon, December 20, 1878 » 


[^Rafificaiions exchanged at 
Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland, Emprcbs of India, 
and His Most Faithful Majesty tlie King of 
Portugal and the Algarves, being ecjiujly animated 
by the desire to draw closer the ancient ties o£ 
friendship which unite the two nations, and to 
improve and extend the relations of coraraerco 
between their respective dominions, and judging

Haverd nas Alfandegas de ambas as Altas Partes 
Contratantes, c em qualquer caminho ds forro 
que possa servir agora ou no futuro para ligar os 
sens rcspectivos dominios na India, os registos 
e contas de trafico neoessarios para facilitai' a 
divisdo da sobredita reeeita commum, / 
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The said division shall be practically eflectod 
either in accordance with the actual ascertained 
traffic from year to year, or upon the basis of the 
estimated consumption per head of the population 
of Portuguese India, or otherwise, as the Govern- 
ments of Bombay and of Portuguese India may 
from time to time determine, after full and fair 
consideration of all the circumstances of tlie case. 
In the event of any difference of opinion between 
• them on the subject, the question shall be deter- 
mined by a Mixed Commission. • 

The share of His Most Faithful Mfijcsty in tljo 
common receipt, as thus ascertained, shall bp aug- 
mented from the said rei^eipt by tliree-fourths of 
its amount, the remainder shall constitute the 
share of Her Britannic Majesty. 

ARTICLE XL 

The Kigh Contracting Parlies rc.servc to them- 
selves respectively the right to maiiitnin, modify, 
increase, or abolish all internal duties of cjujise, or 
otherwise on production, manufacture, or consump- 
tion ex'sting in their Indijin dominions, and to 
establish new duties of a siinihir nature: provided 
always that the products of the Indian dominions 
of the one ftliall not be subject, in the ludUaii 
dominions of the other, to any duties except such 
as may be imposed on similar national products. 

The High (l\.)niraeting Parlies recognize, how- 
ever, that in the ease of all proJu(3t.s 8ul>jcctcd to a 
.duty sufficiently heavy to cause a serious differ- 
ence in tlie price to the coiisiiinor, it is highly 
important to adopt in their respective dominions, 
as far as may be practicable, a uniform system of 
administration and duties. 

Conse(|uently, and with the view as well of 
prcvcnling injury to thcjcvenues of Her Britannic 
Majesty tVeun a divtn’sity of systems, as of securing 
for His Most Faitliful Majesty's Indian dominions 
tlie advantages of uniformity, Ihe High Contracting 
Parties respectively engage to carry out the 
following stipulations regarding salt, spirits, and 
opium. 

ARTICLE XII. 

His Most Faithful Majesty engages to grant 
to Her Ikitannic Majesty's (lovernment of Bora- 
hay, for the period during which this Treaty may 
remain in force, the exclusive privilege of regulat- 
ing or undertaking the manufacture and sale of 
salt in Portuguese India under the following con- 
ditions 

((?) The proprietors or tenants of salt-works 
may,. under thedireetlou of the agents of tlie said 
Government, and subject to conditions mutually 
agreed upon between Ihera, continue to manufac- 
ture salt on their own account, or manufacture salt 
on account of the said agents, or farm out their 
suit-works to them. 

(4) If* thji said proprietors or tenants cannot 
‘arrive at a voluntary agreement wdtli the said 
agents, the Government of Portuguese India will 
take such measures as may bo necessary to let the 
said salt-works in farm to, and under the direction 
or administration of the said agents, so that the 
said agents tony bo able to cause salt to be made 
’there in such manner as they may judge most 
suitable: provided that when, on the expiration 
^ of the farm, the said proprietors obtain possession of 
\ho salt-works, they shall be entitled to compen- 
sation for damage (if any) resulting thereto trorn^ 
the fai*m, butl shall not be liable to payment oi

ARTIGO XI. 

As Alias Partes Contratantes rcservamse respoe- 
tivamente o dircito de mauter, modificar, augmentar 
ou abolir todos os direitos iiitornos sobre eotisunio 
(excise), ou oulros sobre a produc^ao^ fabriet), ou 
consurno, existentes nos sens dominios na Jndi.i, e 
de estableeor novos direitos da luesina esp('cie, uma 
vcz que os produetos dos doiniuios da ludia.de uma 
d’ellas nilo liquem siijeifcos nos dominies na India da 
outni a quucs<iuer direitos, a nfto serem os irnpostos 
sobre os pvoduotos nacionaes similares.

ARTIGO XII. 

Sua Mngestnde Fidelissima obriga-se a oonceder 
ao Goveruo de Bombaim de Sua Magestado

The ])r()prietorR or tenants of the said 
land, on their part, shall have the right to derive 
from the salt-works the siuno advantages, in 
respect of the cultivation of rice or other crops, 
as they have enjoyed hitherto, j)rovided that they 
do not interfere with the nianufaeturo of salt. 
The relations in this matter between the said 
proprietors or tenants and the said agents sluill 
be determined by special rules made by the Oov- 
enimcnt of Portuguese India. 

{d) The Government of Portuguese India will 
cause the suppression of any salt-works which, in 
the 0 })inion of the said agents, may be ditiiciilt to 
superintend or guard, or cannot be worked with 
profit. 

(<?) The Government of Portuguese India will 
secure to the said agents the acquisition, at a fair 
and reasonable price, of all the salt existing, or in 
course ot manufacture, in Portuguese India at the 
time this Treaty comes into force : provided that 
if the said agents do not wish to purchase the 
w^hole of the said salt, the owners thereof shall 
have the right of selling it locally, or of export- 
ing it under the same conditions as hitherto. 

(/ ) His Most I'^^ithful Majesty will prt>hibit 
the manufacture and sale of salt, the collect ion of 
salt spoiituneously produced, and the transit and 
exportation thereof both by sea and laud, by any 
persons not delegated in tbis \>ehair by the said 
agents, or who have not obtaiinMl from the said 
agents a })errnii in due form, and he will adoj>t in 
Portuguese India the procedure and penalties in 
force ill British India for tlie rcprcssmii of smug- 
gling and contraband practices in respect of salt, 
with such inodillcations as Iho Portuguese Indian 
system of legislation and adiniiiistraf ion, or the 
diversity of cireumsianees, may necessitate.

(2) To search all persons, animals, carriages, 
vessels, goods, and paidiages in or upon which 
they may have reiuion to believe contraband 
salt to be, or to he conceakKl. 

(3) To arrest any person found in the act of 
smuggling or contraband practi(.*eB, and any 
accomidice present, provided that such )>crson or 
accomplice shall bo immediately delivered over to 
an ofliecr appointed under paragraph (C) of this 
clause, or to the nearest revenue or police station, 
or to the administrative authority of the parish, 

(4) To seize any salt which they may have 
reason to believe to be contraband, and any 
animals, carriages, or vessels used in transporting 
it, or in or upon which it may be found, and all 
goods and packages in or among which it may bo 
contained or concealed : ]u*ovided that cvorylhiijt** 
so seized shall be retained in provisional emstody 
pending orders for the disposal thereof by com- 
petent Portuguese authority, to whom the seizure

(S) The dairfoge (if any) caused to the proprie- 
tors by the suppression of their salt-works, or by 
deprivation of the free use of them with respect te 
other cultivation, or with respect to the exercise of 
other vested rights of properly. 

But with regard to salt-works which have been 
suppressed, the Commission shall make a deduc- 
tion for file proceeds (if any) which the proprietors 
may gain from the lands if otherwise employed. 

The Cornmissiou shall add to the sura determin- 
ed on the above principles fifteen per cent, on the 
amount thereof. The total shall be the compensa- 
tion awarded by the Commission to the proprie- 
tors. 

The compensation so awarded shall bo paid to 
the proprietors, who shall be responsible for the 
saiisfacliou of all just claims of othci’ persons con- 
nected wi*"h the Btdteworks.

Polo que respei- 
ta d sua importancia, a Commissdo terd ospecial- 
mente em considera^ao : —

{t) O pve90 medio do sal na localidaJe, c 
(deduzidos os direitos) nos districtos vizinlios 
da India Brilaiinica, nos dez aimos precedentes. 

(3) O prejuizo (se o houver) eausaJo aos 
proprictarios pela suppressao das suas marinhas, 
ou pela priva^ao do livre uso d^ellas no que 
respoita a outras culfcuras, ou ixdo que teca fio 
exercicio de quaestpier oukos direitos iuherentes 
& propriedade. 

Quanto as marinhai? porera, quehouverem sido 
supprimidas, a Coiumissao iarii decinccao do rendi- 
mento (sc o houver) que os ]>r()prielarios podem 
tirar dos tarrenos se forem appreveitaJos por outra 
forma. 

A CommissHo acrescentarS & somma fixada, 
segunda os principios anteriores, quiiizc ])or cento 
da sua importancia. O total consliluira a iii- 
demnisa^So arbitrada pela Commiss3io aos pro- 
prietarios. 

A indemnisa^ao assim arliilrada eeri paga aos 
proprietarios, os quaes ficvirilo responsavois jiela 
saiisfagSo de todas as justas reclama^des de outras 
pessoas com relaguo ds marinhas. 









Provided always, that if tiw proprietors are 
dissatisfied with tho award of the Commission, 
they shiili bo at liberty to have recourse to the 
ordinary procedure for expropriation established by 
tlio local law bf Portug*al. The anumut of com- 
pensation so awarded to them by any local tribunal, 
whether more or less than that awarded by tlie 
Commission, shall alone be paid to them accord- 
ingly. But, in the event of such amount being in 
excess of the amount awarded by the Commission, 
the difference shall be defrayed by the Govern- 
mont of Portuguese India. 

(i) Her Britannic Majesty engages also— 

(1) To deliver to the Government of Portuguese 
India, at the price of manufacture in those posses- 
sions respectively, the quantity of salt ni'cessary 
for the domestic use and consiiinj)tioii of the inha- 
bitants of the various -Portuguese posscssious in 
Iiidta. 

This quantity shall bo calculated annually at 
the rate of 14 lbs. per head of the ascertained 
population. 

It is understood that 11 is Most Faithful 
Majesty reserves to himself the right of causing 
the said quantity of salt to be sold to consumers 
at whatever price he may think proper. 

(f2) To sell to cultivators at a fair and reason- 
able price, and free of all duly, such quantity of 
inferior salt or saH spontaneously produced as 
they may fwaif fide rjtjuire for the cultivation of 
the coeoanut tree, or lor such other cultivation as 
may need this kind of manure. 

(3) To supply the markets of Portuguese India, 
under conditions similar to those which may be 
from time to time in force in the neighbouring 
British Indian districts, with the quantity of salt 
which trade may require. 

(4) To furnish the salt necessary to tlie fish- 
salting trade under tho most favourable conditions 
from time to time accorded to tho same industry 
in British India, 

[j) All differences arising with regard to the 
price of salt under tho pretaiding clauses, (<?) and 
(i), slinll he dclcrmincd by a Mixed Commission, 
or in such other manner as may be mutually 
agreed upon by the Governments of Bombay and 
Portuguese India. 

ARTICLE XIIL 

His Most Faithful Majesty engages to take 
such mcasuies as may be necessary to insure that 
the systf'in of excise on spirituous li(|iiors, includ- 
ing toddy, whether in its fcrmcnlcd or unfermented 
state, sanctioiU'd by Jaw in the Presidency of 
Bombay, shall bo introduced int(>, and effectively 
maiutaiaed in, Portuguese India. 

Tho rales of excise duty levied accordingly in 
the several Indian possesbions of His Most 
Faithlul Majesty shall not, except in so far as 
may be mutually agreed upon l)ctwGcn tlie Gov- 
ernments of Bombay and Portuguese India, be 
less than those levied for the time being in the 
British districts nearest to them respective]). 

The /jiovernment of Bombay shall render cor- 
dial assistaiieo to the Government of Portuguese 
India for tlie accomidishment of this end, by 
affording full information to Portuguese officers

Resolution. — By Notification No. 167, dated 16th May 1870, a system 
of District Savings Banks was established, the yearly rate of interest on depo- 
sits therein being fixed at 3| per centum, and the monthly rate at one pie for 
each Rupee If. 

2. The market rate of interest being now lugher, the Governor General 
in Council notifies that, with effect from the 1st January 1880, the monthly 
rate of interest on deposits in District, Presidency and Military Savings Banks 
sliall bo one pie for each 1^ Rupee, wliich is equal to Rs, 4^ per centum per 
annxim. As this rate is now fixed in supersession of a lower rate, so it 
must be plmuly understood that the Governor General in Council reserves the 
right of reducing the rate thus fixed again at any time at his discretion, and 
that it will not be open to any depositor to object to such reduction. 

3. Moreover, the Governor General in Council deems it expedient to 
dispense with the restrictions of the existing Rules as to personal attendance 
and as to the hours for the transaction of business with the Savings Banks. 

4. Accordingly, the Governor General in Council has passed the following 
Rules for District and other Government Savings Banks, revoking all previous 
Rules : — 

I. — In these Rules — 

“Depositor,” “Deposit,” and “Secretary” bear the moaning which they 
boar in The Government Savings Bank Act, 1873. 

. “ Account ” means the account of a Depositor in a Government Savings 
Bank, 

“ Balance ” means the balance at credit of an account. 

II. — Any person may become a Depositor on his own behalf, or on behalf 
of any other person. Deposits may also be made by the managers of benevo- 
lent or other public Associations, or bjr public Officers, of money deposited x^ith 
them ex-officio as security for the discliarge of any public duty or for the 
fidelity of any public officer, or for the accomplishment of any public object. 

III. — Subject to the provisions of these Rules, the Government of India 
guarantees the repayment of every deposit with interest. 
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IV. — Without tbo special or general sanction of the Governor General in 
Council, no account will he opened for less than One Rupee ; and no person 
may’ deposit more than Five Thousand Rupees, in all, between any 1st of 
April and the 31st March next following. 

V. — Interest will not be allowed upon a smaller balance than 1^ Rupee, or 
upon the excess in any balance over the highest multiple of 1^ Rupee. 

VI. — Interest will bo allowed from the beginning of the calendar month 
succeeding that in which a deposit is made, to the end of the month preceding 
that in which it is withdrawn. 

VII. — From the 1st January 1880, till further notice, interest will be 
allowed upon deposits at the rate of one pie, a month 'for every 1^ Rupee, which 
is equal to one anna for every Rs. 18, or one Rupee for every Rs. 288, being at 
the rate of Rs. 4^ per centum per annum. Saving with the si)ecial or general 
sanction of the Governor General in Council, the highest monthly interest 
allow^ed upon any balance shall be Rs. 17i. 

VI II. — On the written roquc.st of any Depositif)r, his balance, or any 
part of it, Avill be invested by the Comptiullcr General in his own name ^in 
trust for, and at the risk of, the I)ej)Osi1or at current market rates, in stock of 
any Loan which he may specify; if no particular loan is specitied, tlien 
stock of one of the Four Per Cent. Loans will be bought. The stock thus 
bought will be hold by tb(> Conijdroller General on the Doj)osiior’s account, the 
interest thereon, loss a commission of one-quarter per cent., being added to bis 
depo-sit, on advice from the Comptroller General, and entered in bis Deposit 
Rook, the first time tliat it is subsequently presented. Stock held on account 
of a Depositor will, on bis written reqin^st, be sold, and the proewds added 
to his Deposit, or, if lie desires it, will be converted into notes and delivered 
to him. A commission of ])cr cent, wall be chai'ged upon such purchases, 
sales and dcdin ericjs. 

IX. — Evj'ry acjcount will bo made up on the 31st March, and the interest 
then due, calculated under these Rules, added to the balance u})on which 
future interest will accrue. If an a(!count is closed on Jijny other dat<5, 
interest due to the end of the preceding calendar mouth will be paid to the 
Dcj)Osit()r: but a Depositor who closes an account should not, ordinarily, 
be p(;rmitled immediately to re-open it, c.vcopt on jwiynumt of a line varying 
jjt the discretion of the; Secretary from one to t(!n rn])ees. 

X. — An account may be transfcrr(?d free of charge to any other Govern- 
ment Savings Rank. 

XL — A Deposit Rook will be supplied to each De])ositor in which the 
Secretary, or, if the Savings Rank is at a })ublic treasury, the Tn'asury Officer, 
will acknowledge every de])osit. The pei-sonal attendance of a Depositor is not 
required ; but no deposit will be r(iceivcd or payment nuide without tlu' Deposi- 
tor’s l)e]josit Rook, and the Government will not be responsible lor any 
deposit the receipt of which is not ackuowb^dged in a Deposit Rook. The 
intcre.st due to date will be entered in each Deposit Rook the first time that it 
is produced after the 31st, March. The til's! D(q)osit Rook will be supjilied free 
of charge ; but if a Depo.sit Rook is lost or injured, or if a closed account is 
re-opeu(!d, one rupee will be charged for a new book. 

XII. — A De])o.sit/or may not operak; frequently upon his account as if it W'cre 
an ordinary liankiug account, or ojien more than one account iti bis own name 
or in the name of any member of his family, or for his own benelit or the bene- 
fit of any member of bis family. The Comptroller General must take prcc/au- 
tions to ])r(!vcnt any transgression of this Rule, and, in pai*tieular, any employ- 
ment of an account a.s an ordinary dmwdng account. This Rule is not mfeant 
to j)revent any one from oj)cning more than one cx-officio or public account. 

XIII. — The Se(;r(dary may refu.se to open any account or may close any 
account, for any suflicient reason, as, for example, because hv, thinks ' that 
the account is likely to be used or is being used contrary to tlie object with 
whi(di Government Savings Ranks are established, namely, tlu; encouragement 
of saving. Rut every such ridusal or closure, and the reasons for it, should 
hq reported to the CoaqdroUer General. 

XIV. — When the Secretary thinks it proper to close any account, he shall 
give notice, in writing, to tli<^ Dejmsitor, of such closure. After the date of 
such notice, no deposit shall be uccepiod on the account so closed, and no 
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interest shall be allowed upon the balance of the closed account after the end of 
the calendar month then current. 

XV. — These Buies apply as "well to accounts opened before as after 
their publication. 

XVI. — The Governor General in Council reserves the right to alter or add 
to these Rules at any time. 

XVII. — A copy of The Government Savings Banks Act, 1873, and of these 
Rules, shall he printed in each Deposit Book, and the signature, or, if he 
cannot read, mark of the Depositor, obtained to the annexed declaration before 
any d^osit is accci)ted from him.

OBSBttvATioiw.— His Eicollenoy the Governor General has read with much pleasure the 
report of the able manner in which the telegraph operations connected with the campaign were 
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conducted. No less than 420 miles of telegraph line were constructed and maintained beyond 
the frontier of the Empire^ in a manner tl^at shows the organization of the Department *to be 
good, and the staff effective. Every requirement of the Government has been promptly under- 
taken and efBcienlly carried out^ and^ notwithstanding the large and sudden strain upon the 
resources of the Depai-tment, the lines have been carried through without impediment of any 
kind. 

The credit tor the results attained is due, in the first instance, to the Director General 
himself, and the thanks of the Government of India are tendered to Colonel Murray with an 
expression of high commendation of the forethought and ability with which the operations of 
the Department have been administered.

2. The Government of India letter No. S59T., dated 3rd October 1878, requested me to 
make arrangements for the supply of 200 miles of semi-permanent line for the Kohat Field 
Force. 

3. No time was lost, in pushing up the stores to Kohat, and owing to the zeal and energy 
displayed by the construction officer, Mr. Assistant Superintendent N. Jones, the line was 
completed, and an office opened at Thull, 66 miles from Kohat, on tlic 8th November. 

Mr. Jones was then relieved by Mr. S. J. Josephs, Officiating Superintendent, to 
whom had been entrusted the charge of the military lines in this direction, and proceeded to 
Peshawur where he constructed, with equal celerity and success, the short line from Peshawur to

10. The difiiculties experienced ill g<»tting th(‘se Htore.M to Quetta wen^ very conskleral lo, 
but were overeome by Hie great energy and zeal of Mr. C. M. Pitman, the Olficiating Super- 
intendent in charge of Telegra]>hs in B<>luchistan. 

11. Although the orders of (lovernnnmt were confined to the provision of these stores, 
1 took the j)recaution of sending with the stores a staff sufficient to er(‘ct a line from Quetta to 
Kandahar. Fending the arrival of the sior<‘s al. Quetta, Mr. Vilinan wms engaged ij» making 
every possilde ])reliininary arrang(‘inent for the jtossilde extension, and on the tillth November 
he aceompaiiu'd the Agent, Governor General, to JTykulzai to sel<'et a route and arrange for the 
protection of the line. 

1;2. Tc» G ulistan-Karez, 40 miles, the line was completed on the Sth January. Beyond 
this })laee its extension was not possible till tin* 17th February owing to the detention of the 
stores in the Rolan. Retvvccn Gulistan-Karez and Chamau, 2d miles, the line was oonstrueti(*(l 
ia five days, and an offMa^ opened on iluj ri.hid Feliruary. 

13. llj) totliis }»oint Mid Pitman had been under the order of the Agent, Gownmor General, 
but it now' seemed tt:>^ me de^irahle to relieve him of the eharg(' of lli(' lines in Ihduehistan, and 
leave him free to ])ro(‘eed with the Iroop.s under the orders of the General ( 4>inmanding, 1 
therefore arranged that the <'harg(‘ <d* the telegraphs in Reliiehistan, ineludinij^ tlie s(‘ini-perrna- 
nent lines just erected within tin* jurisdietion of tla^ Agent, Governor General, should bo taken 
over l»y Mr. Olfieiating vSnp(niniendenL IhUeler. 

14. On tin* fitli i\lar(h, Mr. Pitman received autlKU’ity to eomijuaK*!* the line towards 
Kandahar, a distainxi (d' 77 mili‘S, and on the diwt Mareh he opened (lie olliee in the citadel of 
Kaiidaliar. 

ir>. Idle line, al(h<MigIi so ra})idly constructed, has worked without internij)lion, and only 
three known eases of wiliul damag(' liave oeeiirnM. 

IO. On th(‘ 2'^th Mareh Mr. Pitman’s working partv’' was attacked by a band of maraud- 
ers, and iSiih-Jnspeetor JVInliomed Sidi of this Department and Sejioy Nek Aiahoined of the 
SapjHirs wei ‘0 sev«‘r(dy w oumled, and two camehmai slightly wounded. 

17. Mr. Pilniaii’s local kmnvledge and fertility of resource were invaluable; ami hie 
conduct of tlx* whole expedition wa-^ charaeterised by the zeal and tunugry for which he has 
always been <‘<»nspieuoiis. I'lijually with Mr. Joseplis, he f«dly imjrits, and will, 1 trust, reeerve 
from Goveninieni some mark of its approval of his admirable service. 

is. In j)aragra[>h 1 I (d’ his report, Mr. Pitman brings to nothre the very great asMstaiiee 
be received from Mr. In.speitor J. llut<d»ins. Not alone as a Udegra.ph Subordinate Officer 
has iMr. lliilehiiis dist lug’ii-he'd bnnself but, as will be seen from the altuelu’d copy of letter 
No. Hfiolv,, dat(‘d J Ith J\ugu.'>^t, Irom the Li(‘utenant-Geau!ral t Vunnianding the Kandahar 
Force, he displayed a rar<' eourage ami devotion during the severe outbreak of cholera among 
the tr(K)]>.s at Ahdiil-Hahman wdiicli called forth the admiration of Major Cliffoixl, the Road 
Commandant, and the tliardvs of the Licutimant-Genoral. 

IP. J nineh regnd. that in llu' grade of sub-assistant, the one immediately above that held 
by Mr. Hutchins, there is no vaeamy to wdiieh 1 could promote him, but siu-viee so exeiqttional 
should not, I iluuk, pass unrewarded, and I have ilm honor to reeorumend that, as a spi‘cial case, 
he be j»romotod to the grade of sub-assistant, remaining supeinumerary to the establishment 
until ab-i^rljcd. The thanks of Goventmeut might also, I venture to think, be gi\eii to 
Mr. Hutchins. 

Khybrr Field Fokcb. 

20. On the 13th Novemlau* 1H7H, 1 received an unofficial letter from the Military Depart- 
ment, enquiring as to the possibility (jf arranging for the oonstrnetion of a line from Peshawur 
to Jumr<»od and subsequently on to Dhakka, jind on the same day I received a copy of Alilittiry 
Departin(mt letter to the Quarter-AI aster Genend, No. 807K., conveying the formal instnuN 
tions of Govei nment for the erection of a line to Jurnrood, lo be advanced to the head of the 
Pass should it be entered and ludd, 

21. Foreseeing the extreme prol)abillty of lines of telegraph hf'ing required in connection 
with the military advam e t^id the Khyber, 1 had long jn^evionsly on rny own re.sponslbility 
ordered up to Portliuwur all necessary line material and ollico equipments, and had a qualified 
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officer in rea^linegs to piiob on at o&oa^M ofdotfi ^ero received ; the resiflt was that on the 21et 
November I was enablra to open an office at Jumrood. 

22. In anticipation of further orders^ i thei^ made complete arranp^ements for a consider- 
able advance and ordered to Pashawur lor obarj^o of the work Mr. Officiating Superintendent 
P. V. Luke^ and a strong staffs directing him to report himself to the General Officer Com- 
manding^ Sir Sam Browne, and to push on the construction of the line whenever permitted to 
do 60 . 

23. From the 6th paragraph of Mr. Luke^s report it will bo seen that he was delayed at 
Junirood for want of this permission from the 25th November to the 26th December ; on the 
latter date he received orders to advance, and within four days the line was erected to Ali 
Musjld, and an office opened there. 

24. On the 8th January ho received permission to make the attempt to extend bis line 
to Lundi-Kotal and succeeded iu completing it*aud in opening the Lundi-Kotal office five days 
later,f u., on the 12th January. On the 20th January he had reached Dhakka and established 
the office there. The remaining offices were opened as follows 

Basawal ... ... On the 16th February 

Jollalabad ... ... „ Isth February 

Gundamuk ... ... „ 24th April 

and, notwithstanding, the enormous difficulties with which Mr. Luke had to contend, commu- 
nication was almost uninterruptedly maintained. 

25. Some conception of what those difficulties were will be gathered from Mr. Liike^s 
interesting report which shows that on a total distance of I OS miles of line, it was cut ninety- 
eight times, and 60 miles of the working wire were carried away and never recovered Had 1 
not fortunately taken upon myself to order up stores for the whole line and strengthen Mr. 
Luke's hands with a reserve of material calculated to meet every contingency, it is evident that 
Megraph communication on the Kliyber line could never have been maintained. 

2(> The undertaking entrusted to Mr, Officiating Superintendent Luke proved to be in 
some respects more onerous than that of cither Mr. Josephs or Mr. Pitman. It is impossible 
to overestimate the value of the tact ho throughout displayed, nr too highly to jiraise the zeal 
ami devotion with which he applied himself to the execution of his difficult duty. How well 
he siieeeedod will he apparent from a perusal of the preceding remarks and of liis own valuable 
rejiort, aud I have great gratification in bringing his name prominently to the notice of 
Government. 

Lieutenant-General Sir Sam Browne, Tjieuteuant-Qeneral Maude, and Major-General 
Tytler, have each reeonhMl their high appreciation of the value of Mr. Luke^s assistance. 

27. Mr. Luke speaks vc'ry highly of the able manner in which Mr. Assistant Super- 
intendent J. .W. Duthy eo-opevatod with him, aud I quite endorse his remarks. 

28. Tlic exj)(‘iienee (»f this campaign has shown conclusively the value of the system 
introduced by the late Dinvtor-General, and since largely extended of spreading a knowledge 
of telcgrajdiy throughout the army, and employing soldiers as signallers in times of peace to lit 
them for tins duty when required in field offices. 

29. With each of the advance columns the large majority of the signallers were soldiers, 
and on the whole did the work really well (not nearly so well of course as thoroughly trained, 
experienced civiliiin signallers, but the demand for men was sudden and large, and I could not 
have supplied the needl'ul number of civilians without serious inconvenicuee to the service in 
India). The names of those who are specially mentioned by Messrs, Josephs and Pitman will 
be brought to the notice of II is Exeellenoy the Commauder-in-Chief. 

30. * The supply and despatch of stores for the Khybor and Kurnim Valley expeditions 
was greatly facilitated by the energy and zeal of Mr. W. K. D. Biguell, the Sujierintendent of 
the Puiij<ih Division, who from first to last spared no pains to assist the officers in charge with 
his greater oxiicrienec and with material help. I have already expressed to Mr. Bignell niy 
thanks for his unremitting exertions. 

31. In eonclasion, I may state that the total length of line constructed beyond the frontiers 
in connection with these operations amounted to 420 miles ; and I venture to hope that the 
etertions of the Telegraph Department have proved of material assistance in the conduct of the 
war, and that tlio Department has in no way lallen short of the expectations of the Government 
#f India. •

HATIONAL INDIAN ASSOCIATION. 

Of late years an increasing^ disposition has been 
shown by Native gentlemen in India to send their 
sons to be educated in this country. Under projMsr 
safeguards such a course is eminently deserving 
of encouragement, the benefit to be gained by a 
Native of India from a well-directed visit to 
England, in enlargement of view and improved 
knowledge of English society and ways of tliought, 
being universally admitted. 

It appears, however, that many Indian parents 
who are anxious to send their children to England 
are deterred from doing so by the dilSciilty of 
securing any adeejuate supervision over them, 
llemoved from all the influences and restraints of 
home, and i)laced in a f(*reign country, a Native 
youth is necessarily exposed to considerable tempt- 
ation, while his parent has no sure means of 
obtaining information of his conduct, or of ascer- 
taining whether his time is spent profitably or 
otherwise. 

It has been thought by some persons who are 
interested in the welfare of India that if this want 
of ’supervision could in any way be met, and 
greater facility given to the upper classes to 
educate their eons in England, a material benefit 
would bo conferred on the Natives of India, and 
good service rendered at the same time to the 
State. 

A jneetfng recently hold in London, to consider 
this question, was attended by the Earl of North- 
brook, Sir Barrow Ellis, Sir Henry Davies, Sir 
William Muir, Sir Arthur Hobhmise, Colonel 
Keatinge, and several Members of the National 
Indian Association, which has for two or three 
Tears past, in addition to other work, rendered 
friendly assistance to Native students living in 
this country. 

It was ascertained at this meeting that the 
National Indian Association was not unwilling to 
extend its 'operations, and to establish, if it should 
be thought feasible, an organisation for the pur- 
pose of supplying information and assistance to 


Native gentlemen desirous of educating their sons 
in England ; and also of exercising a generaf 
control over those Native students whose super- 
vision the Association might, after enquiry, 
arrange to undertake. 

A Committee was appointed to consider the 
best method of carrying out such a scheme, and a 
Report embodying their proposals, with a set of 
liiiles (of which a copy is appended), was approved 
and adopted by the National Indian Association 
on the 25th of J une. A Permanent Sub-Committee, 
composed of the Earl of Northbrook, Sir Barrow 
Ellis, Sir Henry Davies, Sir Arthur Hobhouse, 
and Mr. Seymour V. FitzGerald was at the same 
time appointed tx> give effect to the proposals, and 
it was resolved that the scheme of the Association 
should be communicated to the Viceroy, Governors, 
Lieuteuant-Governors, and Chief Commissioners 
in India, with a request that its object and scope 
may be made known to the classes interested. 

It will be observed from the Rules that the 
National Indian Association is prepared, under 
certain conditions, to accept the supervision of 
Native students entrusted to its care. The Rules 
will be liable to such modification as experience 
may suggest, but under no circumstances is it 
contemplated to render assistance of a charitable 
nature, the Association being of opinion that the 
proposed scheme, to be ])roductive of any real 
good, should be self-supporting.

I. Any Native gentleman desirous of availiug 
himself of the advantages of the National Indian 
Association in this branch of its work must wHte 
to the Honorary Secretary of the Association 
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(6, Jobn Siroet, Bodford ifow, London) at least 
six months Ixdore the proposed departure from 
India of his sou or ward, l^ivin^* i'uU information 
as to his a^eaiul ]>revions edueation, the odueation 
desired for him in Jinjjland, and accompanying 
the application Avitli satisfactory references as to 
tl)e position of the appliccUit, and the means of 
detraying all tlie expenses of his son or ward 
while living in England. One of the references 
should be from a Collector and Magistrate, or 
other officer of equal relative rank. 

IT. All aj)])Iications will be submitted to the 
Permanent Sub-Committee of the Association, 
and decided on their miu’its, the conditions being 
settled by special arrangement in each case. The 
Associat.ion reserves to itself the right of rejecting 
any apjdieation. 

HI. The responsilnlities of the Association will 
be to meet tlio student on his arrival, to j)rocnre 
lodgings for him, and to make all ticcessary 
arrangetncMits for his education, wind, her at the 
Universities or Inns of Court, or by tlie emjdoy- 
inent of Tutors or otherwise. The Association 
will also nndortake, to tbe extent of tlie remit- 
tances placed at its disposal, all ])aymeiits requisite 
for the above object'^, and for the general super- 
intendence of the students, as well as the distri- 
bution to them of such personal allow, iiiees as 
may be agreed upon with the parent or guardian. 

IV. The Association will from time to time 
‘communicate to the parents or guardians the 
progress attained those entrusted to its care, 
and in the event of anything unsatisfactory coming 
to its knowledge as to the conduct of a student 
will advise as to the desirability or otherwise of 
his being retained in England. 

Y. An annual charge to defray minor expenses 
will be made for each student under the care of 
the Association, the amount of stich charge to be 
determined according to the circumstances of each 
case.* 

* It is anticipated that an annual charge of Us. 50 to 
Es. KJO will suflice, hut this charge will be liable to altera- 
tion afer some experience has been gained as to the amount 
of petty expenses, 

NATIONAL INDIAN ASSOCIATION. 

It has been brought to the knowledge of tlie 
National Indian Association that many Native 
gentlemen in India who are anxious to send their 
sons to be educated in England are deterred from 
doing so by the dillieulty of obtaining adequate 
supervision over them. 

Believing it to bo most dosirablo to facilitate 
the education in England of the sons of Native 
gentlemen, the National Indian Association has 
resolved to meet the f)reH('nt dilfi(Milty by estab- 
lishing an organization for the purjxise'of Huppiy- 
iiig information and assistance to Native gentle- 
men who may desire to educate i heir sons in this 
country, and of exercising a general control over 
those Native students whose supervision the Asso- 
ciation may, after enquiry, arrange to undertake. 

The Association will undertake, upon certain 
conditioi-is which may l)e ascent ained on application 
at their Offline, to meet Ihe Native student on his 
arrival in England, to procure lodgings for him, 
to make arrangements for his education, whether 
at tbe UnivcrsiticB or the Lms of Court, or by 
the employment of Tutors or otherwise, and to 
disburse all payments requisite for the above ob- 
jects to the extent of the remittances placed at its 


disposal. The Association will also corarannicate 
to the parent or guardian from time to time ihe 
' progress which may he made by the student, and 
in the event of anything unsatisfactory as to his 
conduct coming to its knowledge, will advise as 
the desirability or otherwise of his being retained 
in England. 

To carry out those proposals a Committee has 
been appointed com})Osed of the following per- 
sons : — The Earl of Northbrook, Sir Barrow H. 
Ellis, Sir Arthur Hol>house, Sir Henry Davie§, 
and Mr, Gerald S. V. FitzGerald. 

The Association does not intend to render assist- 
ance of a charitable nature, believing that the 
sciieme must be self-supporting if it is to be pro- 
ductive of any real good. Any Native gentleman, 
therefore, who may employ the Association in this 
branch of its work will l)c required to defray all 
charges incurred on his behalf. 

To meet, however, the cost of opening an Office 
and preliminary expenses, a larger sum of money 
is necessarily reipiiied than can be obtained from 
the existing funds of the Association. An earnest 
ap]>cal for assistance is tbereibro made to all per- 
sons who may be interested in ihe proposed 
scheme, which it is ho])e(l will render material 
benefit to the Natives of India, and supply a want 
that is imieh felt. 

The Association fully believes that its |)roposalH 
have only to be made known to the upper classes 
of India to meet with favourable support. It has 
been thought desirable to limit the amount of 
a donation to £10 or Ks. 100, and all eontrlbulions 
should bo forwarded to tbe Honorary Treasurer, at 
tbe Office of the National Indian Association, 0, 
John Street, Bedford How, London.

The following Bill and Statement of Objects and 
Reasons accompanying it are published, for 
general information, by order of His Excellency 
the Governor General, under the 22nd of tlie 
Rules fur the Conduct of the Legislative Busi- 
ness of the Council of the Governor General : — 

A Bill to regulate the levy of Town-^duties and 
• Tolls in Municipalities. 

WuiCKBAS it is expedient to regulate the levy of 
town -duties and tolls in 
municipalities in manner 
hereinafter appearing, and in particular to provide 
against the levy nn any municipality of town- 
dilljes upon articles not intonded for consumption 
within the limits of such municipality ; It is 
hereby enacted as follows : — 

1. This Act mil)' be called The Town-duties 
and Tolls Act, 1879 :

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 


. Ik the Financial Statement for theiiroseut year, 187$)-S0, it was stated as follows : — 

In conneetioii with the subject of customs-duties, it may bo raentioned bore that the 
Goveriinieiit of India lias, for some time past, bad uinler consid(?ration the necessity of inqiosiiig 
more coinjdetc checks on the system by which, through a large part of India, octroi-duties are 
levied for muiiieijial purposes. The Government of India lias emphatically condemned the 
imposition of local taxes on articles which have been either snbjeetod to or relieved from im- 
perial taxation, and has insisted that the duties actually levied shall in all cases fall solely upon 
articles locally consumed, and shall not be allowed to become taxes on through traffic, or to 
affect injuriously the general trade of the country. 

’ Although much has been done in this re.spect towards the enforcement of appropriate 
rates, continued attention will bo given to the subject, so that there may be no danger of 
finding that the principles by which the Government of India is guided in regard to its eommer- 
eial legislation have been set asi<le by local autiiorities, and that the etlorts taken to free tlie 
traJe of the country from impolitic n^slrictions have not thus been frustrated.^' 

It is in fulfilment of the pledge thus publicly given, that the present measure is brought 
forward. 

2. The income of the municipalities throughout a largo portion of British India is niised 
chiefly in the shape of town-duties. The proportion of the municipal income thus raised amounts, 
in the Bombay Presidency (including the town of Bombay), to about four-sevenths of the 
whole ; in the North-Western Provinces and Oudh, to about teii-clcvenths of the wliole, and in 
the Panjab and Central Provinces, it is much higher ; towu-duties constituting almost the Sole 
resource of the municipalities of these Provinces. 

In many places the people have been familiar with this form of taxation from a time 
anterior to our rule ; but it is obvious that the very popularity of the octroi-system is apt to 
lead to its-being abused. Local authorities arc not sorry to be able to provide for local wants 
at the expense of other people, and to transfer to others their own proper burdens. It is found 
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that, in many towns, and among others in some of th/^ most important entrepots of trade in 
Br,itish India, the incidence of the tax has been extended so far beyond its legitimate bounds, 
,or the collection has been so mismanaged, as either to involve a collision with imperial taxation, 
or, still worse, to set up what is to all intents and purposes a heavy transit-duty. To quote the 
words of a Resolution issued by the Government of India in 1868, wide-spread system of 
taxation has been introduced, injurious to interests on which the burden in a great measure 
falls, and standing in the way of the }>roper development of the commerce of the country. 
It is to little purpose that the Imperial Government reduces or abolishes customs-duties in the 
interests of trade, if municipalities are permitted to levy duties on articles of commerce passing 
through their limits/^ ^ < 

3. The Government of India, for some years past., has had its attention directed to these 
serious evils, and instructions have from time to time been issued with a view to their repression. 

In 186S, the princij)les by which these duties should be regulated were laid down. It was 
stated that they should bo restricted to artiedes actually consumed in the towns, and should not 
be imposed on articles of general commerce, or interfere with the natural course of transit- 
trade, and that they must fall entirely on the population of the town for the benefit of which^ 
they were imposed. The clavsscs of articdcs on which octroi-duties )night be, and might not he, 
imposetl w'erc ciiumeratod. The necessity for establishing bonded warehouses on a projHir foot- 
ing and giving all due facilities for refunds, so as to prevent the tax degenerating into a transit- 
duty, was insisted on, and attention was drawn to the im])ortanec of collecting directly through 
the servants of the municipality, instead of farming the duties to a contractor. 

4. Similar orders have been issued from time to time by the Government of India. 
Its efforts have not been without effect ; but a review of the working of the octroi- 
system in many municipalities shows that they have fallen far short of attaining the 
objects in view, and on a full consideration of the whole question, the Goverimr General in 
Council is satisfied thaf, the only eft’eoiuiil plan will be to lay down in a legislative enactment 
%\ic restrictions which it is desired to impose. 

It is with this object that the present Bill has been framed. Besides providing for the 
matters above referral to, it establishes what may bo called a self-acting check on the 
most dangerous abuse of the octroi-system by providing in effect that, when the quantity 
of any commodity taxed in any town in a given year exceeds by one-fourth the cstimaU^d 
consumption of snch commodity in such town during that year, the levy of Ihc tax on such 
commudity shall, unless the excess is shown to be of a temporary or accidental natux*c, be 
suspended for two years. 

It has been long the custom in some Provinces to make such estimates with the object 
of providing a check, such as that which it is now desired to establish, on abuse of octroi-tax- 
ation; and the plan has been so useful for that purpose, especially in the North-Western Prov- 
inces, that it is hoped it may be found generally applicable. 

5. The Bill, besides dealing with the matter of cxitroi in this way, provides in its fourteenth 
section that no toll shall be levied in a municipality, except for defraying the cost of con« 
structioncif the road or other work on which it is levied, together with interest on the same 
and maintenance-charges. This rule is one generally recognized as a matter of principle j but^ 
it has often been disregarded, and it is thought necessary to embody it in the Bill.

TRADES AND PROFESSIONS TAX BILL. 

'Fhe llon’hle Sir JouN Straciiey moved for leave to introduce a Bill to . 
imiiose a tax on Trades and Professions. Ho said : — 

“My Lord, — Nearly two years have elapsed since the Government of 
India resolved that it was necessary to take active measures for the improve- 
ment of its financial position, and especially for providing funds to meet the 
heavy cliarges and obligations which are entailed upon the State by the periodi- 
cal occurrence of famine. 
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only intorforcncc exorcised by the Government of India was to prevent this'’ 
‘ limit bbinj' less than rupees 100, for some of the Local Governments would 
have gone lower. It was not then foreseen how disproportionately largo would 
bo the number of persons assessed in the lowest classes, and how comparatively 
small would be the financial return. 

“The schedules attached to the various Local Acts. differ so much that I 
cannot give strictly accurate statistics, but there is no doubt that more than 
a million ])ersons whose incomes arc between rupees 100 and rupees 250 a year 
arc now liable to the tax, and that the amount which they pay does not exceed 
£240,000. The mere statement of this fact is sufficient. It cannot bo right 
for the sake of raising so small a sura to impose direct taxation on so great a 
multitude of peoi»lc!r Althougli there has not been in any part of India any 
reason whatever for thinking that tlie tax has actually led to political discon- 
tent, or the smallest apprehension of anytliiiig of the kind occurring, it is 
nevertheless politically wise to amend the law. . 

“ In regard to the, amount Avhich it would ho desirable to fix as the lower 
limit of liability to the tax, every Government in India has been consulted. 
I have aln'ndy refernMl to the o]hnious of the Govermnonts of Ilombay and 
of the Panjuh, and havci said that they were dis)>o,s(‘d to make little or no 
altemtion in the existing limit of rupees 100. The Govc'niment of the North- 
Western Provinces and Outlh thinks that rupees 240 would he a suitable 
amount.; this is rupees 40 higher than the present minimum in those Provinces. 
In Bengal, as the Council is aware, the Lieutenant-Governor, witli the ajiproAml 
of the GovernnK'ut of India, exempted, not long ago, all incoim^s hedween rupees 
100 and rupees 250 from liability to the tax. This was done by executive 
order; the Act^ gave to the liieuhmant-Govornor tlu^ ne<5ossary authority. Both 
Sir Asldey Bden and Sir Steuavt Baylciy, who is now acting as Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor of Bengal, concur in thinking that rupees 250 may properly he adopted 
in futuni as the minimum. The Government of Madras has also accepted 
nipecs 250. 

“The Government of India now pro]>osos that ru])eos 250 shall bo the 
minimum income liable to this form of taxation. It will Ixj understood, from 
what I have said, that in fixing this amount we are really giving greater relief 
to the poorer classes of tradei's than most of the Local Govej‘ument.s think 
necessary; hut it is better in this matter to err on the side of lilarality. Wo 
think also that it will he desirable to maintain the same limit of rupees 250 
t hroughout India. Wl»en the tax was fu-st imposed, it was urged that (dreum- 
stances differed much in diflerent Provinces, and that it was not eerhiiu that the 
same minimum limit of taxable income would everywhere he ajjpropriatc. 
TIkvo is undoubtinlly truth in this, but it is very dilfic,ult in practi(!C to arrive 
at satisfactory' oone.lusions on such questions, and it ap[)ears best to have 
a uniform limit.. 1’here is no part of India in which it will he a hardship to 
oblige a t rader with an income of rupees 250 to pay a foe of femr rupees a 
year. As I have ali'cvady stated, it is estimated that by the changers now pro- 
posed wo shall exempt more than a million persons from taxation, and shall give 
lip revenue to t he amount of about £240,000. 

“ 'J'hcre are various other points in which the existing License Acts require 
amendment, hut I need not now detain the Council with exjdanations of them, 
and 1 hav(! to speak of other matters of imjiortanec. 

“ In the first jilace, I must exjdain why the ajiparently unusual course has 
been taken of introducing a BUI such as this at Simla. Tlie explanation is 
simple. All the License Tax Acts, excepting that in force in Lower Bengal, 
require the assessments and collections to ho made for the calendar year. Tlie 
Coll(‘ctor niakes his demand on the first January, and the whole of the tax 
must he paid into fhe treasury, under serious penalties for default, by the first 
February, it is, therefore, obvious that if important alterations arc to he made 
in the^ existing law, they ought to bo made before the first January. Much 
confusion and i-mharrassment would follow from any subsequent cliange unless 
we are prepared fo leave the present system of taxation virtually unaltered for 
the greabir part of anot her year. There is another reason which' renders it 
highly desirable that the intentions of the Government in regard to tholieensc- 
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tax should be made publicly known* as soon as possible. If the Collectors are 
allowed to make their inquiries and prepare their lists and their assessments' 
on the assumption that the law is to remain unaltered, they will have, later on, 
to do a great part of their work over again ; and it is extremely important 
that they should know what is proposed as early as possible in the cold season 
when they can give personal attention to this part of their duties. The Gov- 
ernment has tnis year boon obliged, by obvious reasons connected with the 
affairs of Afghanistan, to .remain longer in this part of Itidia than has been 
usual ; and if the introduction of the present measure were to be delayed until 
the Government reaches Calcutta, it would hardly bo possible that it should 
become law, as I now hope it may do, by the end of December. 

“ I come now, my Lord, to another and very important part of my subject. 
It is a question which has, for some time past, been before the Government, 
and its consideration has been rend(5red the more nect'ssary by the proposal to 
sacrifice £210,000 a year out of the sum now yielded by the License-tax. 

“ The reasons which originally led the Government to confine this tax to 
trades and dealings, and not to bring under it the professional and official classes, 
were, as I thought, fully explained by me at the time. My observations were, 
I suppose, misunderstood ; at aU events they have been widely misrepresented. 
It has been alleged tliat I asserted that traders generally benefit by famines, 
and that justice required that no officials should be taxed, and arguments have 
been gravely brought forward t6 show that this cannot bo. No such absurd 
assertions were over made by me. My statement was that when scarcity 
affects one jmrt of India, the producers of grain, the dcialers in grain, 
and other traders in parts of the country not so affected, make large pro- 
fits ; and that while the agricultural and trading classes are, on tlie one 
hand, those that require large measures of relief in a region suffering from 
extreme scarcity, so, on the other hand, these arc the classes which are in a 
position to obtain large profits when their own Provinces are flourishing, and 
other Provinces are suffering. I said further that the less wealthy members 
of the professiomil and official classes, who depend on fixed mc<)mes for their 
sui>port, or on incom<!s little afl'ecjted by competition, suffer from tlu* pix'ssuro of 
high prices, not only when scarcity prevails in their own l^rovinces, bu^iwhen 
it prevails elsewhere. The lugh prices which, under such circumstance^serve 
to enrich the producing and trading classes, entail (1 said) suffering i^n the 
small officials and on those subsisting on wages the amount of whi(rh they ai’e 
powerless to regulate. The general truth of all this cannot, I feel sm’e, be 
impugned, and 1 shall not waste the time of the Council in further repudiating 
ridiculous opinions which liave been attributed to me, but which I certainly 
never expressed. 

“ Apart from that natural dislike which is everywhere felt to any new 
taxation, and from complaints as to the manner in wdiich the License-tax has 
been assessed, the principal objection to it has been that it is partial, and does 
not go far enougli. The commercial communities in the thr<je J^n^sidency- 
towns have submitted memorials praying for its extension to the official classes, 
and there has been, no doubt, a very general feeling, shared by the officials 
themselves, that they ought to bear their share of the now taxation. The argu- 
ments contained in the memorials to which I have referred, if their logical 
consequences had been accepted, would have led to the imposition of an In- 
comtk-tax rather Hum to an extension of the License-tax ; but the ro-imposition 
of a general Income-tax was not thought desirable, and it was determined that 
the new taxation should be confined to certain classes of the community. 
Fresh taxation was imi)Osod on landholders throughout the greater part of 
India ; and traders were specuilly and unhesitatingly selected as constituting 
that class wliich boro the smallest share of the expenses of the State, compared 
with the great benefits it receives from our rule. It may bo a fair subject for 
argument whether the line drawn by the Government of India, when it did not 
extend the tax beyond traders and landholders, and did not include the profes- 
sional and official classes, was the best possible line; but it is altogether 
misleading to suggest, as has boon done, that the official classes were alone 
excepted.

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“ It is perhaps not necessary to refer more to the past. But I may remark 
tliat in matters such as these, Governments cannot be guided hy mere abstract 
ideas, and that, in the nature of the case, conflicting opinions have to be recon- 
ciled, and divergent interests to he considered. There lias been no disguise that 
on tills occasion advocates of an Income-tax were not wanting. As on many 
other occasions, a compromise was aiioptod, which, like all compromises, was 
ojien to criticism from one side or the other. 

“ The Government has never concealed from itself tliat there are practical 
inconveniences, as well as political evils, in not bringing the wealthier portion 
of the professional and salaried classes under taxation similar to that which 
has been placed on traders and, in the Bengal Presidency, on landholders ; 
and now that we are proposing to modify that taxation, and to make a 
sacrifice of revenue, the re-consideration of the whole subject has (as I 
have already said) been forced upon us. Every Local Government in India 
has now concurred with the Supreme Government in the opinion that 
taxation similar in amount to that already borne hy the wealthier classes of 
tinders should he extended to the w(;althier classes of officials, and that the 
License- tax should apply generally, as it already does in Calcutta, not only to trades 
but to professions. Although it is not jiroposed hy the Bill which I am asking 
leave to introduce that any taxation shall be actually levied from any person 
until after the commencement of the next official year on ihe fimt April, 1880, 
it seemed jdainly desirable not to delay the announcement which I have now 
made. It would not have b(?on jiroper, when it became necessary to make 
important alt(?rations in the License Tax Acts, as they affect traders, to leave the 
public under the impression, for several months to come, that the Government 
proposed to make no alteration in the law as it afTected the official and pro- 
fessional classes'! The proposal of the Government now^ is to deal with the 
whole subject in a single measure. It wishes, for the reasons which I have 
already explaimnl, that this measure should he placed tefore the public as soon 
as possible, and that it should become law before the end of the year. 

“ I will postpone the observations which I shall have to make in some 
detail in explanation of the Bill which I am asking leave to introduce. I will 
now give a summary' only of its more important provisions. 

“ In order to avoid minute inquisition into incomes, the existing License 
Tax Acts, as the Council is aware, divide the persons taxed into classes. The 
Bill maintains this system, with (as I shall notice presently) some modifications 
which arc obviously required in the case of the higher grades. The classification 
is so arranged, tliat the average incidence of the tax shall alw^ays bo as near as 
possible to one-and-a-half per cent, on estimated annual earnings. On tlu* lowest 
class of all, that is, on incomes between riqxMis 250 and rufiees 350, the average 
rate will be sornewdiat less. It is propo.sed to make no difference between the 
trading and profcjssional classes ; but separate provisions will ho necessary for the 
taxation of the salaried classes, whether official or non-official. The rough pro- 
cess of classification, which is desirable in the case of traders and professional 
persons, whose exact incomes are unknown, would obviously Ixi inexpedient and 
inconvenient in the case of the salaried classes. The amount of the actual sala- 
ries of all public servants is known, and those of the servants of companies and 
private persons can easily be ascertained. It is jiroposod, therefore, to assess the 
salaried classes by a jicrcentagc on their actual salaries. 'I’his vras the plan adopt- 
ed under the Certificate Act, No. IX of 1808, after the plan of taxing them by 
classes had first been tried under the License Act No. XXI of 1807. Follow- 
ing the precedents of those two Acts, it is proposed to exempt from liabiUty ta 
the tax the military servants of Government not in civil employment, whoso 
pay and allowances do not exceed rupees 500 per mensem, or rupees 0,000 per 
annum ; and for all other salaried persons, it is proposed, following the same 
jjrecedents, to make rupties 100 per mensem, or nipees 1,200 per annum, the 
lower limit of taxable income. The rate of the tax will be nearly the same as 
the average rate assessed on traders, or one-and-a-lialf per cent. 

“ It is estimated that the extension of taxation to the official and profes- 
sional classes, in the manner now proposed, will yield very nearly the same 
amount as that sacrificed by giving up the tax on the lower classes of traders, 
or about £24*0,000. From a merely financial point of view, the BUI wiU there* 
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fore, if it becomes law, have no appreciable effect upon our revenues. ' We 
shall gain no more than we lose, and the measure will only be one of re-adjust- 
ment of taxation. But we shall obtain somewhat greater equality in the inci- 
dence of taxation, and we shall remove, I hope, all grounds for the assertion 
(the justice of which, however, I am far from admitting) that we have placed 
undue burdens on the poor, and shewn undue favour to the rich. We shall 
transfer to about 35,000 persons, three-fifths of whom are more or less highly 
paid officials, the greater portion of the burden now borne by upwards of a 
million tiaders, who, ii not actuailly poor, belong, at any rate, to the humbler 
classes of the community.” 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Ilon’ble Sm John Stiiachey introduced the Bill to impose a Tax 
on Trades and Professions, lie said : — 

“ My IjORD, — It is not necessary that I should detain the Council much 
longer in explanation of this Bill, and I have already siifficiently stated the 
reasons which make the Government desirous that it should be introduced and 
published with no avoidable delay. The Bill, so far as the trading classes are 
concerned, follows in most respects the provisions of the existing License Tax 
Acts. 

“ It differs from them, however, in some important particulars. 

“ In the first plac/C, this will be an Imperial measure, which will supersede 
all the Local License Tax Acts i^w in force. There will not, I think, be any 
difference in the opinion that uride-r the circumstances this course will be the 
most convenient to adopt. The Bill, as I have already said, will apply to all 
persons exercising professions, and to persons in service, whether public or 
private, as well as to the commercial classes. For the latter class, i. <?., 
persons engaged in trade, the lowest income taxable will be Rs. 250 per 
annum. 

“ All incotnes derived from business have been grouped, as under the 
present Acts, in chisscs, which liave been so arrang^ that practically the 
average incidence of the tax upon each of these classes may be expected to be 
about 1 J per cent. There will thus be little or no cliange in regard to the 
greater number of persons who are now taxed and who will remain liable 
under the new measure. But, under the existing Acts, the highest fees 
that can bo levied on the largest incomes vary from Rs. 200 in Bombay to 
Rs. 800 in Madias. The exbmsion of taxation to other classes, in the manner 
that has been pro])Osed, will obviously render it necessary to remove wdiat 
would otlieiwise be an indefensible advantage in favour of the richer members 
of the trailing classes. The schedule has therefore been so arranged that the 
richer traders will pay, like others, at the rate of about per cent, on their 
presumed incomes. 

“ In the assessment of incomes the system actually in force will be 
generally maintained. No inquisition will be made ; the assessing officer will 
proceed; as under the existing Acts, upon the best information that is available 
to him, without making enquiries of tlie persons to be assessed. 

“ Persons, however, who object to their assessment may, after paying half 
of the sum assessed, demand that their objections should be heard, and may 
shew, if they wash, that their assessment has been erroneous. The orders passed 
on such objections have been made open to revision, in order to afford the 
means of remedy where the oh jeotions may not have received due consideration. 

• “ As the sums payable under the proposed Act wall, in some cases, bo much 
larger than those leviable under the existing License Tax Acts, provision has been 
made for payment of the tax, whenever it exceeds Rs. 40, in two instalments. 
For’ the same reason, it has been provided that a person whose income ceases 
during the year of taxation may claim a proportionate abatement from the 
sum assessed upon his pivtits for the entire year. 

“ To remove doubts which may arise in the case of persons who are in the 
receipt of salaries, a definition has been introduced of the word ‘ pay.’ ^In 
the case of persons receiving salaries, whether from the Government or from 
private employers, the tax will be levied at a fixed and uniform rate of 
per cent. 

“ Salaries of leas than Rs. 100 per mensem or Rs. 1,200 per annum will 
not be liable to taxation. In this respect the precedents of the license Tax of 
1867 and of the Certificate Tax of 1868 have Wn followed. Military officers 
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also and soldiers in receipt of allowances not exceeding Rs. 600 per mensetn or 
Rs. 6,000 per annum have been exempted, as they were then ; but it is not 
proposed to continue the same exemption to members of the Police, which has 
now become a purely civil force. 

“ Provision has been made, in the case of persons in private employ, for 
the collection of the tax through their employers. 

“ The Bill has been made applicable to the whole of British India, but 
power has been reserved to exempt such territories and classes of persons as 
cannot properly be brought under its operalson. 

“ Such a class is the commercial class, or rather a portion of it, in the Cen- 
tral Provinces, who already pay the P^ndliarl tax. In several of the Scheduled 
Districts which are now exempt from the operation of the Licensc-Tax it will, 
no doubt, be necessary to make similar exemptions under the new measure. 

“ There is, I think, only one other matter which need now be noticed. 

“ In the existing License Tax Acts, prominent at tention was drawn, in the 
Preamble and in the body of the Acts, to the fact that these taxes were imposed 
with the object of effecting ‘ a permanent increase of the revenue, in order 
to provide means for defraying the public expenditure from time to time in- 
curred, and to be incurred, for the relief and prevention of famine in British 
India.’ These words have been omitted in the present Bill, and it is desirable 
that 1 should explain the reason. 

“ I do not now propose to enter into any discussion in regard to the 
measures taken by the Government nearly two years ago with the objtict of 
protecting the country against the financial liabilities involved by the occur- 
rence from time to time of famine, and of providing to the utmost of its power 
the means of preventing and relieving these calamities. Nor shall I now con- 
sider how far the Government has been able to carry these objects into effect. 
The time is not distant when the proper opportunity for such discussions will 
arrive. Meanwhile, I have only a few words to say. 

“ I quite admit that the financial i)art of this subject was somewhat compli- 
(jated, and that it was not very easy of comprehension to a person who had not 
given careful attention to it. The difficulty has been increased by the fact that, 
since the Governraemt of Indhi explained the policy which it hoped to carry out, 
that policy has been very seriously modified by the obligation, placed on us by 
the Secretary of State, of greatly reducing our expenditure on those productive 
pubUc works the construction of wliich we had looked upon as the best safe- 
guard against famine. 

“ I had supjioscd, my Lord, that, if there was one thing which had been 
made clearer than another in regard to the measures in question, it was this, — 
that, although it was sometimes convenient to talk of a Famine Insurance 
Fund (I believe, however, that I myself on no .single occasion used the 
expression), the Government altogether repudiated the idea that it was 
desirable to constitute any separate fund from tin; produce of the new taxes 
for the purpose of meeting expenditure on Famine. I said in the plainest 
language that I could find, in the debate in this Council on the 9th February, 
1878, that the creation of any separate fund would not only be useless but 
mischievous,--‘that it would disturb the adjustment of grants and accounts, and 
cause suspicion and trouble to all concerned. I will repeat the words which I 
used on that occasion : — 

‘ What the Government desires is to establish a sense of the obligation under which it is 
placed in respect to the expenditure due to famine, which shall he felt in the same way as, the 
obligation to provide proper Courts of Justice, Police, Education and so forth. For , none 
of these objects has it ever entered into the mind of any one to suggest a special allocation 
of the revenue or a aej)arate fund. Nor can any greater reason be found for a separate 
Famine Fund than for separate funds for any of those other objects which are obligatory on 
the Government.' 

“ The words that were inserted in the existing License Tax Acts and which I have 
quoted served undoubtedly to increase the misapprehension of these questions ; 
and, although the policy of the Government remains uuchang^, it is 
thought desirable to omit them. 

“ It has, my Lord, unhappily become the fashion of late to attribute to 
political opponents, not only ignorance and lack of wisdom, but the basest 
motives of deliberate dishonesty. The Government of India, or some of its 
Members, ^ve had, in respect of this subject of famine-insurance, their full 
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share of this vile usage, degrading to those alone who practise it. To such 
people scorn and silence are the dhly fitting reply, and they will ojertainly ^ 
receive no reply from me. They will doubtless find in the omission of aU ' . 
reference to famine in the preamble of this Bill fresh evidence of the intention 
of the Government to evade or repudiate the solemn obligations which it 
assumed. 

“ To honourable critics of another stamp and to the public I give the 
assurance that the Government proj)oses no cliangc of policy. It undertook, 
for the first time nearly two years ago, the resi)onsibility of making provision 
for the protection of the country against the financial consequences of laminc. 

It has never, notwithstanding the n(*w and unexpected difficulties which have 
supervened, swerved from the policy of which it then proclaimed the necessity, 
and it will continue, to the utmost of its power, to carry out that policy in the 
future.” 

The Ilon’blc Mr Ba.ttbn said : — “ The Ilon’blc Sir J. Strachey has in the 
course of his first spi'ech mentioned tho reasons for which it was thought 
justifialile to exempt the professional classes and officials from the taxation 
imposed by the Acts of 187*^. 1 think there is much force iu those reasons, 

but their force is certainly leas in the case of the richer persons of those classes, 
who can well afford to bear th<‘ir shan' in the burden which was then thrown 
exclusively on the comm(‘rcial classes. T am, therefore, ghul to find that, the 
measure now proposed is desigm'd to relieve the poorer traders and artizans at 
the expanse of tho more wealthy/ professional, official and other salaried persons. 

I still think, howev(‘r, that the reasons to which I have referred justify the 
exemption of officials and other salaried pi‘rsons, wdio are in reeidpt of loss 
than one hundred rupees a month, from taxation of this kind, although persons 
who derive tlu'ir ineome ffom trades or handierafts are subjected to tho tax if 
their incomes are as low^ as two hundr<‘d and fifty rujiees a year. Tlie lower 
paid oflicials and other salaried persons are not only more hardly pressed hy high 
prices in times* of scarcity than are tradesmen and handicraftsmen, owing to the 
greater tixity of tlieii’ ineomes and the greater difficulty they hav(' in protecting 
themselves by claiming increased salarii's; but their standard of living and their 
cons<*qucnt neeessur;v ex])enditure is higher. This remark appli(*s to all small- 
salaried persons, whether Nath os or others; but it applies especially to the 
poorer European and Eurasian clerks. 1 do not think that any one will deny 
tliat this class on salaries btdween Rs. 20 and Rs. 100 a month is compara- 
tively m more straitened eircumstanees than is the class of petty traders and 
artizans who cam an equivalent income. On those grounds, I think that the 
proposed minimum salary of one hundred rupees per mensem, for persons to he 
taxed under chapter 111 of the Bill, is fair and equitahle. But I would go a 
step further and apjily the same minimum to tho poorer classes of profi'ssional 
persons whom it is now prcqiosed to tax under ehajiter II. Thi'sc poorer jirofes- 
sioual pi'rsons are very much in tin* same position as tho poorer salaried persons, 
and it would he difficult in some eases to draw a line between them. They 
belong to tho same stratum of society and Ihe in much the same way. I would 
therefore ask that this point may ho considered hy the Council. Tlie financial 
sacrifice from exempting professional persons whose income is less than rupees 
1,200 per annum will bo quib' insignificant. I am aware that there miy b<‘ some 
difficulty in defining this class, hut I have no doubt tliat, with tho help of the 
able Secr(*tary in the Legislative Bi'partmcnt, that difficulty cau bo surmounted. 
Thq idea is, that no person, whether salaried or professional, who was not 
subject to taxation under the Acts of 1878, shall be subjected to taxation 
under the measure now to be introduced, if his income is less than rupees 100 
per jnensem or rupees 1,200 per annum, and 1 have no doubt that words can 
Ix' found to embody this idea. 

“ 1 urn afraid that the commercial classes who hav(' loudly demanded — I 
do not say unjustly demamled -that the taxation which they have been p vying 
for the last two years shall he shared by Government officials and jirofi'ss tonal 
persons, will bo somewhat disagreeably surprised to find that the inevdt ihle 
and logical consequence of a compliance with their demand will be to raise 
very ooixsidenibly the maximum taxes which they themselves will haw* to pay. 
The maxivn um tax is now, in Madras rupees 800 ; in Bengal rupees 500 ; and iu 
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Bombay only rupees 200. Directly it is determined that officials shall be-ta\edj 
,by a percentage on their salaries — and any' other mode of directly taxing them 
would, I submit, be almost absurd — it becomes impossible to maintain the 
maximum taxes on the commercial classes at the sums which I have mentioned. 

“ These taxes represent respectively one-and-a-half per cent, on monthly 
salaries of rupees 4,44(4, rupees 2,777 and rupees 1,111. Now, there are many 
officials receiving salaries higher than even the highest of these amounts^ and con- 
sequently many officials who, if taxed at one-and-a-half per cent, on their salaries, 
will pay more than the maximum taxes noy^ levied on the commercial classes. 
There can be no possible reason for taxing the highest paid officials at a less 
percentage than the lower paid, and there can bo no possible reason why any 
officials should be taxed higher than equally wealthy gentlemen who derive 
their incomes from commerce. 

“If your Lordship will permit me to make a personal illustration, I would 
ask if there is any reason why a company, firm or merchant, with an annual in- 
come of rupees 2,40,000, should be taxed less tlian the Viceroy, who draws an 
equivalent salary, and who will have to pay at one-and-a-half per cent, on that 
salary an annual tax of rupet's 3,000 ? lienee, it seems to me that the taxation 
of officials involves, and rightly involves, higher taxation of the richest com- 
mewnal classes, who have hitherto escaped with comparatively the lightest 
burden, especially in the Bombay Presidency. In that fortunate Presidency a 
merchant with an income, say, of rupees 50,000 a year — and I hope there are 
many such — has paid less than half p(T cent, as his tax, while his poorer 
bretliren have been taxed at four times that rate. 

“ Besides extending taxation to official and professional incomes, the present 
Bill will remove these unjust inequalities in the taxation of the commercial 
fdasscs, and 1 idiink on both grounds it deserves the support of this Council.” 

The Hon’blc Sir ,I ohn Strachey I should like to say a few words 
with reference to one suggestion made by the llon’ble Mr. Batten that, with 
regard to the minimum amount of taxable income, the professional classes 
should be treated, not like the tmders, but like the officials. I am sorry 
that we had not this suggestion before us when tlus Bill was framed; 
for 1 think it is one that woU deserves consideration. In drafting the Bill, the 
precedents of the Certificate and License Tax Acts of 18C7-68 were, in regard 
to this matter, simply followed ; but I think Mr. Batten has given veiy cogent 
reasons in support of the view ho has now stated to the Council. Financially, 
the question has no importance at all. The amount we should receive from the 
tax would, for all practical purposes, l)e much the same under both plans. 
Therefore, on merely financial grounds, there could be no objetdion to Mr. 
Batten’s proposal. As this subjiict has not been before the Government, I am 
not now able to say anything definite regarding it ; and until it has been fur- 
ther considered by the Government, 1 must reserve the final expression of my 
own opinion. 1 think, however, I may say without impropriety, that my own 
pemonal present fetding is ilccidedly in favour of the adoption of the suggestion 
which the Hon’ble Member lias made. 

His Excellency the Commander-in-Chiee : — There is one point that strikes 
me with reference to this License Tax. In some municipalities a professional 
tax is already levied, which is the same thing. It affects the income of all 
professional men exactly in the same way. Is it proposed by this Bill that a 
man should pay twice under those heads ? 

The Hon’ble Mr. Batten : — Yes. He will pay both the municipal and 
the imperial tax. 

The Hon’ble Sir John Strachey : — There is no change ma^e in that case 
in the existing law. 

His Excellency THE Commander-In-Chief; — ^This is a naatter which affects 
a ^certain number of military men who already protest against the municij)al 
ta*x now imposed on them, as your Lordship is aware, in Madras. There is a 
great deal of feeling on the part of the military authorities in Madras with 
reference to the incidence of the professional tax as it stands now. Sir Neville 
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Chamberlain, for instance, is bound to pay for a license to draw his sword in 
Madras*— to exercise bis profession— and he positively cannot carry .out the. 
duties of the commission imposed upon him by the Queen without paying this 
tax. 

In various other stations — in Bellary, for instance — I understand that they 
even go the length of taxing the battery-horses belonging to Government under 
the Municipal Act. There is a very strong feeling with regard to this tax 
amongst the officers serving in Madras, and if the projwsed new tax is now 
placed on the top of that,»naturally,thc irritation will be doubled. 

There are also certain officers who pay British income-tax on part of their 
y)ay. Now, that is certainly a first charge on the pay they receive, and I 
should like to know whether an officer who draws an income of, say, rupees 
2,000 or rupees 6,000, and has to pay a certain sum on part of that in(rome as 
British income-tax, is not entitled to rate himself in the next lower nximber 
in the schedule as an abatement. 

a 

The Hon’ble Mr. Batten : — He does not come under the schedule at all. 
The tfix on officials will be 1^ per cent, on their salaries, and the schedule do(‘s 
not apply to them. 

His Excellency THE CoMMANDEii-iN-CniEP : — But the principle is the same ; 
and what I should like t.o know is, whether an officer is entitled to an abate- 
ment of taxation on the sum on which he has already been taxed under the 
hejid of income-tax elsewhere. ' 

His Excelhincy the President: — 1 may mention, with referemee to one 
portion of the remarks of my hon’ble friend Sir Frederick Haines, that the 
Government of India have at present in preparation a Bill for the pur})ose of 
prohibiting the levy of any municipal tax upon military officers without the 
previous sanction of tlie Govenior General in Council. 

His Excollcncy the Commander-in-Citiep : — That of course meets every 
objection that I could possibly urge on that point. 

The ITon’blc Sir John Strachey moved that tlio Bill be published in 
the local official Gazettes in English and in such other languages as the Local 
Governments might think fit. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 


TOWN-DUTIES AND TOLLS BILL. 

The Hon’ble Sir John Strachey moved for leave to introduce a Bill to 
regulate tluj Imy of town-duties and tolls in municipalities. He said — “ In 
the Financial Statement for the present year, 1879-80, it was stated as fol- 
lows : — 

*“ In ‘connection with the subject of customs-duties, it may he mentioned, here, that the 
Government of India has for m.any years past had under consideration the necessity of impos- 
ing more complete checks on the system by which through a large j)art of India octroi-duties 
are levied for municipal purposes. The Government of India has emphabcally condemned the 
imposition of local taxes on articles which have been either suhjocteil to, or relicvtd from, 
imperial taxation, and has insisted that the duties actually levied shall, in all cases, fall solely 
ujwn articles locally consumed, and shall not he allowed to become taxes on through traffic, or 
to affect injuriously the general trade of the country. 

. ^ Although much lias been done in this respect towards the enforcement of appropriate 

rules, continnetl attention will be given to the subject, so that there may be no danger of 
finding that the principles by which the Government of India is guided in regard to its eom- 
merciil legislation have been set aside by the local authorities, and that the efforts taken to 
free the trade of the country from impolitic restrictions have not thus been frustrated.” 

“ My Lord, it is in fulfilment of the pledge, thus publicly given some 
months ago, that my present motion is made. The principles by which the 
levy of octroi-duties should be regulated were laid down by the Government flf 
India so far back as 1868. I venture to say that those principles were unim- 
peachably correct, and their accuracy has never, in my opinion, been success- 
fully impugned. 
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f‘ ‘ In the Eesolution issued by the Government of India in 1868, it \ as 
stated as, follows : — ‘ 

“ ‘ Such duties should he restricted to articles actually consumed in the towns, and should 
not be imposed upon articles of general comracroc, or interfere with the natural course of transit- 
trade. The Government of India has reason to believe that these sound principles, the truth of 
which has been established by the prolonged experience of those countries of Eurojie in which 
octroi-duties form commonly a source of municipal revenue, have been frequently lost sight of, 
and that to meet the burden of an annually increasing expenditure upon police, education or 
sanitary improvements, a widespread syst/cm of taxation has been introduced, injurious to 
interests on which the burden in a great measure falls, and staniliug in the way of the proper 
development of the commerce of the country. It is *10 little purpose that the Imperial Govern- 
ment reduces or abolishes customs-duties in the interests of trade, if municipalities are permitted 
to levy duties on articles of commerce {lassing through their limits. In all parts of India 
municipal taxation is largely on the increase, and there is a growing tendency to overlook, for 
the sake of small local improvements, the real injury that is being inflicted upon important 
general interests. The Goxernmoiit of India does not consider it necessary to recapitulate, 
here, any of the standard arguments against transit -duties. Such duties have long since been 
condemned by universally accepted maxims of policy • 

“The GoveriiTTieiit at the same time, in 18G8, laid down tlio princi- 
ples by which the; levy of otttroi-duties ought to he regulated. Those 
principles were that town-duties on artieles of consumption should fall entirely 
on the population of the town for the benefit of which such taxation was im- 
posed, and that a jealous guard should he kept lest octroi sliould extend to any 
article belonging to tlie transit or general trade of the country. The artieles 
on wdiich these duties might ho imj)osed, and on which th(‘y might not be im- 
posed, were enumerated, 'fhe first class of arficles on which octroi-duties 
might, subject to certain restrictions, he le\’i(‘d, w(Te artieles of food or drink ; 

' animals for slaughter; artieles used for fuel, for lighting or for washing; 
articles used ir\ the construction of buildings ; drugs, gums, spices, perfumes 
and tobacco. 

“ The second class of articles, on which the levy of octroi-duties was prohi- 
bited, comprised artieles liable already to customs-duty and ‘imported into 
India by s(‘a; salt, opium and liquors, and drugs liahh' to exeisc-duty. 
I’he artieles were so ehosim that muniej])a] taxation should not encroach 
on imperial taxation, and that, in Ihe ivords already quoted, imiMjrfaiit general 
intere.sfs should not i)e overlooked for the sak(‘ of small local improveiiKMits. 

“ Provisions were at the same time m<‘ule regai’ding the refund of duties 
when goods were re-exported from towns ; and for providing bonded warehouses, 
or other appliances for the storage of goods in transit, and for othi'v puvjioses, 
“These orders of tlu' Oo\erument of India wore received, 1 may say, with 
general disapproval and gimi'ral opposition, by almost all local authorities 
wherever octroi-duties were levied; for this plain reason, that th(‘y had the 
effect of largely, in some cases, curtailing the existing jnunieipal iiieome. In 
consequence of the pn'ssure thus brought upon the (joverriment by the local 
authorities, some relaxation of those ordei-s -I myself think unfortunately — 
was sanctioned by the Government of India. 

“ In 1871, it was allowed that the following classes of commodities might 
bo added to tlie list of dutiable goods piece-goods and other textile fabrics, 
and metals and articles of raidal, j)rovided that the duty should not exceed one- 
and-a-half per cent, ad valorem. But, although I think th(\se relaxations were 
to be regretted, nevertheless, in the main, the orders of 1868 were maintaim'd 
in force ; and if they had been projMjrly carried out, they would have been 
quite sufficient to prevent any gr(‘at abu8(‘s arising. 

“ Now, for the last ten yi‘ars, tlu‘ Government of India has been attempting 
to got these orders execule.d. Things arc doubtless very much better than 
they were ; hut, although it may seem a confession of weakness on the part of 
the Government of India, still the fact must bo admit ted that its success has 
been very indifferent in securing the execution of these orders. The fact is, 
that it is difficult ev(m for a Goveniment like th«^ Governmeut of India to get 
its orders carried out when those orders are regarded by the local authorities as 
opposed to th(‘ir local interests. In a circular issued by the Government of 
India, in th(‘ Home Department, on this subject, only about two years ago, it 
was said, with nd'ercnije to the orders of 1808 — 

“ ‘ 'I'iie Govorninoiit of India are glad to aeknowledgo that for some time better aniange- 
laeuts Moie nudi-, and that a geueial de-ire Was exhibited, to comply with the instructions 
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issued ; but of late j^ears^ owincr either to the rolaxatieu of vigilauco on the part of 
ernmenta and AdnnniRtrationa, or to other causes, the Goverurnoiit of India have eeeu'w^th 
concern that in isolated ])laces octroi has again exceeded its proper limits, and is at the present 
moment, in different parts of tho country, acting as a tax on through traffic, and affecting^ 
injuriously the general trade of tho country/^ 

I Avill give a few illustratioBs of the things that are now liable to 
occur, I will first refer to representations which have been made from time 
to time by the Bomb?^ Chamber of Commerc^e — a body which has alwtiys taken 
a most enlightened and excellent view, in my opinion, of this whole question, 
and which has repeatedly jm^ssed on tho Government (l wish their representa- 
tions had had the success they deserved)! ho necessity for reform. 

** In an address presented to your Excellency by tho Bombay Chamber of 
Cotnmorce in DcHiCmbcr 1870, the Chamher made the following remarks, which, 
with your Excellency’s permission, I will read to the Council ; — 

^ In live year 1S75, ilic Chamber instiiiitc‘d an enrpiiry into the nature and extent of the 
transit and town-duties levied by Tnuni(apalitieH in the interior of this Presidency. TUo rcsuJte 
of this enquiry induced the Chamber to urge u])on Ilis 15xcellency the Governor of Bombay in 
Council lh(5 ex])edieuoy of abolisbing, in all municipalities of the Prosklcney, all Iraiisib-dutice 
and all town-duties having the eliaraeter of tuinsit-duties, and of eonflning town-duties, in 
accordance with lluj priiH'ijdcs of jnuni< ipal taxation dcliiu‘d hy the (lovcrnment of India in its 
Hesolution dated 15th Noveunher, lS(i8, to a few articles of local consumption, siidi ns ghee, 
fiiewood, fruit, vegetables, fowls, eggs and animals foi* slaugliler, which did not enter into the 
general trade oi the country. ^I'he ('hainher, in its re[jresenlatioii to the (ioverninent of 
Bomba}", showed that, transit-duties in their naked form were levied in Karachi, Broach and 
Sur^it ; that in nearly every inuiiieipality in the imifassaj, tljo towm-dutics levietl were cotiverted 
into transit-duties by the stringent .and illiberal nature of the rules under wlueh refunds were 
granted ; and tiint (bo duties levied by certain iminieipalities on eeriaiu articles were vt>ry 
high. In Kar?iebi, for instanee, the town-duty on wheat was to 3 per cent., and on wool, 1 
to 1 i p< r riuit., of tho value ; in Surat, the t<»\vn-<luty on yarn was about 3 to 3^ per cent., and 
on eopper 5 ])er eent. — in either ease, about the same as tho imi>orial customs-duty ; while in 
Ahmad tihad •the town-duty on yarn was no less than OJ per cent., or nearly twice tho imperial 
customs-duty. 

‘ The tow n-duty levied on yarn imported into Ahmaddbad is particularly objectionable. It 
is, wo l)elieve, quilo undtuslood to be a ])rotcetive duty in favour of the two mills in that town 
against otiici: yarn, wdiet lu r of English or of Indian iuanufa(‘liirc ; and constituted as the mufas- 
fial-muuieij>alities ('f this Prcsidoiny are, it illustrates the neeessity of the strictest vigilance on 
the ]>art of the OovernuKuit with respect to the rate and ineiilciu^e of every tax imposed hy these 
mnnieipalit ics. The tow n-duty Iwied on yarn hronglit into Surat is open to similar objections, 
and vve have inoniioncd a IVw' instances iu whieli the towm-duties in other ]>)aces are imieh too 
high. Wo earnestly hojie that your Loulship will order an immediate revision of all the taxes 
imposed by the I^lunieipa]itE^s of this Presidency to be made, abolishing all transit-duties, and 
all town-duties having 1h<* <*haraeter of transit-duties, or wdiieh have a protective effect, and 
reducing those wddeh are high, or press lieavily on any artiele.^^ 

^'jAgaiu, on tho 14th Alarch, 1878, tho Bombay Chamber of Commerce 
addressed the Govcrum(mt. It said : — 

^ It is, we helievc, universally accepted that the great principles of an octroi-duty are that 
it shotild be small ami that it slamld m?vcr be allowc'd to operate as a transit-duty. Yet in 
nunfeixms instances, whether the articles have already borne customs-duty or not, the taxes 
levied, under the name of octroi, by district-muniei]>alities, are excessive, while the refusal to 
grant refunds when tiie articles are re-export e<l, or the limitations or restrictions iniposeil on 
the granting of refunds, have the effect of converting the town-duties paid into transit-duties/* 

The Chamber then gave a list of cases in illustration of that statement, . 
and they added : — 

" ^ Numerous other instances could bo furnished, but tbo Chamber has reason to believe 
that in almost every idly and town-municipality tlirougliout the Presidency, excessive duties 
are levied, and on articles on wdiich no inunitdpulity should have any right to levy a duty. It 
has, however, been specially brought to the Chamher*s notice, that at Barsee very heavy taxes, 
have boon levied on machinery erected there, and that at Veerumgaum a duty of 4 per eent. 
was levied on hoop-iron sent there for the purpose of binding bales of cotton, and no refund was 
allow^cd. At Wiuhvnn no duties appear to be charged on avticlos entering the town, but iron 
or similav articles t^finiiot vome out of it without being taxoil at the rate of about 10 per (font. : 
a duty of 600 W'ould be levied on tho removal of an old cotton-press. Other impositions, 
and of a similar character, are, it has come to tho knowledge of the Chamber, levied in many 
parts of tho Presidency.** • 

I have qtioted tbeso passages only as illustrations of wbat is liable to occur 
at the present time, and of things that, at any rate, were actually ocoimtn^ 
only, a short time ago. T do not say tliat in these particular instances the 
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state of things thus described now prevails. The Government of Bombay, since 
Sir Richard Temple has been in Bombay, has been paying great attention to 
this subject, both in that Presidency and in Sindh, and I believe that things are 
much better than they were. But although, as I say, I only give these as 
illustrations, it is impossible to doubt tliat a more or less similar state of things 
still exists in many places where octroi-duties are levied. One of the most pre- 
posterous illustrations of this system was to be found not long ago at Karachi. 
Karachi, as wo all Icnow, has been — and wo hope it will be a great deal more in 
the future — one of tlio chief ports for the export to Europe of Indian produce. 
One of the great staples of the country, which has its outlet towards the sea at 
Karachi, is wheat; and with the object of removing all obstacles to the growth 
of this most important trade, the duty on the export of wheat was everywhere 
abolished by the Government of India. Two years ago, it was found by the 
Government of India that one of the very largest sources of municipal revenue 
at Kardchi was a«» octroi-duty levied at the rate of from 2\ to 3 per cent, on all 
the wheat brought down from the Punjab and Sindh for export to Europe. I 
think no terms can be loo strong in reprobation of such a state of tilings. It 
has now hapjiily ceased ; a better system has hocn introduced in spite of the 
strong protests of the municipality of Karachi, which naturally liked very 
much having its local w'ants supplied at the expense of other people. This is, 
of course, an extreme case, and J do not mean to say that such cases arc com- 
mon; but, nevertheless, it is an illustration of what has been going on. 

“Now, if such things be allowed, it is really useless for the Government 
of India to attempt to establish proper principles of commercial legislation, and 
it 1 nay save itself the trouble of trying to reform its customs-tariff; for when 
we have taken off duties and carried out the principles of free trade, at a serious 
loss perhaps to the Imperial revenues, ti-ad<^rs and manufacturers may find that, 
after all, they are no better off' than before, and that heavier burdens than 
those from w'hich they have been relieved have been imposed or arc maintained 
by lo<5al municipalities for local purposes. 

“ We are often told tliat the great merit of taxation of this kind is that it 
is popular; that the pcoj)l<' have long been familiar with it ; and that it is inex- 
pedient to force municipalities to substitute unpopular taxation for imposts 
that are not practically felt by the people. Now, up to a certain point, this is 
perfectly true. The Government of India has no deshe to embark in any 
general crusade against octroi-duties. It has not objected to octroi-duti^ 
when they are properly managed. Going back to the principles laid down in 
1868 by the Government of India, from w'hich, in regard to this matter, 
there has since been no departure, it was said that — 

‘ If these principles be strictly actctl upon, and the duties be moderate in amount, the 
Governor General in Council is of ojnnion that there is in many parts of India nothing ob- 
jectionable in this system of taxatijm for local purposes. In wealthy communities like those 
of Europe it may be admitted that the balance of argument is in favour of raising municipal 
revenues by direct taxation only, and leavitig the local trade entirely free. Hut in so. j>oor a 
country as India, it will, in the judgment of the Governor General in Council, be more com- 
monly the best course to combine dinset with indirect taxation ; for by this nK^aus alone can 
a sulliciontly broad base be setmred for raising a sufficient income without undue jjresBiire on 
individuals. So long ns octroi-dul.ics on gi’ain and other articles of consumption are kept at a 
moderate rate, they do not injuriously affect small retail-transactions with which the poorer 
clas8<;s are mainly concierned. That such duties are commonly far more popular in India 
than any direct taxation is a strong argument in their favour, and the prejudice against 
them, founded on the common practice of England, should not bo allowod to prevent theif 
introduction under suitable limitations where there is reason to think that the general feoling 
would be to prefer them to other forms of taxation." 

“ The Governmeiit of India still holds this view. It makes no objoctioii 
octroi-duties so long as they are properly regulated, but it refuses to allow them 
to become taxes on the general trade of the country. With reference to the 
question of their popularity, I may add that it often happens that the greater 
the popidarity of those taxes, the more objectionable they are, for often in practice 
this popularity — as in the case I have just given of Kardohi — only means 
that the people of the town have managed to provide for their own local wants 
without placing any burden on themselves ; that they have transferred their 
own proxier burdens to the should^ of other people and thus the popularity of 
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the tax leads sometimes to its being grossly abused. The Government of Badio* 
having, as I have said, not succeeded in its efforts to reform all this by execu- 
tive order, has come to the conclusion that the only certain remedy is to be 
found in legislation, which will place on all local authorities obligations im- 
possible to be disregarded ; which will prevent these duties operating as transit- 
duties or interfering with the general interests of trade, au(l which will guard 
against collision with imperial taxation or with the general principles of our 
commercial policy. * • 

“ The main features of the Bill wliich I am asking for leave to introduce 
will be as follows. It will prohibit the levy under any circumstances of any 
duty upon any article not intended for actual consumption within the limits 
of the municipality in which the duties are levied. 

“ The articles which may be taxed, and wliich may not be taxed, will be 
enumerated. They will be generally those on which taxation was authorized 
or prohibited in 1808, by the orders to which I have already referred. The 
Bill will contain provisions for securing, Avhen necessary, the establishment 
of profier bonded warehouses and for securing that all due facUitios are given 
for refunds. 

“ The farming of duties to contractors will bo prohibited. The Bill w ill 
contain provisions by which it is hoped that the improper levy of duties oh 
articles of through trade or on anything not actually consumed in the town 
will lie effectually prevented, and tiierc will be provisions regulating the rates 
at whitib the duties may be hwiod. 

“Besides dealing with this ‘matter of octi'oi-dutics the Bill will define 
the conditions under which tolls may be levied in municipalities, for this also 
has liecn found by experience to ho very necessary. The genouil principle will 
be aflirmed that tolls may he levied only for the j)urpose of defraying the cost 
of construction of . a particular work, or for its maintffnanc(i. If the Bill be 
introduced, it will at once be sent to all Local Governments, Chambers of 
Commerc*-e and other loctil authorities, for their opinion. 

“ The Goveniracnt does not disguise from itself the fact that a measure of 
this kind may often have serious eff<5cts in reducing existing municipal reve- 
nues, and the manner in which, in cases where the expencliture cannot bo 
reduced, loss of income of this kind is to bo made good, will require careful 
consideration by the Local Governments and the municipal authorities. Th(? 
Government of India desires to give ample time for siudi consideration, and it 
will have no wish to force on with undut^ haste changes which it knows it may 
often he difficult to make in the existing system of municipal taxation. It 
will treat with care and liberality all representations that may bo made on this 
subject ; but the Government desires that it should everywhere be distinctly 
understood that it will not any longer tolerate the neglect of principles essential 
to the interests of the general commerce of the country.” 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

*. GLANDERS AND FARCY BILL. 

The Hon’ble Mu. Stokes introduced the Bill for the better prevention of 
Glanders and Farcy among Horses. Ho said that the Bill was of the shortest 
and simplest- charat'ter, but would not on that account, he hoped, ho the less 
effective. It enabled the Local Government to appoint Inspectors, who w'ould 
be publk servants within the moaning of the Penal Code, and would therefore 
have the powers and be subject to the liabilities conferred and imposed on such 
persons by that Code. These Inspectors would be authorized to search for 
and to seize horses which they had reason to believe to be diseased, and on 
the certificate of a duly appointed veterinary surgeon, who would examine the 
animals, to destroy any horses affected with glanders or farcy. .The owners 
or persons in charge of diseased horses would be bound to give immediate; 
notice of the disease either to the Inspector or to some officer of Police. The 
Bill did not — like the corresponding English enactment — expressly provide that * 
the officer of Police, to whom such notice was given, should communicate with 
the Inspector ; but such a provision was unnecessary, as the Executive Govern- 
ment could, and doubtless would, give the necessary order. The building or 
Other places in which diseased horses might have been kept were to be disin- 
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fectccl, and their internal fittings destroyed. There was a prohibition in the 
Bill against removal, without license, of a liorso which had been with a diseased, 
horse, and there were provisions regarding rexatious entries, searches and' 
sei/airc'S. The .T/>eal Government was empowered to make rules for regulating 
entri(‘s and searehes by the Inspectors, for the destruction of horses oertified to 
be destroyed, for the disposal of their carcasses, and for the disinfecting of 
buildings and places in which diseased horses had been. 

'Phat was the nature of the Bill, *and he tliOJight such a measure could 
hardly be siniphT. lie would now refer to another matter which was mon- 
tioTU'd by his hon’ble and gallant friends, the Command er-in-Chief and Sir 
Edwin J ohnson, as to t he propriet y of including in the present Bill the so-called 
Ludhiana disease. On that point, he had said that he did not know what 
the Ludhiana disense was, and he bad objectiid to legislating about it until in- 
quiry bad sliown tlie necessity for doing so. Since the last meeting of Council, 
bowevor, inquiries bad been made, and information had boon received on the 
subplot from ])robably the most competent authority in India on such a 
ma{t(n* — Mr. Grilfitii Evaus — at present acting for the principal Veterinary 
Surgeon of the Army. 

. Mr. Evniis said that the Ludbidna disease was not to be placed in the 
same category as glanders, except that they w'ore both clfisscd among the speci- 
fic dis(;ases ; that was, diseases due to a sjtecilie virus. The virus, however, was 
dilVei’i'iit in the two cases. ]'^urth(Tmore, lie said, that the history of the Lu<llu- 
dna disease w^as entirely against tin; idcji of its being infectious or contagious in 
the common acceptation of those terms; but that it was readily communicated 
by inoculation For instau(*e, Mr. Evans said that less than a drop of the blood 
of a (lis(‘ase(l animal, if introduced into the circulation of another animal, would 
communicate the disease. Elies, be said, had bi^en known to communicate 
the diseasi? in that way ; but it was difiieult to communieato the disease except 
tbrongb some opening in the circulation. Mr. Evans had furtln'r informed the 
S»‘crelaiy in th<^ Militaiy J)e])artraent, Colonel A Him Johnson, that the cause 
of this liudliiitna disease was foul, bad stabling with unremovod putrid soil, and 
the only jireeauliou to be taken before death vv^as sogi^'galion. llcfiiriber said 
that tin' animals affected were not dangm-ous in life, the virus being in the 
blood. Tiny should nf)i therefore be killed. AV^hon, hovvev'cr, they died, they 
■ should, according to Mr. Ev ans, lie buried and cut up wdien in the earth, in 
order to prevent doms and oute;istes from exhuming the Ixidies. It was clear, 
Me. Stokes t hought, that, if there was to be legislation respecting this Ludbidna 
disease, it might projx'rly he by a separate. Bill. Considering the gnmt urgency 
with wliieli, in vi(>w of the prcsimt state of atfairs on the frontier, the present 
mt^asure was r(M£uired, he would now ask 11 is Excellency tlie President to 
suspend the llules for the conduct of Business. 

The llon’hle Me. Stokes applied to the President to suspend the llules for 
the Conduct of Business. 

11 is Excellency the President declared the Rules suspended. 

The Hon'blc Mr. Stokes then moved that the Bill be taken into consider- 
ation. 

The Ilon’ble Sie Edw^n Johnson said that, as the question of dealing with 
the Ludhiana disease in the present Bill had licen mised by him, it was. scarcely 
necessary for him to state, in view of the inquiry instituted since the last meet- 
ing of the Council and the result of wdiich had been read to them by his 
hon’blc frimid Mr, StokCvS, that he entirely concurred in the omission 'froth the 
jircsent Bill of any legislation in regard to the disease in question. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’bJe Ma. Stokes then moved that the Bill be passed. 

Tlie Motion was put and agreed to. 

BURMA 8UR^^Ey BILL. 

The rion'blc Mr. Rivers Thompson moved for leave to introduce a Bill to 
provide for the survey and demarcation of land in British Burma; He said that 
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it would be in the recollection of the Council that, when lie had the honour to 
introduce the Bill for the improvement of the rural Police in British Burma, he 
made allusion to the intention, which was then contemplated, of introducing a • 
cadastral survey into the Province. As the llural Police Bill depended -partly 
on the increase of the rate at which the local cess(is were raised, and those cesses 
wore based upon the land-revenue, the rofertmcc to the cadastral survey was in 
connection with the arrangements in that Province for the better im})roveracnt 
of the land and the adjustment of the land-revenue. When he spoke of an in- 
tention to introduce the cadastral survey into Burma, he should more properly 
have expressed himself if lie had said that last cold season such a measure had 
been already tentatively introduced into the Province; since then much expe- 
rience Imd been gained and changes had been made in the principles upon 
which the suiwey was to be conducted, and it was now settled that it should 
not be so limited in its operation, but should be du'ccted to much more detailed 
work, and to a regular professional field-survey. Sutdi a work was now in hand 
by the two survey-parties employed in the llangoon and Bassein districts, and 
so far as it had gone, it had been attended with the most satisfa(.*tory results. 
He (Mr. Thomi'SON) thought that- it was impossible to overrate tl)C impoidance 
or valu(‘. of such work, either for gcogi-aphical or administrative purpose's, and 
especially with reference to the propc^r settlement of land, and the assessmeut 
of the land-revenue. With regiu-d, however, to the deputation of tlu' survey- 
parties to the Province, it, was found necessary for the proper conduct of 
o})erations that power should be taken under the legislature to enable those 
officers to can-y on many of th^ duties connected with the cadastral survey — 
Bueh as the right of entering upon land ; the procuring of witnesses and other 
parth^s interested in the sui'vey ; the clearing of obstructions in the execution 
of the work ; giving compensation for such cletu'anees ; the settlement of 
boundary-disputes, and the pro<;edure, if necessary, in ap])eal from such deci- 
sions ; and, finally, and more important of all, the erection of permanent 
boundary-marks. The Bill woidd contain provisions for giving legal powers 
with regard to all those matters. The necessity for such a law had been recog- 
nized in all places wliero survey.s on a large scale had been introduced, and it 
was (sspociaily noecsssary in Burma, where such a difficult operation as the 
conduct of a’ surv(^y was entirely a new thing; when; boundaries Avcrc very 
imperlccily defiiuul, and the i)eoplo of the country, and the disti-ict-officcrs who 
had to deal with the results of the surv(;y, had no exj)ci‘iencc of the kind to 
guide them. The necessity, therefore, for legislation in this direction was 
obvious, and if permission was given to introduce the Bill, he w'ould take the 
opportunity, at a later stage, of explaining more fully the provisions of the 
ipoasure. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 


POBEIGN JURISDICTION AND EXTRADITION BILL. 

The Ilon’ble Mr. Stokes moved that the Report of the Select Committee 
on the Bill to amend the Foreign Jurisdiction and Extradition Act, 1872, bo 
taken into consideration. He said that, in accordance with the suggestion of 
the Bengal Government and in order to save trouble to those who had to work 
tho law,, the Oommitfiio recommended that the Act of 1872 should be repcaltMl 
and ro-enacted with tho new sections incorporated in it. 

In drafting the Coirsolidation Bill, the only suhstantial alteration we had 
. ma3c consisted in the addition of sections 20G, 208 and 22 1 of the Penal Code 
to the schedule of extradition-offences. Those sections dealt with (section 20G) 
the . fraiidnlont removal or concealment of property to ju'event its seizure as 
a forfeiture or in execution of a decree ; (section 208) fraudulently suffenng 
a decree for sum not duo ; and (section 224) resistance or obstruction hy a per- 
son to his lawful apprehension. 

Wo had introduced a definition of “European British subject,” a phrase 
which, if left undefined, was apt to give riso to diflicultu's ; and we had i^)t 
rid of tho phrase “ Native State,” which was defined and used in a iKxniliar 
sentje in Act XI of 1872. 
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In making tliis latter amendment, wc were well aware that, from a logical 
point of view, the mode in which the phrase “Native State” was defined aiM 
used in Act XI of 1872, might not be open to exception; hut the extension 
given to the meaning of the words, going as it did to include as “ Native States” 
all countries in Europe, — even England — was so very wide and arbitrary as to 
have, in a recent case of some importance, which came before the High Court 
at Allahabad, given rise to a question as to whether it was really intended by 
the legislature tliat Cyprus should be treated as a “ Native State.” This being 
so, and seeing that, as the phrase occurred only twice in the Act, Ettlc would 
be gained in point of brevity by retmning it, the Committee had dispensed with 
it altogether, making such alterations in the sections (8 and 9) in which if 
occurred as its omission necessitated. 

Lastly, we had, with a view to giving effect to the twentieth article of the 
Treaty recently concluded with Portugal, added a section to provide for the 
execution in British India of commissions to take evidence issued by criminal 
Courts in foreign territories. A similar provision w'as contained in the English 
Extradition Act, 1870, section 24. The section would not of course apply in 
the case of any criminal matter of a political character. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mn. Stokes also moved that the Bill as amended be passed. 

.The Motion was put and agreed to. 

FACTOllIES BILL. 

The Hon’blo Mr. Colvin moved that the Hon’ble Mr. Batten be added to 
the Select Committee on the Bill to regulate labour in Factories. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Council adjourned sine die.

First . — A Court, to la* culled the Didwauu Salt Source Court, is hereby ostablisherl. 

Second . — The local limits ol the jurisdiction of such Court shall be the limits of the 
Didwana salt source, as they may be denuircuted under Article of tbe said Treaty of the I8l.b 
ilay of January l:s79. 

Tfiir(L — The AssirTiint Ciuiimissioner, for the time being in charge of the British Inland

of Articles 111, V, VT, and XVI of ihe Sambhaf Lake Treaty of 1870 to (amongst other salt 
sources) the Plialodi salt sonn*e, so far as they may be applieaj)I<‘ ; and whereas by Articles 111 
and VI of tlie said Sambhar Lake Treaty of 1870. above referred to, it was agreed l)etween the 
British Government and His Highness the Maharaja of Jodhporethat the Jodhpore Government 
should empower the Briiisli tiovorurnent and all otlicers ai»))m*nted by the British Ciovernment 
for such purposes, to enter and search in case of sns)>ieion houses and all other places, enclosed 
or ot.herwise, within the limits thereinafter defined,, and to arrest and j)unish with fine, 
impiLSonment., eonfiseation of goods, or otherwise, any and all persons detected within *such 
limits in the violation of any of the rules or regulations which might be laid down by the 
British Government in regard to the manufacture, sale, or removal of salt or the jirevention of 
unlicensed mamifaeture or smuggling, and that, under the authority of the said Jodlipore 
Govonimcmt, the Britisli Government should constitute a court, presided over by a eomfKitent 
officer, for the trial and ])anishment, on eoiivietion, of all persons charged with violations of 
tlic said rules and regulations or offences connected therewith ; and t.luil the British Govern- 
ment should bo authorized to cause the confinement of any such offenders sentenced to irnpri- 
sonriient within the aforesaid limits or elsewhere as might seem to it most tilting. 

In pursuance of the provisions hereinbefore recited, and under the authority aforesaid, 
ihe GoviU'uor-General of India in Council hereby declares — 

First . — A Court, to bc called the Phalodi Salt Source Court, is hereby established . 

Secomt , — local limits of the jurisdiction of such Court shall be the limits of the 
Phalodi salt source, as tliey may be demarcated under Article V of the said Treaty of ihe iMh 
day of January J879, , 

Third . — Patrol for the time being in charge of the Britisli Inland Customs at the 
Phalodi salt, source shall be the Judge of such ('ourt. He shall have the jMUvers of a Magistrate 
of ihe dnl cl.'iss under thcj {<ode of Criminal iVocediire, with ]K)wer to (Jommit persons to the 
Court fd’ Sessions for offences triable b}^ such Court, and lie shall have, according to such jmwers, 
jurisdiction — 

{a) 111 res]H*et of all offences committed within the said local limits bv subject'? of Her 
Majesty, and punisliablo under the Indian Penal Code or umier A.iy ioeal or 
sjuMaal law^ in accordance wdth sections 7 and 8 and the fourtj^ schedule of the 
Code of Criminal IVoccdure ; and 

(i) in respect of breaches of the rules from time to lime laid down by tlie British Oovixm.. 

nieiit in regard to the inanufairture, sale, and removal of salt or tlie prevention of 
unlicensed manufacture and smuggling, or otronees connected therewith, when 
cominilted by any person whatsoever within the said local limits. 

Ff^nrih . — In the investigation and trial of such offences and breaches of rules, and in the 
levy of fines iborefor, he shall be guided by the provisions of the Code of Criminal 'Procedure. 

Fifth. — In all cases in wliicli salt shall be manufactured, carried, or stored within tlie ’ 
aforesaid salt source in contravention of the rules for the time being in force for the regulation 
of such man ufaclure, carriage, or storage, the said Court is empowered, in addition to any 
other penalty wliicli it is authorized to inflict, to declare tlie said salt confiscated, and dispose 
of it according to the rules lor the time being in force in the Department of Inlanf. Customs. 

Sixth, — For the purpose of trying olfcnces provided for in paraij^raph 3 (r/) precodu g^ the 
local limits of the jurisdiction of the said Court shall be deemed to be a division of a district, 
of which the Political Agent, Marwar, shall be the District Magistrate. Such Agent shall also 
be the^Court of Sessions, and the Agent to the Governor-General for the States of Rajputana 
the High Court with respect to such district. 

Explanation, — No appeal lioh from any Boutence or order passed hy the Politiqal Agent as District 
Mai^nstratc. 

Seventh. — Any person convicted on a trial held by the Phalodi Salt Source Court of a 
breach of the rules described in paragraph 3 (6), or offences connected therewith, and any 
person aggrieved by proct^'dings hold under such rules, may petition the Agent to the Governor- 
(lencral for the States of Rajputana, who, if ho sees fit, may send for tli<» record of the case, 
aiH may confirm, reverse, or modify tlie seiitciice, or pass any other orders not incoffsisteut 
with the rules aforesaid.

Depositor,” “Deposit,” and “Secretary” hear the meaning whieh they 
hoar in OorierithH'Ht Sarhit/^ Bank Ad, 1873. 

' “ Account ” means the account of a Depositor in a Government Savings 

Bank. 

“ Balame ” means the halauee at credit of an account. 

II. — Aliy ])cvsou may heeomo a Depositor on his own belialf, or on behalf 
of any other jm'inou. Deposits may also lie made by the managers of lienevo- 
lont or othei public Associations, orhy ]mhlie Officers, of money deposit, d with 
them ex-olJicio as soeunty for the diseliargo of any public duty or for the 
fidelity of any ])uhlie officW, or for the accomplishment of any public ohjoet. 

Jll. — Subject to the provisions of these Rules, the Government of India 
guarantee^ U(‘ut‘payment of ex^ery deposit with interest. 
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IV. — Without tho specifil or general sanction of the Governor Gteneral in 
CouucU, no account will he opened for less than One Rupee ; and no person 

.may deposit more than Rive Thousand 'Rupees, in all, between any Ist .of 
April and the 31st March next following. 

V. — Interest will not be allowed upon a smaller balance than Rupee, or 
upon the excess in any balance over the highest multiple of 1 J Rupee. 

VI. — Tutorest will be allowc^d from the lH?ginning of the calendar montli 
succeeding that in which a deposit is made, to the end of the month preceding 
that in which it is withdrawn. 

VII. — From the 1st January 1880, /ill fuithcr notice, interest will be 
allowed u])on deposits at the ral.(^ of one pie a month for every 1^ Rupee, which 
is equal to one anna for every Rs. 18, or one Rupee for eveiy Rs. 288, being at 
the rate of Rs. 4!; per centum per annum. Saving with the special or general 
sanction of the Governor Gcm'ral in Council, the highest monthly interest 
allowed upon any balance shall be Rs. 17^. 

VIIL— Outhc written request of any Depositor, his balance, or any 
part of it, will Ik? invested by the ComjJmller General in his own name "in 
trust for, and at the risk of, the Deiwsitor at current niarkci rates, in^ stock of 
any Loan which he may specify; if no particular loan is specified, then 
stock of one of the Rour ‘Per C(mt. Loans will Ikj bought. The stock thus 
bought will bo held by the Com})troller Gcneial on the? Depositor’s account, the 
interest thereon, 1<‘S8 a commission of oue-quart(‘r i>er cent,., being added to his 
deposit, on advice from the. Comptroller General, and entered in his Dei>osit 
.Book, the first time that it is suhscctueiitly presented. Stuck held on account 
of a Depositor will, on his written rciquest, be sold, and the i)rocecd8 added 
to bis Deposit, or, if he desir('s it, will he converted into notes and delivered 
to him. A commission of ^ per cent, will l)e charged upon such purchases, 
sales and deliv&rics. 

IX. — Every account will be made upon the 31st March, and the interest 
then due, ealc'ulat<Ml under these Rules, added to the balance tipon which 
future inter('si will accrue. If an acitount, is closed on any other date, 
interest due to the end of the ])rec«i(Hng calendar month will bo paid to the 
Depositor : hut a D(?positor who {?]os(?s an account should not, ordinarily, 
he permitted immcdint(‘lj to re-open it, cxcej)! on ])aymcnt of a line varying 
at the discretion of the .Secretary from om' to ton ruj)ees.

— A Deposit Book will be supjdied to each Depositor .ia' which the 
Sc'crotaiy, or, if the Savings Bank is at a public treasury, the Treasury Ofli(?er, 
will acknowh;(lg(?(?very deposit. The personal attendance of a De(X)sit(>r is not 
required; but no deposit will bo rc(;civcd or ]>aymcnt ma<le without the Deposi- 
tor’s Deposit Book, and the Government will not bo responsible for any 
d(?posit the rcceijit of wdiich is not acknowledged iri a D<'posit, Book. The 
inteia.'st due to date A^ill he entered in each Deposit Book the first time that it 
is produetid after the 31si March.

— The Secretary may refuse to open any account or may close any 
account, for any sufficient reason, as, for example, liecause he thinks that 
the account is likely to lie us(?d or is l)eing used contrary to the o1>j(Jct with 
w'hich GoveiTmK'nl Savings Banks are established, namely, the encouragement 
of saving. But every such refusal or closure, and the reasons for it, should 
•bo reported to tlie. Comptroller General. 

Xiy, — When the Secretary thinks it proper to close any account, he shall 
giv(i notice, in Avriting, to the Depositor, of such closure. After the date of 
such notice, no Ue.posit shall he accepted on the account so closed, and no 
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interest shall he allowed upon the balance of the closed adcount after the end of 
the calendar month then current.

PROGRESS AND REVENTTB REPORTS ON IRRIGATION WORKS IN 
RAJPUTANA FOR THE TEARS 1874-76 TO 1876-77.

Letter No. 102 S of the IStli .T.innary 1S79, from the Secretary to the Agent to the 
Governor General and Chief Commistsioncr, Rajputana, Public Works Depart- 
ment, submitting the Progress and Revenue Reports on Irrigation Works in 
Rajputana for the years 1874-75 to 1S7G-77, inclusive. 

Obsera'Attons. — T he reports now received are very full and complete on 
almost all points. The Revenue Report is subntitted for the first time ; the 
rules for assessment, collection and crediting of revenue from these Irrigation 
Works were finiilly approved by the Government of India in December 1877, 
and the statements of financial results appended to, and embodied in, the report 
have been compiled according to those rules. 

2. The arrangements for storing water in Ajmir and Mhairwara are of 
vital importance to the country : there is little or no water in the rivers except 
in tlic rainy season ; and no permanent supply in the wells ; all is dependent 
on the rainfall, which is precarious and generally small in quantity, averaging 
from 18 to 22 inches in the year, and varying from 5^ to 43^ inches in excep- 
tional seasons. In the adjacent State of Jodhpoor the annual rainfall averages 
between 4 and 5 inches only. In the Ajmir District, where the nullahs are 
sandy, a sufficient amount of water is absorbed during tlio rains to supply 
wells within a short distance from the stream on cither bank ; beyond this 
limit, uuirrigated lands extend to the foot of tlio hills on either side. In 
Mhairwara, where the beds of the drainage outfalls are roclcy and the declivity 
is great, the rainfall, if unarrested, flows off rapidly and bcnofiis the country but 
little, as the soil is shallow and not retentive of moisture. Uenco the necessity 
for retention of the rainfall by artificial means is very great. 

3. The construction of embankments for this ]mrpose dates from a very 
early period ; the Bisalya tank, it is stated, was made about 1050 A. D., and 
the Anasaugor, close to the town of Ajmir, not long after : but with 4 or 5 
exceptions the old embanJemouts seem to have fallen into disrepair, or boon 
obliterated before the country came under British administration in 1818; 
and the revival of irrigation in these tracts has taken place under British rule. 

4. Tflio gross area of Ajmir and Mhairwara, tho British portion of 
Rajputana, according to tho settlement survey at the last revision of tho land 
revenue in 1873-74, was 2,753 square miles, of Avhich 1,238 square miles were 
yielding revenue to Government, 235 square miles were held on rent-free jaghirs, 
and 1,280 on feudal tenure. Of the area yielding revenue to Govorniuont, 
171,410 acres were cultivated, 139,898 were culturable, and 448,749 were barren. 
It is assumed that from this largo area, which is returned in tho settlement 
report as un assessable, no revenue is derived from grazing and pasture lands. 
The cultivated area is 21 per cent,, and the total cultivated and culturable is 
only 40 per cent, of the total area. Of the cultivated area, 33,488 acres were 
dependent on wells, 18,461 wore irrigated from tanks, 16,438 were in the beds 
of tanks, and 103.029 acres were dependent on the rainfall. 

5. The number of wells in existence at the date of the settlement was 
13,061, of which 3,001 were out of use, and 10,060 were in operation, irrigating 
about 3'3 acres each oii an average. 
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6. The number of tanks registered up to the close of the period dealt 
with in these reports is 621, of which 458 tanks were constructed before the charge ■ . 
of the Irrigation Works was made over to the Public Works Departtaent in 
1869-70, mainly through the exertions and influence of Colonel Dixon, who 
held charge of the districts for many years, 159 tanks have been constructed 
by the villagers themselves, and 4 new tanks only have been constructed since 
1869-70 through the agency of the Public Works Department. 

7. Besides aflbrding direct iri^gation, the tank embankments are of great 
value in raising the spring level in their vicinity and for considerable distances 
along the valleys below, making irrigation from wells possible where without 
this aid it would be an impossibility. Nearly all the tanks, except tho few of 
very large size, are dry in the month of March, and the beds of tho majority 
are cultivated for the spring crop. Some of them only servo the purpose of 
{itorage reservoirs to raise the spring level, no direct irrigation being taken 
from them. As an instance of the extent to which springs are affe(!ted by local 
rain, or tho existence of a reservoir, it is mentioned in the settlement report 
of 1875 that a well at Dewa on the southern border of Mhairwara, 60 feet in 
depth, was found quite dry in the dry season of 1871-72, and the following 
year it was brimming over. 

8. The old tanks vary in size from one capable of irrigating a few 'acres 
to rather largo lakes such as tho Anasaugor at Ajmir ; the four new tanks are 
calculated to irrigate 6,972 acres, as follows : —

The last, the Pvajosi, is a restoration of a very old work, breached many 
years ago, beyond the recollection of any one now living ; tho other three are 
entii'ely now works. In future reports tho capacity and area irrigable with 
full siqiply should be stated for each of the larger tanks, old or new, and as 
many of the others as possible. 

9. Tho old tanks subject to Government assessment of revenue are 
divided into five classes — 

I. — Tanks irrigating both harvests, the beds remaining submerged.

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10., The Financial Staternents are , oompiloil from the year ] 869-70, 
when the works cartie Under the control of the Public Works Department, 
The caf)ital expenditure previous to that year, amounting to Rs. 6,17,563, 
is the outlay on construction of the assessed tanks and those benefitting wells 
numbering 326 (according to the fetatement at page 43 of the report, but elsewhere 
given at 328,) between 1835-36 and 1846-47. Subsequent outlay, it is stated, 
was mostly defrayed from the “ talao” cess, and has been omitt^. The tanks 
excluded from this initial capital account will be brought either on to it, or on 
to the revenue account as the case may bo, on their becoming useful for 
irrigation by restoration or repair. 

11, The additions to the capital outlay each year, and the aggregate at the

Of the aggregate outlay on the new reservoirs, a sum of Rs. 1,86,980 was 
expended (previous to 1874-75) from Productive Public Works funds; but the 
estimated returns from these works not being sufSciontly remunerative, they are 
not classed as Productive Public Works. It is not stated how many works 
have been brought on to the capital account in addition to the 326 mentioned 
above. 

12. The revenue accounts commence with the year 1869-70. No water- 
rates, properly so called, are levied on irrigation from the old tanks ; the credit 
to the works on this account is from a share of the land revenue. On the four 
new tanks water-rates are charged as detailed in Appendix K. The total land 
revenue of Ajmir-Mhairwara by the last settlement amounts to Rs. 3,04,593 
including cesses; deducting the latter, the amount is Rs. 2,61,557, of which 
Rs. 53,144 was allotted as the share due to the Government tanks, and 
Rs. 2,288 was on account of village tanks. The area of irrigation registered 
at time of settlement from the Government tanks was 17,227 acres, and frohi 
the village tanks 1,107 acres, 

13. The yearly demand is assessed variously for the different classes of 
tanks. On the first two classes the irrigated area is measured annually, and the 
lump sum at which each tank was assessed at the settlement is made up by 
a rate on the area actually irrigated, unless the rate so derived exceeds a certain 
fixed maximum or falls below a fixed minimum. The area irrigated from the 
tanks of the fourth and fifth classes is not ineasmod annually, but the whole 
amount assessed at the settlement is levied, subject to remissions in case of 
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extreme drought. In addition to the above water revenue, a portion* of the 
assessment on lands irrigated by wells only is credited to the tank system ; the 
water share has been taken at half the assessment on half the number of assessed 
wells in the district, and yields an amount of Rs. 20,609. The above items are, 
under the rules in force, entered in the accounts as “Indirect” revenue, the 
direct returns being comparatively trifling, and consisting of realizations from 
sales of produce, rents of buildings, &c. 

14. In the statomonP of revenue. Table D I at page 8 of the Report, 
Rs. 2,288 is added as share duo to village tanks ; but as no Government funds 
are expended on these tanks, this item is not fairly a credit to the system of 
Government works, and in the booked accounts of the Public Works Depart- 
ment it is omitted. 

15. The general results, abstracted from the booked accounts for the five 
yours up to and including 1873-74, are as follows, including allowance for leave 
and pension charges under “ Capital” outlay : —

The average annual jirofit by these figures is 4 •83 per centum on the 
cnj>ital debit at the close of thi.s period. Thi.s is, however, but a rough apjtroxi- 
mation to the actual results. The capital debit represents fairly the expenditure 
in money on the constrindiou of the Avorka ; but from the rates at Avhich the 
majority were executed as given in Colonel Dixon’s report, it is evident that 
labour and material were to a considerable extent supplied gratis. The co.st 
o*f the works, if constructed now, Avould probably be four, or even five times as 
great. 

16. The revision of the land revenue settlement took place in 1873-74, 
the revenue for subsequent years is credited as then fixed, and the area irrigated 
i.s given, but this latter apparently is only accurate for tlio first class of tanks, 
the entries for the second ola.ss being the areas recorded at time of settlement. 
The results for the three years subsequent to the revision of the settlement 
are given below —

17., There are some discrepancies between the figures given in the body 
of the report, and those in the Examiner’s statements, which should be 
explained or corrected in the next report, but they do not materially affect the 
general results. In the Examiner’s statements also there are some errors 
in the classification of the revenue, which should bo corrected in future state- 
ments, a larire portion of the “indirect” revenue having been entered as 
“ direct.” 

18. The entries of revenue in the Examiner’s statements are apparently 
the amount of actual collections during the year. The assessments for the 
year should also be shown to exhibit clearly the results of each year’s 
operations, 

19. It appears that the revenue on “ ftbi,” or cultivation on submerged 
land in the beds of tanks, was credited in the years 1874-75 and 1875-76, but 
not in ] 876-77, and the credit to the works on this account in the latter year 
would have amounted to Us. 14,290, no inconsiderable addition. The credits 
in the two former years on thi.s account wei’c comparatively small, aggregating 
only Ks. 2,919. The reasons for the omission of the credit in 1876-77 should 
be explained. 

20. The working expenses include outlay on extensions and new- works, 
aggregating Us. 67,356 hi the eight years ending 1876-77. Expenditure of 
this description, including a proper share of the establishment charges, should be 
deducted to exhibit the actual expense of maintenance of the works. The 

* number of new -and restored works, added to the number in operation at the 
time of the Idst land settlement, should be stated. 

21. The areas irrigated during the three yoaratwee ih5 revision of settle- 
ment, as given in the Examiner's statPiK''tri.s, do not corre.spond with the figures 
given in the body of the rei)o»;i-aa it is not apparent how these latter have 
booui.’iTvtft* ‘rife areas of land irrigated directly from the tanks ; the 

submerged areas which were cultivated, and the double cropped area should be 
shown separately ; as well as the approximate .area irrigated from wells, a share 
of land revenue on which is credited to the works. In the Settlement Report 
the total area of laud irrigated from wells is given as 33,488 acrc.s, but the 
assessment on this is not shown separately. 

22. Turning to the now tanks, three of which came into operation 
during the last tlirco years dealt with in the report, the capital account at the 
end of 1876-77, including allowance for leave and pen.sion charges, is as

* In future reports the area of double cropped land should be given, as well 
as the area of land irrigated from old Avells in which the spring level has been 
raised by percolation from the re.sorvoir, or now wells, the supply in which is 
similarly dependent on them. It is stated that many wells have already been 
benefitted by the Bhecr reservoir, but the number is not given, nor any approxi- * 
mation to the area of irrigation thus supplied. 

24. It is too early yet to form an opinion on the probable financial results 
of these works : it is however satisfactory to learn that the demand for irsiga- 
tion in the kharif of the year succeeding those under review was for more than . 
three times the area irrigated in 1876«77. The supply in the Bheer reservoir 
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appears to have been considerably less than, it was estimated could be supplied 
■from the catchment area witli a given amount of rainfall. Experiment^ on 
evaporation, absorption, and quantity of rainfall available for storage, are 
referred to in the report ; the results of these experiments cannot fail to be of 
groat interest, and should bo given in future reports. 

25. The cost of maintencanco compared with area irrigated should be 
shown in future reports. From the figures given it would a])pcar to be very 
high on the old tanks. The average amount of working expenses for the last 
3 years was Es. .55,825, und the average irrigation appears to have been 20,081 
acres, giving a rate of Rs. 277 per acre. Tlie e.stablishment charges are es- 
pecially high, but this point is receiving attention from the local officers. 

. The suggestion of the Exccnti\ e Engineer to enlist the .active intervention 
of the cultivators themselves in tlic control, management .and maintenance of 
the tanks is e.speeially deserving of notice, and the Government of India will 
be glad to afford evej’y aid and eneour.agement to any practical scheme which 
is likely to effect tliis most desirable result. 

26. Although the aijparcnt and direct financial results of the irri- 
gation works in Rajputana as exhibited in those reports .are very poor, 
tho testimony of all acquainted wdth the localities is tb.at without the 
tanks the country could not he permanently inhabited. Tho Committee 
of 1874 recorded its opinion that "the tanks have recl.aimcd Mhairwara 
from being a wild jungle through which no man could pass with s.afety. 
But for the tanks, the greater part of the po})ulation of the district 
would bo a migratory one, cultivating in years of good rains, and emi- 
grating to Oodeypur .and Malwa in years of scarcity.” Colonel Dixon was 
of o])uuon that the tanks had raised the level of the springs throughout the 
district, and his succos.sor. Major Lloyd, held the same view ; and tho former 
officer considered that the large increase in land revenue during liis incum- 
bency was wholly due to the tanks. Yet in the reports now s\jbmiltod tho 
aver.ago area .annually due to the tanks is put down at only about 20,000 acres, 
the totfxl cnitiv.atcd area recorded at the l.a.st settlement being 171,410 acres. 
The area of hand irrigated from wells, of wliich .a share of the revenue is consi- 
dered a fair credit to the tatiks, is not shown, and tho credit on this account seems 
to bo much less than can be fixirly claimed. The Commitleo fixed tiie share at 
one-fourth only of the calculated w.ater share of the assessment, which again 
bears to the entire assessment the jirojiorliou of Rs. 2-8-0 to Ks. .3-12-0, or about 
two-thirds, while at the same time it is stfited in the C'ommittec’s report that in 
Mhair\v.ar.a (JBeawar and Todgurh Siih-Collectorates) tlio chief supply ih the 
wells is due to the tanks ; and although in Ajtnir the supply is mainly due to 
})ercolation from nullahs, it is stated, as a well known fact, that tho fertility of 
tho Ajmir valley for 10 miles below the Anas.augor tank dcqiends almost 
entirely on that lake, the direct irrigation from the hake being little oi* none. 
By far tho greater proportion of the irrigation from wells is, it would appear, 
dependent on the tanks. It should not he difficult to ascertain the actual 
number of W(:li.s tho supply in whicli is wholly or m.ainly diipendont on the 
tanks, and tbis should be done as soon .as possible. As tlie rosnlts are nmi, 
exhibited, it miglit Lo sujiposed that it was not fiiianci.ally justifiable to expenJx 
Government fiiiuls on ibose works, while, if the opinions of tho various loc.al 
officers quoted above are even to a sm.all extent correct, the abandonment ef 
the works would l.'ring ruin to the jnovince, und it is of the utmost importance 
that their full value should be ascertained and recorded. 

27. ,A vi'vy important question is alluded to in this report as still 
under considi i-uion conma’ted w'ith tlie larger class of hanks, ws., whether 
they should bo (’.raiiicd annually to supply tho maximum area of irrigation, 
or whether a i<‘S' rvo f liould bo maintained in them from a yc<ar of good 
rainffill to su}»p! >• deficiemfms in a subsequent year. The former system would 
j iold tho b( I din-ct financial result, but for tlie prevention or mitigation of 
famino the 1:. ii would lie most effectual.
